Lutb.  6?  Calv.  Wc  will  be  happy  to  give  you 
If  very  inlight  into  our  great  myfteries. 

Mof.  Almighty  God  guards,  rules,  governs, 
(anftifies,  and  keeps  the  new  covenant,  or 
chriftian  church,  holy  and  undefiled,  until  he 
fliall  tranflat^  her  into  heaven,  and  there  to  be 
Jiappy  with  him  for  all  eternity. 

Luth.  6?  Calv.^  This  truth  is  the  promife  of 
both  your's  and  our  fcriptures,  as  alfo  our  three 
chriftian  creeds,  which  all  chriftians  profefs 
and  believe;  without  this,  we  believe  there  is 
no  falvation.

6f  Cah.  '  They  prefcntly  abufed  the 
bounty  and  goodnefs*  of  God ;  and  before  the 
third  century^  a  moft  woeful  thing  to  ruminate 
upon,  brought  in  and  mixed  their  heathen  and 
idolatrous  worfhip,  with  the  chriftian,  and  fell 
into  every  diforder  deteftable  to  God  and  hateful 
to  man ;  fo  that  they  were  left  and  abandoned  by 
God,  as  our  proteftant  creed  or  homily  teflifiesy 
that  all  chriftendom,  men^  women,  and  chil* 
dren,  were  drowned  in  damnable  idolatry,  for 
about  looo  years,  which  was  about  300  years 
from  the  birth  of  Chrift,  and  that  during  that 
time  none  were  faved.  It  was  the  only  meant 
left  for  Luther  and  Calvin,  who  were  brought  * 
up  in  this  fynagogue  of  Satan,  and  wore  his 
mark,  the  priefthood,  until  they  turned  their 
backs  upon  them,  and  drew  thoufands  out  of 
the  mire  of  iniquity  :  that  was  a  bright  day, 

Mof.  What  creeds  did  Luther  and  the  reft  of 
the  proteftants  fay,  during  thefe  contefts,  and 
what  other  devotions  ? 

Luth.  fcf  Cah).  There  was,  as  foon  as  convcni. 
ent,  feveral  fynods  held  to  determine  upon  fome 
proper  fyftem  of  worfhip,  and  articles  of  faith, 
to  confirm  and  eftablifli  our  raw  and  new  Sion', 
aad  reftore  the  new  covenant  to  its  firfl  ftatc 
and  fimplicity. 

Mof  By  your  rule  of  faith,  heaven  is  more  • 
indebted  to  the  Reformation  than  to  chriftis* 
nity  for  its  inhabitants. 

Luth.  i^  Cah.  The  Reformation  is  chriftianitjf 
rcftored* 
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M?/.  By  the  articles  of  your  belief,  the  im* 
morality  of  your  firft  reformer,  with  youf 
whole  mafs,  and  the  univerfal  difagreements 
from  your  beginning  to  your  prefent  ftate,  zi 
your  fynods  and  every  monument  you  have 
produced,  teftifies  and  gives  full  evidence,  that 
your  new  gofpel  and  lives  are  a  direft  proftitu- 
tion  of  the  gofpel  of  Jefus  Chrlft  and  his  and  a 
chriftian  life;  there  is  not  the  leaft  clue  the 
Reformation  can  hold  by :  you,  according  to 
reafon  and  common  fenfe,  have  unchriftianed 
yourfelves,  and  changed  Jefus  Chrift,  for  Lu« 
ther  and  Calvin.  That  is  reprobating  both  the 
chriftian  and  Jewifli  covenants,  and  fetting  up 
your  proteftant  covenant;  that  is  a  religion 
contrived  to  glut  the  paffions,  and  fet  all  your 
inclinations  afloat,  repel  remorfe,  and  fear  the 
confcieace. 

LuiL  y  C/ilv.  Jefus  Chrift  is  our  Lord,  and 
the  fcriptures  our  rule  of  faith  and  guide. 

Mef,  Is  it  poflible  that  Jefus  Chrift  can  be 
your  Lord,  and  the  fcriptures  your  rule  and 
guide,  when  you  proteft  and  villify  both,  and 
place  your  faith  in  Luther  and  Calvin,  two  re- 
probates ? 

Luib.  Cff  Calv.  Our  faith  and  hope  is  in  Jefus 
Chrift,  and  if  our  confcience  accufed  us  we

Mof.  What  fc(fl  or  perfuafion  ? 

Lu^b.  Lutheranifm. 

Ca/z;. 'Calvinifm. 

Maf.  Do  not  proteftantifm  hold  the  fame 
articles  of  faith  in  all  their  congregations  ? 

Lutb.  If  they  did,  no  doubt  there  would  not 
be  that  variety  of  new-fangled  dodtrines  and 
fefts,  but  would  bear  the  name  of  their  head 
and  father,  Luther.     » 

Cah.  Luther  being  a  carnal  man,  purely  fpi- 
ritual,;^  being  the  vitals  of  New  Sion,  Calviu 
enters  high  and  mighty  prince,  (having  ob- 
tained the  bleffing)  into  the  Land  of  Promife, 
where  he  reigns  trumphant  without  equal. 
#  Lutb.  If  this  be  allowed,  where  is  priority, 
the  birthright  of  great  Luther,  who,  as  Til- 
letfon  well  obferves,  like  an  iron  wedge,  fplit 
and  difperfed  the  hard  and  knotty  oak  (popery) 
into  a  thoufand  wrecks. 

Cah, 
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CaJv.  Luther  we  hold  to  be  the  precurfor  of 
Calvin,  as  Efau  was  of  Jacob,  which  we  have 
proved^     Luther  rnifplaced  himfelf. 
•   Mof.    Your    proteftantifm   has   entered  the 
world  250  years  and  remains  without  a  head  ? 

Luth.  You  mean  it  as  one  religion  or  a  body  ; 
but  view  it  diftindly  and  feparately,  you. will 
clearly  fee  many  congregations,  each  one  its 
head  or  firft  brother.  The  Calvinifts,  Qusrkcrs, 
Anabaptifts,  and  fo  on  to  upwards  of  100  fefts, 
Whitfielites,  Weftlyfliites,  and  no.  one  knows, 
not  Luther  himfelf,  where  all  this  will  end ; 
befides  this,  every  head  has  his  own  religion 
communicated  by  the  fpirit.  The  anxiety  Lu- 
ther fufFered  to  ereft  a  due  fubordination^  dif- 
cipline  and  good  agreement  among  his  dilciples 
to  perpetuate  His  church  pure  and  fpotlefsi  is 
unperceivable  j  he  fummoned  fynods  and  coun-i 
cils  for  this  purpofe,  but  to  no  effecSt.  .^When 
he  looked  for  duty  and  agreement,  he  receiv- 
ed undutifulnefs,  anarchy,  and  difagreemenc* 
Calvin  and  others  of  his  firft  converts  proved 
thorns  to  his  fides,  who  became  fchlfmatics 
and  heretics,  difobcdient  and  deftfudive  of  the 
new  gofpel,  fetting  up  religions  different  from 
what  he  taught  them>  for  which  impiety  he  was 
obliged  to  excommunicate  them, 

Calv.  Our  fathers  return  his  excommunic%. 
trons  on  Luther's  own  pate,  and  wrefted.  the 
ftaff  Qilt  of  his  carnal  hand,  as  Httle  David  dnd 
tKeri>ear  out  of  Goliah  of  Gotha,  or  as  Jacob 
did  the  birthright  from  Efau.  Luther,  as  Gof 
liah,  lays  as  an  inanimated  trunk,  wallowing  in 
the  carnality,  while  Calvin,  in  fpirit,  preached 

purity 
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purity  of  fpiFit.     How  fweet  are  the  gofpels*of 
peace  that  bringeth  good  tidings,  O  Sion  ! 

Afc/.You  tal^  much,  but  prove  nothing: 
what  tiroofs  do  you  produce  to  authenticate 
Luther s  miffion  and  power  to  excommunicate 
diffenters  and  others  ? 

Luth.  The  fcriptures  and  creeds  granted  full 
and  ample   authority.      Thou  art   Peter^    and 
upon  this  rock  I  will  build  my  churchy  and  tht 
gates  df   hell  Jhall  not  prevail  againfl  it.     And 
I  will  give    tv   thee   the   keys   of  the  kingdom 
of  heaven ;    and  whatfoevtr  you  Jhall  loofe   en 
earth  fljall  he  loofed  in  heaven^  and  whatfoever 
you  Jhall   bind   on  earthy  Jhall  be  bound  aljo  in 
heaven.      This    is    the    plenitude    of    power 
pofitivc  without   reftridtion.  •  This,   you   ob- 
ferve,  was  given  -fingly    to  Peter,  that  unity 
might  be  preferved,  without  which  all   muft 
terminate  in  anarchy  and  confufion ;  and  that 
the  other  apoftles  and  aflbciates  might  be  parr- 
ners  under  due  fubordination  in  the  great  work 
of  falvation,  they  have  the  like  fpiritual  arm's 
imparted  to  them  with  obedience  to  their  head. 
After  our  Lord's  refurreftion  he  grants  the  for- 
givenefs  of  fins  to  them  and  to  the  priefthox>d. 
"Whofe  fins  you  forgive,  they  are  forgiven  ;  and 
whofe  fins  you  will  not  forgive,  Ihall   not  be 
forgiven.     The   fcripture   above  quoted  clears 
two  points,  quoted,   denied    by  the   Calvinift. 
The  primacy- t)f  Luther  and  full  power  to  ex* 
Hrommunicate  ali  di0enters,  and   power  to  the 
priefthood.  to  forgive  fins  ;  both  which  the  J  Lu- 
therans hold   as  an  article  of  faith,    and  the 
Calvinifts  deny.,  plain  fcripture,  and  that  there 
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may  be  no  deficiency  in  the  perpetuity  of  thefc 
promifes,  both  your's  and  our  fcriptures  con- 
firm. Daniel  I  faw  in  the  night  vifions,  and 
behold  one,  like  the  Son  of  Man,  came  with 
the^clouds  of  heaven,  and  came  to  the.tocient 
of  days,  and  they  brought  him  near  before 
him,  and  there  was  given  him  dominion  and 
glory  and  a  kingdom,  that  all  people,  nations 
and  languages  fliould  ferve  him  :  his  dominioa 
is  an  everlafting  dominion,  which  Ihall  not  pafs 
away,  and  his  kingdom  which  ihall  not  be  de- 
ftrOyed.  I  will  afk  the  Father,  and  he  fliall 
give  you  another  Paraclete,  that  he  may  abide 
with  you  for  ever.  And  Jefus  coming,  fpoke 
to  them,  faying,  all  power  is  given  to  me  in  bea- 
venj  and  on  earth.  Go  you  therefore  and  teach  all 
nations^  baptizing  them,  in  the  name  of  the  Fa*- 
jhefy  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Gboft,  teacb^ 
ing  them  to  obferve  all  things  wbatfoever  I  have 
commanded  you^  and  behold  I  am  with  you  all  days^ 
even  to  the  end  of  the  world.  Many  other  fcrip- 
tures prove  the  unity  and  perpetuity  of  th^ 
new  covenant  or  church  of  Chrift.  The  creeds 
are  equally  full  and  explicit.  I  believe  in  the 
holy  catholic  church,  the  forgivenefs  of  fing, 
and  the  communion  of  faints. 

I  believe  one,  holy,  qathqlic,  and  apoftolic 
church. 

Whofoever  will  be  fayed,  it  is  neceflary  tlut 
he  hold  the  catholic  faith,  which  faith,  unlefs 
he  keep  whole  and  undcfiled,  without  .  doub^, 
he  Ihall  perifh  everlaftingly.

And  the  Lord  thy  God  fhall  raife  you  up 

a  frophet  like  one- of  your  brethren,  him  Jhall  you> 

hear  tmd  ohey,  and  it  fl:^all  come  to  pafs,  that  every 

foul  that  will  not  hear  that  prophet  to  do  wbatfo- 

ever  he  commandeth  them,  fhall  be  cut  off  from  the 

people ;  and  many  oth^r  texts.     But  what  has 

Luther  {o  do  with  thefe  fcriptures  ?  they  arc 

the  promifes  to  Jefus  Chrift  and   his  church  j 

fo  that  it  is  clear,  when  a  man  would  fit  in  the 

chair  of  ilate^  which  he  is  not  intitled  to,  how 

does  lie  perplex   and   bewilder   himfelf  in  a 

"maze  and  labyrinth  of  abfurdities,  and  the  mod 

laughable  conceits  and  contradictions  ?  This  is 

the  cafe  before  us*     Luther  has  no  other  means 

to  confirm  him  in  his  arrogance   and  aflfumed 

authority   of  excommunicating   and  branding 

all  who  find  it  advifeable  to  feparate  from  his 

communion,  with  the  odious  names  of  fchifma* 

tics  and  heretics,  bjat  by  taking  to  himfelf  the 

fcriptures,  which  intereft  is  promifed  to  Chrift 

and  his  church.     Chrift  infticuted    Peter  his 

vicar,  and  eftabliflied  him  chief  of   the  new 

covenant.     I^uther,  like  Csefar,  could  not  coht- 

tent  himfelf  with  an  equal,  turns  out  Peter  and 

feats  himfelf  in  Peter's  chair,  in  order  to  Ihew 

his  power  and  arrogance-,  and  deal  out  excom^ 

niunications  as  to  him  feems  meet,  agalnft  men 

far  more  fpiritual  in  the  work  of  thetniniftryi 

and  better  calculated  for  the  chief  feat  or  chair 

of  Peter.    For,  as  the  old  chriftianity  forfeited 

their  recognizances,   it  was  proper  that  their 

vacant  feats  (hould  have  been  bequeathed  by 

the  general  voice  of  the  congregation  to  rpeiJ 

endowed  ^itji  the  fpirit.     Such  voice  would 
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have  placed  Calvin  in  Peter's  chair, 'to  the  ge- 
neral edification  of  the  church.

Lutb.  Your  folly  appears  eveq  in  the  con- 
traded  face  of  old  Mofes. 

Caly.  It  is  your  Ihuffiing,  Luther,  into  Pe« 
ter's  chair  and  claiming  the  power  which  is 
promifed  the  Meffiah. 

Mof.  Your  Pandemonium  rivals,  if  poffible^ 
your  original ;  and  you  two.  Punch  and  Har» 
lequin,  are  the  moft  laughable  figures,  both 
in  fhape  and  (Irange  conceits  and  contfadiftonss 
that  the  earth  ever  produced.  I  am  perfuaded 
neither  believes,  the  leaft  of  all  the  incoherent 
ilory  you  have  been  labouring  at  but  to  fatten 
and  fill  your  carcafes,  who  are  like  a  couple  of 
fat  fwine,  ^t  the  coft  of  your  blind  and  de^ 
luded  pariftioners. 

Lulh.  6f  Calv.  You  eonfider  us  as  mal-con* 
Stents,  reftlefs ,  hypocrites,  and  without  good

Mof.  Your  protefting  againft  almighty  God 
and  his  divine  fcriptures  marks  your  condem*- 
nation  and  reprobation. 

Luth.  £s?  Calv.  We  have  taken  both  fcrip- 
turcs  into  our  pofleflioh,  bequeathed  us  by  our 
anceftors,  and  are  refolved  to  be  valiant  againft 
all  who  dare  gainfay  us. 

Mof.  Your  refolution  is  the  reverfe  to  your 
original  anceftors,  who  quitted  the  religion  of 
their  anceftors,  being  Roman  Catholics.

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Cah.  They  were  idolaters  and  imagc-wdr* 
Ihippcrsi 

Mof.  V&'bat  fay  you,  Luther  ?  Your  ibciety 
and  the  chi|rch  of  EtJgland  are  not  fo  fqueamifhi 
You  are  from  London 

Lutb.  Similitudes  originate  either  from  love 
-or  hatred,  and  produce  the  like  effeSs.  This 
wc  know  both  by  public  and  private  occur- 
rences. A  man  that  has  rendered  his  country 
great  fervices  is  iinmortalized  by  the  juftice  he 
demands,  and  efteem  of  his  country,  to  perpe** 
tuate  which  his  image  is  fet  up  to  be  refpedled 
and  transferred  to  future  generations.  England 
holds  forth,  in  the  Tower,  her  kings  in  armour 
on  horfeback ;  alfo,  her  kings  in  the  .Royal 
Exchange ;  on  St.  Paul's,  the  Evangelifl:  and 
many  other  holy  images,  with  the  Crofs  on  the 
top ;  by  this  teftifying  her  obedience,  gratitude^ 
and  efteem  for  her  fovereigns  and  religion*  Near 
the  door  or  portico  are  the  memorials  of  queen 
Anne  (whofe  glorious  wars  are  the  boaft  of 
^vcry  Britilh  fubje<5t)  furrounded  with  many 
other  emblematical  figures ;  the  glorious  queen 
Elizabeth,  near  Temple-Bar,  reminding  her 
country  of  her  great  feats  and  conquering 
powers.  On  St.  Dunftan's  church,  juft  by 
this  great  queen,  are  placed  the  image  of  that 
great  faint,  from  whom  the  church  bears  the 
name, 

Mof.  Who  was  this  St,  Dunftan  ?  I  never 
knew  that  the  Reformation  canonized.  I  ain, 
curious  to  know* 

Lntb.  According  to  his  life,  he  was  a  Roman 
Catholic,  bilhop  of  Canterbuiy,  who  died  ia 
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988.  "We  ihall  next  vifit  the  great  church  of 
St.  Peter,  Weftminfter- Abbey,  the  common 
fepulchre  of  both  catholics  and  proceftants. 
Here  Calvin  will,  as  he  can  place  himfelf  in 
,  fpirit,  meet  with  every  idolatry,  both  catholic 
and  proteflant,  from  the  prince  to  the  beggar, 
idols  of  angels,  men,  women,  children,  beads, 
birds,  reptiles.  Death,  old  Time,  Ihips,  an- 
chors, cables,  arms  of  deftru&ion,  both  great 
and  fmall,  and  many  images,  or  emblematical 
allufions,  too  numerous  to  dwell  upon,  or  a 
Calvinift's  ftomach  to  contain.  Obferve  the 
mufcles  of  his  face  are  contraded  and  drawn 
up  to  the  fize  and  as  white  as  an  egg. 

Mof.  It  muft  be  the  image  of  an  egg,  I 
mean  a  cow!s  bladder,  filled  with  lard ;  your 
medicine  operates  powerfully, 

Lutb.  From  the  abbey  I  will  next  efcort  you 
through  the  towns  and  villages  through  Eng- 
land,  &c.  where  you  cannot  ftep  but  fome  of 
Calvin*s  idols  forefink  and  imprefs  their  hideous 
forms  on  your  mind.  By  thefe  figures  the  dif- 
ferent trades  and  (hop-keepers  acquaint  you  in 
iwhat  line  of  bufinefs  they  are.  1  never  was 
curious  to  take  a  trip  either  to  Scotland,  Ge- 
neva, Bofton  in  America,  or  any  other  Calvi- 
nifticai  jurifdiftlon. 

Calv.  I  humbly  pray  your  excufe ;  but  ne- 
ceffity  perfuades  me  to  retire ;  I  feel  a  large 
demand  which  cannot  be  withheld  :  have  you 
a  privy  ?

fundament,,  where   he   was   found   a  lifelefs, 
empty  trunk.     He  feems  to  be  the  original  of 
the  Calyiniftioal  herefy.     This  was  in  the  reiga 
of  Conftantine  the  Great,  and  was  the  chief

There  is  not  the  leaft  doubt,  and  wc^ 
with  the  counciliand  church,  through  all  agcs^ 
excommunic^e,  and  rejecft  all  heretics  and  dif- 
turbers  of  the  chriftian  peace,  . 
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^cf.  Why  was  Luther  and- the  proteftittts, 
in  OUT  days,  excommunicated  by  the  council 
of  Trent,  which  ftill  remains? 

LuJb.  This,  was,  and  ftill  is,  dccdfioned  and 
held  up  by  Cfllvinians,.  Quakers,  Anabaptifts, 
And  a  fpawn  of  many. others  too  nunieroust6 

Mof.  They  make  it  h^fidfe  of  you  and  the 
church  of  England,  having  the  power  to  up- 
hold:.them,,  in  th^ir  oppofition. 

Lu^h.  I  his  we  well  khow ;  but  when  you 
li'avc  made' a") 'league  or  communicate  with  vil- 
lairi&,  you  wiH-lnd  it  difficult  ttt  diffpoiTefs 
yourfclf  from  the  contrad,  which  is  our  cafe. 

Mo/.  The  head  of  poor  Charles  the  Firft 
fpeaks.  to  this  point. 

. :-  Lutb.  Oliver  Gromwel,  that  prefbytetian  fa- 
;iiatjic,  [confirms  it  in  the  Eufglilh  ilionarchy, 
.End  we  may  trade  :thiein  tiC'herev^r  their  powar 
extends?  v'-  ;  ':  '•  '*  '  '  .'•  '  i  '•^• 
.  Maf..  I  will,  now  declare  my  riioft  inward 
fentiments :  all  I  am  ^pofFeffed  of  has  'iffued

From  education,  pride  and  luft;  wf 
examine  our  neighbour,  but  will  not  fcrutinizc 
ourfelves. 

Luth.  I  am  a  chriftlan  proteftant,-but  why  J. 
prefer  it  I  cannot  know.  In  my  education  \ 
am  inftrudted  the  original  church  founded  by 
Jefus  Chrifl  became  an  adultrefs  and  was  ca^ 
off  by  Jefus  Chrift ;  but  the  merits  of  thp 
charge  I  never  knew.  She  is  charged  wuh 
many  idolatrous  and  diabolical  principles,  &c, 
themfelves  are  in  the  dark,  and  them  alio  who 
conjeilure  fuch  charges.

I  wilj 
grant  that  amongft  us  converfant  with  prelby- 
terians,   and  that  never  looked  into  our  religir 
on,  nor  the  advantage  of  travelling,  imbibe 
their  diabolical  tenets,  ftuifed  with  their  unna* 
tural  councils;    and,  though   not   defignedly, 
yet,  through  cuftom,  fuck  in  the  poifon,  and 
become  one  mafs  with  thofe  they  pity  or  def- 
pife;  for,  were  you  to  tell  them  their  prin-

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ciplcs  are  Calvinifm,  they  would  Immediately

This  grand  effort  of  Arius  and 
Ae  reformation  againft  the  commencement  and 
liringing  in   of  popery.     For  it  is  upon  this 
tenet  our  proteftant  religion  is  founded,  that  in 
joo  years  after  Chrlft,    whole    Chriftendoin 
changed  into  popery.     This  is  the  faith  of  our 
reformation.     Taking  this  for   granted,    you 
Calvinifts  have  great  merit ;  it   is  allowed  by 
all  that  the  reign  of  the  Arians  was  the  moft 
formidable  and  lafting  againft   popery,  com- 
puted at  400  years,  upon  the  heel  of  which 
you  made  another  ftrong  fort  againft  the  images 
called  the  IconoClaft  Herefy,  which  was   for- 
midable, and  continued  120  years;  and  many 
*  other  hard  battles,  in  different  ages,  you  "havq 
rifqued  againft  popery.     In  our  prefent  conteft 
we  place  you  as  our  body-gu^fd  and  weapon  of 
violence  or  flaming  fword  that  guarded  para- 
dife. 

Calv.  I  am  tortured  with  excruciating  paia 
and  muft  retire.  Returns  to  the  privy. 
Mcf.  Poor  Calvin  ;  he  looks  ghaftly. 
Luth.  You  muft  know  it  is  an  effcntiai  article 
which  in  thci  r  fpiritual  warfare  never  to  overpo  Wr- 
cror  ftifle  the  rule  of  the  fpirit-  To  keep  up  this 
liberty  of  fpirit,  when  they  find  the  flefti  tur-^ 
bulent  and  refradory,  to  difpel  thefe  mifts  they 
with  an  impetuous  zeal  glut  the  carnal  man,  to 
reftorc  vigour  and  harmony  to  the  fpiritual  man ; 
b«  was  roufed  throngh  this  zeal,  at  dinner,  be-

ing  from  Scotland,  at  a  haggefs  made  of  boar's 
entrails,  which  conflict  I  thought  would  have 
been  of  a  very  alarmipg  nature  j  it  is  happy 
the  matter  operates  medicinally,  and  will  ter^?

Mof.  By  this  Calvinian  tenet  you  don't  mean 
that  they  hpld  it  lawful  to  offend  againft  the 
fcommandmepts  or  any  other  wickednefs. 

The  firm  they  place  their  tenet  on, 
there  is  no  created  fin,  confequently  all  things 
pure  and  lawful,  and  requifite,  when  oppreffiye, 
to  be  allayed.  This  is  the  medicine  nature 
has  pointed  out  to  invigorate  and  renew  the  in- 
ward  man  •,  for,  though  in  flefhly  tabernacles, 
yet,,  not  fleflily  ,but  fpijitually,  as  the  liyes  of 
^ngels. 

Mof.  I  do  not  underftand  that  a  beaft  can  be 
an  angel. 

Luib.  They  pride  themfelves  upon  their  ntvi 
SiON,  mentioned  in  the  Revelations. 

Mof.  Which  Spiritualift's,  Wickednefs  ? 

Lufb.  That  fliall  be  difcuffed  at  our  next.  I 
am  as  a  perfon  on  travel,  cut  and  devoured  by 
mad  cats.  Help,  help,  help.  I  faint.  Oh, 
difpatch— Quick— it's  all  over. 

Mof.  What  is  all  this  ?  I  am  ftifled  with  the 
abominable  fwine  fteftch  that  iffues  from  thefe 
enormous  gluttons.

Calv.  You  then  terminate  our  reformation  in 
nothing  ? 

M^f.  Reafon  and  common  fenfe  grants  tbis. 

Luth.  6?  Calv.  You  have  advanced  a  matter 
wc  deny. 

Mof.  I  fhould  not  wonder  if  you  denied  your 
Own  exiftence,  which  many  wifh. 

Lutb.  &f  Calv.  That  the  chriftian  creeds  arc 
popery  ? 

Mof.  You  have  not  the  veil  over  your  eyes  ^ 
not  to  fee  what  is  clear  to  an  ideot. 

Lutb^  I  hope  our  forefathers  have  not  been 
guilty  of  this  abomination. 

Calv.  We  were  weary  and  looked  two  ways. 

Luth.  We  endeavoured  to  guard  in  like  fort 
to  fcratch  both  you  and  the  papift. 

Calv.  You  will  be  Efau's  feed,  as  Jews. 

Luth.  The  creeds  are  chriftian  and  not  popifh. 

Mof  All  your  fathers  and  church  hiftorians 
grant  that  chriftendom,  or  cliurch  of  Chrift, 
three  years  after  the  nativity  of  Chrift,  became 
popilh,  after  which  period,  two  of  the  creeds, 
Nice  and  Athanafian,  by  the  general  council  of 
Nice,  and  foon  after  by  Athanafius  and  a  coun- 
cil held  by  him  fet  forth.  It  is  in  vain  to  ex- 
cept againft  this  truth. 

Lutb.  You  lay  things  before  us  that  are  not 
fewful  for  us  to  confidert 
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Calv.  Every  thing  may  be  twirled  into  a 
whirlwind,  when  it  affeds  or  difturbs  our  in- 
ifvard  man, 

Mof.  You  cannot  extricate  yourfelves  but  by 
giving  up  the  new  fcripture  and  come  into  mjr 
bofom. 

Lutb.  6?  Cah.  We  do  not  know  what  you 
would  be, at;  to  quit  Ifaac  for  Iflimael^^'our 
invitation  is  ungrateful, 

Mof,  At  all  events  it  is  better  be  fomething 
than  nothing,  your  prefent  condition. 

Calv.  The  fpirit  moves  me,  and  will  {tt 
forth  my  promifed  fimilitude.  We  will  fup- 
pofe  "the  creation  oif  things  vifible  and  invifible 
to  be  tfiis  nut ;  we  will  fuppofe  this  creation 
on  the  furface  as  the  out-fhell  of  the  nut  eg* 
vered  with  inhabitants,  and  but  pnefmall  num- 
ber through  the  fword  of  the  fpirit  had  pierced 
into  the  inward  rccefles,  or  kernel,  which,  ac- 
cording to  the  fpirit,  is  the  one  then  neceflary, 
or  fruit  of  the  fpirit.  Would  not  you  think  it 
as  defireable  a  banquet  as' that  of  Matters.  Con- 
fider  things  properly  ;  and  fliould  1  be  fo  hap- 
py as  to  compel  you  to  this  fpiritual  banquet 
of  Mount  Sion,  you  and  all  Ifrael  havd  been 
fo  long  thirfting  after,  I  ftiall  think  myfelf  in- 
titled  to  the  name  of  your  father  and  deliverer, 
ii)  transforming  you  from  a  flelhly  Ifraelite  to 
a  fpiritual  Calvinift,  the  fruit  of  the  fpirit, 

Mof  I  fliould  be  edified  if  you  will  enter 
fully  into  the  gifts  of  the  fpirit. 

Calv.  A  fpiriru.al  CJalvinift,  or  inward  man,  is 
no  other  than  an  angel  of  light ;  he  brings  all 
things  ynder  fubjedion,  and  feeds,  nourilhes 
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and  invigorates  the  libert7  ^^^  power  of  the 
fpirit,  by  gratifying,  palling,  filling  and  ficken- 
ing  the  flefli,  which  teaches,  tires,  overcomes, 
and  vanquifhes  the  works  of  the  fleih  in  all  its 
diffembling  poftures  or  vicious  habits  and  un- 
ruly defires,  Mark  this,  an  enemy  is  never 
more  fully  vanquifhed  than  when  it  is  furfeited, 
as  Luther,  yourfelf  and  1  were  yefterday  with 
the  boar's  entrails. 

Mof.  I  underftood  that  an  empty  ftomach 
was  more  fit  for  prayer. 

Caiv.  Yout  experience  will  convince  you 
that  whatever  your  fleih  covets,  more  power- 
fully wars  againft  your  fpirit  in  time  of  prayer, 
and  wil^  net'be  gainfaid  until  your  benevolent 
heart. compaflionates  and  relieves  it  in  order  to 
obtain  tranquility  of  fpirit. 

Mof.  Suppofe  your  fleih  or  outward  man 
ihould  oppofe  thfe  commandments  ? 

Cah^  The  fpiritual  man  afts  purely;  his 
motive  is  celeftial  and  in  no  wife  comes  under 
the  cenfylre  of  the  Commandments;  the  law 
was  given  to  keep  the  fenfual  mah  in  fubjeftion, 
bpt  not  to  reftratn  the  fpiritual  chriftian, 

Maf.  Vox  example ;  fuppoife  your  deiires  to 
^uit  the  body  ? 

Calv.  I  ihould  eiflefem  and  grant  its  merito- 
rious and  angelical  wiihes ;  this  we  confider 
greatn^fspf  foul. 

Mof.  The  aft  of  adultery, 'fornicaltion,  fteaU 
ing,  muVdfer,  the  breaking  of  the  Sabbath, 
and  other  fins  ? 

Cah'.  The  whole  is  comprised  in  this  one 
Word ;  th«re  is  no  evil  in  nature,  therefore  i\o  fivi* 
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Mo/.  Why  was  t^t  law  ? 

Qalv.  To  keep  the  carnal  Jew  in  awe  ;  but 
this  no  way  interferes  with  the  liberty  of  the 
inward  man,  who  has  full  power  over  his  body, 
againfi  whom  there  is  no  laws,  Man  is  com- 
pofcd  of  two  parts,  the  outward  and  inward 
man,  which,  according  to  reafon,  Should  coin- 
cide in  friendfhip  with  each  other.  Both  form- 
ing the  complete  man,  he  can  in  fpirit  claim 
nothing  more,  befides  food  and  raiment,  and 
"what  win  keep  up  harmony  within  himfelt 
By  the  law,  I  cannot  offend  my  neighbour,  if 
I  do  not  injure  or  hurt  himfclf. 

Mof,  If  I  have  a  wife,  riches,  or  other  pof- 
fefTions,  you  hold  it  no  injury  to  poffefe  your- 
felf  of  what  is  mine  ? 

Cah.  You  can  claim  nothing  your.^s  but 
yourfelf.  We  have  an  equal  right  in  common 
to  what  we  brought  not  in,  or  will  take  out  of 
this  life. 

Mof.  TifOuJbaJt  not  covet  thy  neighbour's  hwfe. 
Then  Jhalt  not  covet  thy  neighbour's  wife^  nor 
his  man  fervanJ^  nor  his  maidfervant,  nor  his  ox, 
'ncr  hisafsy  nor  any  thing  that  is  thy  neighbour's. 

Cah.  This,  and  the  other  commandments 
are  binding  to  thofe,  as  you  are^  und^er  the  law; 
but' to  new-born  chriftiaus  we  are  a  law  tobur- 
felves,  and  live  by  the  fpirit. 

A^cf.  By  the  new  chriftian  law  you  are  free 
without  controul.  .  This  is  afleflily  liberty  not 
granted  either  to  Jew  or  chriftian,  before  your 
new  chriftianity. 

Cah.  The  firft  chriftian  church  knew  .not 
the  liberty  of  the  fpirit,  therefore  put  them- 
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felves  under  them.  This  we  prove  by  the  dif- 
ferent epiftles  and  maxims,  and  other  writings 
of  the  New  Tcftament  and  primitive  chriftians, 
they  being  as  yet  in  their  infant  (late;  for,  ac- 
cording to  the  courfe  of  things,  time  is  necef- 
fary  to  bring  matters  to  a  per^^  Hate  ^  fird:  an 
infant,  then  a  youth,  after  which  the  perfedt 
man. 

Mof.  Has  chriftianity  then  arrived  to  her 
pcrfed  ftatc  ? 
Cdlv.  Without  doubt,  in  us  new  chriftians^ 
Lutb.  Moft  certainly  the  Reformation  is  the 
candleftic  of  the  fpirir,  which  gives  light  to 
the  world. 

Mof.  You  grant  no  other  branch  of  chriften* 
dom  this  advantage  but  your's. 

Lutb.ii  Calv.  When  they  were  in  honour 
they  did  not  know  it,  which  loft  them  their 
birthright,  and  became  as  yourfelves. 

Mof.  But  do  you  grant  this  blcfling  to  the 
whole  reformation,  or  to  a  part  ? 
Lmh.  To  the  whole ;  we  are  all  included. 
Calv.  Nothing  carnal  can  have  part  in  the 
new  refurredion,  which  excludes  you  Luthc- 
rans  and  all  other  fefts  of  proteftants^  Prelby- 
terians,  being  the  fpiritual,  pure,  and  unble- 
niiflied  inward  man,  without  fpot  or  wrinkle, 
(feparated  from  the  drofs)  who  only  fliall  inha- 
bit the  land  of  Promife.  New  Sion,  fweet 
Jerufalem,  thefe  are  the  one  hundred  and  forty- 
four  thoufand  virgins  who  follow  the  Lamb 
and  fing  a  new  canticle,  which  no  other  can 
fing  •  thefc  are  purchafcd  from  the  earth,  and 
arc  iiot  bound  by  the  laws  of  the  earth.    This 
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IS  tlie  portion  of  us  Prefbyterians  or  Calvinians^ 
Your  greateft  DodVors  cdnfirm  this  to  us.  A 
late  one,  Dr.  Newton,  bilhop  of  Briflfol,  docs 
\is  great  honour;  in  his  explanation  of  thue  pro- 
phecies, whi  :h  coft  iiim  twenty  years  hard  law 
"bour,  to  eftabljlh  our  eliaim  to  ^he  above  pro- 
phecy ;  and  though  your  biihop  rejecting,  re- 
probating and  branding  you  Lutherans,  church 
of  England  and  all  co-operators  with  .images, 
paintings,  pictures,  prints,  figures,  and  all 
likcneflcs  whatfoever,  with  the-  odious  name 
of  idolators,  yet,  the  unhappy  toan  was  not 
found  worthy  to  be  feparated  from  tbofe  he 
held  in  the  greateft  deteftation  ;  but  ended  his 
life  deteftablecontradifting  and  nourifhed,'gain- 
faying  and  feeding,  reprobating  and  wallowing 
in  the  mire  of  his  own  filth  and  deftruAion  ; 
he  carried  his  zeal  as  far  as  aCalvinift,  declar- 
ing, he  held  all  refemblanc'es  in  an  equal 
degree  of  deteftation.  The  image  of  Chrift, 
Aaron's  calf,  Mofes*s  two  angels,  which  co- 
vered the  ark,  alfoin  Solomon's  temple,  or  any 
other  matter  or  thing  whatfoever. 

Luth.  The  fpirit  of  perfidy,  at  all  times^ 
has,    and  will   cxift,    the  fole  fpirit  of  Cal- 

'vinifm. 

Calv.  The  fpirit  of  Calvinifm  is  the  true 
prompter,  and  life  of  the  reformation.  ■  Nine 
to  one  that  call  themfelves  of  the  feed  of  Lu-  , 

■  ther  are  in  principle  Calvinifts;  but  not  one  in 
a  thoufand  that  goes  under  the  denomination  of 

'Calvinift,  are  Lutherans,  church  of  England, 
or  any  part  of  the  feted  of  Lutheranifm.  Make 
the  ex:perimcnt  in  England,  or  any  other  Lu. 
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therans  traduftion,  and  ypu  will  find  what^^is 
here  advanced  to  be  true  and  juft^y  tlated.    '• 

Mof.  I  am  afraid  you  have  too  juftly  ftated  a 
moft  melancholy  truth.  Poor,  miftrable,  un- 
faithful man. 

Luth.  Of  all  being?  the  rjipft  tfeachecpjis, 
rebellious,  turbulent,  violent,  *  reftlcfs,  defign- 
ing,  laying  in  wait  to  enfnare  the  ignorant,  un- 
wary, or  illiterate,  to  intoxicate.,  withdraw  and 
infinuate  their  unruly  and  unfriendly  fpirit  into 
their  hearts  and  minds^  ready  to.  rife,  r^bel,  ^^ft, 
be^t  dawn,  oyerfet  and  gainfay  all  potwer  and 
authority  fet  oyer  them.    This  always  has  and 
ever  will  be  the  fpirit  and  theme  of  Calvinifm, 
Mo/^.K  Calvinifm  be  ninety-nine  out  of  a 
hundred,  as  the  matter  will  not  admit  of -a 
doubt,  I  muft,  and  you  alfp  Lutherans,  with 
all  the  World,  pronounce  it  a  Bkfled  Reformar 
tion,  or  proteftant  church.     Sweet  chriftianity, 
how  holy  are  your  ways,  O  Sioo  ! 

Cah.  The  blefllng?  of  time  dnd  eternity 
muft  caufe  you,  outcaft,  many  a  falling  tear, 
heavy  figh,  anguiih,  defpair,  melancholy,  mi^ 
ferable  and  heartfelt  pain,  like  a  vulture  or 
mavv-woim,  torturing  your  miferable  and  dif-  . 
franchifed  fouls. 

Lu^b.  Your  benevolence  and  unbounded  cha- 
rity  gives  grace  to  your  ftcps,  and  marks^  the 
happy  prefage  of  your  future  glory.     ' 

Mof,    Happy  Bird   of   Paradife,   Celeftial, 
thrice  Blefled  Child  bf  the  new  covenant, 
Calv.    Greaf  Calvin's  fiock, 
Ele£l  and  free, 
With  glory  Jlock'dy 
Seie3i^iilbe, 
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Luth  •    ^he  virgin's  nofe, 

Their  pride  tofmg^ 
Brakes  like  gcats^ 
A  croaking  hymn.

Cah*  Calvinifts  are  the  truely  wife, 

i^uib.  You  glean  fruit  from  thofe  ybu  defpifc, 

Mof.  Is  it  an  article  of  the  Prelbyterian  Theor 
.  logy  that  all  Calvinifts  arc  virgins  ? 

Cah.  Undpubtedly  all  who  detefl:  imageSji 
jpidures,  prints,  ^nd  all  other  refemblances, 
are  virgins;  but  the  144,000  exprefled  and  fet 
forth  in  the  Revelations  is  a  cclcftial  privilege 
granted  only  to  Prefbyterians,  darling  lambs, 
ivho  never  ^defile  theoifclves  with  the  filth  of 
this  world,  having  thq  robes  white  without  fpot, 
or  wrinkle,  which  fong  no  other  can  fing. 

Luth.  Yoy  cannot  admit  this  inconfillency, 
that  a  battered  rake  who  has  lived  in  the  corft- 
xnon  ftews  or  brothels,  and  all  other  wickedr 
iiefs,  as  it  is  your  cafe,  can  be  a  virgin. 

Mof.  Moft  affuredly,  and  will  intone  an4 
chaunt  the  new  canticles  in  the  Elyfium  Fields, 
with  the  race  of  his  heretical  and  heathenifli 
forefathers. 

Cah.  The  unfolding  and  breaking  the  Ihell 

of  the   fcripturcs,    as   I  demonflrated  by  the 

Umilitude  of  the  nut,  which  you  have  fincc 

been  mumbling  in  your  toothleis  mouth  to  no 

•    .  ^  <fea. 
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«fFed,  is  bequeathed  only  as  a  ccleftial  gift  to 
the  virgins  of  Sion,  of  which  I  have  the  ho- 
nour to  be  not  as  a  member  only,  but  a  fetter 
forth  of  the  word  alio,  being  one  of  their 
ciders  for  upwards  of  forty  years ;  my  vene» 
table  afpeft  declares  the  grcatnefs  of  my  call- 
ing- ,       ' 

Lutb.  If  a  venerable  face  and  corpulent  body 
declares  our  nobility,  old  age  and  long  labour 
in  the  vineyard,  hard-treading  the  wine-prefs, 
exemplifying  and  analyfing  the  holy  books  ; 
if  this  and  numberlefs  feats  through  a  long 
feries  of  pilgrimage  will  entitle  virginity,  I  am 
not  a  whit  behind,  but  have  every  claim  with 
yourfelf. 
Calv.  I  have  repeatedly  refuted  your  claim. 
Lutb.  You  truly  inherit,  with  your  whole 
flock,  goat  like,  the  implacable,  uncharitable, 
difgufting,  and  in  every  degree  diabolical  fpirit 
as  I  have  often  repeated  of  your  old  father  j  he 
wreftled  with-  his  Saviour,  the  mighty-Luther 
and  you,  with  great  Newton,  who,  as  you  wifely 
obferved,  laboured  and  fweated  for  20  years  ro 
eftablifh ;  the  whole  reformation  on  the  ruins  of 
popery,  to  make  virgins,  of  himfelf,  though 
an  old  veteran  Ln  the  wars  of  Venus,  and  the 
whole  proteftant  world ;  his  charity  was  fo  ve- 
henient  that  he  feeked  into  paft  ages  to  loofen 
the  bonds  of  many  Ihoals   of  Calvinifts  and 
other  condemned  heretics,  and  bring  them  into 
this  haven  of  tranquility  and  virgin  ftate  ;  yet 
you  dare  fhut  the  door  and  put  out  this  great 
benefaftor  of  Calvinifm,  and  his   pious  Roc\l 
amongft  Jews  and  papiH$^ 
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M?/.  Poor  Luther  has  loft  his  birthright  and 
turned  out  amongft  heathens  and  publicans,  a

Calv.  In  fcripturewe^ find  but  one  Efau,  the 
type  of  Luther,  who  flands  alone,  I  nxean  in 
name,  as  Efau* 

Mof.     And  birthright  ? 

Lutb.  Undutiful  and  reprobate  children, 

Calv.  You,  as  Luther,  aflume  an  authority  you 
are  not  entitled  to ;  mark  the  fcripture  finiill* 
tude,  Ifaac  was  father  to  Jacob  and  Efau,  Efau, ' 
being  a  brother,  could  claim  no  paternal  jurif- 
diftion  ;  fo  that  claiming  the  birthright  was  no 
breach  of  duty  to  his  father,  but  a  matter  of 
equality,  and,  as  twin  brothers,  made  it  his 
own  by  joint  confent,  and  confirmed  by  pur^ 
chafe  to  him  and  his  heirs  for  ever;  to  which 
was  annexed  the  blefilng  that  there  may  be  no 
reparation  or  divifion  but  a  fuUnefs  to  him  that 
will  be  full,  and  total  exclufion  to  the  luke-- 
warm  and  his  pofterity. 

Mof.  Efau  and  Jacob  were  twin-brothers, 
iflue  of  .one  father  and  one  mother,  which 
bears  no  anology  to  Luther  and  Calvin  ;  one  a 
German,  the  other  a  Frenchman,  and  no  ways 
related  but  in  wicked nefs. 

Luth.  In  the  reformation  we  are  brethren  or  a 
fpiritual  brotherhood',  tied  together  as  a  bunch 
of  fweet  perfumes. 

Calv.  Efau  and  Jacob  were  twins,  according 

to  the  courfe  of  nature ;  Luther  and   Calvin, 

according  as  was  foretold  by  the  old  fcriptures, 

by  the  fpirit;  fo  that  they  were  as  the  new  co-. 

vemnt^  tw^in- brothers  by  the  fpiritual  lineage. 
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as  our  new  fcripture  takes  notice  of  Melchi(*- 
dech,  without  father,  without  mother,  with* 
out  genealogy.  That  is  a  fpiritual  birth ;  Ijut 
when  Luther,  in  imitation  of  Efau,  or  the 
fallen  angels,  rendered  himfelf  obnoxious  and 
odious  in  the  ^ght  of  heaven,  his  fpiritual  or 
new  man,  forgetful  of  himfelf,  mterfered, 
fwine,  or  cow  like,  wallowing  in  ftench,  co- 
partner wkhthe  animal,  or  old  man,  his  birth- 
right was  transferred  to  Calvin  and  his  pofte- 
rity,  who  are  daily  inhabiting  new  Sion,  with 
delicious  fruits  of  the  moft  fweet  odour, 

Mof.  Ifrael  knows  of  no  fcriptures  that  fpeafc 
either  of  Luther,  Calvin,  or  of  your  pretended 
-reformation,  either  at  large,  or  in  part,  in  the 
-fixteenth  century. 

Luth.  You  cannot  deny  the  expe<ftation  of 
the  Mefliah  by  Ifrael,  according  to  your  pro- 
phecies, when  Chrift  appeared, 

Calv.  Our  common  father  Abraham,  from 
whom  we  derive  our  pedigree,  yoyi  in  a  carnal 
and  us  CaflvinMls  in  a  fpiritual  lineage,  give 
teftiniony  to  our  adoption  by  a  fuperior  and 
fpiritual  binth,  by  paying  tithes;  and  Livy, 
the  father  of  your  carnal  priefthood,  who  re- 
ceived tithes  of  his  brethren,  paid  tithes  in 
Abraham,  to  our  anceftor  and  type,  Melchi- 
fedech. 

Mof.  Ifrael  acknowledges  that  according  to 
their  fcripture  prophecies,  the  time  of  expec- 
tation was  accpmplilhed  for  their  Mefliah  at  the 
tinie  Chrift  vappeared ;  but  why  he  did  not  ma. 
nifcft  himfeli-they  'know  not,  but  wait  the 
good  pleafureof  fheir  Xjod;  but  this. they  af- 
C  3  fert, 
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fcrt,  tliat  your  reformation,  either  in  whole, 
or  in  part,  is  no  where  taken  notice  of  either 
by  our  fcriptures,  or  what  you .  call  yours ;  fo 
that  you  are  utterly  excluded  by  both.  If  the 
;riew  be  the  fulfilling  and  accompHlhment  of 
*  the  old,  which,  according  to  the  chriftian  faith, 
in  their  fcripture,  and  yours,  if  you  allow 
yourfelves 'to- be  chriflians  (but  your  tenets 
.prove  you  not)  are  the  lall  words  of,  Chrift 
when  he  was  expiring.  Alllhis  is  confummated. 
The  conclufion  is  this  :  if  the  JewiOi  covenant 
ended  and  was  perfedled  in  the  new  by  Jefus 
Chrift,  there  can  be  no  adding-  or  taking  away 
from  what  is  pierfedl.  Our  prophecies  arc 
equally  full,  without  diftindtion,  dividing  or 
reparation,  to  Chrift  and  his  church  ;  the  ob- 
■ftacle  that  feparates  the  Jew  from  the  chriftian 
is  the  perfon  of  the  Meffiah  ;  remove  this,  we 
would  feek  no  further ;  what  the  Almighty  pro- 
nounces perfed: ;  he  muft  be  a  vile  reptile,  mif- 
creant,  obnoxious  and  bane  of  fociety,  Thefe 
peft,  what  title  can  be  given  them,  whofpatter 
their  poifon  wherever  they  are  permitted  to 
open  their  blafphcmous  throats,  fpurting  and 
vomitting  into  the  hearts  of  poor  filly  women 
and  children  impieties  and  contradidlions,  clip- 
ping and  feparating  the  fcriptures,  changing 
and  obliging  the  letter  to  fpeak  what  their  in* 
fefted  fpirits  are  intoxicated  with. 

Luth.  Thefe  are  the  words  proceding  from  a 
good  fpirit^  and  we  hope  foon  to  fee  it  verified 
that  the  fpirit  will  leave  nothing  imperfeft. 
that  it  has  taken  in  hand  to  perfed:.  We  flialj 
look  upon  your  :converfioQ  a^   the    greatefi^ 

>        Wprk 
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Work  of  our  miniftry  and  labours  in  the  Lord** 

vineyard.' 

Cah.  I  proved  to  you,  in  the  time  of  the 
apoftles^chriftianity  was,  as  might  be  faid,  in 
its  infancy  or  leadirtg-ftrings,  lA  the  time  of 
the  Jews,  in  the  womb  ;  but  by  Calvinifm 
the  perfeft  man  Luther  ufliercd  the  youth, 
when  Calvin  made  him  the  perfedl  man,  I 
inean  a  ftate  of  perfeftion. 

Mof.  You  have  proved  yourfelves  ideots  and 
knaves ;  .ideots,  in  facrificing  happinefs  for  ml- 
fery,  prefenting  yourfelves  to  the  eyes  of  ho- 
neft,  and  whoever  are  not  in  your  plot  or  knot, 
illegitimate,  ignominious,  and  depraved  race  ^

I  will  give  you  the  examples  I  pur- 
pofed  of  herefy  and  fchifm,  in  the  Jewifh 
church,  beginning  with  the  primitive  or  ija  the 
life-time  of  -our  Law-giver.  Exoi.  xxxii.  The 
firft  of  note  is  the  fetting  up  the  calf  in  the  - 
wildernefs  -,  and  when  Aaron  faw  it,  he  built 
an  altar  before  it,  and  Aaron  made  proclama- 
tion, and  faid,  to-nwrrow  is  a  feafi  to  the  Lord. 
And  they  rofe  up  early  on  the  morrow,  arid 
offered  burnt-offerings,  and  brought  peace- 
offerings,  arid  the  people  fat  down  to  eat  and 
drink,  and  rofe  up  to  play.  And  when  Moles 
came  down  from  the  Mount,  and  faw  the  calf 
and  faw  the  people  naked,  for  Aaron  (in  your 
cafe  Luther  and  Calvin)  had  made  them  naked 
unto  their  (hame  among  their  enemies ;  then 
Mofes  ftood  in  the  gate  of  the  camp  and  faid, 
who  is  on  the  Lord^s  fide?  and  the  fons  of  Levi 
joined  themfelves  to  him.  And  he  faid  unto 
them,  T^hus  faith  the  Lord  God  of  Ifrael^  put 
every  man  his  fword  by  bis  fide y  and  go  in  and  out 
from  gate  to  gate  throughout  the  camp  and  Jlay 
every  man  his  brother^  and  cvety  man  his  compa^ 
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»/e«,  and  every  n.an  kis  neighbour;  and  there  fell, 
or  put  to  death  about  three  thoufand  men,  and 
the  Lord  plagued  the  people  for  this  fin. 

Lev.  c.  X.  And  Nadaband  Abitou,  the  fons 
of  Aaron  (a  type  of  Luther  and  Calvin)  took 
either  of  them  his  cenfor,  and  put  fire  therein, 
and  put  incenfe  thereon,  and  offered  ftrangefire 
before  the  Lord,  which  he  commandcth  them 
not.  And  there  went  out  fire  from  the  Lord, 
and  devoured  them  :  and  they  died  before  the 
Lord.  Lev.  c.  24.  And  the  fon  of  an  Ifraelite 
woman,  whofe  father  was  an  Egyptian,  went 
out  among  the  children  of  Ifrael  and.  ftrove 
with  an  Ifraelite,  and  the  fon  of  the  Ifraelitifti 
woman  blafphemed  the  name  of  the  Lord,  and 
•  curfed  :  and  they  brought  him  to  Mofcs,  and 
they  put  him  inward,  that  the  mind  of  the 
Lord  might  be  Ihewed  them.  And  the  Lord 
fpake  unto  Mofes,  Brhg  him  without  the  camp, 
and  lei  them  that  heard  him  lay  their  hands  upcn 
his  heady  and  let  the  congregation  ftone  him»  Who- 
frever  curfeth  his  God  Jhall  hear  his  fin ;  and  h^ 
tb.tt  blafphemeth  the  name  of  the  Lord  Jhall  be  put 
to  death.

/\nd  the  Lord  came  down  in  the  pillar  of 
the  cloud,  and  flood  in  the  door  of  the  taber- 
nacle, and  called  Aaron  and  Miriam,  and  they, 
both  came  forth.  And  he  faid,  hear  now  my 
words.  If  there  be  a  prophet  among  you^  I  the 
Lord  will  make  myfelf  known  unto  you,  in  a  vijion^ 
and  will  fpeak  to  him  in  a  dream.  My  fervant 
Mofes  is  not  fo^  who  is  faithful  in  all  my  houfe^ 
with  him  will  Ifp^k  mouth  to  inouth^  even  appa- 
rently^ and  not  in  darkfpeecheSj  and  the  fpirit  of 
the  Lord  fhallhe  behold^  wherefore  then  were  you 
not  afraid  to  fpeak  cgainft  my  fervant  Mofes.  And 
the  anger  of  the  Lord  was  kindled  againft  them, 
and  he  departed.  And  the  cloud  departed  from 
off  the  tabernacle,  and  behold,  Miriam  became 
leprous,  white  as  fnow^  and  Aaron  looked  up- 
on Miriam,  and  behold  ihe  was  leprous.  And 
Aaron  faid  unto  Mofes,  Alas^  my  Lordy  I  be- 
feech  thee  lay  not  the  fin  uponUis  wherein  we  have 
done  foolijkly,  and  wherein  we  have  finnedy  let  her 
not  be  as  one  dead,  her  flefh  is  half  confumed.  And 
Mofes  cried  unto  the  Lord,  faying,  heal  her ^  O 
Gpdy  I  befcech  thee.  And  the  Lord  faid,  let  her 
be  fhut  out  of  the  camp  f even  days^  and  after  lef 
her  be  again  received;  and  Miriam  waslhut  out 
leven  days,  when  Ihe  was  again  received. 

Numb,  c,  xvi,  Kore,  Dathan,  and  Abirarn 
rofe  up  with  250  princes  of  the  aflembly,  men 
of  renown,  and  they  gathered  themfelves  againfl: 
Moles  and  Aaron,  and  faid,  you  take,  too  much 
upon  you,  feeing  all  the  congregation  are  holy  every 
one  of  them^  and  the  Lord  is  among  thm^  why  do 

you 
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ytfu  lift  up  your/elves  above  tie  congregation  of  the 
the  Lord?  And  when  Mofes  heard  it,  he  fell 
upon  his  face,  and  faid  unto  Kore,  and  his 
company,  to-mcrrow  the  Lord  willjhew  who  is 
bis^  and  who  is  boly^  and  will  caufe  him  to  come 
mar  him^  even  him  he  has  chofen ;  this  do^  take 
joucenforSj  Kore  and  his  company^  and  put  fire  and ' 
incenfe  in  them  to-morrow ^  andit  Jhallbe^  the  man 
wko  the  Lord  cbufeth,  he  Jhall  be  holy.  You  take 
too  much  upon  you,  you  was  of  Levi.  And 
Mofes  fent  to  call  Dathan  and  Abiram,  who 
faid,  we  will  not  come.  Is  it  a  fmall  thing  to 
bring  us  out  of  a  land  flowing  with  milk  and 
honey,  to  kill  us  in  the  wilderncfs,  and  to 
make  yoiirfelf  prince  over  us  ?  And  Mofes 
was  angry,  and  faid  unto  the  Lord,  RefpeSlnot 
their  offsprings  I  have  not  wronged  nor  hurt  one  of 
them.  And  Mofes  faid  to  Kore,  be  thou  and  all 
thy  company  before  the  Lord  and  Aaron  to-morrow^ 
and  every  man  his  cenfor  with  incenfe  250  cenfors  \ 
and  they  took  every  man  his  cenfor  and  put  fire 
in  them,  and  laid  incenfe  therein,  and  flood  in 
the  door  of  the  tabernacle  of  the  congregation 
with  Mofes  and  Aaron.  And  Kore  gathered  all 
the  congregation  againft  them^to  the  door  of 
the  tabernacle,  and  the  glory  of  the  Lord  ap* 
pcared  to  all  the  congregation.  And  the  Lord 
fpake  to  Mofes  aud  Aaron,  faying.  Separate 
jourfelves  from  among  this  congregation^  that  I  may 
Cfmfume  them  in  a  moment.  And  they  fell  upon 
their  faces,  and  faid,  O  God,  the  God  of  the 
spirit  tff  aflflefh^  fhall  one  man  fin,  and  wilt  thou 
h  angry  with  all  the  congregation  ?  And  the  Lord 
fpake  unto  Mofes,  faying,  Speak  to  the  congre^ 
P  4  tlQH 
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fion  to  get  from  the  tabernacle  ef  Kore^  Dathan 
and  Abiram.  Mofes  rofe  up  and  went  to  Da- 
than and  Abiram,  and  the  elders  of  Ifrael 
followed  him,  and  he  fpake  to  the  congrega- 
tion, Depart^  I  pray  you  ^  from  the  tents  of  thofe 
wicked  men  J  and  touch  nothing  of  theirs^  lejt  you. 
Jfeconfumedin  their  Jin ;  fo  get  from  the  tabernacle 
pf  Kore^  Dathan  and  Abiram.  And  Dathaji 
and  Abiram  ftood  in  the  door  of  their  tents, 
with  their  wives  and  children,  and  Mofes  faid, 
hereby  youfhall  know  that  the  Lord  has  fent  me  to 
do  aU  thefe  works ^  for  I  have  not  done  them  of 
myfelf.  If  thefe  men  die  a  common  death  then  the 
Lord  hath  not  fent  me ;  but  the  Lord  make  a  new 
things  and  the  earth  opens  and  Jwallows  them  up^ 
with  all  that  appertains  to  them,  and  they  go  down 
into  the  pit,  then  you  Jhall  tinderfiand  that  thefe 
men  have  provoked  the  Lord.  As  he  made  an 
end  of  fpeaking,  the  earth  opened  and  fwaU 
lowed  up  them,  their  houfes,  and  all  the  men 
that  appertained  unto  Kore,  and  all  their  good§, 
and  the  earth  clofed  upon  theni,  and  all  Ifrael 
that  was  round  about  them  fled  to  the  cry  of 
them;  for  they  faid,  left  the  earth  fwallow  us 
up  alfo.  And  there  came  out  a  fire  from  the 
Lord,  and  confumed  the  250  men  that  offered 
incenfe.  And  the  Lord  fpake  unto  Mofes, 
faying,  fpeak  to  Eleazar,  the  fon  of  Aaron  the 
priejij  that  he  take  up  the  cenfors  cut  of  the  burn^ 
ing  and  fatter  then  the  fire  yonder,  for  they  ar% 
hallowed  the  cenfors  of  thefe  finners  againji  their 
own  fquh  ;  let  them  make  them  broad  plates  for  a 
covering  of  the  altar ^  for  they  offered  them  before 
fhe  Lordf  therefore  they  are  hallowed  and  Jhall  be  a 
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Jign  unto  the  children  of  IfraeL  And  Elcazar  the 
prieft  took  the  brazen  cenfors,  wherewith  they 
that  were  burned  had  offered,  and  they  were 
made  broad  plates  for  a  coveruig  of  the  altar, 
to  be  a  memorial  unto  the  children  of  Ifrael, 
that  no  ftranger,  which  is  not  of  the  feed  of 
Aaron,  come  near  to  offer  incenfe  before  the 

,  Lord,  that  he  be  not  as  Kore,  and  his  com- . 
pany,  as  the  Lord  faid  to  him  by  the  hand  of  • 
Moles.  But  on  the  morrow  all  the  congrega- 
tion  of  the  children  of  Ifrael  murmured  againfl: 
Mofes  and  Aaron,  faying,  you  have  killed  the 
feople  of  the  Lord.  And  when  they  were  ga- 
thered again  together  againft  Mofes  and  Aaron, 
that  they  looked  towards  the  tabernacle,  and 
the  cloud  covered  it;  and  the  glory  of  the  Lord 
appeared,  and  Mofes  and  Aaron  came  before 
the  tabernacle,  and  the  Lord  fpoke  to  Mofes, 
faying,  get  you  up  from  this  congregation,  that  I 
may  coafume  them  in  a  moment  \  and  they  fell  on 
their  faces,  and  Mofes  faid  to  Aaron,  take  a 
cenfofj  and  put  fire  therein,  from  the  altar,  and 
put  on  incenfe,  and  go  quickly  unto  the  congregat'on 
and  make  an  atontment  for  them,  for  their  wrath 
is  gone  out  from  the  Lord,  the  plague  is  b^gun. 

.  And  Aaron  took,  as  Mofes  commanded,  and 
ran  into  the  midfl;  of  the  cdngreg^tion^^  and 
behold  the  plague  was  begun  among  the  peo- 
ple, and  he  put  on  incenfe,  and  made  an  atone- 
ment for  the  people,  and  he  flood  between  the 
dead  and  the  living,  and  the  plague  was  flayed. 
Now  they  that  died  in  the  plague  were  14,700, 
hefides  them  that  died  about  the  matter  of 
Kore,  and   Aaron  returned  unto  Mofes,    and  . 

Wtvt 
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UTito  the  door  of  the  tibernacle  of  the  congre- 
gation, and  the  plague  was  ftayed.  And  the 
Lord  fpoke  unto  MoTes,  Speak  unto  the  children 
of  Ifraely  and  take  of  every  one  of  them  a  rod  ac^ 
cording  to  the  boufe  of  their  fathers^  of  all  their 
princes^  twelve  rods^  write  every  man^s  name  upon 
bis  rod^  and  write  Aaron^s  name  on  the  rod  of 
Levi^  for  one  rod  fball  be  for  the  head  of  thehoufe 
of  their  futherSy  and  lay  them  up  in  the  tabernacle^ 
before  tbetejlimony^  where  I  will  meet  with  you  ^  and 
the  man's  rod  that  I  fhall  choofe  fhall  bbjfom^  and 
J  will  make  to  ceafe  from  fin  the  murmurings  of  the 
children  of  Ifraelj  which  they  murmur  againji  you. 
And  Mofes  fpoke  to  the  children  of  Ifrael,  and 
every  one  of  their  princes  gave  him  a  rod,  for 
each  prince  one,  according  to  their  fathers 
houfes,  even  12  rods,  and  the  rod  of  Aaron 
was  among  their  rods,  and  Mofes  laid  up  the 
rods  before  the  Lord,  in  the  tabernacle  of  wit- 
nefs,  and  on  the  morrow  Mofes  went  into  the 
tabernacle' of  witnefs,  and  the  rod  of  Aaron 
for  the  houfe  of  Levi  was  budded,  and  brought 
forth  buds,  and  bloomed  bloflbms,  and  yield- 
ed almonds ;  and  Mofes  brought  out  aU  the 
rods,*  from  before  the  Lord,  unto  all  the  chil- 
dren of  Ifrael,  and  they  looked,  and  took  eve- 
ry man  his  rod,  and  the  Lord  faid  unto  Mofes, 
bring  Aaron^s  rod  again^  before  the  tejtimcny^  to 
he  kept  for  a  token  againji  the  rebels y  ani  thou 
fhalt  quite  take  away  their  murmuring^  from  me 
.that  they  die  not.  And  Mofes  did  fo,  as  the 
I,ord  commanded  him,  and  the  children  of 
Ifrael  fpoke  unto  Mofes,  faying.  Behold  we  dicy 

whoever 
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whoever  cornel b  near  to  the  tabernacle  of  the  Lord 
jhall  die.  ' 

Thefe  and  many  other  parts  of  fcriptures 
are  convincing  proofs  of  the  malice  of  fchifm 
and  herefy,  and  there  can  be  no  crime  more 
deteftable  in  its  nature,  nor  meets  with  greater 
marks  of  divine  difpleafure  and  pnnilhmcnts ; 
it  is  blafphemy  and  the  higheft  infult  that  can 
be  offered  to  the  Majefty  of  God.  But  this 
language  is  unreafonable  to  divines,  from  whom 
I  ought  to  feck  inftrudion,  and  I  have  ever 
made  it  a  rule  rather  ^to  be  taught,  than  to 
teach,  and  to  embrace  wifdom  wherever,  I  can 
find  her.  Salvation  is  a  prize  v/orthy  oxir  at- 
tention, and  it  is  this  wilh  fettled  in  mc,  that 
eggs  me  on  to  feek  in-others  what  I  find  want* 
ing  in  my  own  conceptions.  This  I  am  per* 
fuaded  is  our  joint  wilh  and  happy  if  we  can 
aflift  each  other  to  attain  the  defired  haven. 

Lutb.  tsf  Cah.  We  will  heartily  concur  with 
you  in  this  great  and  noble  purfuit;  for,  will 
it  avail  us  to, gain  the  world  at  the  expence  of 
our  happinefs  ? 

Mof.  Divine  truths  are  to  be  obtained  at  the 
head,  from  whence  they  iflue,  a  fyftem  difFe* 
rent  from  that  of  Calvin,  who  would  have 
them  perfedted  by  time,  to  bring  or  ripen  into 
maturity,  putting  them  in  the  weak  and  im- 
perfeft  ftate,  as  matter. 

Lutb.  t?  Cah.  God  is  truth  and  every  man  a 
liar, 

Mof.  To  prove  what  I  aflert,  we  will  begin 
with  the  creation.  The  fcripture  bears  record 
that  all  things  were,  in  their  creation,  good 
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zr\d  pleafing  to  the  Creator,  who  is  infinite, 
perfedion ;  lb  that  evil  commences  through 
the  abufe  of  free-will.  Inftances  we  find,  firft 
in  the  angels,  after  by  man  ;  and  the  caufey 
pride,  conceit,  lull,  and  difobedience  to  the 
rules  prefcribed.  We  do  not  obferve,  that 
man  improved  in  truth  or  virtue  in  the  firft 
ftate  of  the  creation,  but  the  reverfe  ;  Noah*s 
•  flood  is  a  convincing  proof.  This  is  an  effen- 
tial  article  in  our  religion;  for  throughout  our 
fcriptures  our  pnniihments  were  brought  on  us' 
as  foon  as*we  forfeited  our  duty  and  ftri<fl  ob- 
fervance  of  the  moft  pure  law  of  our  fathers. 
This  we  agree,  both  Jew  and  chriftian,  to  be 
the  firft  covenant.  We  both  alfo  agree,  that 
the  fecond  will  far  tranfcend  the  firft,  having 
the  Meffiah  for  its  head,  guide,  and  everljafting 
direftor  and  darling  fpoufe.  Our  fcriptures 
are  equally  full  of  the  Meffiah  and  his  new 
covenant,  infeparate  and  everlafting,  unmixt. 
The  firft  covenant  was  upon  the  cxprefs  condi^ 
tion  of  adhering  clofely  to  our  law ;  but  to  the 
new  covenant  there  are  no  fuch  conditions, 
but  a  multiplicity  of  eternal  promifes  and  ca- 
refles  convince  me  that  Jefus  is  the  Meffiah. 
I  fliould  then  convince  you,  that  I  have  no  ob- 
jeftion  to  chriftianity. 

Lu:b.  The  Lutherans  would  be  much  edi^ 
ficd,  we  ftiould  eftecm  you  a  great  acquifition, 

Ca/v.  A  man  truly  wife  never  can  obtain  the 
fpirit  but  in  the  company  of  prophets. 

Mof.  If  I  was  convinced  that  Jefus  was  the 
Meffiah,  his  covenant,  or  church,  that  heefta- 
tlifticci  and  united  to  himfelf,  by  a  union  of 

oaths. 
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Oaths,  and  the  moft  folemn  promifes,  of  eter- 
nai  endearments,  would  be  known  by  the  uila-* 
nimous  voice  of  all  nations  and  religions,  of 
what  denomination  foever ;  let  us  only  make 
the  enquiry  ourfelves.  I  that  am  a  Jew,  were 
you  or  any  other  perfon  to  afk,  where  do  the 
old  chriftians  meet  to  fay  prayers,  or  which  is 
the  catholic  church  ?  neither  you  nor  I  would 
point  out,  unlefs  it  might  be  to  laugh  at  them, 
cither  Luther  or  Calvin's  church,  or  our  fyna- 
gogue,  &c,  but  would  fliew  them  the  Roman 
catholic  church  or  chapel.  This  is  an  incon- 
teftable  truth  that  your  novelty  is  not  the  ca- 
tholic or  chriftian  church.  This  is  a  truth 
worthy  your  notice.  This  duty  pondered,  you 
expofe  yourfelves  when  you  invite  others  to 
join  in  your  unhappy  and  deplorable  cafe. 

Luth.   ^  Calv.    The    proteftant  religion  is 
truth  and  fanftity, 

Mof.  I  was  at  fome  pains  to  convince  you, 
by  diflcrent  examples  in  our  fcripture,  the  im- 
placable hatred  Almighty  God  has  to  difobe- 
dicnce,  particularly  in  the  cafe  of  Kore,  Na- 
dab,  and  Abiram,  who  Went  plump  into  helL 
Luther  and  Calvin  were  far  greater  culprits 
than  they  ;  for  Kore  and  his  party  were  fchif- 
matics  of  the  old  covenant,  but  Luther  and 
Calvin  are  fchifmatics  and  heretics  of  the,  or 
rather  againft  the  new  covenant  of  the  Mefliah. 
•  Lutb.  £5?  Calv.  By  what  you  aflerr^  if  you 
were  converted  to  Jefus  Chrift,  we  iliould  be 
not  a  whit  the  more  palatable  to  you,  for  you 
would  join  the  worlhippers  of  images  ;  we  can- 
Dot  join  in  idolarr/. 

Mof. 
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Mof.  Explain  this,  I  befeech  yon ;  I  have 
often  made  enquiry,  but  never  could  meet  with 
due  explanations  on  this  head.  Prove  this, 
and  I  never  will  think  more  of  being  a  chrif- 
tian.  We  Jews  are  commanded,  in  our  law, 
when  we  prayed  in  the  times  of  the  tabernacle 
and  temple,  to  turn  our  faces  and  adore  the 
moft  holy  place  or  apartment,  that  contained 
the  images  of  two  angels,  where  the  glory  "of 
our  Lord  delighted,  and  the  ark  that  contained 
the  ten  commandments,  were  placed  at  the  feet 
of  the  images.  Solomon's  temple  was  as  fully 
ornamented  with  images  as  Luther's  Weftmin- 
fter-Abbey,  &c.  fo  that  you  will  fatisfy  your- 
felves  that  the  fcripture  commands  us  to  re* 
fpedt  holy  images,  and  deteft  idols,  refpedt  our 
Icriptures  and  deteft  books  of  magic  or  other 
detcftable  volumes. 

Lnth,  All  what  your  law  commanded  was 
holy  and  true ;  fo  our  images  in  Weftminfter- 
Abbey,  on  St.  Paul's,  horfe  armoury,  queen 
Elizabeth,  St.  Dunftan,  queen  Anne,  or  any 
other  in  the  jurifdidtion  of  England,  Wales, 
or  Berwick  on  'l\vced,  or  any  thing  within  the 
limits  of  Lutherifm,  either  image,  figure,  paint- 
ing, pidturcs,  prints,  books,  or  any  matter, 
caufe,  or  thing  whatfoever,  by  law  eftabliftied 
or  winked  at,  is  holy,  juft,  and  to  be  revered 
and  refpedlcd,  by  all  loyal,  dutiful  and  obe-= 
dient  iubjcdls.  Jn  this  we  are  united,  accord- 
ing to  your  fcriptures. 

Calv.  If  images  and  figures  of  every  de- 
fcription  are  juft  and  lawful  to  Jews  and  Lu- 
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therais,  why  are  they  criminal  in  the  Roman* 
Catholics  ?  Anfwer  me  this. 

Mof.  I  never  fludied  the  Chriftian  faith  in 
this  point,  but  would  be  glad  to  fay  a  few 
words  upon  this  article,  that,  I  believe,  is  fome 
part  of  the  accmfation  laid  againft  Catholics. 

Lttlb.  It  was  by  divine  commandment  that 
Mofes  made  the  two  images  of  angels,  and 
placed  them  in  the  Holy  of  Holies,  whofe 
wings  reached  and  covered  the  whole  room, 
for  to  cover,  and,  as  it  were,  protedt  the  ark 
and  ten  commandments,  which  was  placed  at 
their  feet,  and  the  glory  of  the  Lord  refted 
upon  their  wings.  Alfo  in  Solomon's  Temple 
there  was  in  the  fame  manner  two  gigantic- 
images  of  angels,  richly  ornamented  and  placed 
in  the  Holy  of  Holies,  with  their  wings  co- 
vering the  whole  room,  meeting  each  other, 
the  ark  and  ten  commandments  placed  at  their 
feet,  and  the  glory  of  the  Lord  refted  betwixt 
their  wings.  To  be  brief,  the  Temple  was 
covered,  decorated,  artd  made  refplendent  with 
images  of  angels,  oxen,  pomegranates,  oj^en 
flowers,  and  as  if  it  was  oie  whole  mafs  of' 
images,  glittering  moft  profulely  with  every 
brilliancy  and  fuperb  luftre,  which  catched  and 
dazzled  the  eyes  of  the  beholders.  There  was 
alfo  a  very  large  molten  fea,  reaching  15  feet 
from  brim  to  brim,  ornamented  with  images, 
of  oxen  round  about ;  this  great  fea  refted  upoa 
twelve  large  images  of  oxen,  either  of  them, 
I  fuppofe,  twelve  times  as  big  as  Aaron's  calf. 
Three  looking  North,  three  Weft,  three  South, 
.and  three  Eaft,  which  are  the  four  quarters  oi 
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the  world,  and  many  other  figures.  But  wha^ 
is  particularly  worthy  our  notice,  was  the  huge 
molten  image  of  a  fnake,  (what  a  beaft  !)  and  " 
this  made  by  Mofes,  that  fpeaks  exprefsly 
againft  images,  and  he  hung  it  up  on  a  pole 
in  the  wildernefs,  and  commanded  the  Ifraelites 
that  were  bit  by  poifoned  ferpents  to  feek  their 
cure  by  looking  ftedfaftly  with  confidence  on 
this  molten  image.  Thefe  and  a  number  of 
ceremonies,  you  will,  no  doubt,  call  idolatrj' 
and  fuperftition. 

Calv.  You  fay  thefe,  and  many  other  mat- 
ters in  fcriptures,  will  feem  againft  the  fecond 
commandment ;  fo  that  what  it  orders  it  con- 
demns. My  reply  is,  anfwcr  firft  my  queftion, 
which  is,  if  images  and  figures  of  every  de- 
fcription,  are  juft  and  lawful  to  Jews  and  Lu- 
therans, why  criminal  in  Roman  Catholics  ? 
Anfwer  me  this. 

Luth.  The  law  of  God  is  juft  and  righty 
and  not  to  be  gain-fayed  by  man ;  this  confirms 
all  fcripture  images,  &c.  holy  and  lawful. 

The  Protcftant  images,  &c.  are  juft  and- 
lawful,  as  per  example  :  the  law,  and  all  under 
its  fandtion,  being  fandtified  by  the  Kings  and 
Parliaments.  Thus  we  agreed  that  fin  pro- 
ceeds from  difobedience. 

Roman  Catholic  images,  &c.'are  finful,  not 
being  authorized,  but  condemned  by  the  le- 
giflative  body,  which  are  called  penal  laws  and 
teft  oaths. 

Calv.  If  you  fpoke^  truth,  we  are  culprits 
under  the  fame  aft  of  difobedience,  and  all 
c^fiier  diiTentersj  though -we  abhor  images. 

Lutb. 
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Lulb.l  hope  you  will  fee  the  danger  o£ 
rchifm  and  repent  your  folly^  and  not  continue 
under  the  cenfure  of  excommunication. 

Mof.  I  obferve  you  make  no  diftinftion  be^ 
tween  the  divine  law  and  the  law  of  the  realm^ 
which  is  human. 

Calv.  If  diffenting  from  the  religion  of  th« 
ftate  be  criminal,  you  involve  I.uther  and  GaU 
vin  in  the  wicked  apoftacy  and  the  whole  re- 
formatifin^  in  which  Kore,  Dathan,  and  Abi- 
rami  with  all  that  appertained  to  them,  were 
guilty,  which  plumped  them  into  the  jaws  of 
hell. 

Lfitb.  No  petfon  of  reafoh  can  fufpeft  that 
\  mean  to  criminate  the  champion  of  Chriften- 
dom*  from  whom  I  received  my  chriftianity> 
I  only  mean  to  confirm  the  excommunication 
of  that  great  man  againft  popery^  and  all  dif- 
fenters  from  his  law. 

Calv.  Your  human,  and  carnal  law,  is  the 
golpel  of  you  Lutherans,  oppofite  to  the  gof- 
pel  of  Chrift. 

Lutb.  Obedience  is  better  than  faerificCi 

Calv.  Let  me  put  thisqueftion,  which,  I 
believe,  will  confound  your  method  of  reafon-^, 
ing,  and  free  us  from  the  odium  you  feem  Ip 
ftigmatize  us  with.  Was  it  obedience  in  Lu-

Certainly  we  have  noiie^  otherwife  we 
mufl  excommunicate  and  ahathematife  our  buU 
wark  againft  popery,  which  iswhatljuft  be- 
fore mentioned,  a  remnant  of  all  religions  ftiall 
be  faved,  except  papifts.

This  from  the  beginning  was  the 
charge  of  fchifmatics  and  heretics,  through 
every  age  of  the  church,  like  fo  n:^any  me- 
teors, promifing  light  for  a  moment,  then 
ends  in  darknefs ;  or  a  tempeftuous  ocean, 
whofe  waves  beat  and  threaten  deftruftion  to 
the  veflel,  but  prefently  fubfides  and  difap- 
pears.  Deftitute  of  reafon,  you  have  neither 
ftability  or  ttniformity,  bnt,  like  a  beggar's 
coat,  patched  up  with  the  rags  of  others, 
which  yourfelves  condemn.  Your  maggot, 
as  your  predeceflbrs,  have  your  period,  when 
fome  other  novelifts  will  fucceed  to  the  end, 
that  my  eledt  may  be  tried  as  gold  in  the  fire. 
Lutb.  £5?  Calv.  Yoii  have  fpoken  mgre  for- 
cible in  the  charafter  of  the  Meffiah,  particu- 
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larly  in  the  latter  part,  than  in  your  own ;  fp 
no  man  of  fenfe  can  be  pleafed  with  novclt] 
and  deception ;  it  is  a  charafter  the  moi 
trifling,  which  none ,  but  a  Jackanaps,  Merry 
Andrew,  Coxcomb,  or  Buflfoon  would  willing!] 
affume.  Another  matter  you  have  impreflcc 
on  our  minds,  which,  in  the  courfe  of  fixt] 
years,  never  appeared  in  our  ftudies,  the  diflFc- 
rence  and  diftindtion  to  be  made  betwixt  goo< 
images  and  reprefentations,  imprinted  on  th< 
mind,  by  feeing  or  hearing,  either  ftatues,  pot 
traits,  printings,  writings,  or  any  other  wayi 
or  means  of  communicating  fubjefls  to  qui 
underftandings,  to  excite  devotion  and  enlarge 
our  minds  with  duty  and  affection  which  w< 
owe  the  original  or  profane,  devililh,  deteftable 
lewd,  prompting,  aggravating  and  encourag. 
ing  vice.  Where  is  the  man  of  flelh  that  Jook! 
attentively  on  an  indecent  image  but  what  wil! 
find  fomething  deteftable,  exciting  to  a  bread: 
of  the  commandment  ?  equally  fq  in  the 
reading  a  vicious  or  lewd  book  excites  luft 
Hercules  and  the  earth-born  giant  raifes  the 
mind  to  battle,  &c.  We,  therefore,  conclude 
that  whatever  confirms  virtue  and  the  Idve 
of  Almighty  God  and  heavenly*  things  iflu< 
from  the  fpirit  of  God  ;  and,  on  the  reverfe; 
whatever  Icflens  or  difunites  our' attachment 
duty,  love,  and  obedience  to  our  God  anc 
his  commandments  mufl  proceed  from  ;th( 
fpirit  of  wickednefs  and  every  image,  either  aj 
llone,  brafs,  painting,  printing,  and  writings 
fpeaking,  or  by  any  other  conveyance,  to  with- 
draw 
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draw  the  foul  from  her  allegiance  and  duty  to 
her  God,  is  the  image  or  ftrange  God  forbidden 
by  the  fecond  commandment,  as  Aaron's  calf, 
beil  and  dragon,  and  all  heathen  gods,  or  idols, 
in  honour  of  falfe  religion  and  diftionour  of  the 
true  God  and  his  holy  religion.     We  fee  when 
the  children  of  Ifrael,  with  Aaron,  made  the 
golden  calf,  it  was  in  imitation  of  Memphis, 
the  god  of  Egypt,  to  lead  them  back  to  Egypt, 
in  oppofition  to  the  Almighty  God.     We  find 
by  the  hiftories  of  all  nations,  throughout  all 
ages,  that  their  different  religions  were  in  fet- 
ting  up  idols  of  various  animals,  with  the  hods 
of  heaven,  fun,  moon,  and  ftars,  &c.  putting 
their  truft  and  making  the  creatures  their  godft 
in  oppofition  of  the  true  God  ;  but' to  charge 
the  tabernacle,  the  brazen  ferpent  and  Solo* 
mon's  temple,  that  was  crouded  with  images, 
with  the  odious  appellation  of  idolatrous,  would 
be  the   height  of  blafphemy   and    abfurdity, 
equally  fo  the  chriftian   covenant  of  the  faith 
once  delivered  to  the  faints,  has  continued  the 
feme,  according  to  our  Lord's  promife,  that 
the  Holy  Ghoft  fliould  teach  his  church  all 
truth  and  would  himfelf  remain  with  her  to 
the  end  of  the  world.     We   affure  you,  we 
have  received  more  folid    inftrudtions   in  fix 
hours,  in  our  four  conferences,   from  a  Jew 
Rabbi  in  the  rudiments  of  chriftianity  than  we 
had  in  fixty  years  from  our  chriftian  brethren. 
Mof.  Although  it  cannot  be  fuppofed  a  per- 
fon  of  my  character  would  mix  or  interfere  in 
your  difputes,  yet,  when  called  upon  to   evi- 
dence the  truth,  I  fliall  and  will,  at  all  times, 
F  5  de. 
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declare  mj''  fentiments  in  the  moft  plain  terms, 
according  to  fadis.  Touching  what  is  ad- 
vanced, in  relation  to  our  images,  your  great 
apollle  and  divine,  Paul,  agrees  with  me,  that 
they  no  way  derogate  or  come  within  the  cen- 
fure  of  the  fecond  Commandment,  againft  other 
gods,  or  heathen  idols,  or  images,  Paul  to 
the  Hebrews,  chap.  ix.  fays,  of  our  covenant. 
The  former,  indeed,  had  alfo  juftifications  of 
divine  fervice  and  a  worldly  fanftuary;  for 
there  was  a  tabernacle  where  the  candleftics 
and  the  •table,  and  the  fetting  forth  of  loaves, 
which  is  called  the  Holy.  And,  after  the  fe- 
cond Veil,  the  tabernacle,  which  is  called  the 
Holy  of  Holies,  having  the  golden  cenfor  and 
ark  of  the  covenant  covered  over  with  gold, 
in  which  was  the  Golden  Pot  that  had  Manna, 
and  the  Rod  of  Aaron  that  bloffomed,  and  the 
tables  of  the  covenant,  and  over  it  were  the 
images  of  angels  overftiadowing  the  propitia- 
tory. In  the  firft,  the  priefts  accompliftied  the 
offices  of  facrifices ;  but  in  the  fecond,  the 
High-Prieft  alone,  once  a  year,  not  without 
blood,  which  he  offered  for  his  own  and  the 
peoples  ignorances  ;  and  this  was  done  accord- 
ing to  the  exprefs  injunftion  of  Almighty  God, 
as  Paul  obferves  in  the  chapter  before.  To 
fifiifh  the  whole,  according  to  the  pattern  (hewn 
to  Mofes  on  the  mount,  as  to  the  Brazen  Image 
of  the  Serpent,  which  Mofes  lifted  up  on  a 
pole,  as  Almighty  God  commanded  him,  to 
reflore  health  to  thofe  that  were  bit  by  poifoned 
ferpents ;  the  eflfed:  proved  the  authenticity  of 
the  miracle ;  your  Meffiah  mentions  this  as  a 

-type 
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type  of  himfelf,  fignifying  that  if  he  died  on 
the  Crofs,  he  would  draw  all  things  to  himfelf. 
Proteftants  in  all  ^ges  epdeavourcd  to  oppofe 
the  fulfilling  pf  this  promife,  by  feparating 
£rom  the  chriftian  church,  and  for  cxcufe  charge 
her  with  crimes  Ihe  explodes,  to  decoy  fouls 
to  their  fchifm,and  brand  her  with  crimes  them- 
fclves  are  guilty  of.  Our  temple,  as  we  before 
took  potjice,  feenied  o:  -  common  mafs  of 
images  of  various  kinds ;  all  this  was  revealed 
to  David,  as  he  ^leclared,  when;{ie  gave  his  fon 
Solomon  the  pattern  to  execute.  This  was 
confirmed  by  God  himfelf,  when  the  whole 
was  fin\flied.  Now  when  Solomon  had  made  an 
end  of  praying,  the  fire  came  down  from  hea- 
ven and.copfumed  the  burnt-offering  and  fa- 
cri&ces,  and^the  glory  of  the  Lord  filled  the 
houfe^  ;the  priefis  could  not  enter,  becaufe  the 
glory  of  the  Lord  filled  the  Lord's  houfe  ;  and 
when  all  .the  children  of  Ifrael  faw  how  the  fire 
came  down,  and  the  glory  of  God  upon  the 
houfe,  they  -bowed  the.mfelves,  with  their  faces 
to  the  gi^oupd,  upofn  the  pavement,  and  wor- 
loippjed  and  pr§ifjBtd  ,the  Lord,  faying,  for  he 
is  good,  for  his  «>crcj{  endureth  for  ever.  And 
the  Lord  appeared  to  Solomon,  and  faid  unto 
him,  /  have  chofen  this  place  to  myfelffor  a  houfe 
^f  faorifiu^  Mm  ntjt^iyes  Jhall  be  ppeuj  and  my 
ears  attend  to  the  prayer  that  is  made  in  this  place. 
You  are  at;:  leogth  convinced  that  the  images 
placed  in  the^;  tabernacle  and  the  temple,  alfo 
the  ferpent,  were  by  the  exprefs  commandment 
of  Almighty  God.  If  you  will  convince  me 
that  Jefus  is  thie  Meffiah,  I  will  then  anfwer. 
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not  only  for  itiyfelf,  but  for  the  whole  Jewilh 
race,  that  the  chriftian  covenant  eftabliflied  and 
founded  by  him,  with  every  part  of  its  wor- 
Ihip,  are  fandlified,  actuated  and.  perpetuated 
by  Almighty  God,  from  the  day  of  its  efta- 
blilhment  until  the  confummation  of  the  world.- 
And  this  by  the  concordance  of  both  fcriptures 
and  perpetual  uniformity  of  the  fathers  and 
general  councils  of  CiQ  chriftian  church,  from 
their  firft  eftabliihment  to  the  prefeht  age.'  Wc 
fliould  have  thought  it  a  great  viftory  could  we 
at  any  time  have  proved  her  miffion  fallible,  ^ 
fubjed:  to  error,  could  this  charge  at  any' time 
been  proved,  her  author,  head,  and  Mefliah, 
muft  of  courfe  merit  the  ignominious  death 
he  was  condemned  to,  and  frcte'us  from  the. 
infamy  we  have  laboured  under,  for*  confenting 
to* his  death,  "  Proteftant^,  in  evtty  afge^  have

This  wiU  be  true 
infallibility.

peftation  of  us  Gentiles;  fo  that  your  farther 
expectation  is  rendered  abortive,  unlefs  you 
become  chriftian. 

Recording  to  Almighty  God*s  promifc 
our  fecond  (Covenant  will  neither  be  liable-  to 
ertor  or  change,  being  to  be  ruled,  kept  and

■will  be  an  everlafting  covenant.  Thefe  are  not 
the  properties  or  qualities  of  the  chriftian  co- 
venant. 

Luib,  fc?  Calv.  Ah,  the  pope  has  forwarded 
onr  ruin,  and  has  made  an  itreparable  gap 
which  has  reduced  our  covenant  to  a  proverb 
and  by-word,  as  your's,  this  day. 

Mof.  The  Jewilh  covenant  is  infallible  •,  this 
you  grant  without  exception. 

The  chriftian  covenant  is  infallible ;  this, 
you  fay,  is  blafphemy. 

Chrift,  the  founder,  commiffioned  his  apo-t 
ftles  and  church  this  infallibility,  which  is  con- 
firmed by  his  gofpels,  the  epiftles  of  his  apo- 
ftles,  and  his  church,  from  her  firft  eftablifti- 
mentto  this  day.  1  will  repeat  a  few  matters 
to  confirm  what  1  have  advanced,,  and  carry 
your  charge*  of  blafphemy  againft   the  prefent 
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chriftian  church,  up  to  its  fource  and  head, 
and  fliew  that  the  blafphemy  you  accufe  and 
ftigmatize  his  church  with,  is  by  his  exprefs 
commandment,  and  praftifed  by  his  church  in 
its  primitive  and  infant  ftate. 

Firft,  the  primacy  of  the  pope.  I  f<iy  to 
thee^  thou  art  Peter ^  and  upen  this  rock  I  wiU 
huild  my  churchy  and  the  gales  of  hell  [hdl  not 
prevail  againjl  it.  And  I  will  give  to  thee  the  keys 
of  the  kingdom  of  heaven ;  and  whatfoever  thou 
(halt  bind  upon  earth  fhall  be  bound  in  heaven  ; 
and  whatfoever  thou  fhalt  loofe  upon  earthy  fhall 
'  he  Icofed  in  heaven.  Thefe  are  the  words  of  a 
God,  according  to  yourfelves.  How  then  can 
any  chriftian  dare  cenfure,  or  call  in  qucftion, 
this  infallibility,  granted  by  their  God  to  his 
Vicegerent,  by  his  exprefs  appointment?  Nay^ 
he  confirms  the  aforefaid  commiflion  aiui  au« 
thority  to  Peter,  after  his  refurredtion,  with 
thcfe  words.  Feed  myfheep^  &cc. 

Luth.  tff  Calv.  Thefe  are  the  words  of  Chrift, 
which  all  chriftendom  acknowledge,  that  fet- 
tle and  confirm  Peter  Chrift's  vicar,  or  go* 
vernor,  of  his  church  ;  neither  can  we  fuppofe 
that  this  primacy,  or  chief  bifhopric,  ceafed 
with  Peter ;  for,  according  to  the  priefthood 
of  the  firft  covenant,  Aaron  was  appointed 
prince  of  the  priefthood ;  and  at  his  death  a 
fuccefibr  was  appointed.  So  in  the  fecond  co- 
venant Peter  is  conftituted,  and  the  primacy 
and  chair  eftabliihed ;  but  the  fcriptures  do 
not  mention,  as  we  have  it  in  your  fcripture, 
the  fucceflion  of  your  priefthood,  until  it  was 
tranflated  into  the  fecond,  as  our  fcripture  af- 
firms. 
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firms^  that  Caiphas  was  your  high-prieft,  when 
Chrift  was  crucified,  and  our  Lord  confirms 
the  authority  of  fucceflion  when  he  orders  obe- 
dience  to  be  paid  to  the  chair  of  Mofes,  but 
not  to  copy  their  lives ;  fo  that,  though  their 
doftrine  were  divine,  themfelves  were  fallible. 
The  infallibility  of  the  pope  is  the  caufe  of 
great  contention  betwixt  proteftants  and  catho- 
lics. We  wifli  to  have  a  right  underftanding 
in  this  matter  that  has  divided  all  chriftendom, 
and  rent  the  feamlefs  garment  of  Chrift,  which 
was  a  type  of  unity  and  uaiverfal  love  and  or- 
der  throughout  his  church,  (otherwife  how  can 
he  be  termed  Prince  of  Peace)  and  appointed 
a  primate  to  maintain  this  bleffing  and  unifor- 
mity without  a  head,  <:onfufion  mult  take  place. 
This  we  are  eye-witneffes  to  in  our  reformation, 
which,  if  we  may  ufe  the  expreflion,  is  (battered 
into  a  thoufand  religions  and  daily  fprouting 
out  new  ones. 

Mof.  We  will  firft  fearch  out  and  confider 
the  article  of  infallibility  which  proteftants 
rail  and  exclaim  againft.  The  pope,  fay  they, 
is  fcated  in  Peter's  chair  and  proclaims  him- 
(elf  God,  and  allows  no  fuperior.  I  have  ex- 
amined the  decrees  and  decifions  of  the  general 
councils,  writings  of  their  doftors,  and  other 
oigotted  papifts,  catechifms,  particularly  that 
ordered  by  the  council  of  Trent.  I  have  con- 
fidered  and  compared  them  through  every  age 
and  period  of  the  church,  from  Peter  to  the  . 
prefent  pope,  and  cannot  find  one  God  amongft 
236  popes.  Many  of  this  number  laid  down 
their  lives  for  Jefus  Chrift,  neither  of  them  ever 
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attempted  to  add,  alier^  or  diminifh  the  ca* 
tholic  faith  they  received  from  their  prede- 
ceffors ;  they  have  on  all  emergencies  followed 
the  example  of  Peter,  when  any  invaders  have 
attempted  to  bring  in  herefies,  or  in  the  fmallcft 
pretenfions  to  alter  the  faith,  or  introduce  no- 
velties, by  fummoning  a  councU  to  canvafs 
the  matter,  and  if  neceffary  call  a  general 
council  to  decide  according  to  the  faith  and 
difcipline  of  the  church.  This  is  the  rule 
Chrift  delivered,  when  he  faid,  if  a  brother 
offend,  reprimand  him ;  if  he  continues  ob- 
ftinate,  apply  to  the  church,  and  if  he  will  not 
obey  the  church,  let  him  be  as  a  heathen  and 
publican. 

This  we  fee  put  in  praiSice  by  the  apoftles, 
who  called  the  firft  council  in  the  Chriflian 
church,  to  be  an  example  to  their  fucceffors 
to  the  end  of  the  world.  I  will  give  it  to  you 
in  brief,  Afts  15.  The  Jews  that  became 
Chriftians  contended,  that  it  was  neceffary  for 
?he  heathen  converts  to  follow  tjie  law  of 
JVIofes,  which  Paul  and  others  oppofed  ;  they 
immediately  applied  to  Peter,  and  other  apoflles 
and  elders  to  give  fentence  on  the  matter  ;  they 
accordingly  called  a  council,  who  pronounced 
the  following  fentence  :  It  has  feemed  good  to 
the  Holy  Ghoft,  and  to  us,  to  lay  no  farther 
burden  upon  you  than  thefe  neceffary  things, 
that  you  abftain  from  things  facrificed  to  idols, 
and  from  blood,  and  from  things  ftrarglcd, 
and  from  fornication,  from  which  things  keep- 
ing yourfelves,  you  Ihall  do  well. 

The 
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Th^  infallibility  of  the  popes,  and  blafphe- 
my  of  the  general  councils  (againft  fchifma- 
tics  and  heretics)  in  the  world,  it  feemeth 
good  to  the  Holy  Ghoft  and  to\is,  was  grant- 
ed, and  commanded  or  iffiied  from  Jefus 
Chrift,  and  firft  pradiced,  and  example  given 
by  the  apoftle  in  the  words  juft  quoted. 

Luth.  &?  Calv.  You  have  opened  to  us  a  new 
fccne, 'to  miake  a  comparifon  betwixt  fpiritual 
and  temporal  power.     According  to  our  fyf- 
tem,  the  pope  is  figured  in  the  perfon  of  the

ways  laying  in  wait  to  intrap  poor  Old  Britain) 
wields  the  fceptre,  and  makes  all  things  bend 
to  his  hard,    irtiperious,    arrogant,    haughty, 
infolent,  proud,   and  unrelenting  brow,  who 
rules  sfrbitrarily,  tyrannically,  abfolutely,  def- 
potic;  without   controul;  a  common- fcourge, 
whofe    ambitioh    clafps   univerfal    monarchy. 
This  is  the  conception  all  proteftants  imbibe 
from  their  infant  ftate  againft  the  pope,  both 
in  fpiritualsi  find  temporals.     We  now  fee  him 
figured  in  the  perfon  of  our  glorious  George, 
or  King  of  Great  Britain,  the  temporal  laws, 
conftitution,  and  legiflarure  of  Great  Britain, 
which  are  praifed  and  envied  by  all  nations  of 
the  earth,  feems  in   all   its  branches  and  parts 
to  correfpond,  copied   and  derived  from  this 
fpiritual  and  great-  covenant  of  Chrift  we  of- 
ten pleafed  ourlelves  with  the  qualities  of  our 
laws  and  conftitution,  and  painted  to  ourfelves 
how  nearly  they   are  allied  to  the  fpirit   and 
maxims  of  the  gofpels,  lenient,  mild,  and  dif- 
intercfted.

f  wiHhavenoGc^dbutihis.  Afpeciesofthe  vulture; 
and  ihefe  chiefly  of  the  higher  rank  have  joined 
the  fool   in  the  pfalm,  crying  vehemently,  There 
is  no  God.     Their  theology  confifts  in  reducing 
the  foul,  or  inielleQual  part  of  man,  and  incorpo- 
rating it  into  the  material  part.     This  was  an  old 
condemned  herefy  called  Materialifm,  and  with 
us,  in  the  time  ofChrift,   Sadducees,  who  difbe*

pends  folely  on  the  greater   quantity  of  brains 
V-hich  they  pofTersproponionablc  loihe  reft  of  the 
animal  cieaiion      The  abCurdiiy  of  this  maggot  is 
pill  to  flight  by   a  br^inlels  animal,    the  tortoifei 
tlelliiuie  of   both  brains  and  marrow;  each  bone 
is  of  one  Iblid  fubltance,    the  head  remarkable 
linallin  proportion  to  other  animals,  which  is  all, 
to  afmall  vacuum,  in  which  is  ^  web  or  mem- 
biane  about  ihfc  (ize  of  a  man's  thumb,  without, 
brains,  iblid.     Some  of  thefe  animals  will  weigh 
from  5  to  6  or  700  weight.     Their  fuperior  in- 
flinQ  iis  remarkable,  particularly  at  the  time  they 
are  to  come  upon  land  to  lay,  and  depofit  theii' 
eggs,    ^he  precaution  they  take  to  avoid  being 
taken  by  the  vigilance  of  their  adverfary  (the 
tunler  j  and  to  preferve  their  offspring,  is  alto- 

)nilhing.     They  make  choice  of  the  night  to  come 
upon  land,  and  that  by  the  light  of  the  moon,  011 
if  landy  beech  adapted  to  their  purpofe;  they  ge- 
ne raUy 
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ncrally  go  Ibme  difiance  frorif  the  water,  to  pre- 
vent an  innundation  from  fpoiling  their  eggs, 
\ihere  they  with  their  fins  dig  a  hole  betwixt  two 
and  threet  feet  deep,  depofit  their  eggs,  and  co- 
ver over  the  hole  with  care,  making  others  to  de- 
ceive the  fearcher,.  and  form  a  different  track,, 
and  many  other  deceptions,  to  preferve  her  ofF- 
fpring  (^om  becoming  a  prey  to  the  enemy, 
whilft  they  are  on  land;  if  any  noife,  or  danger 
of  being  interrupted,  they  lie  dofe  with  the 
greateft  caution  and  fiience,  until  they  can  get  an 
oppoi tunny  of  recovering  their  natural  element,^ 
but  if  difcovered,  to  prevent  being  (aken,  raife  up 
with  their  fins  a  cloud  of  fand,  which  often  blinds 
their  invader  whillt  they  recover  the  \N^ter  and 
efcape;  they  ufually  return  near  the  fame  fpot  to 
depofit  their  next  litter,  but,  if  prevented  by  the 
lurtler,  who  expefls  their  prey  according  to  a 
Hated  time,  they  will  wait  many  hours  watching  a 
favourable  opportunity  to  gain  their  point*  I  have 
often  confidered  with  attention,  and  obferved  the 
fuperior  in{lin£i  of  this  animal  to  the  monkey 
tribe ;  the  tortoife  feems  endowed  with  a  proper 
portion  of  fagacity  for  the  prote£iion  and  fafety  of 
herfelf  and  offspring,  at  the  fame  time  free  from 
apiOi  tricks.  1  now  will  fatisfy  Luther  and  CatU 
vm,  that  in  the  jewilh  covenant  the  prieft  was 
placed  betwixt  Gud  and  his  people,  to  offer  facri- 
|ice,  and  make  atonement  for  tbemfelves  and 
congregation ;  this  was  commanded  by  almighty 
God,  and  no  wifetch  dare  difobey  this  pofitive  in- 
junBion.  You  will  find  Nathan,  who  was  no 
prielt,  offering  David  the  femence  of  life  or  death, 
in  the  cale  ol  l  riah. 

We  have  not  the  load  Ictuple 
in  whatever  is  contained  in  the  Scriptures,  betns; 
from  our  infancy  trained  to  love,  fear  and  rcfpcft 
them ;  but  the  ipacie  from  St.  John's  Rovelauons, 
until  Luther  and  Calvin,  which  is  about  1450 
years»  feem$  vqid  of  every  fupport.  :  fW^  is  the 
fundamental  principle  that  is  imprefled  into  our 
infant  minds,  fo  we  would  wifh  never  to  be  in<^ 
firuBed  or  h^ve  any  knowledge  of  what  paft 
atnongfl  the  Papifts  during  that  interval,  as  wq 
confider  the  whole  to  be  a  fyftem  conurived  and 
carried  on  by  the  Devil,  and  the  Pope.

I  think  we  agreed  upon  fome  gctocral  and 
efiential  principles.

The  fecond  caufe  or  motive,  for  which  mar« 
liage  was  inftituted,  is  to  avoid  Cn,  andyet  poflefs* 
the  enjoyment  and  pleafure;  what  would  be  a 
mattg-  pf  eternal  reprobation  to  the  parties 
ifitfiout  matrim^ony,  with  it  becomes  holy,  pure, 
and  fpodels.

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Paul  TIL  was  withdrawn,  and  the  Society  natu- 
rally fell  into  the  common  priefthood  of  the 
Church.  By  this  timely  precaution,  the  general 
peace  of  fhc  Church  wasreftored,  to  the  univer- 
ial  content  of  the  whole  Church.

Miniflers  in  any  Cathedral,  or  Parilh-Church,  ot 
other  place,  within  this  Realm  of  England, 
Wales,  and  the  Marches  of  the  fame,  or  other  the 
Queen's  Dominions,  (hall  from  and  after  thc^ 
Feaft  of  the  Nativity  of  Saint  John  Baptift  next 
coming,  be  bounden  to  lay  and  ufe  the  Matters, 
Even-Song,  Celebration  of  tl)e  Lord's   Supper, 

and

and  all  other  Common  and  open  Prayer,  in  fucb 
order  and  form-  as  is  mentioned  in  the  faid  Book,

long  way  back ;  my  friend,  David,  fpeaks  before

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'iR^hcthcr  cny  friend  fpcaksdf  himfclfor  Chrift,  we 
that  arc  at  fo  great  a  diftance,  and  of  another 
•ftocky  icannot  dive  into  the  myftery  ;  we  would

what  is  prefent  let  us  gripe  at ;  or,  like  a  hag,  or 
night-mare,  it  will  flip  through  our  fingers. 
.  Mojes.  Prophecy  is  the  fole  goodnefs  and 
mercy  of  God,  to  enlighten  and  teach  man  his 
duty,  and  correfpondence  to  the  divine,  will. 
Your  Saviour,  from  whom  all  chriftians  (hould 
draw  their  copy,  gives  you  the  example  and  tells 
you';  as  I  do,  fo  do  you.  But  you  being  apro- 
tefter  cannot  aft  confonant  with  Jews  and  cbrir 
ftians.  This  Pfalm  feems  to  indicate  the  Mefllah 
offering  to  the  Divine  Majefty  fome  bther  mode 
of  worfhip  different  from  the  old.  Sacrifice 
and  meat-offerings  thou  wouldft  not.  Here 
the  old  is  rejefted.  Burnt-ofFcxings  and  facri- 
fice  for  fjn,  thou  wilt  not ;  then,  faid  I,  I  come. 
Without  doubt  this  is  the  Meffiah,  to  bring  in 
and  confirm  the  fecond  covenant.  Here  I  paufe, 
1  find  myfelf  involved  and  prefTedVith  unfur- 
mountable  difficulties  ;  our  MefTiah  to  change 
the  laws  and  conftitution  of  our  fathers,  giveo 
by  Almighty  God  Himfclf,  to  our  great  Law- 
giver. Can  the  Great  God  of  Heaven  aft  con- 
trary to  Himfclf,  or  alter  what  he  has  com^ 
.manded  to  be  complied  with,  and  kept  holy 

and^ 
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land  unviolated  ?   This  cannot  be;  or,  arc  the 
fcripturc  prophefies  falfe  ?  this  cannot  be,  for 
the  one  confirms  and  depends  on  thfc  other.  My 
head  is  diftrafted  and  nny  heart  chills,   with  fo 
cold  and  deadly  faintnefs  that  is  come  upon  me. 
Lutber.  Our  conclave  is  attended  with  very 
alarming  fymptonris,  both  in  body  and  fpirit:

I 
have  taken  much  trouble  and  pains  as  aperfonof 
my  cloth  (hould,  to  open  his  underftanding  and 
remoVfc  his  errors  5  in  his  cafe  it  would  be  not 
fomuch  for  the  novelty  of  the  thing,  but  the  ad* 
vantages  I  (hould  draw  from  fo  great  a  cap- 
tive,    ift,  I  (hall  take  him  over  to  England, 
idly.  As  Jews  are  clever  in  bargaining,    he 
fliall  be  fet  over  my  dealings  with  my  parifhion- 
ers  and  other's,  and  explain,  perfuade,  and  (hew 
them  the  utility  of  enlarging,  by  induftry,  their 
temporals,  that  they  may  be  prompt,  full,  and 
liberal,  in  paying  the  tithes  of  all  to  a  grain 
ofmuftard;  for  as  the  fcripture  takes  notice 
that  a  feed  of  muftard,  though  the  fmalleft  of 
iVcds  when  grown,  becomes  a  large  tree,  fo 
tHat  the  fowls  make  their  habitation  in  it.     This 
parable  has  been  produftive  of  infinite  good  to 
rtic  in   particular,  being,   from  my  youth,   or 
rather  childhood,    ever  before  me,    knowing 
n\an  was  to  earn  his  bread  by  the  fweat  of  bis 
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brow ;  and  that  nothing  is  to  be  counted  fmalf, 
dcfpiied,  neglcfted,  or  ovc:r-looked.

to  Melchifedech,  who  was  type  of  myfclf  5  and 
that  if  the  Ihadow  was  intitled  to  full  tithes,  to 
the  third  and  fourth  generations,  how  much  more 
myfelf,  that  is  the  real  and  identical  Melchife- 
dech ?  fo  that  this  being  granted,  I  Ihall  bring 
into  my  barn  not  only  the  tenths,  my  claim  on 
the  fathers,  but  for  four  generations,  which  is 
other  four  tenths  added,  make  five  tenths,  which 
is  one  half  of  the  whole  produftions;  this  (hail

cuftom  of  England,  Wales,  and  Berwick  upc 
Tweed,  or  betimes  in  the  morning   repair 
the  church  and   make  atonement  for  fin  ; 
making  a  full  offering  as  a  facrifice  for  th 
offences.    This  will    be  pleafing   to  Mof 
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reminding  him  of  his  wiflied-for  Jewifh  wor- 
ihip,  and  nearly  bring  in  the  remaining  five 
tenths,    or  other  half  of    their  crops  or  in- 
comes;   taking    the  whole  together,  my  in- 
come, as  my  family  and  houlhold  at  large  (hall 
be  fupported  by  another  kind  or  fecondary  gifc 
or  offering,  which  fhall  be  impofed  by  infpcc- 
tors   for  every  mifdemeanor,    or  place  them 
nine  fundays  fucceffively  in  the  church,  during 
diyine  fcrvice,  morning  arid  evening,  naked, 
and  a  white  Ihcet,  for  decency,  thrown  over 
them,  as  they  do  in  Scotland,  or  other  preiby- 
terian  conventicles.     Mofes  fhall  alfo  be  placed 
as  overfeer  to  negociate  my  moneys  and  play  in 
the  ftock-jobbitig  game,  which  will  delight  and 
recreate  him,  make  him  a  ufeful  fervant  and  at 
free-cofl  to   myfelf,  as  he  well  knowing,  they 
lell  me,  forty  thoufand  pounds  in  the  funds. 

Boy.  Mofes,  with  the  other  prophets,  fpeaks 

of  the   two  legiilations  or  covenants.

keep  our  livings  ;  our  new  philofophy  lays  the

Hhinnal  or  vegetable,  &c.  return  in  full  front* 
iRrhencc  they  were  produced.  And  fo  be  it. 
Man's  natwe  is  to  eat,  drink^  and  enjoy  hinn* 
felf. 

Bty.  What  were  the  fedudions  proved  againft 
Jefus  Chrift  ? 

Mo/es.  Seducing  Ifrael  from  the  cotnmand*' 
ifiehtB  and  ceremonies  of  their  law. 

S(iy.  Pnay  enter  more  minutely  in  this  charge? 

Mojcs.  Bre*5^ing  the  Sabbath,  by  doing  cures 
lind  healing  every  difeafe;  making  the  deaf  to 
hear,  the  blind  to  fee,  the  lame  to  walk,  caft- 
ing  out  devils,  curing  the  lepers,  paralytics, 
raifing  the  dead,  with  many  others.  By  what 
authority  his  difobedience,  though  commanded 
by  our  chief-priefts  and  others,  never  would  de- 
clare, fuffering  his  difciples  to  go  through  the 
corn-fields,  rubbing  and  eatinij  the  corn,  and 
eating  in  common  without  walhing  their  diny 
hands.  All  thefe  ^nd  many  other  mifdcmcanors 
and  by  choice  on  the  Sabbath. 
'  B&y^  His  blafphemies,  if  you  will  indulge 
tne? 

Mo/es.  Turning  hirtifelf  the  Son  of  God, 
taking  upon  himfelf  to  forgive  fins,  faying, 
if  the  temple,  that  was  upwards  of  forty  years 
in  building,  was  dtftroyed,  he  would  raife  it  in 

three 
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three  days;  fpeaking  againft  cudoms  and  dif^ 
refpeAfuIly  of  the  fcribes^  do&ors,  and  tho* 
nourable  men. 

Bay*  His  magic,  if  you  pleafe  ? 

Mojes.  I  call  the  whole,  that  fcems  fuperaa* 
tural,  magic,  or  flight  of  the  enemy  ;  and  hit 
walking  on  the  water  as  if  it  was  dry  land  | 
commanding  tlie  florms  to  ceafe;  feeding  at 
ciiflFerent  times  feveral  thoufands  ^with  three  or 
four  loaves,  and  two  or  three  fmall  filhes,  and 
many  other  deceptions,  which  draw  the  world 
after  him  to  make  him  their  king. 

Luther.  This  I  will  avow  to  my  dying  day^ 
which  I  hope  is  ata  long  diftance,  as  I  (hould  wifh 
to  enjoy  the  fweat  of  rhy  brow,  you  know  what 
I  mean,  Peter's  Chair,  to  which  I  bequeath  the 
firft  afFeftion  of  my  loving  heart,  tht  glory  of 
the  king's  daughter  is  within;  for,  moil  cer«> 
tainly,  fhe  is  my  elder  daughter,  and  few 
princes  will  equal  me  either  in  honour,  glory^ 
greatnefs,  or  riches.  All  thefe  aforefaids  be- 
long and  appertain  to  one  and  the  fam6  caufe  \ 
for  a  poor  prince  makes  but  a  forry  figure  in 
life.  Yet,  1  own  there  is  a  rival  filler,  as  EfaU 
and  Jacob,  ftruggles  hard  in  the  womb  of  my 
heart,  violent  competitors  for  the  birthright^ 
which  is  the  fenfe  of  the  palate  and  feel  of  the 
ftomach.  I  alfo  am  importuned  by  a  thirds 
which  wraps  me  into  extacy,  O  Rachel,  O  man* 
drakes ;  give  me  Rachel,  give  me  mandrakes, 
or  I  die.  Luther  throws  himfelf  back  in  the 
chair  and  fends  forth  a  deep  figh  and  groans. 

Boy.  You  have  explained  the  accDfations  of 
fcduftion,  blafphemy  and  magic,  laid  by  Ifrael 

to 
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ihc  charge  of  Jcfos  Chrift.  -I  beg  you  will  dc* 
dare  the  difturbinces  and  fcditions'he  Hands 
charged  with. 

Mofes.  From  his  infancy  to  his  death,  his 
whole  life  Aands  one  fcene  of  difturbince  and 
fedition.  Firit»  at  his  birth,  the  diforder  it 
muft  caft  the  Eaft  into,  who  fent  an  embaiTy  to 
king  Herod,  to  know  (according  to  Balaam's 
prophecy)  where  the  MefTiah  yras  to  be  born,, 
which  mdTage  threw  the  king  and  all  Jer'ufaLem 
into  very,  great  cpnlternations  with  all  the  coun^ 
try.  And  after  focne  time  thefe  men  not  pro«» 
ducinghim  to  the  king,  it  put  him  in  a  uiry, 
and  be  fent  and  put  to  death  all  the  male  chil- 
dren about.  Bethlehem,  which  were  attended 
with  great  lamentations,  families  and  the  whole 
country  put  into  greatgrief  and  convulfions<; 
{o  that  tiieir  afflidion  w«s  unparalelled,  the 
matter,  after  fome  time,  fubfided,  and  the 
country  enjoyed  piraee,  when,  on  a  fudden,  the 
whole  country  was  put  in  diforder  as  at  a  time 
of  war,  every  one  running  to  fee  this  prodigy, 
and  he  won  {o  upon  them  that  they  loft  all 
itnfe  of  duty  and  obediencf,  both  lo  the  laws 
and  their  families ;  for  no  one  could  be  found 
at  home,  but  continually  flocking  to  him  with 
their  fick  and  to  hear  him  difcourfe.  Ifrael  bore 
this  intrufion  with  great  temper,  for  three  years, 
which  was  the  fpace  of  time.  He  was  fuffered 
to  go  on  when  the  matter  became  fenous,  and 
in  danger  of  bringing  the  whole  force  of  the  Ro-. 
mans,  under  whom  we  were  lubjcdt,  to  dcftroy 
our  nation.  Fof  a  little  time  before  his  death 
it  became  current,  that  he  had  raifed  one  La«» 

zarus, 
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«arus,  a^ter  being  buried  three  days,  m6  thU 
man  was  kept  with  him;  they  being  a  rcfpcft- 
able   family,  the   rumour  fpread  to  all  parts: 
and,  according  to  our  1-ws,  all  Ifrael  were  ga- 
thered to  Jerufalem,  being  the  mod  iblema 
^fcaft,  our  great  Paflbver.     The  multitude  hear- 
ing of  his  raifmg  Lazarus  from  death,  and  that 
he  was  with  him,  went  out  to  meet  him,  and 
to  do  him  honour,  fct  him  on  an  afs»  ftrewed 
their    cloi he-s    brforc   him,    cut    down   palm 
branches  and  f)afled  in  crouds,  crying,  Ho/an" 
nab  to  the  King  of  Ifrael^  blejfed  is  be  that  ^ometb 
in  the  name  of  the  Lordy  Hofannab  in  the  Higbeft. 
So  that  the  whole  city  was  frightened,  an<l  com-* 
ing  into  the   temple,  he  diove  the  merchan- 
•difers  from  trafficking,  calling  the  temple  his 
Father's   houfe,  making   himfelf   the  Son   of 
God,  and   that,  inftead  of  \  houfe  of  prayer^ 
they  had  made  it  a  den  of  thieves.     Thefc  and 
more  outrages  you  have  recorded  in  yourowa 
gofpels,  all  which   being  duty  and  maturely 
confidered,  it  was  judged  expedient,  according 
to   the  fcntence  of  Caiphas,  then  high-»prieft> 
that  it  was  expedient,  that  Jcfus  fhould  die  ra- 
ther than  the  nation  perifh. 

Boy.  What  were  the  particulars  of  his  death? 
Mojes.  He  was  crucified  ;  that  is,  his  handi 
and  feet  nailtd  to  the  crofs,  being  the  eve  of 
the  great  Sabbath,  it  was  requifitc  the  body 
fhould  be  removed  -,  but  the  executioner  finding 
him  dead,  did  not  break  his  legs  as  they  did  the 
two  others  that  died  wiih  him  ;  yet,  one  of 
them^  to  befure  of  his  death,  dtovt  Vv\%^^^^t 
in  his  Gdc  to  his  heart  ^  for  h\s  g;c^^x.tt  ^-acctv^^ 
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itiey  erowfiedl  him  with  thornSj  dlvMed  hinv 
ihared  his  garments^  buc  caft  lots  for  his  veft- 
fnent :  this  diverted  Ifrael  4is  the  lofs  of  Sampi^ 
'  ion's  eyes  amufed  thr  Philifti.ies.  This  was 
done  to  undeceive  the  body  of  the  pec^lcj  whp 
look  no  farther  than  poaip  and  appearance^ 
and  fo  eafily  feduced  from  their  allegiance* 

LfOber.  It  was  the  faying  of  an  old  bemriif^ 
•that  he  proBted  by  the  moft  ignora^t^  and  I 
will  profit  by  your  ll^int^  on  any  return.  I  wiU 
make  ipiritual  bailiffs  of  all  my  clergy^  dignti* 
fied  or  not  dignified,  all  ages  or  degrees^  re^ 
ducioft  the  whole  into  as  fmall  and  neceflary  ^ 
body  ii  the  nature  of  things  may  require^  with 
fmall  benefices^  and  privilege  to  take  up  aU 
diifentersi  withtheallowanceof  half  the  profits* 

Luther*  Reducing  the  number  of  clergy, 
and  giving  each  one,  taking  the  whole  on  an 
average,  of  fifty  pounds  each  man,  according 
to  bis  proportion  of  dignity,  with  their  quota 
of  what  may  be  fcrambled  for  from  Diflenters 
and  all  gainfdyers,  will  keep  them  and  familieai^ 
who  are  to  put  their  hands  to  the  plow,  in 
fuificienC  meat,  drink,  wafhing,  lodging,  and 
cloathing,  which  are  fufiicient  for  the  chriftiap 
warfare.  I  lived  many  years  in  community  with 
the  brotherhood  in  London,  at  lefs  than  fifty 
pounds,  when  we  ufually  and  daily  had  our 
levee  at  one  or  others  lodging,  and  at  either  a . 
foup  or  chop-houfe  regale  ourfelves  for  our 
ihilling  for  dinner  •,  and  at  night  our  pint,  with 
a  good  fop,  at  either  beer  or  cider  cellar  5  the 
cellar  in  Maiden-lane  was  my  delight ;  but  a 
^cod  bowl  of  punchy  and  a  pretty  friend  fealed 
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\ht  nuptials.  O  merry  has  been  the  feats  of  ouf 
dancing  days. 

Mo/es.  I  perceive  your  dinner  hour  is  ar- 
rived i  your  face  is  pa.nted  a  livid  hue,  your 
eyes  ghaftly,  and  whole  countenance  pale  and 
'Wan.^  we  will  not  fret  you  longer,  but  bid 
adiey^  my  dear  youn^  friend^  .we  vvill  go.  / 

Luther.  Your  reverence  will  give  o:ders  t^ 
have  the  fettlement  drawn  with  all  txpedition^ 
as  I  fct  forth,  that  you  may  be  at  eafc  and  fe- 
cure,  and  ponder  the  great  truths  of  the  goiP 
pels;  the  rigorous  accounting' day,  the  prccar 
rious  ftate  you  are  in,  and  in  what  degree  yoii 
will  appear  before  Chrift:  as  his  viqeroy  1  am 
cao^pelled  to  admonifh  all  gainfayers,  if,  pcfr 
haps  you  may  find  and  embrace  the  truth,  turn 
from  error.and  do  good.

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faucy  Antelope,  but  your  whole  race,  in  pro- 
portion to  each  one's  dexterity. 

Hoft.  That's  well  entered  in  the  journals.  I 
have,  this  being  now  the  great  fad  of  your 
conimon-prayer  book,  provided  that  l^nten  difli  . 
that  has  drawn  fo  nriuch  grace  frorti  you  ;  it  is 
an  Olio  of  all  the  different  entrails  of  many 
kinds  of  fiih  I  could  pick  up,  the  extreme  ex- 
halation is  chiefly  from  the  ftalenefsj  fome  be- 
ing orf  a  fortnight,  I  woh't  promife,  if  qot  a 
montli ;  fo  that  you  will  perceive  little  difficulty 
in  chufjng,  and,  according  to  your  repeated 
dire^'rons,  to  difguife  the  offenfive  funiies,  put 
much  garlic,  fhallots,  onions,  pepper  thime> 
and  other  herbs,  a  faufage,  and  jfout  oickled 
herrings ;  it  is  well  cemented  with  t€n  brown 
bifcuits  powdered ;  they  have  been  finaniering 
together  fourteen  hours. 

Luther.  What  it  is  compofed  of  I  know  not, 
but  the  nofcgay  is  mandrakes.  O  lovely  nyniph, 
what  mufl  or  can  your  rapturous  foul  be  in- 
flamed with,  but  the  balmy  delightei  of  the 
<:clcftial  odour.  O  that  honey-drop  lip,  diftil- 
liijg  the  balmy  dew  of  elyfium,  warbling  the 
delights  of  the  gods  in  foft  enchanting  vcrfe, 
Olyre,  thrifce  bleflcd,  for  the  fweet  embraces, 
the  lilies.  O  divine  touch  that  infpires,  enchants, 
^nd  lulls  tTic  divinities  with  languilhings  of 
lov-c  and  foft  delight,  I  dread  difTolution,  or 
^nftantly,  great  Cato  like,  would  fly  by  this  in- 
ft^'Umcnt  (in  a  rage  takes  up  the  knife)  inftantly 
*nd  claim  my  dove;  but  other  loves  preponde- 
''*te  and  keep  me  from  the  darling  and  fetter  of 
^y  foul. 
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Hoft.  Reverend  fir,  why  fo  angry?  I  hope 
you  arc  well  j  your  mmd  feems  greatly  agitated ; 
pray,  compofe  yourfelf,  your  dinner  waits. 

Luther.  Love  is  llronger  than  death  and 
fwecter  than  the  honey-comb.  My  firft  fcrmon, 
on  my  return,  fhall  be  to  expatiate  largely  on 
the  power  and  force  of  love.  In  the  mean  time, 
I  will  give  grace.  O  Lord,  your  goodnefs  is 
beyond  controul,  fufFer  thus  much,  -  now  the 
joy  of  my  foul,  delicioufly  delightful,  revcrfed, 
delightfully  delicious  :  this  is  living,  O  ye  gods, 
I  do  not  envy  you,  you  lamb  of  the  flock,  you 
drowned  your  Lord  and  inebriate  your  fhepherd. 
O  God  of  my  heart  and  delight  of  my  foul, 
how  brimful,  to  the  throat  of  my  ftomach,  6 
fufFocation,  choaking,  and  ftifling  of  my  full 
man,  what  has  heaven  to  rival  the  overflowings 
of  thefe  infinite  and  incomparable  bleflingf, 
and  never  to  be  too  much  enjoyed  fweefhelTcs, 
overflowing  and  fovereign  inebriations,  which 
ocean  of  never-ending  pleafures  my  longing^ 
guft  cannot  be  fatiated,  nor  my  will  cry,  it  is 
enough.

Luther.  1  give  no  fcandal,  I  hope,  to  the 
Hollanders  or  Genevans,  I  give  none  to  my 

owo 
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t)Vn  flock;  for  every  man's  confcience  cries 
our,  enjoying  Is  the  delight  of  the  hearr,  and 
all  works  of  fupererrogation  in  religion  are  er- 
roneous, damnable,  and  fuperftitious,  accord^. 
ing  to  nnjr  creed  and  your's,  if  you  are  a  pro- 
leilantj  fo,  by  the  faith  1  hold,  1  muft^at  the 
chop  to  ren^ove  fcandal. 

Heft.  Endeavour  as  you  will,  your  church 
appears  to  all  others  as  baftard  papifts. 

Lulher.  This  chop  is  as  tender,  fo  that  I  feek 
it  as  a  tamb  does  its  dam  :  now  fome  drink, 
and  then  tlie  maccaronie.  This  laft  is,  with- 
out coin  pari?j  your  mafter-piece.  The  tart  is 
excellent  j  ;but  the  jorum  crowns  the  banquet* 
We  will  return  thanks.  We  give  thee  thanks, 
Lord.of  ail  1  good  gifts,  for  thefc  and  all  blef- 
fings  w«  have  fo  plentifully  feaftcd  on.  So  be  it. 
Hoft.  I  cannot  make  out  what  your  new  phi- 
lofopfay  eonfifts  in ;  one  minute  you  acknow- 
ledge a  God,  another  you  deny  him.  What  I 
have  learnt  is,  they  are  a  rerpnant  of  the  Jewifh 
:  Synagogue  turned  Sadducees,  which  were  chief- 
^  ly  concerned  in  the  death  of  Chrift  :  they  al- 
low but  one  nature,  which  is  matter. 
.  Lutbtr.  This  particularly  has  been  found 
[.  proper  in  our  enlightened  age,  and  more  forcer 
[,  able  among  us  of  high  condition,  in  orcjer  to 
'  appeafc  and  allay  the  petulent  humours  that 
[  fcems  to  encreafe  and  follow  with  wifdom  to 
the  brain  ;  where  Ihe,  m  conjun6tion  with  her

you  are  at  all  times^  if  the  body  is  in  good 
plight,  ready,  alert,  brtfk,  lively,  nimble,  and 
upon  die  watch  as  a  cat  to  fpring  on  your  prey, 
of  what  kind  is  not  material,  the  fenfes  are  your , 
guide  where  ever  the  inclination  points»  obcdi* 
ence  is  at  command  ;  our  cloth  it  was  thought 
advifeable  fhould  take  the  fair  fex  under  our 
immediate  tuition  •,  they  have  made  afurpriziog 
progrefs  i  our  bright  day  has  difplayed  its  rays 
on  their  quick  conceptions  with  great  reful- 
gence, fo  that  they  rival  their  fond  mates,  and 
give  grace  with  gratification  to  our  enamottred 
wifhes  we  enjoy,  whilft  they  make  large  ftridcs 
in  the  new  philofophy,^  whofe  theme  is  pleafure 
and  gratification^  our  true  devotion :  this  ftriog 
tickles  the  cockles  of  my  heart ;  fouls  we  have 
iM)ne,  like  phantoms  they  difappcar  before  the  ■ 
brightnefs  of  our  wifdom»    OI  thrice  happfj 
enlightened  age. 

Hqfi.  I  am  told  they  copy  Sodom  and  Go- j 
morrah  in  feafting  on  unnatural  luft  i  thatyottj 
have  brothels  or  Itews  for  fodomy  or  niale  gaKl 

lantryi] 
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lantry;  thcfe  fparks  of  the  higher  ranktertn 
this  dice  of  their  new  philofophy,  refinemenc 
on  the  pafljon^  and  quinteffence  of  the  touch.  It 
is  not  a  new  philofophy.     I  will  though  an  il^- 
literate  Swifs,  hold  up  to  the  world  your  diabo- 
lical philofophy  to  fcorn,  and  that  it  has  ever 
been  exploded  even  from  the  time  of  our  father 
Abraham.    In  the  the  19th  chapter  of  Genefis 
you  will  find  perhaps  your  originaK     "  There 
came  two  angels  to  Sodom  at  evenj  and  Lot 
fat  in  the  gate  of  Sodom,  and  feeing  them  rofe 
tip  to  meet  them,  and  he  bowed  himfelf  with 
his  face  towards  the  ground,  and  faid,  my  lords 
turn  in  1  prey  you,  into  your  fcrvants  houfe, 
and  lodge  to-night  $  and  he  preiTed  on  them 
greatly,  and  they  went  in  with  him.    But  be- 
lore  they  lay  down,  the  men  of  the  city,  even 
*   the  iften  of   Sodom,  encompafled  the  houfe, 
>    both  old  and  young,  all  the  people  from  every 
quarter ;  and  they  called  unto  Lot,  and  faid, 
where  are  the  men  which  came  to  thee  this 
night,  bring  them  out  to  us  that  we  may  know 
them;    (a  common  phrafc  in  fcripture  to  lie 
with  another)  and  Lot  faid,  I  pray  you  brethren, 
do  not  fo  wickedly;    I   have  two    daughters 
which  have  not  known  man  ;  let  me  I  pray  you 
bring  them  out  unto  you,  and  do  you  to  them 
as  is  good  in  your  eyes ;  only  to  thefe  men  do 
nothing;  for  therefore  came  they  under  the 
Aaddow  of  my  roof.  But  they  faid,  ftand  back, 
I  and  they  faid  again,  this  one  fellow  came  in  to 
'  /(Nourn,  and  he  will  needs  be  a  judge;  now 
Will  we  deal  worfe  with  thee  than  with  them  ; 
Md  they  prcfied  fore  upon  Lot,  and  came  near 
K  J  to 
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to  break  the  door ;  but  the  men  put  forth  thejr 
hands,  and  pulled  Lot  into  the  houfe  and  {hi^t 
the  door. J  and  they  frnote  the  men  with  blind- 
nefs,  both  fmall  and  great,  fo  that  ihcy  wearied 
thcnnfclves  to  find  the  door.'* 

We  will  now  fee  the  end  of  your  new  philo- 
fophy :  as  foon  as  Lot  and  his  daughters  was 
fafe;  then  the  Lord  rained  upon  Sodom  and 
upon  Gomorrah,  brimftone  and  fire;  and  he 
overthrew  thofe  cities,  and  that  that  grew  upon 
the  ground,  as  a  pledge  to  poftcrity.  Your  ori- 
ginal monument  bears  teftimony  at  this  dajrto 
the  wickednefs  of  your  fociety  j  the  ground  on 
which  this  unnatural  and  filthy,  which  you  term 
enlightened  philofophy,  was  perpetrated,  is  a 
lake  or  puddle  of  fiench  ;  it  i$  unfathon^able  to 
dive  to  the  bottom,  how  far  the  creature,  throw- 
ing OCT  his  duty  to  his  creator,  and  the  refped 
he  owes  his  own  fuperior  nature,  is  capable  i 
of  thefe  even  the  above  is  a  (landing  monitor  j 
therefore  I  advifeyou  take  warning,  reverend 
doftor,  and  in  future  inculcate  both  to  yourfelf 
and  others,  your  double  duty  ;  pray  who  is  the 
happy,  the  good  man,  ormonfter?  a  man  that 
will  not  acknowledge  his  God,  is  not  worthy 
to  be  permitted  ampng  beads, 

Luther.  Nincompoop,  you  degrade  the  phi 
lofopher's  ftone,  that  turns  all  things  into  gold; 
don't  you  obferve  the  golden  rule  which  has 
raifed  the  fabric  of  our  philofophy,  which  has 
given  the  glorious  title  to  this  our  age,  "The 
enlightened  age,  O  brilliant,  O  jewel  of  inefli- 
mable  value,  when  (hall  I  be  in  full  and  qui5f 
polTeffion,  and  me  and  no  other,  drqw^fd  in 

yoUf 
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your  charms  ?  The  great  and  fupreme  Father, 
Dictator  and  Legillator,  of  our  enlightened  age^ 
the  moftfupernal,  glorious,  herculean  and  heroic 
Voltaire,  after  fettling  his  kingdom. of  light, 
and  fwelling  every  fpace,  during  the  courfe  of 
fourfcorc  years  with  new  afts  of  heroifm,  far 
outftripping  all  of  the  celeftial  community,  on 
the  eve  of  his  departure  outflept  himfelf.     A 
legacy  he  thought  fit  in   his  great  wifdom  to 
leave  his  fons  and  daughters  for  their  guide, 
and  an  example  to  all  future  ages,  that  contem- 
plating this  fupreme  ad,  that  fealed  the  life  of 
that  prodigy,  they  may  in  the  fuUnefs  of  will 
fit  down  with  that  great  man  and  partake  of  the 
moft  delicious,  favoury,  rich,  ftrong  banquet, 
filUng  the  conception  with  the  odour  of  fbve- 
reign  delight.     O  great  champion   of  light, 
who  knowing  no  other  but  yourfelf,  was  worthy 
of  yourfelf,  fed  upon  yourfelf;  this  great  afl: 
publifhes  to  the  world  Voltaire  lived  and  died

Mojes.  Welcome,  my  young  friend,  this  meet- 
ing is  truly  cordial,  as  we  fliall  now  confided 
fome  parts  in  our  laft  that  have  ihiprefled  my 
mindy  1  mean  the  different  paifages  of  fcrip* 
ture  relating  to  the  divinity  of  the  Mefliah. 

B&y.  The' divinity  of  the  Meffiah  is  declared 
throughout  the  fcriptures,  beginning  with  the 
firft  o?  Genefis  and  finifhing  with  the  end  of 
your  prophets. 

Mofes*  I  confefs  the  myftery  ftaggers  and 
greatly  opprcfles  my  fpirits ;  my  v^hole  life  has 
been  anxioufly  defirous  of  knowledg;e  *and 
fearching  out  truth  \  but  never  found  myfclf 
plunged  in  the  maze  of  difficulties  and  laby^^ 
rinths  of  impenetrable  depths,  which  are  un* 
fearchable  and  pa(t  finding  out. 

Boy^  The  grace  of  the  Almighty  alone  can 
remove  your  darknefs  and  place  you  in  his  prc- 
fente,  when  the  fcriptures  will  unfold  them- 
felves,  dark  paffages  and  feeming  contrarieties 
will  bear  one  pleafing  afpedt  of  coincidence 
and  argument. 

Mojes.  Ihe  old  covenant  inculcated  one 
God  i  but  no  diftinftion  of  perfons.  Your's 
agree  with  us  in  the  unity  of  fubftaiice,  that  is, 
one  God,  in  three  perfons :  hertr  lies  the  ftonc 
of  contention,  the  rock  of  offence. 

Boy.  This  is  the  rock  of  offence  fpoken  of 

by  the  Royal  Prophet,  whom  Ifrael  reveres  and 

Jiottours,  in  his  ii^t}\P(aXvcv%  TV^ftftYw^HiKich 
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(he  builders  rcfufed  is  become  the  chief  ccijncr. 
ftone.  .  This  is  the  Lord's  doing.;  gnd  it  is 
marvellous  in  our  eyes.  This  is  the  day  which 
the  Lord  hath  made ;  we  will  rejoice  and  be 
glad  in  it.  BleifTed  is  he  that  cometh  in  the 
name  of  the  Lord »  God  is  the  Lord  who  has 
fliewn  us  light. 

Mqfes.  David  is,  and  ever  was,  revered  and , 
honoured  by  Ifrael,  as  the  darling  of  his  God, 
and  father  of  their  Meffiah.    And  the  Almighty 
pronounced  thefe  bleflTings ;  but  the  law  was 
given  to  Mofes,    for    the  rule   and   guide  of 
Wrsiel ;  therefore,  unlcfs  1  am  convifted  by  the 
five  books,  wrote  by  our  legiflator,  of  error, 
1  am  bound  to  remain  a  member  of  the  origi- 
jdial  covenant,  knowh  to  be  by  the  exprefs  com- 
<3tiand  of  the  Almighty,  and  pofitively  enjoined, 
£4)j»  As  your  defire  in  thjs  meeting  is  to^ 
Search  ouc  the  will  of  the  Almighty  God,  and 
his  divine  Truths,  it  will  be  proper  to  diveft 
ybiirfelf  of  all   prejudice   and   partiality,    and 
^ith  ^n  heroic  rcfolution  to  embrace  what  your 
rcafon  affents  to  without  contradidtion  j  but  in 
cbis  great  matter  your  whole  confidence  muft 
be  immoveably  fixed  on  your  God,     In  the  lall 
conference  there  were  fome  texts  quoted  which 
i^^ere  not  difcuflcd  in  Genefis,  which   we  will, 
if  you  pleafe,  examine.     Genefis    ift  chapter. 
Jn  the  beginning  Gvd  created  the  Heavens  and  the 
tartb:  andtb€  earth  was  without  form,  andvcid, 
and  darknejs  was  on  the  face  of  the  deep :  and 
the  Spirit  of  God  moved  upon  the  face  of  the  wa^ 
ters.    I  beg  your  ex^planation,  who  is  this  Spirit 
id  God^  nfiarked  ouc  diitinift  and  clear  ? 

Mojes% 
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Mojes^  God  is  a  Spirit  and  cantiot  fuffer 
pai-ts. 

Boy.  God  created,  and  the  Spirit  of  God 
moved  upon  the  face  of  the  waters.  It  is 
moft"  pofitive  and  abfolute,  by  this  fcripturc, 
that  God,  and  the  Spi.rit,  are  diftinft  perfonsi 
but  God,  producing  the  Spirit,  is  one  lubftance, 
confequently  one  God. 

Mojes.  As  I  obferved  in  our  laft,  there  is  no 
diving  into  the  depth  of  the  Divinity. 

Boy,  The  Godhead  Is  infinite,  and  our  con- 
ceptions weak  and  limitted  to  a  very  infignifi- 
cancy  j  yet,  when  his  Majefty  is  pleafed  to  com-' 
municate  his  fccrets  and  reveal  his  truths,  it  is 
the  duty  of  his  creature  to  embrace  them,  and 
fubmit  with  joy  and  perfedt  obedience;  the  re- 
verfe  proceeds  from  what  Almighty  God  re- 
peatedly charged  Ifrael  with,  an  obdurate  and 
flinty  heart. 

MoJes.  I  confefs,  to  the  confuffon  of  Ifrael, 
what  you  advance  i  but  thefe  repeated  admoni- 
tions were,  when  Ifrael  fell  from  their  allegi- 
ance and  went  afide  from  the  law  and  com- 
mandments. 

Boy.  The  law  was  binding  and  obligatory, 
until  thS  Meffiah. 

Mojcs.  Mofes,  whom  God  Almighty  ap- 
pointed our  law-giver,  gave  Ifrael  charge  to 
obey  the  Mefliah.  And  the  Lord  your  God 
Ihall  raife  you  up  a  prophet  from  the  midft  of 
thofe  of  thy  brethren,  like  unto  me;  unto  him 
Ihall  you  hearken,  according  to  all  thou  de- 
firedft  of  the  Lord  thy  God  in  Horeb,  in  the 
day  of  the  affembly,  faying,  ^^  let  me  not  hear 
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again  the  vo'cc  of  the  Lord  my  God,  neither 
Ice  me  Ice  this  gre.it  fire  anv  more,  that  I  did 
not."  And  the  Lord  faid  iinto  me,  ^bsy  have 
a;ell  Jpokeriy  I  zvill  raije  them  a  prophet  frmm 
OfHong  their  brethren^  lV%e  unto  thee,  and  wiUpMi 
my  words  in  his  mouth,  andhejhall  /peak  iMt9 
ibem  all  that  1  Jhall  command  him,  and  it  p9ali 
come  to  pafs,^  that  whcfcver  will  not  hearken  to  wy 
words ^  which  he  Jhall  /peak  in  My  Name^  I  wilt 
requir   it  of  him.  Deux,  i  Si h  chapter. 

Boy.  Pray  what  do  you  infer  from  this  pro- 
phecy. 

Mojes.  A  pofitJve  injonftion,  enjoined  \sf 
the  great  legiflator,  and  exprefs  ordtr  of  the 
Almighty  God;  therefore  of  equal  weight  and 
Authority  with  the  other  commaniments. 

Boy.  Ir  will  be  the  mod  eligible  method  for 
to  difcufs  each  article  before  we  proceed  rm 
another;  we  will  return  to  our  firfl:.  The  Di- 
vinity, the  Spirit  of  God  moved  upon  the  face 
of  the  waters. 

Mbjes.  HereO  Ifrael,  the  Lord  your  God  is 
one  God  \  I  cannot  therefore  admit  the  plural ; 
but  mull,  as  Ifrael  ever  have  done,  contefs  tht 
fingular  number  in  God.  The  Spirit  of  God 
diftin6t!y  exprefled,  favours  chriftianity,  but  a 
iingle  verfe  mu(t  favour  fome  other  meanings 
an.u  give  the  precedency  to  the  commandment. 

Boy.  This  revelation  of  the  njofl  tranfcend- 
ine;  myflery,  the  knowledi^e  of  which  will  re- 
move the  partition  wail  or  rock  of  offence,  that 
feparates  Ifrael  from  chriftianity,  muft  not  be 
pdifed  over;  you  will  therefore  give  your  ex- 

plarjation

pianation  on  this  matter  of  infinite  I'mpartance,, 
the  Spirit  of  God  moVed  upon  the  deep. 

Mojes.  The  myftery  of  the  Divinity  is  infi- 
nite, therefore  cannot  be  brought  within  the 
fuperficial  knowledge  of  the  creature ;  it  would 
therefore  be  proper  to  difcufs  feme  other  arti- 
cle, which  may  explain  by  degrees,  and  re- 
move feeming  irreconcileable  texts. 

Boy.  The  divinity  is  the  ground  and  bafis  of 
the  two  covenants  j  until  this  fundamental  and 
prime  article  is  reconciled,  the  two  covenants 
never  will  be  brought  to  agreement. 

Mojes.  My  defire  is  truth;  but,  tbuching 
this  tremcnduous  myftery,  my  nature  recoils, 
and  flirinks  into  my  bafe  nothingnefs  j  my  foul 
as  an  outcaft  is  filled  with  horrors  t  dread  the 
thought. 

Boy.  \t  is  a  dreadful  thing  to  fall  into  the 
hands  of  the  living  God  ;  this  is  fcripture,  and 
it  is  to  avoid  this  dreadful  cataftrophe  chat  we 
meet  this  day,  and  it  is  with  confidence  I  em- 
brace this  conference  purely,  as  I  have  no  other 
will  but  to  be  direfted  by  the  divine  mercy,  and 
that  his  truth  may  appear ;  I  will  therefore  pro- 
ceed with  the  I  ft  chapter  of  Genefis.  ^he  Spi- 
rit of  God  moved  upon  the  face  of  the  deep  j  and 
Cod/aid^  hi  us  make  man  in  our  image,  after  our 
likenefs. 

MoJes.  Almighty  God  fpeaks  in  this  chapter, 
both  in  the  Angular  and  plural  number  \  it  will 
be  proper  to  proceed  in  order,  to  affitt  ourfelves 
with  proper  lights,  by  proceeding  next  to  the 
article  of  the  Mcffiah. 
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-  Soy*  The  3d.  chapter  of  Gcnefis.  The  Al- 
mighty promifes  redemption  to  man  after  his 
fall,  by  the  MefTiah:  it  ihall  bruife  thy  head, 
and  thou  (halt  bruife  his  heel. 

Mifes.  Satan  with  his  alTociation,  after  their 
fall>  perceiving  the  creation  of  man  was  to  re- 
place and  fiU  their  vacant  feats,  plotted  their 
fall,  and  bring  them  upon  a  level  with  theav- 
felves  $  to  obtain  their  purpofe,  Satan  aiTumes, 
or  enters  into  a  .ferpent,  by  which  ilratagem 
decoyed  Eve  to  a  breach  of  her  duty,  and  abufe 
of  free  will.  Adam  falling  into  the  fame  a<5t  of 
difobedience,.  entailed  an  everlafting  curfe  on 
their  polterity ;  for  the  offence  was  not  againfl: 
the  creature,  which  would  have  been  in  their 
power  to  ha^  made  reftitution  :  but  it  was  in 
open  violation  to  the  immediate  commandment 
of  the  Crieator,  which  rendered  it  needful  to 
have  a  Mefliah  to  reconcile  them;  and  this  re-* 
.co.ncilement  is  promifed  to  the  whole  flock  of 
Adam  that  will  accent  this  grace,  and  join 
Jfrael  under  the  banner  of  their  king. 

Boy.  We  will  confine  ourfelves  without  va- 
riation in  the  fearchof  your  Mefliah  i  you  grant 
his  appearing  neceflary  for  the  reconcilement 
of  man  to  his  Creator  5  you  alfo  grant  the  pro- 
mife  is  to  the  whole  ftock  of  Adam. 

Mojes.  All  what  you  aflerr,  I  agree  to^  but 
with  this  Angular  privilege  to  Ifrael,  that  he 
will  be  flelh  of  our  flelh,  and  bone  of  our  bone, 
and  that  he  will  be  born  of  the  ftock  of  David, 
and  inherit  his  throne  ;  and  that  Ifrael  will  pof- 
fefs  every  blefling  under  him  according  to  the 
lu-ophecies. 
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JSwr.  We  have  agreed  above,  tl^at  ttie  Mefliah 
is  promifed  in  the  .3d  chapter  of  Gtnefis,  to  rc- 
rr^nc'Ie  the  creature  man  to  his  God  ;  we  have 
9il(()  in  Qur  hit  conference  agreed  from  what  are 
there  fet  down  5  from  the  15th,  17th,  2ld  cbap^- 
tcrs  c/Genefii?,  that  Ahmi^hcy  God  made  a  co- 
venant with  Abraham,  and  j^romifed  the  Mcf^ 
jfiah  fliouW  be  of  his  ferd,  bv  \vhom  all  nations ' 
of  the  earth  ihould  be  bJcfled.     We  will  now 
fee  the  fan^e  promife  rt* newed  to  Ifaac  in  the 
26rh  chapter  of  the  fame  book  ;  and  the  Lord 
appeared  unto  him>  and  faid,  Go  not  down  intty 
Egypt  \  dwell  in  the  land  which  I'Jhall  teU  tbee 
<?/;  Jojourn  in  this  landy  and  I  i^ill  l^ewiih'-ibee^ 
^nd  zvill  blefs  -thee  ;  for  u7Uo  tbee  and  thy  feed  I 
will  ^ive  all  tbefe  countries,  and  I  will  per/arm  the 
§atb  which  i  fmarc  ituto  Abraham  thy  fat  her  {  and 
I  will  make  thy  feed  to  muUifly  as  the  flars  of 
.  Heaven s  and  I  will  give  unto  thy  feed  all  tbefe 
I'prcntries  ;  and  in  thy  feed  fjciH  ail  the  nations  of 
the  earth  be  lleJTed,      Agj^in   rht  bK^ffing  is  re'- 
peatcd  and  proiijifcd  to  Jacob  in  fhe28ih  chap- 
ter, as   we   took  no:ice  in  oi>r  laft  conference. 
I  am  the  Lord  God  of  Abraham  thy  father^  and  the 
God  of  Ifaac  :  the  land  whereon  thou  Hefty  to  tbee 
will  I  give  ity  and  to  thy  feed ;  and  thy  feed  Jhall 
be  as  the  daft  of  the  earthy  andftjdllfpread  abroad 
to  the  IVefty  and  to  the  Eajl^  and  to  tlye  Norths 
and  to  the  South  ;  and  in  tbee^  and  in   thy  feed 
fball  all  the  fannlies  if  the  earth  be  bleffed.     In 
the  49th  chapicr,   Ifrael's  bkffino;  to  Jadah  pro- 
phetically points   out  that;  the  Mefli.^h  fliouJd 
bc^  of  that  tribe ;  and   marks  out  his  comihg. 
•*  Judah  thou  art  be  whom   thy  brethren  fli.iif 
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praife;  thine  hand  fhall  be  in  the  neck  of  thy 
enemies  j  thy  father's  children  (hall  bow  down 
before  thee :  Judah  is  a  lion's  whelp  :  from  the 
prey,  my  fon  thou  art  gone  up  j  he  (looped 
downj  he  couched  as  a  lion,  and  as  an  old 
lion  i  who  (hall  roufe  him  up  ?  The  fcepter 
fliall  not  depart  from  Judah,  nor  a  law-giver 
from  between  his  feet,  until  Shiloh  come;  and 
unto  him  (hall  the  gathering  of  the  people  be, 
binding  his  fold  unto  the  vine,  and  his  afles 
colt  unto  the  choice  vine.  He  wafhed  his  gar- 
ments in  wine,  and  his  cloaths  in  the  blood  of 
grapes:  his  eyes  (hall- be  red  with  wine,  and 
his  teeth  white  with  milk."  The  laft  prophecy 
1  (hall  fetdown  is  what  yourfdf  feels  the  weight 
of  by  your  commiffion,  enjoined  by  your  law- 
giver from  the  immediate  command  of  Al- 
mighty God,  Deut*  i8th  chap.  And  the  Lord 
God  faid  unto  me,  "  1  will  raife  them  up  a  pro- 
phet from  among  their  brethren,  like  unto  thee,  , 
and  will  put  my  words  in  his  mouth,  and  he 
Aall  fpeak  unto  them  all  that  1  (hall  command 
him  :  and  it  (hall  come  to  pafs,  that  whofoevcr 
will  not  hearken  unto  my  words  which  he  fhall 
fpeak  in  my  name,  I  will  require  it  of  him/' 
It  is  to  be  obferved.  Almighty  God  eftabliflied 
his  covenant  with  Abraham  6oo  years  before 
the  law  or  leginationx)f  Mofes  ;  neither  do  we 
obferve  any  memion  of  ic  until  it  was  enjoined 
in  the  wildernefs*  Genefis  17th  chap.  And 
when  Abram  was  ninecy^nine  years  old,  the 
Lord  appeared  to  Abram,  and  faid  unto  him, 
«*  I  am  the  Almighty  God,  walk  before  me, 
and  be  thou  pcrfcQ:^  and  I  wUl  m^kt  \A^  c<^- 
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tenant  between  Me  and  thee,  and  I  will  mul* 
tiply  thcc  exceedingly.'*  And  Abratn  fell  upon 
his  face;  and  God  talked  with  him,    frying, 
•*  As  for  Me,  behold  My  covenant  is.  with 
ihee,  and  thou  Ihalt  be  a  father  of  many  na- 
tions:   neither  Ihalt  thy  name  any   more  be 
called  Abram,  but  thy  name  (hall  be  called 
jibrabam\  for  a  father  of  many  nations  have  I 
made  diee ;  and  I  will  make  thee  exceeding 
fruitful;  and  I  will  make  nations  of  thee,  and 
kings  (hall  come  out  of  thee ;  and  I  will  eftab- 
ii(h  My  covenant  between  Me  and  thee,  and 
thy  feed  after  thee  in  their  generations,  for  an 
cverlafting  covenant,    to  be  a  God  unto  thee^ 
and  to  thy  feed  after  rhee.     This  is  My  cove- 
nant which  ye  iha^  keep  between  Me  and  you, 
and  thy  feed  after  thee:  every  man-child  among 
you  fhall  be  circumcifed  5  and  ye  (hall  circiim- 
cife  the  flefh  of  your  fore-flcin  j  and  it  fliall  be 
a  token  of  the  covenant  betwixt  Me  and  you  : 
and  he  that  is  eight  days  old  fhall  be  circum- 
cifed among  you,  every  man-child  in  your  ge- 
nerations; he   that  is*  born   in   thy  houfe,  dr 
bought  with  money  of  any  ftrangcr  which  is 
not  of  thy  feed-     And  the  uncircumcifcd  man- 
child  whofe  flelh  of  his  fore-fkin  is  not  circum* 
cifed,  that  foul  (hall  be  cut  off  from  his  people; 
he  hath  broken  My  covenant :   and  God  faid» 
Sarah  thy  wife  fhall  bear  thee  a  fon,  indeed  ; 
and  thou  (halt  call  his  name  Ifaac  ;  and  I  will 
eftablifh  My  covenant  with  him  for  an  evcr- 
lalling  covenant^  and  with  his  feed  after  him.*' 
On  the  fanr^e  day  was  Abraham  circumcifed, 
and  Ifhmael  his  fon,  and  all  the  men  of  his 
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hdiufe,  born  in  the  houfc,  and  bought  witK  mo- 
ney of  the  ftrangcr,  were  circumcifed  .with 
him.  It  is  thefcforc  evident  th^t  the  firft  cd> 
tenant  dates  its  epoch  from  the  day  aforemen- 
tioned i  and  as  1  obfcrvcd  above,  throughout 
1:hcfc  communications  betwixt  the  Crciatdf  and 
Iihi  ctcaturcs,  not  ii  fingle  mention  is  made  oF 
the  fegiflation  of  Mofcs,  but  the  whole  fordfe 
»nd  Weffings  are  immediately  referred  and  ciii 
ried  to  the  Meffiah.  We  find  your  law -giver, 
^hd  was  the  facred  pen-man  of  thefe  prophet 
ctes,  referring  you  td  your  Meffiah,  where  yon 
Me  to  receive  life,  arid  a  curfe  if  you  refufc 
to  obey. 

Mq/es.  Th(i  prophecies  arfe  full  that  a  Mcfiiah 
was  promifed,  to  whdrti  we  arc  referred,  and 
from  him  we  expeft  all  bfcffings ;  the  circum- 
fiances  and  figni  of  his  coming  are  prophefied 
to  us  by  our  father  Jacob,  in  his  laft  bleffing 
to  Jodah,  from  whofc  tribe  he  was  to  be  bom.- 
The  fceptre  fhall  not  depart  from  Judah,  nor 
ahw-givcr  from  between  his  feet;  until  Shi^ 
feh  come,  and  urtto  hhn  fball  the  gathering  of 
Ac.  people "  be.    The  fceptre  commenced  with 
David,  and  continued  in  his  defccndants  until 
ludea  became  a  Roman  province,  when  the 
iC^tre  was  granted  to  an  alien  (King  Herod) 
fcyAugtrftui  the  Ronntart  Empetor :  this  alien 
<>ot  only  intruded  hinr^fclf  on  the  throtle,  but 
alfo  difmifled  the  Icgail  line  of  priefthood,  and 
ifttnided  obfture  pcrfdns,  which  cuftonri  was 
fcHowed  by  his  fucceffors,  ffimting  up  the  ho- 
ly robe  of  the  high  prieft,  under  their  privy 
fe^i  fp  that  the  prieft  had  no  longer  thc^d- 
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Mofes.  I  luve  often-  repeated  the  agreement 
of  Jews  and  chriftianss  as  to  time>  but  not  the. 
perfon  of  their  Melfiah, 
^  Boy.  «What  are  the  expe£bations  of  lirael  in 
the  perfon  of  the  Mefliah  ? 

Mo/es.  A  great  Prince  ai)d  Prophet^  who  will 
reftore  andenrich  Ifrael  with  every  grandeur^  and 
grant  them  their  full  wifhes,  and  reftore  them 
wid  reinftate  them  in  their  promifed  everlafting 
poffeflionsj  infurcd  to  Abraham^  Ifaac,  and- 
Jacob. 

Boy.  Wc  agreed  that  the  whole  ftock  of 
Adam  was  involved  in  the  guilt  of  their  firft 
parent's  (inj  and  as  it  was  a  fm  of  equal  mag« 
nitude  with  the  crime  of  the  angels  that  fell^ 
being  againft  the  deity,  and  which  has  entailed 
in  eternal  reprobation  on  the  angels,  not  being 
capable  of  making  reftitution  to  the  diviiUty^ 
the  nature  of  a  creature  not  being  adequate  to 
an  offence^gainft  its  Creator ;  of  what  nature 
or  quality^  thereforcj  does  ifrael  hold  the  Mef- 
liah? .

$e  great  and  fupreme  prophet,  a  great  and 
powerful  Prince,  who  will  rule  all  nations,  and 
place  Ifrael  in  her  own  country  and  privileges, 
Ww  no  grief,  but  enjoy  every  felicity  without 
abatement. 

Boy.  The  fummit  of  Ifrael's  felicity  confifts 
purely  in  gratifying  the  fenfts,  terreftrial  plea-? 
Aires.     Thisfums  the  chief  a(:cufation  againft 
]cfus  Chrift,  whofe  poverty  was  his  crime,  and  . 
ir  M  '^  o'^  offence  to  Ifrae}, 
^^"^  La  Mojes. 
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^ib/rs.  Let  us  proceed  in  the  «j»mine  of  iht 
prophecies,  where  we  may  fcarcH  o»t  troth.       * 

Boy.  It  will'  be  in  vain  to  feelc  or  expeA  ee^ 
leftia)  blieffings  in  the  odour  or  fragrancy  of  ter- 
reftrial  perfuijics.  1  his'  does  iw)t  correfpQnd 
nfith  the  nialcdldior\  pronounced  agaioft  our 
culp?it  original,  with  their  pofterfty,  which  dc«-' 
iben(}e(J  evea  to  the  mquld  from  whence  w# 
were  produced,  anid  its  prpdufliow,  being*' 
thorns  and  briars.  Genefis  ^d  chapter,  TImj 
liOrd  God  faid  unto  Adam^  Curjfedis  the  earth fiff^ 
ihfjakt :  ifk  Jorrow  Jb*h  tbou  eat  of  it  aU  tpe 
days  of  thy  Hfei  thorns  aljo  and  thiftks  fiyatt  if^ 
hiin?  forth  to  tbeer  arid  tbotf  fMt  eat  itfcberlk 
of  the  field.  Intjbe  Jweat  qf  tiy  fac&fhatt  tbotf 
eat  breads  until  tbou  return  to  tbe  greuutttti  for 
out  of  it  wafl  tbou  taken^  for  duft^tSqif  art^  and 
tbere  return  thoufhatt.

Boy    And  to  ftral  up  the  vifion  and  prophecy,   ' 
and  anoint  the  moft  Holy. 

Mofes.  The  moft  Holy  is  agreed  by  ^U  to  be 
the  Meffiah  ;  but  the  words  feal  up  the.  vift)ft 
and  prophecy,  is,  I  confcfs,  a  dark  pafligc. 
Wha^  can  \t  mt^xvv  b«  that  vifion  and  pro- 
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pbecy  fliould  be  until  the  coming  of  the  Mef- 
fiah»  when  we  (hall  fee  all  things  clearly ;  but 
the  period  marked  out  is  pad  near  two  thoufahd 
yrar$.     During  that  time  Ifrael  has  had.  no 

^  communication  with  her  God,  having  neither 
prophet,  temple,  or  facrifice,  and  not  even  a 
retting  place,  which  they  can  fay,  this  is  mine. 
O  mifcrable,  forfaken  and  loft  nation,  no  longer 

,  a  people,  but  the  dregs  and  excrefcence  of  the 
human  race,  not  pitied^  but  defpifed;  hated, 
and  (hunned,  as  an  adder  whofe  Hing  is  deadly, 

.  aBan4oaed  by  her  Creator,  and  hated  as  con- 
demned wretches  by  her  own  fpecies,  fufpeSed 
capable^  of  every  treafon,  faithlefs,  and  not 
having  the  common  feeds  of  honefty.  Ifrael, 
from  the  beginning  never  was  without  her 
.  God,  her  prophets,  even  in  her  captivity.  She 
had  her  princes,  her  temple,  her  facrifices,  and 
was  always  a  nation  j  but  when  fhe  expeftdd 
rnore  tranfcending  glory  and  to  be  at  the  fum- 
niit  of  her  wiihes,  under  the  wing  of  her  Mef- 

.  fiah,  the  moft  dear  fpoufe  and  darling  of  her 

foul,  fhe  finds  herfelf  at  that  very  epoch  and 

.  .period  of  time  caft  down  in  the  horror  of  un- 

paralelled  woe.     Her  temple,  cities,  towns  and 

.  all  that  appertained  to  her,  totally  deftroyed, 
fcer  country  parcelled  out  to  ftrangers,  and 
themfclves  deftroyed  ;  fo  that  the  woods  could 
not  fupply  crofltrs  to  gibbet  the  number  of 
wretches  that  was  put  to  death.  What  offends 
human  nature  IHII  more,  three  parties  of  them- 
fclves in  the  city  of  Jerufalem  feemed  refolved 
to  favour  the  deftruftion  of  Ifrael  -,  every  man's 
Iword  was  againft  his  neighbour,  deftroying  all 
'      L  3  milvm 
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within  the  city^  whilft  the  Roman  army  hemmed 
them  in  on  all  fides  ^  without^  they  deftroyed 
each  other  within,  whilft  the  Roman  army  dc- 
ftroyed  whoever  was  found  without ;  fo  that 
difficulties  within  and  without  ftarved  them  into 
the  unnatural  cataftrophe  of  feeding  'on  each 
other,  the  moft  delicate  ladies  eating  their  in- 
fants. After  this  unequalled  and  unparalelled 
fcene,  enfucs  another  equally  bafe.  Ninety 
thoufand  were  fold  flaves  into  Egypt  and  elfe- 
where ;  flaves,  according  to  hiftorians  of  that 
age,  thirty  for  a  piece  of  Giver.  The  prophet 
Jeremiah  mentions  one  fold  for  thirty  pieces  of 
filver,  and  the  price  was  laid  out  in  the  pur- 
chafe  of  the  potter's  field  s  but  here  we  find 
thirty  bought  for  one  piece  of  filver.  Here 
would  come  in  the  lamentation  of  the  fame 
propliet  very  feafonably,  **  O  Ifrael,  miferies 
are  not  to  be  recounted,  being  numberlefs.  O 
my  people.'* 

Boy.  Know,  therefore,  and  underftand,  that 
from  the  going  forth  of  the  commandment  to 
reftore  and  to  build  Jerufalem  unto  the  Mcf-    , 
fiah,  the  prince  fhall  be  feven  weeks ;  and  three  ^ 
fcore  and  two  weeks  the  ftreet  fliall  be  buil^ 
again,  and  the  wall  even  in  troublefome  times.  ^ 
And  after  three  fcore  and  two  weeks  fliall  th^^

the  people  of  the  prince  that  fliall  come  flxa^k^ 
deftroy  the  city  and  the  fanftuary ;  and  the  en  <d 
thereof  fliall  be  with  a  flood,  and  unto  the  tt^xi 
of  the  war  defolations  are  determined. 

Mojes.  It  was  the  mod  bloody  and  obftinatc  i 
and  molt  dreadful  war  in  the  annals  of  t/ic  i 

world  r 
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vrotld.  The  number  gathered  to  Jcrufalcm  to 
fqlcmaize  the  Great  Paflbver,  or  Eafter,  were 
computed  to  amount  to  three  millions,  whith 
were  all  dtrftroyed  but  about  one  thirtieth  part, 
that  Were  fold  flayes ;  fo  that,  as  the  prophet 
terms  ir,  we  may  truely  call  it  a  flood  ot  blood, 
and  ft>'th!s  period  defolation.  And  that  no 
fbotfteps  might  remain  to  declare  its  former 
gmndcur  and  magnificence,  Titus,  the  Roman 
general,  made  a  total  defolation,  according  to 
the  prophet. 

B(y.  And  he  fliall  confirm  the  covenant  with 
many  fdr  one  week,  and  in  the  midft  of  the 
week  he  fhall  caufe  the  facrifice  and  the  obla- 
tion to  ceafe :  and  for  the  overfpreading  of 
abominations  he  fha!l  make  it  defolate,  even 
until  the  confummation,  and  that  determined^ 
Iball  be  poured  upon  the  defolate. 

Mojes.    The  prophecy  is  clear   and   deter- 
mined.    Ifrael  has   brought  a  curfc  upon  her- 
self, and  entailed  defolation  and  infamy  on  her 
j)oftcrity  j  fo  that  when  we  expefted  a  blefling, 
^we  received  a  curfe,  and  this  at  the  time  the 
blcffing  was  promifed  ;  for  immediately  after, 
Caius,  who  fucceeded  Tiberius  in  the  empire, 
greatly  diftreffed    the  Jewifb  nation  ;  and  he 
cfiangcdand  transformed  thetennpie  of  Jerufa- 
lem,  which  had  hitherto  been  the  temple  of  the 
living  God,  into  a  temple  dedicated  to  himfelf, 
caufing  it  thencefonvard  to  be  called  the  tem- 
ple of  Caius  Junior  Jupiter  Confpicuous.  And 
at  the  expiration  of  forty  years,  after  the  ex- 
petlation  of  the  Meffiah,  when  Jerufalem  and 
all  Judca  was  laid  wafte  and  dcftroyed  by  the 
L  4  ^^- 
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Homans^  Ifrael  has  ceafed  to  he  z.  oaiDion  %  but 
^  fugitives  and  vagabonds  are  (hiftecl  and  fcat-t 
•teredj  defpifed^  and  hated  over  the  whole  faqc 
of  the  earth,  confidered  by  all  the  tribes  of  the 
earth  as  the  conimon  enemy  of  the  human  races 
and  this  upon  the  eve  of  two  thou&nd  years : 
ind,  at  this  day>  not  the  leaft  gleam  oV  diftant 
profpeftof  reconciliation  with -her  God.  "  All 
vilion  and  prophecy  are  fealed  up,  and  Ifrael 
devoted  as  a  curfe  in  the  mouth  of  all  nations, 
her  country,  at  this  period,  over-run  with  briars 
and  thorns,  and  in  the  hands  of  a  mod  bafe 
people :  and,  on  the  ground  where  her  temple 
ftood,  there  is  ereded  a  Turkiih  Mofque. 

Boy.  And  he  ihall  confirm  his  covenant  with 
many. 

Mofes*  That  Ifrael  cannot  fathom  or  under* 
Hand,  as  he  has  not  manifefted  himfelf. 

Boy.  The  fcriptures  will  be,  and  muft  be 
true. 

Mojes.  Ifrael  dare  not  contradift  her  God : 
but  (he  has  not  obtained  the  promife. 

Boy.  And  after  threcfcore  and  two  weeks  the 
Mefliah  fhall  be  cut  oflT^  but  not  for  himfelf, 

Mofcs.  This  is  alfo  incomprehenfiblc,  as  the 
Meffiah  is  exprefsly  promifed  to  gather  Ifrael 
from  all  countries  into  their  own  land,  to  en- 
joy every  bleffings.  He  being  Lord  of  Lord! 
and  King  of  Kings,  and  that  they  will  be  \ 
blefliing  to  the  whole  earth. 

Boy.  Two  thoufand  years  experimental!} 
points  out  and  unfolds  your  mifconfiruing  ar 
erroneous  conceptions  of  the  prophecies.  Tl

This  chara(^cr  to  ftigmaiize  the  Bri- 
ti(h  confticution  and  laws,  are  diametrically 
oppofite  to  the  name  it  maintains  in  the  large 
world  J  which  is  a  fyftcm  of  lenity,  frecdpm> 
and  prote£tion  to  mankind  in  general  and  par- 
ticular: I  cannot,  you  mud  excufe  me,  fuppofe 
your  country  wears  the  counterfeit  face  of 
peace  and  liberty,  and  within  her  bofom  con- 
ceal a  dagger  of  the  mod  black  hue,  to  (hackle, 
fetter,  chain,  and  entangle  the  confciences  of 
their  fellow  creatures;  a  direft  carte-blanchc, 
to  our  holy  religion :  never  mention  it,  for  I 
have  had  the  honour  to  attend  in  my  life  a 
cumber  of  Englifh  gentlemen,  who,  were  you, 
though  as  you  have  given  yourfelf  out  for  the 
bifliop  of  Canterbury,  would  huftle  you,  if 
you  were  not  of  fo  enormous  a  bulk,  in  a 
blanket.  There  is  not  a  nation  who  bears  that 
exalted  charafter,  and  more  jealous  of  their 
liberty  of  confcience,  than  the  Englifh.  Eng- 
land never  can  fuffer  fo  grofs  an  infult,  to  form 
men  into  hypocrites. 

Luther.  I  hope  nincom-poop,  fcaramouch^ 
faucy-box,  buffoon,  fcare-crow,  pigmy,  bar- 
barian, favage,  cruel  and  uncultivated  villain, 
to  lay  the  charge  of  combing  mens  confciences, 
and  entangling  their  brains  with  fetters;  un- 
civilized morality  and  inhumanity.  1  declare 
1  have — it  is  better  in  than  out ;  however,  I 
will  ceafe  my  feverity,  or  you  may  put  an  end 
to  your  exiftence,  and  I  go  fupperlefs  to  bed, 
which  would  not  be  the  moft  jocular  compa- 
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Uion  or  bed  fellow.  O  patience,  what  zeal  poC* 
/cfles  me  whenever  liberty  and  no  excfe,  is  or 
are  endangered  s  but  I  (till  hope  your  intentions 
are  not  of  that  kind.  I  am  Bond,  and  it  is 
difficult  to  keep  my  breath,  if  that  quits,  O  fU 
is  over  to  us  enlightened  philofophers,  of  our 
enlightened  hemifphere  :  moft  certainly  it  is  a 
inoft  jolly  and  buckfome  philofophy:  O  the 
joy  of  my  younger  days  j  no  difturbance  ot 
biting  of  confcience,  fall  calm  within  j  and  the 
enjoyment  to  a  glut  brim-full,  ^nd  running 
over  of  the  five  pipes  j  inftruments  and  con- 
ductors, or  fenfe  into  the  heart.  This,  men 
of  learning  and  light  call  heaven,  or  the  full- 
Jiefs  and  end  of  man ;  no  fcripture  bug-bears, 
but  aU  fmooth  water  to  them  that  wiil  enjoy. 
Yet  I  confefs  old  Mofes  dropped  a  (lory  which 
Ihas  not  a  little  difconcerted  my  notion  of  rea- 
fon  5  he  proves  from  the  tortoife,  that  will, 
jncmory,  and  underftanding,  do  not  depend 
and  dprive  its  fource  or  origin  from  the  brain  ;

-  Hofi.  I  have  often  heard  your  new  philofo- 
phers bragof  their  proofs  from  the  brains,  and 
lay  it  down  as  the  ground  and  fundamental 
article  of  their  faith,  which  raif::d  my  curioiity, 
hearing  of  the  fubtlcty  and  prudtrvce  o^  v\\v^ 
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aftimal,  to  pirf chafe  the  on^  you  had  one  of  youf 
dinners  dreffed  in,  that  worked  fuch  wonderful 
effefts  both  on  you  and  your  companion,  and 
which  liked  ro  have  been  the  death  of  Rabb! 
Mofcs.  I  opened  the  head,  and  this  is  that  you 
fee  in  the  Phial,  which  is  prcfcrved  in  fpirits, 
all  thac  was  contained  in  the  head,  and  which 
rs  nothing  more  than  like  a  Iheath  of  a  Taran- 
tula, or  web  or  membrane,  containing  neither 
brains  or  any  other  fubftance.

ftianicy,  this  falls  in  of  courfe;  fo  that  we  be- 
come dupes  to  the  foul  we  cannot  refrain,  nei- 
ther can  we   enjoy.

-cut  W»  which  was  the'  fhree  years  He  was  oi 
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His  Miffion,  when  you  cut  him  off  from  the 
earth,  hanging  the  Lord  of  Life  on  a  ttee. 
You  have  rejefted  him  and  he  has  rejefted  you. 
You  accufed  him  of  blafphemy  againft  God  and 
your  temple  and  being  an  impoftor,  and  he  has 
ibewed  himfelf  to  be  that  God  you  accufed  him 
of  blafpheniing,  and  fulfilled  the  prophecy  in

Boy.   You  grant  thefe  privileges  to  Jefus 
Chrift. 

Mofes.  Ifrael  never  difputed  thefe  privileges, 
they  were  proved  by  the  univerfal  tax  of  Au-^ 
guftus,  when  every  perfon  was  obliged  to  re- 
pair to  the  place  of  their  nativity  to  anfwer 
pcrfonally,  when  his  parents  repaired  to  the 
city  (as  ftock)  of  David  j  for  the  tribes  of 
;  Ifrael  kept,  from  the  beginning,  each  tribe 
and  each  fartiily  a  regular  regifter,  to  prcfervc 
privileges  and  inconfufion. 

Boy.  We  have,  in  the  reign  of  the  emperor 

Vcfpafiah,  an  Inquiry  for  the  for  the  kindred 

of  David,  after  the  taking  of  Jerufalem;  alfo 

.  by  the  emperor  Domitian,  when  the  nephews 

of  Jude,'  apoftle,  was  brought  before  him,  who 

were  near  relations  of  Jefuii  Chrift,  and  being 

^   examined  by  the  emperor,  declared  themfelves 

defccndants  of  David,  and  that  the  kingdom  of 

►  Chrift  was  celeftial  and  not  terreftrial :  for  the 

t  emperors  were,  as  Herod,  afraid  of  the  pow;cr 

I  of  Chrift,  taking  the  prophecies   in  the  ter^ 

^  rcftrial  fenfe,  as  Ifrael  has  ever  done. 

I      MoJes.  Ifrael  ever  has,  and  at  this  day  cxpeft 

'   their  M^ffiah  to  appear,  the  high  and  mighty 
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Lord  of  the  earth,  and  will  rcftore  them  to  their 
promifed  country  and  privileges. 

Boy.  Ifrael,  you  grant,  acknowledges  Jcfus 
Chrift  to  be  the  feed  of  Pavid,  and  that  he  ap- 
peared at  the  time  appointed. 

Mofes^  Agreed  thus,  far ;    but  Ifrael  never 
will  accept  Jefus,  whom  you  cafl  Chrift,  for 
the  Mefliah,  his  charafter  and  perfon  being  the 
reycrfe  to   the  perfon  and  charafter  of  their 
Mefliah,  who   will  manifefl  himfcif  the  glory 
and  aftonifliment  of  all  nations  :  from  all  parts' 
will  the  nations  bring  gifts  to  Jerufalcmj  our 
tCQfiple  and  worlhip'  reltbred,  where  peace  and 
harnaony  will  dwell,  every  .n\ah  enjoying  himfcif 
uoderhis  Vine  and  Fig-tree,  with  every  blef- 
fing,  without  fear  pf  war^  and  Ifrael  be  a  glory 
throughout  the  earth.     Kings  j^nd , princes  will  a 
honour  them,  and  every  one  will  think  himfel^ 
happy  if  he  is   permitted  to  take  hold  of  th^ 
Ikirt  of  a  Jew.     This    is   the  expeftation  o  - 
Ifraelj  not  as  your   Chrittj  who  fpruhg  fror^rj 
obfqurity,  without  being  known  who'  he  was  ^ 
he  was  raifed  among  the  dregp  of  the  vulgar 
and  reprobate,,  who  he  herded  with,  breaking 
and  encouraging  his  aflbciates  to  be  guilty  of 
the  breach  of  laws  and  every  crinrie  with  impu- 
nity.    Twelve  of  the'  rnoft  hardy  ruffians  he 
took  into  his  moft  faniiliar  fricndfliip,  aind  in 
culcated  and  taught  them   magic;  for  he  ex- 
ceeded all  that  ever  went  before  hiitj,  or  fiiice, 
in  the  black  art.    Peter  waa  his  chief,  to' whom 
he  communicated  his  fecrets ;  the  others  drench- 
ed deep  in  this  deadly  poifon.     Seventy  others 
were  made  drunk,  and  to  this  day  many  arein- 
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tQxTcated  inr  the  Roman  church,  who  copy  after 
thi^  mighty  Lord. 

Bfy.  Mefiiah  fhall  be  cut  ofF,  but  not  for 
himfelf^  and  he  fhatl  confirm  the  covenant  with , 
ipany  for  one  week^  and  he  fhall  caufe  the  fa- 
crifice  to  ccafe,  and  the  city  and  temple  to  be* 
deliroye^,  and  to  the  end  defoiations  are  de- 
tcrmiaed. 
,  Mojes.  Here  I  am  loft  in  horror  and  defpair. 
Mcfliah  cut  off,  his  covenant  confirmed,  Jfrael 
'wijtb  her  temple  and  facrifice  caft  off,  Jerufalem 
deftroyed,  and  Judea  laid  wafte  and  given  'ta 
^he.Gentiles,  thcmfelves  made  flaves.     O  the 
che  mijVry  of  two  choufand  years. 

Boy.  Ifaiah  9th  chapter.  For  unto  us  a  child  is 

^am^  unto  us  a  Jon  is  given ,  and  the  government 

^^all  be  upon  bis  Jhoulders^  and  his  namejhallhe 

called  J  Wonderful  Counjellor^  the  mighty  God,  the 

mverlafiing  Father ,  the  Prince  of  peace*     Of  the 

increqfe  of  bis  government  and  peace  there  Jhallpe 

910  endy  and  upon  the  throne  of  David  and  bis 

itngdom  to  order  and  ejlablijh  it  with  judgment 

^nd  with  jujiicey  from  henceforth  even  for  ever  ; 

ibe  zealof  the  Lord  of  Hofts  will  perform  this. 

Mo/es,  Ifrael  grants  her  Meffiah  no  part  of 
the  Divinity,  but  every  perfejftion  of  human 
naturei  and  great  (hare  of  the  Spirit,  far  ex- 
ceeding, if  poffible,  Mofes,  whom  the  Al*- 
mighty  fpoke  with  face  to  face.  Affuming  to 
bimfelf  this  infinite  dignity  was  the  condemna- 
tion and  death  of  Jcfus  Chrift ;  for  many  ac- 
cufations  proved  ineffe£tual  and  abortive  unto 
our  high  aod  chief  prieft.  Caiphas  afkcd  him, 
(as  he  had  declared  bimfelf  )    Art  thou  Chrift

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ie  (on  of  the  BleiTed  ?  Without  hefita^|^^  )i«        1 
mi^ered,  "  I  am ;  and  you  Ihall  fee  the»ldh  of        I 
man 'fittirig  on  the  nght-hand  of  power,  and 
cboiihg  in  the  clouds  of  heaven."  Thc«  the  htgh-» 
iprieft  rent  his  clothes  and  faith,  **  What  need 
we  further  witnefs,  you  have  heard  the  hinf* 
pheiny ;  what  think  you  ?*'  and  they  all  con* 
.depsned  him  to  be  guilty  of  death.    Then  they 
Ipit  ujpon  him,  covered  his  face,  bufieted  him,/ 
and  faid  dcridingly,  **  Prophefy,"  andthefer- 
yants  ftruck  him )  and  to  conBrm  to  yoCr  molie' 
fully  that  Jefus,  taking  c^n  himfelf  the  dignity 
of  the  Divinity,   was  his  condemnntion  and 
death,    The  words  of  our  high-prieft  to  Pilate 
13  iufficient  with  the  body  of  the  people,  when 
the  governor  would  have  fct  him  free*     Thefc        ^ 
are  their  words  :  **  We  have  a  law,  and  by  out;       -^ 
law  he  ought  to  die,  becaufe  he  made  himfelf   "^j 
the  Son  of  God. 

Boy.  If  this  have  ever  been  the  fentiitiehts  of "^  f 
the   Jews,  it  explains    very  clearly  the  caufig,    ^ 
which  influenced  them  to  put  the  prophets  tcrr::^ 
death,  for  almoll  the  whole  have  fpoken  of  th^^». 
divinity   of  Chrift ;    and  you  well  know  th^  ^ 
they  were  unplcafing  companions  to  Ifrael,  for 
-they  put  them  to  death. 

Mofes.  Ifrael  has  been  complained-  of  as  a 
ftiff-necked  and  ftony  hearted  race,  through- 
out  her  fcriptures ;  but  where  is  the  nation 
without  this  obduracy :  Ifrael  has  her  foibles, 
but  flic  alfo  has  her  virtues.  What  other  pco- 
pie  have  attended  as  Ifrael  upon  her  God,,  from 
the  time  of  our  father  Abraham,  the  term  four 
thoufahd  years,    to  this  day  j    fufl^ering  from 
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time  t6  time,  and  this  lad  period  upon  tjhe 
clofe  of  two  thoufand  years  ;  the  greatcfl:  con- 
tbmelics,  reproach,  and  the  moft  grievous  bur- 
dcns.j  why  ?  becaufe  we  remain  firm  to  our 
God,  and  religion  of  our  fore  faihers.  Ytt 
Ifrael  hafs  finned,  or  why  banilhed. 
•  Boy.  Meflj  ah  cutoff,  his  covenant  confirmed, 
city,  temple,  and  facrifice  deftroyed,  Ifrael  call 
out,  and  country  parcelled  out  to  the  Gen- 
tiles. 

Mofes.  A  bitter  draught  I  confefs,  the  wound 
enters  deep,  but  ftill  1  am  in  the  dark,  ifrael 
cannot  be  guilty  of  fo  black  a  crime,  and  not 
know  her  guilt. 

Boy.  Ifaiah  53  chap.  Who  hath  believed  our 
reports,  and  to  whom  is  the  arm  of  the  Lord 
revealed,  for  he  fhall  grow  up  before  him  as  a 
tender  plant,  and  as  a  root  out  of  a  dry  ground ; 
he  hath  no  form  nor  comelinefs ;  and  when  we 
Ihall  fee  him,  there  is  no  beauty  that  we  fhould 
defire  him.  He  is  defpifed  and  rejeded  of 
men ;  a  man  of  forrows,  and  acquainted  with 
grief  J  and  we  hid  as  it  were  our  faces  from 
him.  He  was  defpifed,  and  we  efteiemed  him 
not :  furely  he  hath  borne  our  griefs,  and  car- 
ried our  forrows,  yet  We  did  eltec  m  him  ftricken, 
fmittenNof  God,  and  affllftid.  But  he  was 
wounded  for  our  tranfgrefilons,  he  was  bruiftd 
for  our  iniquities  ;  the  chadifement  of  our 
peace  was   upon  him,  and  with  his  fi:ripes  we 

''  are  healed.  All  we,  like  fni-ep^  have  gone  aftray, 
we  have  turned  every  one  to  his  mvn  way;  zvd 
the  Lord   has  laid  on    Him  the  iniquuy   of  u-^ 

.  ;ill.     He  was  opprefied,  and   he  was  afflifted ; 

yet^ 
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yct^  hex^pchtd-noth'ts  mouth:  heUbraughc 
as  a^lacnb  to  the  daughter,  and  aaa  0^cep,be« 
fotb  her  ihearers^  is  dumb  ;  fo  he  .openeth  not 
his  mouth.  He  was  taken  from  prifpn  and  from  ■ 
Jadgmeot;  and  lyho  fhall  declare  his  g^era- 
tion  ?  for  he  was  cut  off  out  of  the  landrpf  the 
living;  for  the  tranfgreflTions  of  My  peoplo^w^as 
he  ftricken>  and  he  made  his  grave  with  tbe> 
ijricked^  and  with  the  rich  in  his  death ;  becaufi^, 
he  hath  done  no  violencp  j  neither  was  thcrCi 
any  deceit  in  his  mouth j  yet  it  pleafed  the 
-Lord  to  bruife  him.  He  hath  put  him  to  grief; 
when  thou  (halt  make  his  foul  an  offeriag.for 
fin  :  he  (hall  fee  his  feed,  he  fhall  prolong  hif. 
days,  and  the  pkafure  of  the  Lord  (hall  prof- 
per  in  his  hands.  He  fhall  fee  of  the  travail 
of  his  foul,  and  fhall  be  fatisfied :  by  his- know- 
ledge (hall  my  righteous  fervant  jufiify  many  ; 
for  he  fhall  bear  their  iniquities  s  therefore  will 
I  divide  him  a  portion  with  the  great,  and  he 
Ihall  divide  the  fpoil  with  the  flrong  ;  becaufe 
he  hath  poured  out  his  foul  unto  death,  and  he 
was  numbered  with  the  tranfgreffors  j  and  he 
bore  the  fin  of  many,  and  made  interceflion  for 
the  tranfgreffors. 

Mo/esn  Thefe  are  dark  and  hidden  myfteries, 
fealed  up  in'the  vifion  of  God  from  the  begin- 
ing  :  the  prophecy  of  our  father  Jacob  concern-* 
ing  the  MefTiah^s  (when  the  fceptre  fhould  be 
taken  from  Judah)  appearing,  and  the  pro* 
phecy  as  ^we  took  notice  of  Daniel's  feventy 
weeks,  reflefts  and  marks  out  the  epoch  ;  alfo 
confirming  his  covenant.  Ifaiah  goes  farther, 
and  treats  of  ingratitude^  fufferings,  and  igno* 

minious 
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mfnious  death  of  theMcfllah  ;  hated,  dcfpifed, 
vniificd,  fcorhed,  and  derided  as  the  fcum  or 
dregs,  not  wortliy  the  name  of  man:  executing 
him  with  the  malefaftors,  as  a  moft  bafe  cul- 
prit. That  he  died  for  others,  both  Daniel  and 
ifaiah  agree  \  this  proves  him  to  be  more  than 
man,  they  being  all  involved  in  the  fin  of  our 
firft  parent,  and  this  againft  the  Deity;  which 
gtitlr'could  not  be  cancelled  by  a  creature ;  for 
had  man  maintained  his  innocence,  or  even 
the  highfer  order  of  angels,  they  have  nothing 
they  can  claim  or  offer,  but  belongs  to  their 
Create^*,  This  rtfleftion  involves  thy  mind, 
and  like  a  dagger  pierces  my  heart :  where  have 
I  been  wandering  in  the  Ihades  of  night,  for 
four-fcore  years,  ever  learning,  but  never 
leariicd :  niy  purfuit  limited  to  the  narrow 
boundaries  of  Palaftine,  and  my  Mefllah  an 
c&tthly  prince  ;  O  the  mifery  of  terreftrial  glo- 
ry, it  robs  us  of  all  that  is  truly  glorious ;  how 
often  Have  I  confidered,  Mofes,  our  great  le- 
giflator,  and  king  Solomon,  as  types  of  our 
j^efliah,  but  him  in  a  far  more  perfcft.and 
fublime  fjihere,  with  a  long  fcries  of  years  and 
trafnfx  ending  blifs;  bbc  ftiil  terreftrial,  and  hint 
not  God  5  for  the  thought  1  ftiould  be  con- 
demned blafphemeous.  But  now  a  ray  of  ce^ 
leitial  light  breaks  through,  and  difcovers  t6 
my  deluded  undcrftanding  the  weaknefs  of  the 
httman  niind,  lefc  to  its  own  leafoning*  in  the 
i^ayoffpirit;  four-fcore  years  travelling  over 
fta  and  land  in  fearch  of  truth ;  this  from  my 
youth,  my  chief  concern,  but  alas  to  no  effeft  i 
Icripture  has  ever  becnmy  chief  companion, 

but 
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peace  there  fhall  be  no  end,  and  'upon  the 
throne  of  David,  and  upon  his  kingdom  to 
order  it  and  to  eftablifti  it  with  judgnicnt  and 
with  juflice  from  henceforth,  even  for  ever  j 
the  zeal  of  the  Lord  of  Hofts  will  perform  this. 
Here  is  my  God  manifefted  in  human  flefh, 
the  infinite  God  manifefted  in  man's  flefti,  the 
eternal  born  in  time,  the  Creator  become  a 
creatures  the  infinite,  to  whom  the  univerfe  is 
not  more  than  a  grain  of  fand ;  who  creates, 
nourifhes,  fupports,  and  keeps  the  whole  in  a 
ballance,  to  be  a  fellow  companion  with  man, 
ordering,  direfking,  and.  training  them  to  be 
fit  jewels  for  replacing  and  filling  the  thrones 
that  became  vacant  by  the  fall  of  angels.  What 
can  we  exprefs  worthy  of  this  God  Man  ;  man 
raifed  to  the  infinite  height  of  taking  'his  feat 
upon  the  right  hand  of  the  Infinite  Majefty, 
and  placing  his  friends  In  feats  of  glory. 

Boy.  David  in  the  24th  Pfalm  gives  us  the 
exalted  glory  of  the  afcenfion  ofChrifl:.  Life 
up  your  heads,  O  you  gates,  and  be  you  lifted 
up  you  everlafting  doors ;  and  the  king  of 
glory  (hall  come  in.  Who  is  the  king  of  glory  ? 
it  is  the  Lord,  ftrong  and  mighty,  even  the 
Lord  mighty  in  battle.  Lift  up  your  heads,  O 
you  gates,  and  be  you  lifted  up,  you  ever- 
lafling  doors,  and  the  king  of  glory  fbajl  come 
in.  Who  is  the  king  of  glory  ?  even  the  Lord 
of  Hofts,  he  is  the  king  of  glory.  Alfo  in  the 
i6th  Pfalm  gives  our  Lord's  refurreftion  :  I 
have  fet  God  always  before  me^  for  he  is  on 
my  right  hand,  therefore  I,  fliall.  not  fajl ; 
wherefore  my  heart  was  glad,  and  my  gl«c^ 
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rejoiced  y^my  flefli  alfo  fhall  reft  in  hope  :  for 
why?  thou  fhall  not  leave  my  foul  in  hell, 
neither  (halt  thou  fuffer  thy  holy  one  to  fee  cor- 
ruption ;  thou  ilialt  fhew  me  the  path  of  life: 
in  thy  prefcnce  is  the  fulnefs  of  joy,  and  at  thy 
right  hand  there  is  pleafure  for  evermore.  ^ 

Mofes.  Daniel  prophecies  the  death  of  the 
Meffiah  :  after  thrce-fcore  and  two  wc.eks,  - 
Meffiah  fhall  be  cut  off.  David  gives  us  his  re- 
furreftion  ;  thou  fhalt  not  leave  my  foul  in  hell, 
neither  fhalt  thou  fufFer  thy  holy  one  to  fee  cor- 
ruption. Alio  in  this  as  in  his  other  pfalm,  his 
triumphal  afcenfion  :  thou  fhalt  fhew  me  the 
path  of  life;  in  thy  prefcnce  is  the  fulnefs  of 
joy,  and  at  thy  right  hand  there  is  pleafure 
evermore.  Thcfe  were  myflcncs  until  now^  I 
confefs  myfelf  totally  ignorant. 

Boy.  Pfalm  no.  The  Lord  faidx  unto  my 
Lord,  fit  thou  on  my  right  hand,  until  I  make 
thy  enemies  thy  foot-flool ;  the  Lord  fhall  fend 
the  rod  of  thy  powt^r  out  of  Sion  i  be  thou  ru- 
ler even  in  the  midfl  among  thine  enemies.  In 
the  day  of  thy  power  fhall  the  people  offer  thee 
free-will  offerings  with  an  holy  worfhip  $  the 
dew  of  thy  birth  is  of  the  womb  of  the  morn- 
ing: the  Lord  fworeand  will  not  repent.  Thou 
art  a  priefl  for  ever  after  the  order  of  Mclchi- 
fedcch :  the  Lord  upon  thy  right  hand,  fhall 
wound  even  kings  in  the  d;iy  of  his  wrath  :  he 
fiiall  judge  among  the  hearhen,  he  fhall  fill  the 
places  with  the  dead  bodies,  and  fmite  afunder 
the  heads  over  divers  countries  j  he  fhall  drink 
of  the  brook  in  the  way,  therefore  fliall  he  lift 
i2p  his  bead. 
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Mvfes.  The  pfalm  before  us  is  a  further  tcfti- 
mony  and  confirmation  of  the  royal  prophet  o 
the  divinicy  of  the  Meffiah*,  for  David  was  a 
great  king,  he  had  many  nations  tributary  to 
liim,  himfelf  acknowltdgcid  no  fuperior  but  his 
God,  whofe  darling  he  was ;  Meffiah,  as  man, 
lie  Icnew  was  to  be  his  fon,  confequently  not 
intitled  to  his  homage  ;  but  he  knew  alfo  that 
ftie  was  his  God,  in  quality  of  which  he  pours 
^orth  his  foul  in  praife  and  adoration,  which 
fcrcathe  throughout  his  pfalms:  in  this  pfalm  is 
declared  the  pricftly  office  of  the  Meffiah,  not 
according  to  the  order  of  Aaron  which  was  in- 
Aituted  in  the  old  covenant,  but  according  to 
^lelchifedech,  to  whom  we  read  in  Genefis, 
^3ur    father    Abraham    paid   tithes,     and    rc- 
c:eived   his   bleffing,    being  the  prieft   of  Al- 
miighty  God  ;  fo  that  the  new  worfhip  or  cove- 
nant will   be  different^  dating,  and  taking  its 
«ffe£t  from  the  death  of  the  Meffiah,  who,  ac- 
cording to  Daniel,  is  to  be  cut  ofi^,  but  not  for 
himfelf..    Alfo  the  Pfalm  40,  Sacrifice  dnd  obla^ 
iiOtt  thou  wouldji  not  :  but  a  body  thou  haft  fitted 
toffui  Holocaufti  for  fin  did  not  pleafe  thee.  1  hen 
faid  I,  behold  I  come  :  in  the  head  of  the  book  it 
is  written  of  me^  that  I  fhotild  do  thy  will^  O 
God.     Here  we  are  told  of  the  infufficiency  of 
the  old  covenant  and  mode  of  worftiip,  and 
that  the  Almighty  would  bring  and  cpnfirm  the 
new,  which,  according   to   Daniel,    was   con- 
firrtied  with  many  and  cftablifhed  in  the  middle 
of  the  feventieth  week  by  the  Meffiah  whca  he 
'  'was*  cut  off,  and  that  the   old  worlhip  (hould 
ccafe/  a^  we  arc  witncffes  this  day.  -  Near  two 


^> 
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tTioufahd  years  has  this  prophecy  been  accom- 
plifhed,     Qenefis  i4th  chapter.  Jnd  Melchije- 
dec  by  king  of  Salem^   brought  forth  bread  and 
wine :  and  he  waspriejl  of  the  MoJiHigb  God.  And 
he  bleffed  him  and  faid^  blejfed  be  Abram  of  the 
Moji  High   Gody.  pojfcjfor  of  heaven  and  earth  : 
and  bhjfed  be  the  Muft  High  Gody  who  bath  de- 
livered thine  enemies  into  thy  bands :  and  Abram 
gave  Mt'lchijedech  tithes  of  all.     This  fcripiurc 
points  out   Melchifedcch  to  be  prieft  or  Al- 
mighty Gcd  and  his  priefthobd,  prior  to   that 
of  Aaron.  Alfo,  according  to  the  Pfalm  wq  juft 
quoted,  the   type  of  the  Meffiah,  who.fewor- 
fhip  of  offering  is  bread  and  wine,  which  v?iILl 
take  place  and  fuccced  the  old  facrifices  andfl 
worfliip  of  Ifrael.  As  the  Pfalnci  we  a  little  before 
mentioned  teftifies,  that  the  old  worfhip  was  no*  ^ 
equivalent,  the  i  loth  Pfahn  gives  a  farther  tefti^ 

mony  of  the  Divinity  of  the  Mefliah,    in  th ^ 

following  verfe : 

In  the  day  of  thy -^r power  fljoll  the  people  off^r 
thee  free- will  offerings  with  an  holy  worfhip :  t^^ 
dew  of  thy  birth  is  of  the  womb  of  the  morning. 
So  ^hat  the  oblation  or  worfliip  of  the  new  co- 
venant will  be  offered  to  the  Son  equally  with 
the  Father,  which  would  be  the  height  of  blaf- 
phcmy,  were  the  Sen  not  God.     I  now  am  no 
longer  ignorant  of  the  woman's  feed  crufliiog 
the  head  of  the  ferpent,  the  devil,  making  re- 
paration, and  reconciling  man  with  his  God, 
and  replacing  him  in  his  firft  birthright,  which 
by  fediift'on   Satan,  that  old  ferpent,  tempted 
and  effefted  his  fall.     Here  the  Pfalm  refers  us 
how  ncceffary  and  proper  it  was  for  him  to  take 

our 
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our  nature  and  offer  it  up  a  facrifice  to  the  Dk 
vinejuftice,  to  blot  out  and  cancel  the  debt, 
which  none  could  efFedt  but  the  Divinity* 
40th  Ffaltt),  Sacrifice  and  oblation  thou  wouldftnoiy 
hut  a  body  thou  baft  fitted  to  me:  Holocaufts  for 
Jin  did  not  pleafe  t^ee.  Then  faid  I,  Behold^  I 
am  in  the  head  of  the  book.  Genefis  3d  chapter, 
15th  vcrfc,  //  is  written  of  me,  that  Ifhould  do 
thy  willy  O  God.

You  feem  to'ufe  reafon  in  your  argu- 
menti  and  would  be  of  weight,  did  the  bright- 
nefs  and  ftrcngth  of  our  philofophy  depend  (ole- 
lyon  weights  meafure,  and  quantum  of  brains., 
But  there  is  a  great  degree  of  force  to  be  grant-* 
ed  to  the  ftatc  and  degree  of  mixture  and  re- 
finement of  the  pafte  or  matter  to  this  fourcc  or 
firft  mover  of  wifdom.     The  faculty  heretofore 
thought  a  foul  is  formed.     The  reafon  we  af- 
fume,  to  gee  rid  of  this  difficulty,  is,  the  tex- 
ture, quality,    and   firmnefs  -of   man's   nature 
might  be  the  caufe  of  this  fuperior  degree  of 
knowledge  in  him  preferable  to  every  other 
animal.

But  this 
is  not  proved,  and  the  dignity  of  philofophy  is 
to  affirm  nothing  but  what  is  proved  by  a  ma- 
thematical .demonftration,    as   a    philofophcr 
ihould  glory  in   truth. 

Hcfi,  if  wc  refer  to  reafon  and  truth,  rhe  two 
grand  bafes  and  pillars  of  found  philof  )phy, 
we  fhall  defeat  your  new,  or  rather  old,  ex- 
ploded twofold  herefy ;  philofophical  and  reli- 
gious being  oppofi^e  to  truch  and  order.  Other 
animals  are  equal  in  their  creation  with  man, 
and-yer,  for  near  fixthoufand  years,  cannot  be 
produced  or.e  fingle  inttance  above  their  natu- 
J^l  or  general  inltinfl-,  unlefs  fome  anticks  or 

train- 
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training,  by  the  ingenuity  or  cantri^anctf 
of  man.  Nanie  me  one^  but  man>  thac, 
has  made  ufe  of  reafon,  to  tranfmit,  to  the 
Jateft  times,  by  writing,  hierogliphicks  or  tra- 
dition, the  different  arts  and  fciences,  or  other 
tifeful  knowledge,  and  whatever  they  judged 
requifue  to  tranfmit  or  hand  down  to  pofterity. 
No  animal,  but  man,  was  ever  known  to  con- 
trive or  form  inftruments  of  various  fort;^ 
for  various  purpofcs,  to  extend  and  affift  them 
in  the  arcs  and  fciences,  and  their  other  pur- 
fuits  and  purpofes.  No  animal,  but  man,  was 
ever  known  to  build  IJiips  to  tranfport  them- 
felves  in  fearch  of  nations  to  them  unknown, 
as  Columbus  and  many  others.  Never  was  ic 
known  that  the  ape,  parrot  or  any  other  animal, 
but  man,  carried  their  knowledge  to  the  hea- 
venly bodies,  meafuring  their  diftances,  confi- 
dering  and  marking  out  tiieir  morions  and  pe- 
riodical revolutions.  Myfeif  have  fpent  much 
time  at  fea,  with  fome  improvement  in  naviga- 
tion, which  has  communicated  and  ioiproved 
my  ideas.  It  is  there,  in  a  particular  manner^ 
by  experience,  we  fee  the  wonders  of  the  al- 
mighty and  fuperior  knowledge  of  man,  travel-

Our  philofophy  is  raifed  upon  this  ex- 
prefs  condition,  to  root  up  the  two  greateft 
enemies  man  has  been  fettered  with  from  the 
commencement  of  chriftianity,  ftiamc  and  rc- 
morfe ;  and  reftore  liberty  of  will. 

'  Mqfes.  Pray  explain  yourfelves,  what  is  yow 
liberty  of  will  ? 

Club.  To  be  put  on  dn  equal  footing  and  le- 
vel with  our  neighbours,^  who  enjoy  what  man 
covets.

He  is 
ling  lefs  than  vicegerent,  commiflioned  un- 
the  fcal  of  his  God  to  difpiay  his  Greatnefs 
rule  with  glory  and  honour.  In  man  you 
fee  a  profufion  of  all  that  can  be  wifhed  for, 
1  philofopher  and  gentleman  of  the  faculty, 

a  labyrinth  of  amazements,  which  are  im- 
etrable.  If  we  view  and  contemplate  the 
i^enly  bodies,  their  immenfity  and  number, 
unmeafurable  fpace  of  the  ftarry  regions, 
ch  produce  new  worlds,  when  man's  inge- 
:y  improves  and  flrengthens  their  telefcopes 
r.erce  through  the  immenfity  of  fpace  and 
:h  thofc  vaft  luminaries  till  then  unknown, 
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and .  thought  by  fome  to  beat  at  too  great  9 
.diftance  to  borrow  their  light  from  the  fun  ;  we 
are  loft  in  immenfity,  where  fhall  we  end  ? 

Club.      Immenficy  has  no  affinity   to  man, 
who  is  nothing  more  than  a  mite  in  the  fcale  of 
the  uniyerfe,  it  may  amufe  the  rernaining  frag- 
ments of  the  old  chriftian  philofophy,  our  nevir 
philofophyj  of  this. Qur  enlightened  age  and  he- 
mifphere  is  grounded,  on  this  unalterable  and 
fundamental  principle.

feeing  or  fpyine;,  hearing,  tailing,  foielling 
and  feeling  j  which  are  the  principles  that  forni 
and  compofe  our  new  philofophy,  of  this  our 
enlightened  age  and  northern  hemifphere.

fined.  The  end  was,  the  family  religion,  and 
prayer-books,  &c.  were  diibanded  and  totally 
laid  afide.  My  poor  father,  from  that  epochy 
became  a  ftrong  ftickler  for  the  new  philofoph/ 
of  this  our  enlightened  age  and  northern'  hcmi- 
fpherc,  changed  the  fpiric  and  religion  into  ri- 
dicule ;  but  whenever  he  mentioned  the  affair  - 
oFthe  hag,  or  heard  it  fpoken,  he  recoiled  and 
became  fad,  declaring,  it  was  a  matter  of  con-

you  hew  philofophers,  and  which  is  now  con- 
vincing, look  at  it,  a  venereal  of  the  nnofl:  black 
Icind,  a  cancer;  and  without  exaggeration,  can- 
cer, fpider,  crabj  it  bears  the  face  the  three, 
6r  in  troth,  the  cancerated  Spider  Crab. 

Luther.  Sic  down  and  write  qUick,  this  is  a 
prophecy  of  the  firft  magnitude;  in  which  pro- 
fcftancy  and  new  philofophy  are  linked,  and 
future  hainnonv  and  union  depenJ ;  Spider, 
emblem  of  wilUom,  the  vitals  of  philofophy. 
Crab  the  moll  delicious  morfel,  another,  and 
the  mod  principle  clue,  which  both  protcfltancjr 
and  new  philof/)phy  can  be  united  in,  being  the 
grou'd  and  main  purfuit  of  both  religions. 
Here  it  is,  I  will  unite  them.  Cancer,  one  of 
the  twelve  figns  of  the  Zodiac,  limiting  the 
fun's  extent  and  traft  in  our  northern  hemi- 
fphere,  and  with  her  tropical  line  commands 
thus  far  proud  lua.inary,  but  no  farther.  In 
this  fuprtme  fign.  Cancer,  the  fun  difplaysher 
brightnefs,  brilliancy,  luftre,  and  fupcrabun- 
clance  of  all  htr  greatnefs,  is  force,  power,  be- 
neficence, and,  in  brief,  the  fulneis  ofbleffings, 
to  the  new  philofophy  of  this  our  ertlightened 
age  and  nonhern  hemifphere,  and  community 
at  large.

O  the  full-fraught  hdppi- 
fiefs  and  glut  of  delights  will  the  new  reform  in 
our  proteftanc  anceftors  bring  forth,  compared 
to  a  woman  after  a  tedious  nine  months  breed- 
ing, fickncfs,  qualms,  purging^  pukings,  but 
at  the  grand  hour  of  delivery  or  transfer,  when 
through  anguilh  and  pain  every  hope  difappears 
and  vanifhes ;  behold  ye,  a  man  child,  heir^ 
comfort,  and  hope  of  the  family ;  forrow  and 
difmay  ceafe,  the  caufe  removed,  joy  and  mirth 
take  place,  a  fimper  difplays  titilation  qn  every 
member,  and  a  general  Ihout  of  applaufe  crowns 
the  banqueu  Even  fo  with  us,  our  proteftanc 
mother  being  in  a  fickly  Hate  from  her  com* 
menccment  with  popifh  qualms,  remorfe  and 
afraid  of  gratifying  different  defires,  for  the 
dread  of  hell  fire  and  many  other  popifli  con* 
itrivances  which  infefled  htr,  remained  in  g 
pregnant  and  fickly  ftate,  fettering  and  n}uUi- 
plying,  as  they  drew  near  the  time  of  delivery, 
oy  a  ihoufand  horrors,  fet  forth  by  as  many  arch 
Jcnaves,  who,  to  raife  their  own  reputation  and 
accumailate  a  long  purfe,  each  of  them  droll 
wags,  fet  up  new  reforms  and  cloathed  the  old 
•loatron  in  a  Merry-Andrew  Coat,  in  this  hu- 
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miliating  and  make-game  condition,  laughed 
at  and  derided  by  her  forward  children,  as  a 
felf-wicted  old  woman,  who  cannot  bear  re- 
proach, fell  into  a  megrim  or  diforder  of  the 
bfain,  which  brought  on  a  melancholy  ftupor. 
In  this  irrecoverable  and  h«plefs  ftare  was  our 
antiquated  mother,  when  on  a  fudden,  behold  yc, 
beamed  forth  anddifplayed  its  radiaht  and  glit- 
tering rays,  the  great  Luminary,  our  new  philo- 
fophy  of  this  our  enlightened  age  and  northern 
hemifphere,  which  difperfpd  th^  remaining  frag- 
ments of  fpi ritual  fears,  invigorated  the  old 
matron,  and  introduced  to  pradice  many  plca- 
fant  novelties,  branded  heretofore  with  the

•  vouchfafe  us  to  efcort  you  in  proceflTion  at  the 
midnight  watch,  which  nature  charms  the 
watchfuF  eye  with  its  ftupendous  wifdom,  or- 
der, and  immenfity,  in  he  ftary  regions,  as  a 
well-generalized  army  compaft,  regulated  and 
moving  in  their  feveral  orbits  without confufion, 
Jet;  or  retarding  each  other  j  and,  ^s  a  clock  or 
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monitor,  mirk  out  time  and  aprize  man,  as  a 
well-known  cock,  the  morning  watch  and  time 
of  adion.  Great  Luther,  high  and  mighty 
Lord,  centre  and  grand  Link  of  the  old  and 
new*  Reformaiions,  and  whereas  Aaron,  high- 
prieft  of  the  Jews,  wore  an  Fphod,  compofed 
of  fore  and  back  par;s,  coupled  on  the  (boulders 
with,  a  circular  hole  in  the  cent^e^  through 
which  was  placed  and  appeared  his  head.  In 
like  manner  the  two  reforms,  the  old  or  back- 
fide,  and  new  or  fore  fide,  coupled  by  brother- 
ly love",  wiih  our  joint  head  or  common  father, 
placed  in  the  intermediate  fpace  or  centre,  com* 
prize  the  alliance  and  form  one  Ibciety,  which 
will  be  impregnable  againfl:  Pope,  Turk  and 
every  other  oppofer  of  what  kind  or  fort  foever. 
This  fimilar  complexion  engages  and  demands 
our  firfl:  and  great  Cardinal's  Pontifical  robes 
(he  being  Head,  Pope,  or  High-prieft  of  the 
two  Reformations)  be  according  to  the  pattern 
handed  down  from  Aaron,  all  which  will  be 
finiflied  and  our  Holy  Fa;hj  r  habited  this  night, 
as  ordered,  at  our  common  expence,  ,not  cx-^ 
ceeding  a  fmaH  ftipcnd.

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Holy  Father*s  Head  ifluing  out  of  the  centric 
cavern,  adorned,  bedecked,  beda(bed,  airfj  em- 
belliibed  with  fubftantial  requifites,  a  true  copy 
of  Adonis,  offspring  of  Sinyras  and  Mytrha, 
reniarkably  beautiful,  and  extremely  beloved 
by  Venus  and  Proferpine,     A  curious  mitred. 
cap,  engraved  on  the  front,  imitating  Aaron's, 
but  with  this  difference,  that  on  Aaron's  was 
engraved  Hoiinefs  to  the  Lord  our  holy  fathers 
Ihall  be,  Hoiinefs  to  our  Brains.     This,  well 
wrote,    will  difplay   great   magnificence,  and 
draw  great  refpcft  to  our  new  philofophy  of  this 
our  enlightened  age   and  northern  hemifphere. 
A  breaft-plate  alfo,  copying  Aaron's,  but  with 
this  difference,  that  on  Aaron  bore  the  names 
of  the  twelve  tribes  of  Ifrael  upon  hi^  heart. 
Our  Holy  Father  will,  on  his  heart,  bear  the 
name,  of  our  incorporated  focieties,  as  afore* 
faid,  on  the   two  onyx-ftones,   placed   on  his 
Ihouldcrs,  that  is,  the  old  Proteftant  Reforma- 
tion and  the  new  phiJofophical  reform.    Our 
Holy  Father  will  be  fanftified,  and  being  pro- 
digious grofs,  will  difplay   great  Majcfty  en- 
throned, dreffed  in  his  robes,  ornamented  and 
decorated  in  all,  and  every  part,  and  enriched 
with  a  border  of  bells  and  pomegranates  round 
about,  fo  that  we  can  never  fufficiently  admire 
the  ftrangenefs  and  grandeurs  of  the  new  phi- 
lofophy of  this  our  enlightened   age  and  nor- 
thern  hemifphere.     We  have,  in  imitation  of 
Aaron's   fons,    ordered,    with   this  difference, 
twelve  fuits,  inftead  of  three,  for  the  greater 
glory,  a  common  expreflion  of  old  Ignatius  of 
Loyola;  for,  as  he  ^ovA^Wn^xx.^  ^C  God,  but

courfe  to  our  Areopagus,  or  midnight  fittings 
or  feffions,  to  receive  univerfal  Treedonl  in  eve- 
ry inclination  that  is  capable  of  Titilation.  And 
all,  and  every  the  aforefaid  bleflings  commenced 
and  was  fettled  in  common-council  aflembled, 
according  to  our  joint  confent,  you  being  head,

Simon  Magus,  a  Sa- 
maritan,   of  the   village  of  Gitton,  who,  ac- 
cording to  your  chriftian  hiftorian  Eufebius, 
who  alfo  takes  notice  of  an  apology  wrote  by 
the  philofopher  Juftin,  a  man  famous   among 
the  profeflbrs  of  chriftianity,    foon   after  the 
times  of  the  apoftles,  to  the  emperor  Antonr- 
nus,  was  one  of  thefe  impoftors,  who  claimed 
divine  worfhip.    Thefe  are  the  words  of  Juftin; 
**  And  after  the  Afcenfion  of  our  Lord  into 
heaven,  the  devil  fcnt  forth  certain  men  who 
filled  themfelves  gods,  whom  you  were  fo  far 
from    perfecucing,    that    you    worlhip    ihctii. 
Among  them  there  was  one  Simon,  a  Samari- 
tan, of  the  village  named  Gitton,  who,  in  tbe 
reign  of  Claudius   Csefar,    having  performed 
many  magical   wonders,  by  the  afliftance  and 
art  of  devils,  within  your  city  of  Rome,  the 
metropolis  of  the  empire,  was  accounted  a  God 

by 
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by  you^  to  whom  you  dedicated  an  image>as  tea 

God,  in  an  ifland  of  the  river  Tiber,  between 

the  two   bridges,  with  this   Latin  infcription, 

Simoni  Deo  SanSio,  that  is,  '*  to  Simon  the  Holy 

God."     Him,  therefore,  the  Samaritans,   and 

fome  of  other   nations,  confefs  to  be  the  Great 

God,  and   worfhip  himj  as  alfo,  one  Helena, 

at  that  time  a  conftant  companion  of  his,  who 

heretofore  was  a  pfoftitute  in  the  (lews  of  Tyre, 

a  city  of  Phenicia^  and  her  they  term  the  prime 

notion    (or  firft   conception).     Another,   one 

Theudas,  who  pe-rfuadeda  multitude  of  people 

to  takr  their  goods  with  them  and  follow  him 

to  the  river  Jordan  ;  for  he  faid,  that  he  was  a 

prophet,  and  would  by  his  command  part  the 

waters  of  the  river,  and  afford  them  an  eafy 

paflage  over.     By  fuch  fpceches  he  deceived 

many ;  but  Fadus  (who  was  then  Prpcurator 

li  Judca)  fufFcrecJ  them  not  to  take  the  benefit 

>f  their  madnefs,  but  fent  out  a  body  of  horfe, 

vho  falling  on  them  at  unawares,  partly  killedj 

nd   the  refl  took  alive  ^    and   having  taken 

rbeudas,  they  beheaded  him,  and  carried  his 

cad  to  Jerufalem.     Concerning  the  death  of 

imon,  fome  fay,  it  was  at  Rome.     An  Egyp- 

m  likewife  rofe  up  a  falfe  prophet,  who  an- 

yed  the  Jews,  being  a  magician  j  yet  the  re- 

te  of  a  prophet  got   together  about  thirty 

ufand  men  that  he  had  feduced  ;  and  lead- 

thcm  out  to  the  mount  of  olives,  prepared 

•orce  to  enter  Jerufalem ;  and,  having  yan- 

hed  the  Roman  guards,  to  feize  the  princi- 

y  over  the  people,  refolvcd  to  make  them 

\jard,  v/ho,  with  him,  by  violence  entered 
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the  city  J  but  Felix  prevented  his  attempt,  hav- 
ing met  him  with  the  Roman  foldiers,  ^nd  all 
the  people, joined  their  affiftance  in  repelling 
his  injurious  violence;  fo  that,  the  afliault  be- 
ing made,  the  Egyptian  fled  with  a  few,  and 
moft  of  his  party  were  flain  or  taken  prifdners."' 

Jn  a  fimilar  manner  Jefus  Chrift,  from  what 
country  he  received  his  birth,  there  are^various 
conjectures.     Some  fay,  an  Egyptian,  ^others  a 
Samaritan;    fome  again,    a  Galatian ;  fo  that 
it  remains  a  matter  of  doubt.     This  .man  gave 
hioifelf  out  for  the  MeflTiah  and  the  Son  of  God, 
"   and  as  I  obferved  in  another  conference,  was 
moft  artfully  {killed  in  Art  Magic,  which  he 
alfo  taught  his  followers ;  he  alfo  drew  num- 
bers, promifiBg  to  deftroy  the  temple  and  build- 
ing  it  without  hands,  and  this   great  feat  in 
three  days*,  a  fabric  that  was  forty-feven  years- 
in  building,  forbidding  to  pay  tribute  to  Cacfar, 
and  drew  the  people  from  the  law  of  their  fore — 
fathers.     Him  Ifrael  found  neccflary  to  apprc — 
hend,  and  by  raifing  the  body  of  the  people  -== 
compelled  Pontius  Pilate  to  crucify  him.  ThcP^ 
and  many  other  impofitions  Ifrael  was.  infcftc*   . 
with  at  that  period,  being  the  time  marked  oizL^ 
by  the  fcripture  for  the  manifcftation  of  th^r:

X«/i&^r,T^EAR  Coz,  you  revive  the  cockles 
XJ  of  my  heart,  you  are  returned 
from  an  unpleafant  jaunt.  1  am  told,  dear  Coz, 
you  lolt  your  wind,  but  being  poflciTedof  a 
larger  portion  of  brains,  the  God  of  the  new 
,philofophy  of  this  our  enlightened  age  and  nor- 
thern hemifphere,  you  contrived  and  effected 
your  efcape  back,  to  regorge  with  your  beloved 
^brethren,  and  duck  an^w  in  flrfttly  guftj  yet, 
happy  you,  my  Coz,  that  has,  no  doubt,  ufed 
your  vigour  in  the  enjoyment  of  thofe  feas  of 
delights  you  plunged  yourfelf  with  the  Itarry 
nymphs,  feafting  with  infatiating  glur.  O  yc 
gods,  why  am  1  here  in- the  old  mire,  filthy 
common  ftew,  or  bri^thel,  in  which  fixty  and 
more  years  hard  fervice  have  rendered  irkfome,

And  yet  with  all  y^^ur  boafted  gran- 
deurs, and  mighty  armies,  as  Haman  envied 
Mordecai's  humble  tra-quillity,  fo  you  envy 
and  are  piqued  at  poor  Ignatius's  heroic  death 
and  reftoration  ;  your  polled,  yet  unquenchion- 
ablelufl:,. avarice,  envy,  and  a  train  of  unbridled 
inclinations,  that  human  nature  is  fufceptible; 
you  have  (pig  like)  made  it  your  Itudy  to  feaft 
and  gratify,  as  you  boaft,  from  your  infancy  to 
your  prefcnt  fuperannuated  flage  of  decrepidity j 
be  warned;  the  day  of  your  life  is  far  fpent,  the 
evening  is  arrived,  and  night  clofe  on  your 
heels,  when,  without  afptedy  change  of  morals, 
I  much  fear  you  will  go  empty,  with  your  grey 
hairs  to  the  grave,  and  in  the  regions  of  death 
liowl  ycur  ecrrnal  lot. 

Club.  Rabbi,  your  forward  fpeech  is  no  ways 
graceful  in  the  ears  of  the  new  philofophers  of 
this  our  enlightened  and  northern  hemifphere; 
but  to  charge  the  lord  of  the  mighty  empires  of 
reformation  with  being  wrong,  is  beyond  all 
dilpute  unprf^cedented,  unpopular,  degrading, 
frightful,  old  fafhioned,  unpleafanr,  hard  favour- 
ed, innovating,  infane,  untraftable,  difrelifliing, 
anatomizing,  deadly,  n-o  ways  ufeful  to  genteel 
fociety,  bringing  an  old  exploded  bugbear  to 
intimidate  and  frighten,  as  the  old  women  do 
children  with  raw-head  and  bloody  bones,  orokl 
Harry  the  Eighth;  lo  in  like  manner  your  ..old 
y];iriiual  malady,  ft.\r.gj^  e>(  cvitXdcr.ce,  jrnd  re^. 
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morfc;  for  what?  whytrbly,  no  other  reafon  but 
offending  the  Creator,  and  bting  deprived  his 
prefence,  which  a  new  philofopher  heartily  wiflics 
never  to  behold,  nor  be  plagued  w;th  his  threats, 
carefles,  or  torments,  but  to  enjoy  the  good 
things  prefent,  Irt  the  next  life,  if  any,  provide 
new  pleafures  to  fucceed  this,  that  we  may  with- 
out abatement  inebriate, .and  enjoy  each  other: 
this  (hould  be  the  language  or  garland  of  fweet 
perfumes,  prefented  to  our  Lord  and  Father, 
head  and  chief  of  the  new  philofophy  of  this  our 
enlightened  age  and  northern  hennifphcre. 

tjither.  One  hundred  and  fifty  years  was  the 
life  of  old  Par,  and,  I  think,  one  hundred  and 
fixty,  the  age  of  one  Gibfon,  myfelf  feventy-five, 
or  the  Uke  of  that,  do  ye  mungey ;  now,  fuppof- 
ing  the  cafe  thus,  look  and  obferve  my  compi- 
lation, then  cry  out,  his  fellow  is  not,  O  Ifrael, 
my  Ikin  is  ftretched  by  firm,  hard,  and  fubftan- 
tial  flefh  ;  as  the  head  of  a  drum  braced  for  bat- 
tle, fo  that  with  every  requifite  I  enjoy,   I  have 
not,  or  the  like  of  that,  arrived  to  the  zeqith  or 
meridian  of  life.    Odds  bobs!  I  am  lufty  and 
ftrong,  and  can  roar  out  a  fong.  All  things  duly 
confidjered,  1  am  the  great  one  of  the  earth  ;  £ 
blefs  my  ftars  for  the  inftantaneous  exaltation, 
^nrtallaiion,  fuperabouading  excellencies,  with 
^nparagoned  attributes,   which  form  me  with 
S^ace,  the  darling  of  the  univcrfe.    Whilft  I  re- 
gained an  humble  dependant  and  parfon  of  the  . 
^'^  rtformacionj  was  much  embarafled  and  over- 
whelmed with  qualms,  fears,  ftings  of  confcience, 
^^U  remorfe  or  lownefs  of  f^jirits  whenever  I  en- 
^^loped    my    ouiward  .mtn   in   the    fweets   of 
^^^   ficih,  or   tran^re/Ted    Mofcii's  corc\tv\2L^d- 
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TOChts ;  for,  though  a  proteftant,  I  had  not  tire 
knack  of  coining  new  tenets  to  give  peace,  cr 
relieve  the  mind  ;  which  untoward  weakuefs,  I 
iuppofe,  or  the  like  of  that,  do  ye  mungey,  was 
the  original  fpring  of  the  new  philofophy  of  this 
our  enlightened  age  and  northern  hcniifphefe* 
Ignatius,  my  coz,  relieve  me,  your  lord  and  lire, 
who  am  exhaufted  and  borne  down  by  the  exceed- 
ing great  weight  of  glory  that  is  cortie  upon  me, 
a  happy  hagges,   as  the  faying  is,  d<5  you  mun- 
gey, or  ^he  like  of  that.    But  then,  and  fuppafcr, 
you  will  aniwer  me,  or  the  like  ef  that,  do  ye 
mungey.    Mod  mighty  monarch  feated  on  the 
fuprem^  throne  of  glory,  and   cloathed  in  the 
robes  of  majefty,  wielding  the  fceptre  of  power, 
Vvhich  bends  all  things  to  your  nod,  it  is  not  be- 
coming me,  your  vaflai,  to  aflume  even  to  live 
in  your  godlike  prefcnce;  the  afpe6t  of  your 
grandeurs  melt  and  chill  my  heart.  My  deareft, 
begotten  in  the  bowels  of  charity,  how  is  it  that 
your  great  and  heroic  courage,    and  dauntlels 
Ibul  fhould  recoil  and  fall  back  in  my  prefence, 
and  not  in  rhofe  regions  of  death  :  this  is  a  freft 
acquifition  to  my   immenfity.     I  am    curious 
to  be   informed  of  the  manner  and  different 
ftages  you  have  paflVd  through  in  life  ;  firft,  n3 
coubt  you  pafled  in  childifh  aftions,  then  as  has 
come  before  me  in  Jc^Tuitifm  at  their  diflblution^ 
your  body  at  lead  Ibme  of  you  took  umbrage  at 
your  then  Popr^   for  difbanding.  your  focictv, 
who,    as   you  confidered   yourfclves,    his   body 
^uard,  chief  order,  the  more  honorable  andfub- 
jecfl  to  no  controul  butyourown  fuperiors ;  your 
f^eneral'you  confidered  as  you  now  do  me,  orxhe 
•like  of  that,  Voipt  ^i\Oi  ^v^'ijxti^c  cf  your  focietf, 


(  i7'i-  ) 
and  crown  on  the  head  of  the  pope,  as  ifie  faying 
is,  or  the  like  of  that,  do  ye  miingey.  A  great 
logician  of  your  fociety,  a  few  weeks  before  I 
came  on  my  travels,  in  company  with -myfclf  and 
four  ofour  miiufters  uf<rd  a  variety  of  vague  fub- 
tcrfuges  to  fcreen  the  fociety,  and  condemn  poor 
Clementi  his  argument  went  as  he  wifhed  to 
prove  that  a  fpiric  is  immortal,  confequrntiy  can- 
not be  or  fuffe^  annihilation,  even  though  crimi- 
nal: this  he  ufed  mu/^h  fubtilty,  art  and  cunning, 
to  prove  and  confirm  by  the  fiends,  who,  though 
continuing  their  faftion,  (till  remain  in  power; 
upon  this  ground  he  placed  his  baiterirtg  ram, 
and  when  he  had  ftored  himfelf  with  a  fump  uous 
dinner, he  began,  and  did foriitoafl: Gangandli 
that  he  kept  us  the  whole  evemng  in  one  conti- 
nued roar  -,  he  is  the  mod  artful  wag  that,^3s  we 
confefled,  ever  wore  a  breeches.  One  while  he 
endeavoured  to  fliew  the  exploits  of  Ignatius,* 
when  an  officer  in  the  army ;  his  undaunted  cou- 
rage, which  a(5t  finifties  with  the  being  vanquilh- 
ed  by  the  enemy,  after  playing  off  a  thoufand 
feats  of  chivalry,  and  a  broken  leg:  thisfirft  aft* 
continued  from  five  to  fixj  in  the  couri'e  of  which 
Jic  found  it  convenient  to  take  off  fix  bumpers. 
He  then  enters  oo  the  fecond  aft  wirh  his  hero, 
taking  up  the  lives  of  faints,  whilil  bed-ridden, 
from  his  wounds,  and  obferved  a  warfare  which 
he  thought  both  honourable  and  profitable, 
as  it  glorified  his  Creator;  and,  as  a  magnet, 
draws  fouls  to  his  banner,  or  fweet  yoke  of  the 
gofpel.  After  fome  time  fpent  in  rigorous  pen- 
nance,  he  threw  himfelf  proftrate  at  the  feet  of 
the  Pope,  and  obtained  his  blefiing,  pricfthood, 
apd  general  of  a  new  order,  wih  ihvs  ^^ptW^xXo^^ 
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*'  The  fbcicty  of  Jefus."    His  conftitutions  arc 
copied  from  the  life  of  Chrift,  fo  that  whoever 
would  know  the  life  of  a  Jefuit  will  read  and 
underftand  that  of  Jefus,  fronn  whom  they  arc 
named.     The  fociety    prefcntly  became  for- 
midable, and  our  great  general  deputed  miffion- 
«rs  to  traverfe  the  earth,  and  fow  the  maxims 
of  the  gofpel  both  by  word  and  example  in  all 
hearts,  by  whofe  means  chriftianity  in  a  Ihorc 
time   flourifhed  in   countries  until    then   un- 
known, but  to  the  wild  and  favage  inhabitants, 
who  being  brought  to  the  knowledge  of  their 
duty,  befcame  prudent,  docile,  dutiful  and  good 
chriftians.     It  was  a  common  remark  that  the 
year  the  AuguftJne  Friar,  Luther,   quitted  hi» 
order,  Ignatius  of  Loyola  was  called  by   God 
to  raife  an  army  to  beat  down  that  Herald,  or 
Trumpet  of  the  Reformation.     The  old  Friar, 
to  gain  difciples,  found  it  proper  in  part  to  copy 
Mahomet  in  tickling  the  flefh  by  this  predilec- 
tion held  out;  the  invitation  anfwered  the  defired 
efFeft,  thoufands  of  all  denominations  flocked 
to  the  ftandard  of  pleafure,  and  in  a  fhort  time 
they  became  formidable  to  the  old  chriftianity. 
Let  us  for  a  moment  view  the  two  competitors,.-- 
the  old  Friar  drawing  chriftians  to  his  ftandard; 
the  Jefuit,  I  nfidels  and  favage  nations,  to  the  ftai>^ 
dard  of  Jefus  Chrift,  both  equally  great  in  theii — 
profeffion.  After  the  two  patriarchs  finiftied  theiir^ 
courfe,  their  fucceffors  trod  in  their  fteps  twc^ 
hundred  and  fifiy  years,  when,  according  to  theiir 
now  afpeds,  thty  arrived  to  the  zenith  of  their" 
prcdcftination.  The  fociety  of  Je-fus  difappears  ir». 
the  old  priefthood,    and  protcftancy  by  fulnefs 
are  become  naufeovis>  obk^^x^^^S<.vv^\N^^\'^^kau — 
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rotrs^  hateful,  and  keep  no  faith;  neither  will 
they  traffic,  but  hate  each  othen    They  now 
arc   in  the   (hoes  of  the  weak  2nd   feeble,  a 
connmon   make-game  and  laughing   ftock  at 
each  ocher^  and  in  the  mouths  of  all  nations, 
fo  that  in  a  fhort  time,  fay  likely,  both  protef- 
tantifm  with  Jefuitifm,    will   be  buried   with 
the  century;  with  this  he  clofed  the  fecond  a6t. 
Our  good  friend,  on  clofing  his  fecond  adt, 
firiilhed  a  dozen   bumpers,  when   he  became 
outrageous  againft  the  court  of  Rome  and  ca- 
tholic courts;    he  difplaycd  great  ingenuity, 
and  handled  his  ram's  head  with  the  dexterity, 
power,  vigour,  and  energetic  force  of  an  Alex- 
ander or  Caefar  ;  fo  that,  in  a  fmall  hour,  the 
court   of  Rome,  with   that  of  France,  Spain, 
Germany,  Portugal,  and  whateverpower  leagued 
in  whatever  manner,  or  way,  or   the  like  of 
that,  do  ye  mungey,  to  the  extinftion  or  abo- 
lifliing  the  fociety,  was  cut  up,  carved,  and, 
as  Sodom  and  Gomorrah  utterly  deftroyed,  fo 
as  not  a  veftige  of  beauty  was  to  be  found,  but 
a  lake  of  filthymire,  or  the  like  of  that,  do  ye 
mungey.     The  cafe  being  thus  :  but  then  and 
^uppofe,  or  the  like  of  that,  do   ye  mungey, 
/ill  you  obferve,  as  the  faying  is,  that  accord- 
ig  to  your  logic,  you  make  ufe  of  the  court 
^  Rome  to  deftroy  the  church  of  Rome,    la 
ch  cafe,  or  the  like  of  that,  what  is  become 
the   plenitude  of  power    and   jurifdidtion 
inted  by  Chrift  to  the  chair  of  Peter.     The 
ir  of  Peter,  which  is  the  centre  of  unity,  is 
rfefTed  of   pleni.ude  of   power,    othtrwifc. 
Id  not  have  granted  the  great  privileges  and 
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Ipfritual  immunities  the  fociety  wereinpoflcdion 
of,  neither  without  being  head  and  prince  of  the 
church,  could  Paul  the  3d,  then  Pope,  grant,  or 
Igflatius,  our  original,  receive,  authority  and 
power  to  be  formed  and  confirmed,  with  his  dif- 
ciples,  a  regular  and  (trong  fortrefs,  which  made 
the  powers  of  the  earth  jealous  and  hell  tremble, 
faith  this  Enterlacjng  Gemini.     But,  according 
to  my  firft  pofition,  fpirics,  no  doubt,  are  creat- 
ed, but  cannot  be  annihilated,  as  we  obferved, 
by  the  fiends,  unlefs  the  Almighty,  from  whom 
we  receive  our  original   and  priftine  date,  or 
being,  to  whom  all   things   are  poflible,  who 
created  the  univerfe  from  nothing,  and,  at  his 
word,  the  whole  would  return  into  its  original 
ftate;  the  fociety  therefore  being  once  confirmed 
one  compa<5l  body  fpiritual,  could  not   be  dc- 
ftroyed  but  by   the  divine  fentence.  '  We   ho- 
nour and  revere  the  Pope,  as  vicar  of  our  Lord, 
and  placed  by  him  head  of  :he  church.  The  fo- 
ciety, on   this  ground,  made  a  fourth  vow  0^ 
obedience  to  his  Holinefs,  and  in  all  things  ex  - — 
pert  in  our  filial  duty,  confidering  ourfelves  ei\.  - 
titled,  therefore,  to  every,  exertion' as   a  clair^i 
yoked  on  .our  holy  Father,  bring  pack-horfe  ; 
for  what  elfcr  is  he  but  the  fervant  of  fervants  ? 
To  arraign  the  cnlpric,  princes,  our  accufer§  at 
his  dread  tr.bunal,  reinlta^eus  in  our  parrimon/ 
and  privilege^  an:!,  by  the  thunder  of  his  Bull, 
prevent   future   encroachments.     Had  Ganga- 
nelli    a6t:ed,  as   aforefaid,  wc  fhould    have  ex- 
tolled, exalteti,    magnified    and   immortalized 
the  immaculate  Pope  CleniCnt  Xiy.    But  alas, 
it  is  Ganganclli,  in   league  v/ith  the  court  of 

Kome, 
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Rotne^.  and  others,  have  fgread  the  net  of  m- 
jufticc,  which  has,  as  Shakefpeare's  FalftafFy 
entailed  on  his  pate  cverlafting  infamy.  Ha,  ba^ 
ba,  bu,  my  dear  Joy.  I  then  put  this  qucftion. 
But  then  and  fuppofe  or  the  lilvc  of  thar,  as 
the  faying  is,  do  ye  mungey,  do  ye  nincom- 
poop, fpeak  the  general  yoice  of  the  Jefui-s  ? 
To  which  my  fpark  replied,  I  do  not  ;  the  zeal 
of  us  younkers  is  the  language  or  Holocaufl:  I 
prefent  you,  who  are,  to  the  difhonour  of  Che 
fociety,  but  a  few  younklins  i  the  note  of  the 
fcniors  bleat  forth  the  old  note  of  Ignatius,  the 
greater  glory  of  God,  general  mortification  of 
the  fcnfcs,  ';abnegation,  mental  prayer,  fpiritu^l 
pleafure,  contempt  of  earthly  aniufements,  ha- 
tred of  temporal  honours,  and  love  of  huan- 
liations,  and  covetous  of  being  punifhed  and 
defpifed,  keeping  your  mind  continually  occu- 
pied on  Almighty  God,  love  of  chaftity,  and 
precepts  of  the  gofpels,  obedience,  with  joy- 
ful alacrity,  to  whatever  the  Almighty  is  pleafed 
to  appoint,  cither  by  affliftion,^r  in  what  man- 
ner his  Divine  Majefty  is  pleafed  to  try  his  fo- 
cicty  ;  fo  that  they  confi3i:red  the  extinftion  of 
the  fociety  as  a  certain 'prefage  of  eternal  glo- 
ry i  but  thisj  as  zealot^  in  the  caufe  of  juilice 
and -glory,  as  a  fervile  and  bafe  fj^irit,  which  wc 
ufed  our  rhetoric  to  fliew  them  the  utility  of  a 
heroic  and  great  zeal,  but  received  fevere  re- 
primands and  looked  on  as  aliens  to  the  fpirit 
of  the  fociety,  and  by  no  means  difciples  of 
our  forefathers;  (6  that  we  could  not  agree  in 
our  fpirit ;  for  we  neither  agreed  nor  jympa- 
thizcd  with  each  other.     1  then   came  roucid 
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him  with  a  how-do-ye-do,  fuppofing  the  cafe; 
or  the  like  of  tha:,  do  ye  mungey,  as   is^  fup- 
pofed  ye  younkhns,  from   your  entrance  into 
the  fociety,  made  the   fpirit  of  your  founder 
your  pattern,  from  whom  you  copy  your  livci 
and  moralsj  the  greater  glory  of  God,  his  fpi- 
rit and  fayings,  continually  inculcated  from  the 
elders  or  feniors  to  ye  younklins,  frorh  Igna- 
tius, in.  regular  fucceffion,  until  the  reftoration 
or  return  into  the  land  of  Promife,  the  original 
priefthood,  you  being  heretofore  a  chip  of  the 
old  block  ((he  old  priefthood)  or,  as  the  gar- 
dener has  it,  a  layer,  laid  by  Pope  Paul  the  jd, 
in  his  Bull,  dated  the  27 th  of  September  1540, 
to  ftem  the  impetuofity  or  torrent  of  protcftan- 
cy,  which,  like  wild  fire,  frightened  poor  Paul, 
who,  as  the  faying  is,  made  a  blanket  of  Je- 
fuitifm,  to  defend  him   from  thofe  fiery  darts, 
or  the  like  of  that,  do  ye  mungey.     I  beg  your 
excufe,  thefe  little  interludes,  which  I  am  ac- 
cuftomed  long  fince  to,  of  breaking  in,  orpro- 
tradting  what  1  would  wifli  to  be  underftood, 
that  is,  or  the   like   of  that,  obferve,    do  yc 
mungey,  fetting  the  cafe,  thus,  as  I  was  fay- 
ing. Pope  Paul  the  3d  formed  a  fociety  called 
Jefuits,  and  ccmmiflioned  them  to  inftruft.the 
weak  and  ignorant  in  the  rules  and  knowledge 
of  the  Catholic  Religion,  to  ftem  the  torrent  of 
fchifm,  herefy  and  infidelity,  and  preferve unity 
in  the  bond  of  peace.     According  toour^gr^t 
apoftle  Paul,  the  then  Pope's  namefake,  or  the 
•like  of  that,  do  ye  mungey,  mafter  Wifacre, 
from  the  aforcfaid  date  27  th  of  September  1740. 
Thefe  lads  receiving  their  authority  from  his 

Ho- 
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Hoiinels,    prefently    multiplied    and   became 
confpicuous,  colonizing  in  every  ftate  and  na- 
tion, they,  as  Nebuchadnezal-'s  Tree,  difplayed 
its   branches  throughout  the  earth,  and,  with 
forprifing  agility,  and  numberlefs  feats  of  chi- 
valry, about  the  grand  epoch  or  peripd  of  the 
proteftant  greatnefs,    from  the  year  1760  to  . 
177OJ  both  empires  keeping  pace   with  each 
Other,  arrived  to  the  goal,  as  tight  a  match 
perhaps  as  ever  ftepped  at  Newmarket ;  let  me 
coniider  thediftance,  or  the  like  of  thatj  take 
1540  frdm  1760,  will  leave  you  120  ye^rs,  with 
the  before  and  after  felvage  or  fagenda,  which 
will  fpin  fonne  years,  or  the  like  of  that ;  but 
'as  I  w^siaying,  or  the  like  of  that,  both  focie- 
tics  kept  pace  and  ambled  together  exceedingly 
well  220,  or  if  you  would  rather  have  it,  230 
full  years,  and,  in  all  likelihood,  as  they  both 
-are  Coufin  Germans,  fpringingout  of  one  com- 
mon ftock  or  grand-dame^  that,  as.the  one  has 
difappeared  in  its  original  Catholic  Mother,  the 
other  crumbling  will  foon  follow. 

Mo/es.  Your  Reverend  Hero  is  a  pifture  per-  * 
feftly  correfponding  to  thefchifmatical  tribe,  in  . 
the  time  of  our  Law-Giver,  whidhfubjeft  1  dwelt 
upon  in  a  former  Conference,  the  Tree  yoti  noted 
in  the  dream  of  Nebuchadnezar,  with  the  vifions 
and  predictions  of  the  prophets,  fhew  that, 
kingdoms  rife  and  fall  according  to  their  pe- 
riods,' ftated  by  the  Divine  decree.  Your  fcrip- 
turc  breathes  the  fame  fpirit,  your  Saviour  tells 
ypu,  not  to  be  anxious,  for  your  God  will  pro- 
vide, that  not  a  Iparrow  can  ceafe  to  live,  or 
leaf  fliake,  indepenc  of  His  Divine    Will  -,  fo 
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that  according  to  our  fcripturcs  and  yours,  the 
Divine  Will  rules  and  orders  the  hearts  of 
princes,  and  brings  all  things  to  the  place  of 
their  deftination.  Thefe  younkcrs  cannot,  with 
the  leaft^degree,  without  criminating  the  Divi* 
nity,  hold  thcmfelves  excufed  from  the  general 
order  of  the  creation.    The  feveral  parts  I  have 
converfed  with  fince  the  diflblving  the  Bull  of 
Vopt  Paul  the  3d,  by  Pope  Clement  the  14th 
for  forming  the  fociety  into  an  order  of  Reli- 
gious,   tranfplanting  them  into  the  original 
prieilhood,  to  reftore  amity  in  the  bond  of  peace 
to  the  then  diftrafted  church,  which  met  with 
the  defired  wi(h  of  Chriuendom,  agree  that  the 
body  was  perfedlyrefigned  with  Job,  lil  chap- 
ter, 2ift  verfe.    "  When  he  was  dripped  of  all 
that  he  had,  even  his  children^  by  his  enenajes^ 
naked  came  I  out  of  mj  mother's  womb,  and 
naked  (hall  I  return.    The  Lord  gave^  and  the 
Lord  hath  taken  away ;  blefled  be  the  name  of 
the  Lord/'    In  all  this  job  finned  not,  nor 
charged  God  fooliihly.    Men  of  virtue  who, 
with  their  founder,  to  prevent  the  enemy,  had 
voluntarily  ftript  themfelves  of  all   temporal 
goods,  honours,  applaufe,    and  every  earthly 
advantage,  wifely  conGdering  that  the  Flag  of 
the  world  oppofed  that  of  falvation,  and  to 
prevent  future  relapfes,  bound  themfelves  in 
the  mod   rigorous  vows,  to  be   and   remain 
naked,  chafte,    and  obedient  s    alfo,  a  fourth 
vow  of  particular  obedience   to  the   reigning 
Pope :  more  could  not  be  granted  or  complied 
with.     The  fociety   was  vigilant  and  exerted 
themfelves  for  the  converfion  of  the  £aft  and 

Weft- 
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AT^cft-Indics.     The   enemy,    finding'  himfclf 
vanquiflied,  and  the  infidels  rcforting  to  the 
ftandard  of  Chrift,  made  ufe  of  his  accuftomed 
ftratagem,  by  prompting  many  who  confidercd 
the  refpeftability  of  the  body,  a  fuflicient  mo- 
tive to  enlarge  their  temporal  glory,  by  ming- 
ling with  the  fervants  of  God,  as  Satan,  yo^ 
mrill  fee  in  the  fame  chapter  aforefaid,  prefente^ 
himlielf  with  the  fons  of  God,  they  to  give 
praife  and  adoration  to  their  Creator.    Satan^ 
to  moleft,  ve^,  and  deftroy  Job,  a  man,  who 
by  his  fanfikity  became  his  enemy.    In  your 
gofpel  the  college  of  apoftles  raifcd  the  envy  of 
Satan,  who  obferved  Judas  to  poffefs  the  love 
of  pG^p,  riches,  and   temporal   glory,  which 
fupplanted  the  love  of  the  Creator,  made  ufe 
of  him  as  a  fit  initrument  to  diftil  his  poifon 
into,  to  cut  oflF  their  MeflSab,  and  deftroy  the 
fociety.     So  tbefe  younkers,  as  you  term  them, 
Vfko  pay  Latria  to  the  temporal  glory  of  the 
Coeiety,  not  that  they  have  any  predileftipn  tp 
'tiie  fociety  in  general,  or  particular,  more  than 
Jwlas  to  Chrift,  or  college  of  apoftles,  farther 
«han  their  own  advantages  lead  them  ;  but  by 
afalfe  wifdom  brought,  as  Tudas,  infamy  on 
their  o^n   heads,  in  which  they  have  involved 
the  f;ithers  with  themfelvess  the  one  fufi^ers 
-with  joy   and  refignation  to  the  Divine  Will, 
the  other  part,  boifterous,  arrogant,  impudent, 
haughty,  proud,  lofty,    felf-fufficient,  bearing 
down  all  things,  and  placing  the  idol  of  their 
fupremacy  above  all  authority ;  fo  that  this  fu- 
pcrcrcfcence  prefcntly  gave  the  alarm,  and  the 
l4  nimcs  fickcned  the  princes  and  others,  who 
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with  joint  confent  agreed  to  expel  the  fociety 
from  their  feveral  ftates,  or  kingdoms,  France, 
Spain,  and  Portugal,  &c.  aftually  drove  them 
out  of  their  dominions,  and  not  only  folicited  the 
Pope  to  difband,  but  refufed  Catholic  fubordi- 
nation  or  to  communicate  with  the  chair  of  Pe- 
ter, on  any  other  conditions.  The  general  fchifm 
had  made  fome  progrefs,  and  the  cafe  now  lay 
before  the  Pope,  whether  the  unity  and  peace 
of  the  Church  be  preferved  by  unbodying  the 
Tociety,  or  not?   Clement  the   14th  was  left 
as  a  general  hemmed  in   by  a  fuperior  army, 
had  no  alternative,  the  conditions  were  pofitive, 
unbody  the  fociety,  compofed  of  the  fubjefis 
of  our  different  ftates,  whom  we  have  expelled, 
purely  for  being  of  that  body,  or  you,  by  con- 
tumacy, like  a  foolifhking,  facrifice  thenadon 
to  the  humour  and  whim  of  his  minion. 

Club.  The  fociety  no  doubt  could  claim  a 
regular  and  legal  procefs  againft  the  male- 
contents  j  the  Pope  was  abfolutely  in  jufticc; 
had  he  with  the  courts  of  Rome,  France,  Spain^ 
Naples,  Vienna,  Portugal  and  other  depart-  • 
ments  of  the  church,  not  been  in  league,  and 
all  the  matter  was  brought  to  an  iffue,  ClemcDt 
fhould  have  reinftatcd  the  fociety  in  their 
birth-rights  and  immunities,  with  a  (harp  and 
fpirited  reprimand  to  the  Princes  for  their  ca- 
valier and  arrogant  behaviour  to  fo  great  and 
wife  a  community.  Your  Eminence  will  be 
pleafed,  therefore  decide  as  the  faAs  have  come 
before  your  fublime  and  moft  wonderful  fupre- 
macy.

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Ignatius.   I  fliould  think  myfelf  culpable  if  I 
kept  filence  in   fo  weighty   a  matter,    which 
through  the  ingratiating   fpirit  of  the  world, 
influencing  fome  of  us  of  the  fociety  who  be- 
came religious  on   worldly  views,   under  the 
fanftion  of  the  moft  rtrf^eftable  body  then  in 
the  church,  whofe  found  went  throughout  the 
earth  i  myfelf  being  a  herald  of  the  inferior  part, 
in  lieu  of  the  greater  glory  of  God.    Our  boaft 
was,  the  learning,  fagacity,  writings,  extenfion, 
labours,  regularity,  fuperiority,  influence,  gran-    . 
ducrs,  wifdom,   both  in  fpiritual  and  ttmporal 
concerns,  diretling  the  minds  of  the  great,  and 
ailbming  an  air  of  fingular  dignity  and  pre-" 
eminence,  love  of  fhow,  or  thirft  for  commerce, 
and  gloried  m  the  unbounded  flow  of  riches, 
efteeming  ourfelves  the  fenate  oi*  great  council, 
to  inftruft,  decide,  and  probe  the  wounds  of  all,- 
ourfelves  impeccable.    Thefe,  with  many  other 
improvident  gnd  bewitching  fnares,  laid  by  the 
cneniy,   by  which  us  zealots  were  egged  and 
biaflfcd,  prefently  clouded,  and  brought  on  a 
general  and  baneful  war  againft  the  fociety;  to 
^hich  we,  as  ihe  zealots  at  the  facking  of  Jeru- 
falem,  not  only  oppofed  the  invaders,  but  their 
brethren  within  their  own  walls;  fo   we  kept 
up  the  fire  againft  our  Sovereigns,   and  other 
oppofitions  without;  and  withftood  the  fathers, 
and  irreproachable  among  ourfelves,  which  ef- 
tabliOicd  a  rooted  inveteracy  throughout  the 
catholic  powers,  that  no  conceflions  or  terms 
would    be   acceded    to,     but   unbodying   and 
withdrawing  the  commilTion  granted   by  Pope 
(p^     I^aul  3d,  to  the  fociety  5  neither  were  us  zealots

difpofed  to  offer  any  other  overture  for  recon- 
ciliation, but  to  be  reinftated  with  honor  in  our 
full  privileges  and  immunities ;  and  we  fup* 
pofed  his  holinefs  could  do  no  oth^rwife  than 
ftand  or  fall^   with  the  focietyy  and  which  we 
confidered  the  finews  and  nerves,  on  whofe  fu- 
premacy  the  church  depended;  but  to  our  con* 
fufion,  we  were  neither  nerves,  finews^  or  fu- 
preme  in  the  eyes  of  his  holinefs,  or  any  part  of 
the  church,  fave  in  our  own  predilection,  when 
our  commidlon  was  canceHed^  as  Zealot  flig- 
matized  his  holinefs  with  injuftice,  and  brayed 
out  threatnings  againft  the  court  of  Rome,  and 
the  other  ^'peftiferous  catholic  courts;    as  we 
would  willingly  have  laid  our  pack  on  the  head 
of  the  Pope  and  court  of  Rome^   bragged  with 
the  other  courts  as  aforefaid,  in  imitation  of  the 
Ifraclites  on  the  head  of  the  fcape  goat.   Le- 
viticus 1 6  chap.  21  verfe.    And  Aaron  JballUy 
loth  bis  hands  upon  the  head  of  tbejcape  goat, 
and  confefs  over  him  all  the  iniquities  of  the  chil- 
dren of  Ifraely   and  all  their  tranjgreffions  in  all 
their  Jinsy  putting  them  on  the  head  of  the  goaty 
and  fend  him  away  by  the  hand  of  a  fit  man  into 
the  wildernejs\  and  the  goat  fhall  bear  upon  bhn 
all  their  iniquities  unto  a  land  not  inhabited:  and 
he  fhall  let  go  the  goat  in  the  wildernefs.    When 
all  hopes  of  conceffion  from  his  holinefs,  court 
of  Rome,  with  the  other  catholic  courts  and 
fovereigns,  had  failed;    as  Zealots,   as  rooks 
gather  at  the  approach  of  winter,  in  confultation 
to  determine,  as  it  were,  to  feek  fome  place  of 
refuge,  during  the  inclement  feafon.    But  not 
being  willing  to  be  biaffcd  by  each  other,  we 

took 
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took  different  routs,  myfelf,  with  others,  in* 
grafted  in  the  reformed  churches,  where  our 
2eal  fuffered  no  controui,  and  our  new  flocks 
heard  us  gladly  5  we  here  inebriated  ou*  zeal 
and  fiefh,  free  fronn  fcandal,  or  oflfence;  our 
zeal  ftili  unfaciated)  fome  of  us^  took  tlie^fecond 
leap  into  the  new  philofophy  of  this  our  en- 
lightened age  and  northern  hemifphere. 

Let  us  pray,  or  the 
like  of  that,  do  ye  mungey,  as  true  and  fsiithful 
church  proteftants,  to  the  ghofl  of  old  RobiA

knuckle  to  knuckle,  and  rhyme  profe  into  me- 
tre, as  the  faying  is,  do  ye  murigey,  nincond- 
poop.

This  Father  Robin,  whofe  furname  was  Wif- 
^m,  was,  perhaps,  as  you  obferve,  by  his 
epitaph  placed  on  his  tortib-ftone  by  anothel* 
great  man,  a  deceafcd  bifhop  of  Nofwichi  This 
Kobiri  lies  unrivalled^  a  divine^  whofe  natural 
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gifts  were  fongs,  glees,  and  making  merriment 
in  our  churches,   which  filled  every  fpace  with 
peals  of  applaufe,   which  not  only  with  fweet 
pfalmody  tickled  the  ears  of  the  people,   but 
melted  their  hearts, .  that  as  the  oil  anointed 
Aaron's  head,  run  down  his  beard  and  fliirt,  fo 
in  like  fort  the  balm  of  pfalmody  not   only 
played  "  Tommy  come  tickle  me"  to  the  ears, 
but  as  the  faying  is,  unloofed  the  purfe  firing, 
fat  many  old  women  on  their  crutches,  that  had 
for  many  years  been  b^d-ridden,  and  perhaps 
throMgh  contradiftions  and   many  infirmities, 
that  lurk  and  attend  the  decrepit;  it  never  I  fay, 
perhaps,   c^me  into  their  heads  to  remember 
their  dpiible  duty.tojheir  God  and  to  their  paf- 
tors.     You  will  obferve,  as  I  was  faying,  or  the

jind,  as  fellow-members,  your  eminence  will 
vouch&fe  them  refuge,  as  the  hen,  under  your 
wing,  or,  fuppofe,  into  your  fatherly  bofom.

Your  criaies  are  of  a  fourfold. aature.  Firft,

your  great  anceftor.  Doctor  Tillotfon,  one  of 
our  procufators,  who,  by  preparing  and  Iwect* 
ening  the  lineaments  or  outlines  of  our  philo-^ 
fophy  of  this  our  enlightened  age  and  northern 
hcmifphere,  in  reducing  infinity  to  finite,  which 
h  the  firm  or  grouhd  on  which  our  fabric  is 
built.  By  this  golden  rule,  wc  are  not  pinned 
down,  as  the  papifts,  to  believe  there  is  a  God, 
unlefs  we  firft  prove  his  Godlhip  by  our  five 
fenfesj  that  is,  we  muft  tafte,  feci,  fee,  hear, 
and  fmell  him,  our  five  fcnfes  perfeftly,  uni» 
formly>  and  fubftantially  agreeing,  which  is  the 
criterion  or  quality  of  our  new  phiiofophy  of 
this  our  enlightened  age  and  northern  hemi- 
fphere,  which  you,  great  dcfccndant  and  crown 
of  fo  eminent  an  anceftor,  now  fubftantiatc,  by 
this  moft  fimple  and  fubftantial  evidei^ceof  the 
aforefaid  philofophical,  mathematical  and  in- 
fallible criterion,  we  mean  the  grand  pheno- 
menon which  your  great  wifdom  has  conde- 
icended  to  vouchfafe  us;  the  happy  proof,  the 
Cancerated,  Spider  Crab.  Holy  father.  We  are 
jiow  qualified  and  beg  yourftal  by  laying  your 
Jiand  on  the  head  of  each  of  us  and  blefling 
\vuh  the  kifs  of  peace.     Y<;)u'r  facrcd  pontifical

Luther.  Conic  hither,  that  I  may  blefs  you. 
My  hand  and  peace  confecrate,  confirm,  ftaf, 
and  ordain  you  all  and  feverally  Cardinals  of  my 
two-fold  Proteftant  Empires,  or  the  like  of  that, 
as  the  faying  is,  do  ye  mungey.^ 

Mofes.  As  a  Chrlftian,  I  will  not  fay  Bifhop, 
Cardinal,  or  Pope,  but  in  the  fhoes  of  a  fimplc 
Chriftian,  what  dccifion  will  you  pafs  on  your 
nobk  relation,  Doftor  Tillotfon,  as  yourfelf 
in  aformer,  and  the  Club  in  theprefcnt  Confe- 
rence, have  dccyphcred  him. 

Luiber.  You  charged  me,  in  a  former  Confe- 
rence, .of  wearing  a  mafk,  or  two  faces,  whcii 
occafion  offered  j  but  as  I  never  could  keep  a 
iecret,  it  wouW  be  unbecoming,  in  me,  to  at- 
tempt it.     I  gave  you  my  thoughts,  with  thofe

old  mufty  volumes  to  inform  themfelvcs."  Sir, 
fays  the  trufty  fervant,  **  If  the  religion  wc 
profefs  is  obliged  to  refort  and  have  recourfe  to 
falfehood  for  its  pillar  or  prop,  I  fhall  never 
touch  9  pen  more  in  fo  rotten  and  villainous  a 
cauie,  but  will  inform  myfelf  and  adhere  to 
truth/'  He  immediately  fet  about  this  great 
work,  and,  as  he  thought*  the  Papifts  had  truth 
on  their  fide,  he  went  for  Douay,  became  t 
pried,  and  returned  on  the  miffion  to  England* 
Whether  he  was  one  that  was  hanged,  drawn  aind 
quartered  at  Tyburn,  or  in  the  country,  for  bc^ 
ing  a  prieft,  as  numbers  of  the  priefts  fuffered,i 
cannot  take  upon  myfelf  to  fay.  One  work  I 
thpught  to  affift  at,  for  the  good  of  the.protef* 
tant  caufe,  which  is  now  printing  in  weekly 
numbers,  a  folio,  under  the  title  of  Ganga- 
ncUi's  Bible,  with  notes.  Several  of  us  thought 
him  a  fit  perfon,  being  of  all  the  popes  more 
tjniverfally  efteemedj  fo  that  we  found  him  a 
proper  fubje<5t  to  get  a  quick  fale  and  doubJc 
price,  a  (hilling  per  number.

the  ghoft  that  I  in  fo  legal  a  procefs  have  con- 
demned  to  puriifliments  evermore  i  I  rob  no 
manj  Peter's  chair  is  vacant,  and  who  is  fo 
proper  as  myfclf  ? 

Hoft.  Your  eminence  will  excufe  my  intru- 
fion,  but  according  to  our.  agreerpent  the 
packet  boat  is  ready  with  a  fine  gale  for 
England.

to  be  placed  in  a  gaol,  or  pare  with  money. 

Mo/es.  Your  cafe  is  truly  pitiable.     How  are 
the  nnighty  fallen  ?  a  few  nninutes  before  there 
was  no  bounds  to  your  arrogance,  now  coward^ 
ly  and   look  as  death,  pale   and  ghaftly.     O 
mortal^  what  have  you   but  inconftancy   and 
weaknefs  ?  Your  boafted  fufficiency  and  rare 
qualities  are  not  inherent  in  the  creature,  but 
wholly  depend  on  the  will  of  the  Creator.    A 
few  minutes  ago  you  thought  yourfelf  infallibly 
furc  of  giving  yourfelf  the  confequence  of  a 
royal  perfonage,  as  foon  as  you  were  equipped 
in  ydur  0iam  robes  of  royalty;  but  alas,  be- 
hold  the  change  in  an  inftant.    You  are  a  true 
pifture  or  fimilitude  of  the  weak  hypothefis  or 
fabric  created  by  your  boafted  relation,  and 
others  of  the  new  philofophic  tribe,  who  give 
themfelves  to  vicious  courfes,  and  ufe  every 
art  to  perfuade  themfelves,  that  the  fcriptures 
are  a  falacy,  contrived  and  propagated  by  a  fet 
of  knaves,  to  captivate  and  make  men  honeft, 
for  the  benefit  and  good  order  of  the  ftate  and 
commuiiity  in  which  they  live.

iclf  by  preferring  the  catholic  religion, -altho* 
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my  brother's  Intereft  had  opened  the  door  of  th? 
church  to  great  dignities;  bcfides  had  he  kept 
pape  with  the  family  prudence  and  good   mo-p 
rals,  or  the  like  of  that,  and  then,  and  fuppofe, 
he    might,     as    the    faying    is,    have   fcraped 
imnaenfe  riches,    without   being  as  mvfelf  at 
the  expence  of  a  groat,  do  ye  mungey ;  but  the 
villain  placing  hinrjfelf  with   Ganganelli,    like 
him  is  become  a  fcape  goat;  for  he  has  incujred 
the  malediftion,  hatred  and  curfe,   reprobation 
^nd  difinherifon,   both  of  us,  his  blood  kindred, 
and  the  rights  and  privileges  of  a  free  fubjeft 
of  Great-Britain;  which  authority  and  laudable

thy Mr.  Taylor,  that,  as  I  was  faying,  1  fliould 
not  know  him  again,  no  not  if  we  were  co 
break  bread  together,  or  even  feed  on  a  Scotch 
Hagges,  or  the  like  of  that,  do  ye  mungty, 
good  Sir.  Bur,  as  I  was  faying,  my  hoft  told 
me  in  confidence,  bring  your  ear  clofe  to  my 
pnouth,  my  worthy  frieiid,  as  I  wifh  to  keep  no- 
th^'ng  fecret  from  the  man' 1  love,  and  have 
taken  to  heart  to  keep  him  and  family  near  my 
p.erfon,  at  my  palace  where  ever  it  be,  or  the 
like  of  that,  do  ye  mungey  ;  that  this  bey  who 
fooled  Calvin,  and  would  have  tricked  me 
alfo  into  a  papift  had  I  not  been  difpofed  for 
the  new  philofophv  of  this  our  enlightened 
age  and  northern  hemifphere.  Good  Mr.  Tay- 
lor was  and  is  my  very  reprobate  papift  fon,  and 
for  whofe  fake  I  fet  out  on  my  travels  to  oblige 
him  to  difqualify  himfelf  as  far  as  his  minor  age 
will  admit  for  his  uncle's  property,  fealing

I  am  a  poor  fon  of  Saint  Peter,  arid 
an  Irifhman,  who,  throagh  thofe  fanguinary 
laws  againft  the  innocent,  1  am  with  my  family 
obliged  to  fhelter  my  head  under  the  protccr 
tion  of  foreign  princes. 

Luther.  1  wi(h  our  holy  Religion  was  rcftored, 
it  would  be  a  moft  happy  day  when  wc  could 
with  truth  fay,  we  believe  in  the  one  holy  Ca- 
tholic and  Apoftolic  Church;  the  Church  of 
Chrift,  and  Peter's  Chair  for  ever:  this  fhall  be 
my. voice  for  evermore. 

Club.  Your  Holinefs  will  be  pleafed  to  dif- 
mifs  the  Taylor;  for  we  fuppofe  a  large  con- 
courfe  of  perfons  who  wait  for  admittance,  are 
the  retinue  of  fome  Prince  who  is  come  to 
receive  your  Holinefs's  blefllng. 

Luther.  My  friends,  difmifs  our  worthy  bro- 
ther I  befcech  you  with  honors  here  is  his 
bill ;  and  receive  the  prince  with  majefty,  grace, 
and  noble  deportment. 

Baylor.  My  time  is  urgent  and  will  wait  no 
delay;  be  expeditious  I  pray. 

Club.  His  Holinefs  will  difcharge  your  de* 
mand. 

Luther.  My  friend,  you  hear,  requires  you 
to  pay  hi*  bill ;  it  is  extremely  reafonable. 
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Club.  Your  Holinefs's  purfe  if  you  pleafe. 

Jaylor.  I  will  be  no  longer  trifled  with. 

Luther.  You  have  my  permiflion,  difmifs  my 
worthy  friend,  he  is  our  brother. 

Club.  Without  your  Holinels's  purfe  we  are 
not  enabled  :  you  will  permit  us  the  honour. 

Taylor.  My  creditors  will  be  inripatient,  I 
muft  therefore  take  the  proper  expedient. 

Luther^  Brother  Cardinals,  difpatch  your 
brother,  2COol.  caft  Iocs ;  raife  by  lottery :  or, 
if  you  had  rather  each  of  you  a  fhare,  let  the 
whole  be  equal  (hare  and  (hare  alike. 

Club.  Your  demand,  Mr.  Taylor,  on  each  of 
us  feparate,  and  you  will  give  each  a  receipt  in 
full.

A 
bloody  huft)and  thou  furely  art,  words  too 
moving  to  be  overlooked  by  one  of  my  exalt- 
cdnefs;  fcarcmouch,  blind-buzzard,  wife-acre, 
nincompoop,  and  a  thoufand  malicious,  and 
names  of  buffoonery,  or  the  like  of  that,  as  the 
faying  is,  do  ye  mungey. 

Club.  The  lenient  conftitution  of  Britifh 
Freedom  will  not  fufR^r  this  diabolical,  fupcr- 
ftitious,  and  blood-thirfty  peft  to  live  withirt 
the  limits  of  their  extenfive  dominions.  It  is 
known  to  all,  that  the  proteftant  hierarchy 
chiefly  depend  and  reft  on  the  (houlders  of 
England  and  Holland.

Taylor,  make 
your  peace  now  you  have  lenity  and  pardon  at 
option.  Down  on  your  knees  and  receive  for- 
givenefs  from  your  Lord,  and  wiih  duty  beg 
his  acceptance  of  thefe  things  he  has  vouch fafed 
you  the  honour  to  execute. 

Mofes.  My  friend  take  this  advice  :  make  no 
league  with  Satan,  aft  on  the  principles  of  juf- 
tice,  and  confide  in  your  God ;  as  far  as  you 
think  me  ufeful,  I  am  ready  to  fupport  you  ca 
juft  grounds  i  as  to  you,  Gentlemen  of  the  Re- 
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formation,  your  fun  is  now  fetting;  youf  penal 
Jaws  are  noweclipfed  by  Jaws  of  an  omnipoient 
and  ecclefiaftical  nature;  the  decree  of  heaven 
to  favour  injured  innocence  is  now  arrived. 
Look  twenty,  even  ten  years  back,  and  compare 
your  then  Proteftant  Empire  with  its  prefcnt 
wreck.

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tmiiappy  woman  you  will  find  to  be  a  faithful 
linriile^  or  pifture  of  the  Proteftant  Ennpire.

afpe6l  feems  ulcerous,  and  in  a  putrid,  hu(l<fy, 
fpungy,  and  mortified  ftate,  and  as  if  it  wore 
the  peaceful  afpeft  of  Janus,  wiio  looks  two 
ways>  having  two  faces,  fmiles  and  courts  the 
fricndfhip  and  prote<9:ion  of  Peter,  whilft  he 
frowns  and  browbeats  Luther  and  Calvin.  The 
King  of  France,  who  heretofore  bore  the  title 
Perfidious  French  King,  is  now,  at  this  prefenr^ 
our  great  and  good  Ally,  The  moft  Chriftian 
King  is  in  the  mouths,  and  we  much  fear  hearts 
of  thofe  very  protcftants,  that  a  few  years  fince 
execrated  hrm  and  every  individual  who  bore 
Rename  Papift.

perfe  the  proteftant  brotherhood.     We  fee  the 
Congrcfs  alfo  praying  the  Pope  for  the  favour 
of  a  popifti  Bifhop  and  Priefts.     The   who^e 
country  vie,  with  the  fpirit  of  enthufiafm,  for 
his  moft  Chriftian  Majefty's  Religion  to  be  in- 
culcared  throughout  their  dvominions.     We  fee 
alfo  Ireland,  you  will  fay,  a  Catholic  Indepen- 
dent Province  or  State.     Holland,  the  place  of 
our  nativity,  the  fecond  Bulwark  of  the  Pro- 
teftant  Empire,  has  deftroyed  the  league  with 
England.     The   other   great  Bulwark  of  Pro- 
teftantifm,  and  has  called  in  the  French  King 
to  aid  and  affift  her  againfl:  her  Sifter  Bulwark 
of  the  Proteftant  Religion  -,    alfo,  againll  old 
Frederick    and    his    relation,    our    Prince  of 
Orange,  whofe  power  and  authority  is  reduced 
to  a  (hadow  or  phantom^  being  only  nominal. 
Your  chimera  will   advance   farther  and  fay, 
that  the  Papifts  have  extended  their  charity  to 
the  cry  of  this  once  Bulwark  of  the  Proceftant 
Religion  and   accepted  the  keys  of  the  Seven 
United    Provinces,    as   we   now   fere    General 
Maillebois  Conn.mander  in  Chief  of  the  mili- 
tary forces  of  the  United  States,  a  fubjed  of, 
and  appointed  by,  the  moft  Chriftian  King,  a 
Papift,  who  has  made  great  innovations,  fince 
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the  conclufion  of  the  peace,  by  eftabHflijng 
the  regular  troqps  in  all  towns  and  citadels^ 
and  depriving  the  Burgcffes  of  alltrufts  hither- 
-  to  commKted  to  their  care.  You  will  fertilize 
your  chimera^  that  the  king  of  Sweden,  ano- 
ther her^^tofore  ftrpng  fortrefs  of  the  Proteftant 
Empire,  made  his  court  to  the  Roman  Pontiff, 
in  perfun,  and,  on  his  return^,  built  fifty  po- 
pifli  churches,  at  his  own  cxpence,  in  diffe-- 
rent  parts  of  his  dominions.  No  State  retains 
laws  againft  Papifts  but  England.  Where 
(hould  we  end,  you  will  fay,  to  enumerate  thd 
trncomiums,  careffes,  good  faith,  andprotefta- 
tions  fubftantially  exemplified  from  the  pro- 
teftant Hierarchy  to  that  of  the  Roman  Catho- 
lics, even  the  Hemloc  of  Geneva  not  excepted, 
the;  Empire  of  Ruflia  opening  her  arms  to  the 
re-union,  China  iffuing  her  Imperial  decree, 
declaring  freedom  to  the  Ronian  Catholic  Re- 
ligion throughout  her  vaft  dominions.

Every  other  impediment  or  objeftion  to 
the  Chriftian  or  new  covenant  are  removed  by 
our  late  difcuffions. 

Mojes.  You  have  removed  many  old  preju- 
dices, which  had  taken  deep  root,  and  fettered 
my  underftanding.  Prove  by  the  rule  I  have 
fet  forth  that  Jefus;  is  the  Meffiah.  and  I  am  a 
Chriftian. 

Boy.  You  agreed  that  the  life  and  death  (as 
is  fet  forth  in  the  gofpels)  of  Jefus  Chrift  accord 
with  tha-t  handed  down  by  the  Jews, 

Mofes.  This  matter  was  open  to  the  world,  I 
mean  the  laft  three  years  (or  thereabouts)  of  hrs 
life,  with  the  circumftances  of  his  death.  I  in 
a  late  conference  enlarged  on'  this  matter  to 
which  I  refer. 

Boy.  53d  chapter  of  Ifaiah  correlponds  and 
is  a  prophecy,  with  the  caufe  and  manner  of  the 
Meffiah's  death.  "  Who  hath  believed  our  re- 
port ?  and  to  whoro  is  the  arm  of  the  Lord  re- 
vealed? for  he  Ihall  grow  up  before  him  as  a 
tender  plant,  and  as  a  root,  out  of  a  dry  ground  -, 
he  hath  no  form  or  comelincfs,  and  when  wc 
ihall  fee  him,  there  fhall  be  no  beauty  that  we 
Ihould  defire  him.     He  isdefpifed  and  rejefted 
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'of  Tnen ;    a  man  of  foirows,  and  acquainted 
with  grief:  and  we  hid,  as  it  were,  our  faces 
from  him ;  he  was  defpifed,  and   we   efteeoied 
him  not.     Surely  he  hath  borne  our  griefs,  and 
carried  our  forrows ;  yet,  we  did  efteem  him 
ftricken,  fmitten   of  God,  and   afflidted.     But 
he  was  wounded  for  our  tranfgrefljons ;  he  was 
bruifcd  for  our  iniquities :.  the   chaftifemcnc  of 
our  peace  was  upon  him,  and  with    his  Ilripes 
wc  are  healed.     And  we,  like  fheep,  have  gone 
aftray  ;  we    have  turned  every  one  to  his  own 
way  :  and  the  Lord  hath  laid  on  him  the  ini- 
quity of  us  all.     He  was   opprcfled,  and   he 
was  afflidled,  yet,  he  opened  not  his  mouth:  he 
is  brought  as  a  lamb  to  the  flaughter,  and  as  a 
Iheep  before  her  (hearers  is  dumb  j  fo  opened 
not  his  mputh.     He  was  taken  from  prifon  and 
from  judgment :  and  who  fliall  declarchis  ge- 
neration ?  for  he  was  cut  off  out  of  the  land  of 
the  living :  for  the  tranfgreflion  of  my  people 
was  he  ftricken.     And  .he  made  his  grave  with 
the  wicked,  and  with  the  rich  in  his  cleath;  be- 
caufehe  haddone  ho  violence,  aicither  was  any 
deceit  in  his  imouth.     Yet  -it  pleafed  the  Lord 
Jto  bruife  him  j  he  hat-h  put  him  to  grief;   when 
thou  ihalt  make  his  fojul  an  oiFering  for  fin,  he 
fliall  fee  his  feed,  Jie  .ft^all  prolong  his  days,  and  ^ 
the  ple^uiJe  of  the   Lord  fhall  profpcr   in  his 
hands.     He  fliall  fee  of  the  travel  of  Jiis  foul, 
and  fhall  be  fatisfied  :  by  his  knowledge  Ihall 
my  righteous  fervant  juftify  many  •,  for  he  (hall 
bear  their  iniquities.     Therefore  will  I  divide 
him  portion  with  the -great,  and  he  (hall  divide 
the  fpoil  with  the  ftrong:    becaufe   he    hath 
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pbured  out  his  foul  unto  death :  and  he   was 
numbered  with  the  tranfgreffors ;  and  he  bear 
the  fin  of  many,  and  made  interceflion  for  the 
iranfgrcflbrs." 

Mofes*  Convii5Hon  captivates  my  mind;  I 
acknowledge  myfelf  vanquifhed,  and  that  Jefus 
.  is  the  McflTiah ;  a  new  fcenc  is  pjefented  to  the 
eyes  of  my  foul,  which  enlightens  qiy  under- 
flanding  and  fills  my  heart  with  grief  for  living 
a  life  oppofitc  to  my  God,  who  hath ,  believed 
our  report,  Ifrael's  difavowal,  cenfuring  and 
rcjeftion,  of  the  report  of  Jefus  Chrift,  agree? 
with  this  prophefy. 

Boy.   Mark  15.   ^^  And  ftraightway'in  the 
niorning  the  chief  Priefts  holding  a  confultatioi^ 
with  the  antients  and  the  fcribes,  and  the  whole 
council,  bound  Jefus  and  led  him  away  to  Pa- 
late, and  Pilate  aflced  him,  '*  Art  thou  the  King 
of  the  Jews?''   Jefus  anfwering,  faith  to  him: 
^'  Thou  fayeft  it/'     And  the  chief  Priefts  ac 
cufed  him  in  many  things.     And  Pilate  afked 
him,  frying:  *'  Anfwereft  thou  nothing?  behold 
in  how  many  things^  they  accufe  you/'  But  Jefus 
ftill  anfwered  nothing;  fo  that  Pilate  wondered. 
Now  pn  t\\t  feftival  day  he  was  wont  to  releafc 
unto  them  one  of  the  prifoners,  whomfoevcr 
they  derpanded.    And  there  was  one  called  Ba- 
rabbas,  who  yas  in  prifon  with  fome  feditious 
men,  who  in  the  fedition  had  committed  mur- 
der.    And  when  the  multitude  was  come  up, 
they  began  to  delire  that  he  would  do  as  he  had 
f  ver  done  to  them.'  And  Pilate  anfwered  them, 
and  faid :  *^  Will  you,  that  \  releafe  to  you  the 
|Cing  of  the  }vmV'  fpr  he  knew  that  the  chief 
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:prietts  had  delivered  him  up  through  envy. 
But  the  chief  priefts  moved  the  people,  that  he 
ihould  rather  releafe  Barrabbas  to  them.  And 
Pilate  again  anfwered,  faying  to  them  -^  "  What 
will  you  then  that  I  do  to  the  Kingof  the  Jews  ? 
But  they  again  cried  out  crucify  him.  And  Pi- 
late faith  to  them:  "  Vyhy^  what  evil  hath  he 
done  ?"  But  they  cried  out  the  nK)re,  **  Crucify 
him."  So  Pilate  being  willing  to  fatisfy  the 
people,  releafed  them  Barabbas,  and  delivered 
up  Jefus  when  he  had  fcourged  him,  to  be  cru- 
cified. And  the  foldiers  led  him  into  the  court 
of  the  palace,  and  they  <:ali  together  the  whole 
band  :  and  they  cloath  hifh  with  purple^  and 
platting  a  crown  of  thorns,  they  put  it  on  him, 
and  they  began  to  falute  him:  Hail,  King  of 
the  Jews.  And  they  (truck  his  head  with  a  recd^ 
and  they  did  fpit  on  him,  and  bowing  their 
knees  they  worfhipped  him.  And  after  they  had 
mocked  him  they  took  ofFthe  purple  from  him, 
and  put  his  own  garmel^ts  on  hina,  an<i  they  led 

,  him  out  to  crucify  him.  And  they  forced  Si- 
mon, a  Cyrinian  who  paffed  by  coaling  out  of  the 
•country,  the  father  of  Alexander  and  Rufus,  to 
take  oip  his  crofs.  And  bringing  him  unto  the  ^ 
place  called  Golgotha,  which  being  interpreted, 
is,  **  The  place  of  Calvary."  Arid  they  gave 
him  to  drink  wine  mingled  wi:h  myrrh  j  but  he 
took  it  not.  Aod  crucifying  him,  they  divided 
his  garment's,  calling  lots  upon  them,  what 
every  man  fliould  take.     And  it  was 'the  third 

.  hour,  and  they  crucifyed  him.   And  the  infcrip- 

tion  of  his  caufe  was  written  over,  **  The  King 

jof  the  Jews."  And  with  him  they  crucified  two 
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thieves,  the  one  on  his  right  hand,  the  other  on 
his  left.     And  the  fcripture  was  fulfilled  which 
faith :  "  With  the  wicked  he  was  reputed.   And 
they  that  pafled  by,  blafphemed  him,  wagging 
their  heads,  and  faying :    Vah,  thou   that   dc- 
ftroyeft  the  Temple  of  God,  and  in  three  days 
buildeft  it  up  again  :  fave  thyfelf,  come  down 
from  the  crofs."    In  like  manner  alfo  the  chief 
pricfts  with  the  fcribes,  mocking,  faid  one  to 
another,  *'  He  faved  others,  himfelf  he  cannot 
fave.  Let  Chrift,  the  kingof  Ifrael^  cpme  down 
from  the  croft,  that  we  may  fee  and  believe. 
And^they  that  were  crucified  with  him,  reviled 
him.   And  when  the  fixth  hour  was  come,  there 
was  darknefs  over  the  whole  earth  until  the 
ninth  hour  5  and  at  the  pinth  hour  Jefus  cried 
out  with  a  loud  voice,  faying:    ^*  Eloi^  eloi, 
lamma  fabafthani  ?"  which  is,  being  interpreted, 
"  my  God, my  God, why  haft  thou  forfaken  me?" 
and  fome  of  the  ftanders  by  hearing,  faid:  *'  Ecr 
hold,  he  calleth  Elias."   And  one  running  and 
filling  a  fpung  with  vinegar,  and  putting  it  upon 
a  reed,  gave  him  to  drink,  faying  :  "  Stay,  let 
us  fee  if  Elias  will  come  to  take  him  down.  And 
Jefus  having  cried  out  with  a  loud  voice,  gave 
up  the  gholt.     And  the  veil  of  the  Temple  was 
rent  in  two,  from  the  top  to  the  bottom.   And 
the  Centurion  officer  who  flood  oyer  againft 
him,  feeing,  that  crying  out  in  this  manner,  he 
had  given  up  the  ghoft,  faid:  *^  Indeed  this 
man  was  the  Son  of  God." 

Mo/es.  He  is  brought  as  a  lamb  to  the  flaugh- 
ter  J  and,  as  a  fheep  before  her  ftieerers,  is  dumbj 
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IMeffiah  brought  by  Ifrael  to  Pilate,  an  heathen 
judge,  to  receive  the  fentence  of  death. 

Boy.    Pfalm  22.  My  God^  my  God^  why  haji 
thou  forjaken  me?  why  art  thou  Jo  far  from  help-, 
ing  me^  and  from  the  words  of  my  roaring?  O  my 
God  I  cry  in  t^e  day  time,   but  thou  beareji  noti 
and  in  the  night  Jeafeny  and  am  not  ftlent.     But 
thou  art  holy^  OJhou  that  inhabiteji  the  pratfes  of 
Jj'rael.     Our  fathers  trujied  in  thee:  they  trujled 
and  thou  didft  deliver  them.    'They  cried  unto  theCy 
and  were   delivered:    they  truJled  in  thee,  and 
'Were  not  confounded.    But  I  am  a  worm  and  na 
man:  a  reproach  of  rrien^  and  difpifed  of  the  peo- 
ple.   All  they  that  fee  me^  laugh  me  tojcorn  ;  they 
fhoot  out  the  lip;  they /hake  the  bead^  faying,  be 
iruftedin  God  that  he  would  deliver  bim  ;  let  him 
deliver  bim,  feeing  he  delighted  in  him.     But  tbou 
art  be  that  took  me  out  of  the  womb:   tbou  did/l 
make  me  hope  when  I  was  upon  my  mother^ s  breaft, 
I  was  caji  on  thee  from  the  womb ;  thou  art  my 
God  from  my  mother's  belly.    Be  not  far  from  mei 
for  trouble  is  near :  there  is  none  to  help.     Many 
bulls  have  compaffcd:  Jirong  bulls  of  Bafhan  have 
bejet  me  round'.    They  gaped  upon  me  with  their 
mouths,  as  a  ravening  and  roaring  lion.     I  am 
poured  out  like  water,  and  all  my  bones  are  out  of 
joint:    my  heart  is  like  wax-,  it  is  melted  in  the 
midji  of  my  bowels.   My  Jlrength  is  dried  up  like  a 
fot'Jherd',  and  my  tongue  cleaveib  to  the  roof  of 
'my  mouth :  thou  •  baft  brought  me  into  the  jaws 
of  death.  For  dogs  have  compajed  me;  the  ajfem- 
ply  of  the  wicked  have  inclofed  me:  tbey  pierced 
tny  hands  and  my  feet.     I  may  tell  all  my  bones: 
fbey  look  and  ft  are  upon  me.  They  part  my  garments 
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prophecy  was  truly  verified  at  the  crucifixion  of 
Jefus  Chrift,  and  recorded  in  your  Gofpels. 
This  was  Jiis  prayer  for  his  crucifiers,  **  Father, 
forgive  them;  they  know  not  what  they  do:" 
And  for  the  penitent  thief,  "  This  day  thou 
Ihkll  be  with  me  in  Paradife." 

Boy.    Matthew,  chapter  27.     "  And    when 
morning  was  come,  all  the  chief  priefts  sLttd  an- 
cients of  the  people  took  council  agairift  Jefus, 
to  put  him  to  death  5  and   they   brought  him 
bound,  and  delivered  him  to  Pontius  Pilate  the 
governor.     Then  J^das^    who  betrayed   him, 
feeing  that  he  w^s  condemned,  repenting  him- 
felf,  brought  back  the  thirty  piects  of  filverto 
the  chief  priefts  and   the  ^ncients,  faying^  "I 
have  finned  in  betraying  innocent  blood."  But 
they  faid :  "  What  is  that  to  us  ?  look  thou  to 
it,"  and  cafting  down  the  pieces  of  filver  in  the 
temple,   he  departed,    and    went  [and  hanged 
himfelf  with  a  halter.     But  the  chief  priefts 
having  taken  the  pieces  of  filver,  faid:  *'  It  is 
not  lawful  to  put  them  into  the  Corbona,   be- 
caufe  it  is   the   price  of  blood."     And,  after 
they  had  confuhed  together,  they  bought  with 
them  the  Potter's  Field,  to  be  a  burying-place 
for  ftrangers.     Wherefore  that  field  was  called 
Haceldama,  that  is,  the  ^**ield  of  Blood,  even 
to  this  day.     1  hen  was  fulfilled  that  which  was 
fpoken  by  Jeremiah  the  prophet,  faying:  "And 
they  took  the  thirty  pieces  of  filver,  the  price  of 
him  that  was  valued,  whom  they  prized  of  the 
children  of  Ifrael,    and  they   gave  them  unto 
he  Potter's  Field,  as  the   Lord  appointed  to 
"le.    And   Jefus  flood  before  the  governor, 

and 
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and  the  governor  aflced  him,  faying  :  *'Art  thou 
the  King  of  the  Jews  ?"  Jefus  faith  to  hini : 
**  Thou  lay'ft  it."  And  when  he  was  accufed 
by  the  chief  priefts  and  ancients,  he  anfwtred 
nothing.  Then  Pilate  faith  to  hinh  :  *'  Doit 
thou  not  hear  how  great  teftimonies  they  alledge 
againft  thee  ?"  And  he  anfwered  him  to  never 
a  word  J  fo  that  the  governor  wondered  exceed- 
ingly. Now. upon  the  folemn  day  the  governor 
was  accuftomed  to  releafe  to  the  people  one 
prifoner,  whom  they  would.  And  he  then  had  a 
notorious  prifoner,  that  was  called  Barabbas. 
They  therefore  being  gathered  together,  Pilate 
faid :  "  Whom  will  you  that  I  releafe  to  you, 
Barabbas,  or  Jefus,/  who  is^  called  Chrifl:?'\ 
for^he  knew  that,  far  envy,  they  had  delivered 
him.  And  as  he  was  fitting  on  the  judgment- 
feat,  his  wife  fen t  to  him, faying;  ''Have  thou 
nothing  to  do  with  that  juft  man,  for  I  have 
fufFered  many  things  this  day  in  a  dream,  be- 
caufe  of  him  ?"  But  the  chief  priefts  and  an- 
cients perfuaded  the  people,  that  they  Ihould 
aflc  Barabbas,  and  make  Jefus' away.  And  the 
governor  anfwering,  faid  to  them:  "Whether 
will  you  have  of  the  two  to  be  releafed  unto 
you?'*  But  they  faid,  •' Barabbas."  Pilate  faith 
to  them :  "  What  IhiU  I  do  then  with  Jefus, 
that  is  called  ChVift?"  They  fay  all :  let  him 
be  crucified."  The  governor  faid  to  them  ; 
*' Why,  what  evil  hathhe  done?"  But  they 
cried  out  the  more,  faying-,  *'  Ltt  him  be  cru- 
cified." And  Pilate* feeing  that  he  prevailed 
nothing,  but  that  rather  a  tumulc  was  made, 
taking  wa:er,  wafhed  his  hands  before  the  pro- 
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pie,  faying,  "I  am  innocent  of  i he  blood  of 
this  juft.man:  look  ye  to  ir."     And  all   the 
people  anfwering,  faid  ;  "  His  blood  be  upon 
us  and  upon  our  children."     Then  he  releafed 
to  them   Barabbas,  and,    having  fcourged  Je- 
fus,  delivered    him  to  them  to  be   crucified. 
Then  the  foldiers  of  the  governor  taking  Jefus 
into  the  hall,  gathered  together  unto  him  the 
whole  band,    and  dripping  him,    they  put  a 
fcarlet  cloak  about  him.   And  platting  a  crov^n 
of  thorns,  they  put  it  upon  his  head,  and  a  reed 
in  his  right-hand  ;  and  bowing  the  knee  before 
him,  they  mocked  him,  faying ;  "  Hail,  king 
of  the  Jews."  And   fpitting  upon  him,  they 
took  the  reed,  and  ftruck  his  head.     And  after 
they  bad  mocked  him,  they  took  off  the  cloak 
from  him,  and  put  on  him  his  own  garments, 
and  led  him  away  to  crucify  him.     And  going 
out  they  found  a  man  of  Cyrene,  named  Si- 
mon;  him  they  forced  to  take  up  his  Crofs. 
And  they  came  to  the  place  that  is  called  Gol-^. 
gotha,  which   is  the  place   of   Calvary.    And 
they  gave  him  wine  to  drink  mingled  with  gall, 
/ind  when  he  had  taftedj  he  would  not  drink. 
And  after  they  had  crucified  him,  they  divided 
bis  garments,  calling  iocs,  that  the  word  might 
be  fuihlled  which  was  fpoken   by   the  prophe'r, 
faying,  *^  T  hey   divided   my  garments    among 
ihem,  2nd  upon   my   vefture   they  caft    lots." 
And  ihey  fat  down  and  watched  him  ;  arid  they 
put  over  his  head  his  Oauie  written  :  This  is  ji- 
Jus  the  King  of  the  Jews.     Then  were  there  cru- 
cified with  him    two   thieves  j  the  one   on   the 
light  hand,  and  the  other  on  the  left.  And  they 

that 
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that  paffijd  lily,  Mafphem^ci  him,-  wagging  dieir 
heads,  and  faying;  ^^  Vah,  thou  that  dellroyelt 
the  temple  of  God  and  in  three  days  buildefl:  ic 
tip  again,  fave  thy  own  felf;  if  thou  be  the 
Son  of  (3od,  come  down  from  the  crofs.  In 
like  manner  ^Ifo  the  chief  prieft,  with  the  fcribes 
and  anciems  mocking,  faid.  *'  He  faved  others^  , 
himfclf  he  cannot  five;  if  he  be.kingoflfrael, 
let  him  now  come  down  from  the  crofs  and  we 
will  believe  him.  He  irufted  in  God,  let  hiai 
deliver  him  now  jf  be  will  have  him  j  for  he 
faidi  I  am  the  Son  of  God."  And  tfie  felf 
fame  thing  the  thieves  alfo,  that  were  crucified 
with  him,  reproached  him  with.  Now  from 
the  fixth  hour  there  was  darknefs  over  all  the 
earth,  until  the  ninth  hour;  and  about  the- 
ninth  hour  Jefus  cried  with  aloud  voice,  fay- 
ifl'g:  *' Eli,  Eli,,  lamma  Sabacchani  ?"  that  is, 
"  My  God,  my  God»  why  haft  thou  forfakea 

-  me?''  And  fdme  of  them  that  ftood  there  and 
heard,  faid,  **  Tjiis    man   calleth   for  Eljas  •,'* 

'.  and  im'mediatcly  one  of  them  running,  took  a 
fponge,  and  filled  it  with  vinegar,  and  put  on. 
a  reed,  and  gave  it  him  to  drink.  And  the 
others  faidi  "Let  be,  let  us  fee  whether  Eiias' 
will  (fome  to  deliver  hinv."  And  behold  th^ 
veil  of  the  temple  was  rent  in  two  from  the  top 
even  to  the  bottom,  and  the  earth  quaked,  and 
the  rocks  were  rent ;  and  the  graves  were  open- 
ed •,  and  many  bodies  of  the  fainrs  that  had 
flept,  arofe,  and  coming  out  of  the  tombs  af- 
ter his  refurredion,  came  into  the  holy  city  and 
appeared  to  many.  Now  the  centurion  and 
they  that  wjere  with  him  watching  Jefus  hav- 
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ing  feen  the  earth  quake  and   the  thitigs   ih^t 
were  done,  were  greatly  afraid,  faying;   *Mn- 
deed,  this  was  the  Son  of  God." 
.   Mo/es,  Then  Judas,  who  betrayed  hiin,  feeinfj; 
that  he  was    condemned,    rcpencin'g    himfelf, 
brought  back  ihe  thirty  pieces  of  filver  to  the 
chief  priefts  and  the  ancients,  faying,  *'  I  have 
finned,  in  belaying  innocent  blood."    BijiC  they 
faid,  *^V,*hac   is   that   to  us?  look  thou  to  it." 
And  calling  down   the  pieces  of  filver  in  the 
temple,  he   departed  :    and  went  and  hanged 
himlelf.     Pfalm  41.  ^'  My  enemies   fpeak  evil 
of  me;  when  fhall   he  die,  and   his   name  pe- 
ri (h  ?  and  if  he  come  to  fee  me,  he  fpcaketh 
vanity  J  his   heart   gathereth  iniquity  to  itfelfj 
when  he  got-th  abroad,  lie  telleth  itj  all  that 
hate  me  whifper  together  againll  me ;  againft 
me  do  they  devife  my  hurt.     An  evil  difeafc, 
fay  thi^y,  cleaveth  faft  unco  him  ;  and  now  thac 
he  l:eth,  he  fhall  rife   up  no  more.     Yea,  my 
own  famihar  friend,  in  whom  I  trufted,  whith 
did  eat  of  my   bread,  hath    lifted  up  his  heel 
againft  me.     But  thouj  O  Lord,  be  merciful 
un:o  me,  and  raife  me   up,  that  I  may  requite 
them. '  By  this  I  know  that  ihou  favoureft  mf, 
becaufe  my  enemy  doth  not  triumph  over  me. 
And  as  (or  me,  thou  upholdeft  me  in' my  inte- 
grity, and  i'etteft  m.e  before  thy  face  for  ever. 
Dlefftd  be  the  Lord   God  of  Ifrael,  from  ever- 
lafling,  and  to  everlafting.  Amen  and  Amen." 
The  accomplilhment  of  ihis  prophecy  was  ful- 
filled in  the  council  of  o-ur  chief  priefts  and  an- 
cients, for  putting  to  death  the  Meffiah,  con- 
fiftenr  vith  ourocner  fcriptures,  and  the  treafon

and  reJDrobation   of  Judas,  one  of  the  twelv^ 
apoftles.     Matthew  a6th  chapter.     *'  And  it 
came  to  pafs,  when  Jefus  had  ended  all  thefe 
words,  he  faid  to  his  difciples :  You  know  that 
after  two  days  (hall  be  the  P:^h,  and  the  Soa 
of  nnan  Ihall  be  delivered  up  to  be  crucified : 
then  were  gathered  together  the  chief  priefts 
and  the  ancients  of  the  people  into  the  palace 
of  the  high-pricft,  who  was  called   Caiphas ; 
and  they  confulted  together,  that  by  fubtlety 
they  niiighc  apprehend  Jefus  and  put  him  to- 
death.     Then   went  one  of  the  twelve,  who 
was  call  e'd  J  lid  as  Ifcariot,  to  the  chief  priefts, 
and  he  faid  to  them  ;  What  will  you  give  me, 
and  I  will  deliver  hina  unto  you  ?  But  they  ap- 
pointed him  thirty  pieces  of  filver,  and  froni 
thenceforth   he  fought  opportunity  td  betray 
him.     And  on  the  firft  day  of  the  Azymes  the 
difciples  came  to  Jefus,  faying  i  Where  wilt 
thou  that  we  prepare  for  to  eat  the  Pafch  ?  But 
Jefus  faidj  Go  ye  into  the  city  to  a  certain  man/ 
and  fay  to  him  ;  The  Mafter  faith,  my  time  is 
near  at  hand j*^ I  will  keep  the  Pafch  at  thy  houfe 
"with  my  difciples.     And  the  difciples  did  as 
J^fus  had  appointed  them,  and  they  pi*epared 
the  Pafch.     Now  when  it  was  evening,  he  fat 
down  with  his  twelve  difciples,  an^  whilft  they 
"were  eating,  he  faid  ;  Amen,  I  fay  to  you,  that 
one  of  you  is  about  to  betray  me.   .And  they 
l)cing  very  much  troubled,  began  every  one  to 
fay.  Is   it  I,  Lord  ?   But  he   anfwering,  faid  j 
He  that  dippeth  his  hand  with  me  in  the  di(h, 
the  fame  fhall   betray  me.     The   fon  of  main 
indeed  goeth,  as  it  is  written  of  him  j  but  woe 
-  Y  v^ 
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to  that  maoy  by  whom  the  fon  of  man  (hall  he 
betrayed ;  it  were  better  for  that  man  i^f  he  Had 
not  been  born.  And  Judas  that  betrayed  him,  an- 
fwering,  faid  i  Is  it  I,  Rabbi  ?  He  faith  to  him^ 
Thou  haft  faid  it.  And  while  they  were  at  fup- 
per,  Jefus  took  Irread,  and  bleiTe^,  and  broke, 
and  gave  to  his  difciples,  and  faid.  This  is  wy 
Body,  And  taking  the  chalice  he  gave  thanks; 
and  gave  to  them,  faying*  Drink  ye  all  of  this  > 
for  7Wi  is  mj  Blood  ot  the  New  Teftamcnt, 
which  (hall  be  flied  for  many  for  the  remilfion 
of  fins.  And  when  they  had  fung  a  hymn,  they 
went  out  to  mount  Olivet.  Then  Jefus  fiuih 
to  them ;  All  you  fhalL  be  icandalized  in  me' 
this  night :  for  it  is  written ;  I '  will  ftrike  the 
ihepherd,  and  the  (heep  of  the  flock  (hall  be 
difberfed.  But  after  I  fhall  be  rifen,  I  will  go* 
before'^you  into  Galilee.  Then  Jefus  came  with 
them  to  a  country  place,  which  is  called  Geth- 
femani,  and  he  faid  to  his  difciples  f  Sit  you 
here,  till  I  go  yonder,  and  pray.  And  tak- 
ing with  him  Peter  and  the  two  fons  of  Zebedee, 
he  began  to  grow  forrowful  and  to  be  &d.  Then 
he  faith  to  them;  My  foul  rs  forrowful  even  un- 
to death  i  ftay  you  here,  and  watch  with  me. 
And  going  a  little  further,  he  fell  upon  his  face, 
praying,  and  faying,  O  my  Father,  if  it  is 
poffible,  let  this  chalice  pais  from  mej  never- 
thelefs,  not  as  1  will,  but  as  thou  wilt.  And 
he  cometh  to  his  difciples  and  findeth  them 
afleep,  and  he  faith  to  Peter j  What?  could 
you  not  watch  one  hour  with  me  ?  watch  ye 
and  pray,  that  ye  enter  not  into  temptaitipn. 
The  fpirit  indeed  is  willing,  but  the  flem  w^^. 

Again^ 
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Agdin,  he  went  the  fecond  time  and  prajrfcdi 
faying  ;  O  my  Father,  if  this  chalice  may  not 
pafs  away  but  I  mud  drinkit^  thy  will  be  done. 
And  he  cometh  again,  and  findeth  them  afleep^ 
for  their  eyes  were  heavy ;  and  Jcating  them, 
he  weqt  away  again,  and   he  prayed  the  third 
time,  faying  the  fame  Words.   Then  he  cometh 
CO  his  difciples,  and  faith  to  them ;  Sleep  on 
now,  and  take  your  reftj  behold  the  hour  is  at 
harid^  aild  the  fon  of  man  fhall  be  betrayed  ih- 
to  the  hands  of  (inners.     Rife,  let  us  go  ;  be- 
hold he  is  at  hand  that  will  betray  me.    As  he 
yet  fpoke,  behold  Judas  one  of  the  twelve  came> 
and  with  him  a  great  multitude  with  fwords  and 
clubs,  fent  from  the  chief  priefts  and  the  an- 
cients of  the  people ;  and  he  that  betrayed  hifti, 
gave  them  a  fign,  faying,  Whomfoever  I  Ihall 
kifs,  that  is  he,  holdf  him  faft.     And  forthwith 
coming  to  Jefus,  he  faid.  Hail,  Rabbi>  and  h6 
kifled  him.     And  Jefus  faid  to  him.  Friend^ 
whereto  art  thou  come  ?  Then  they  came  up^ 
and  laid  hands  on  Jefus,  and  held  him.    In  that 
fanrie  hour  Jefus  faid  to  the  multitudes ;  You  aris 
come  out  as  againft  a  robber  with  fwords  and 
clubs  to  apprehend  me  ;  I  fat  daily  with  you^ 
teaching  in  the  temple,  and  you  laid  not  hands 
CO  me.     Now  all  this  was  done,  that  the  fcrip- 
tures  of  the  prophets  might  be  fulfilled.  Then 
the  difciples  all  leaving  him  fled  away  ;  but 
they  holding  Jefus  led  him  to  Caiphas  the  high- 
pritft,  where  the  fcribes  and  the  ancients  were 
aflembled.  Now  the  chief  priefts  and  the  whole 
council  fought  falfe  witnefs  againft  Jefii^,  that 
they  might  put  him  to  death  ;  and  they  fouad 
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nohe>  though  many  falfe  witneflfes  had  corhe  ini 
and  laft  of  all  there  canae  two  falfe  witncffcs, 
and  they  faid ;  This  man  faid^  I  am  able  to 
deftroy  the  temple  of  God,  and  in  three  days 
to  rebuild  it.     And  ;he  high-prieft  rifing,  faid 
to  him,  Anfwereft  thou  nothing  to  the  things* 
wkich  thefe  witncfs  againft  thee  ?  But  Jefus  held 
his  peace.     And  the  high-prieft  faid  to  him,  I 
adjure  thee  by  the  living  God,  that  thou  tell  us 
if  thou  be   the  Chrift  the  Son  of  God  ?  Jefos 
faith  to  him.  Thou  haft  faid  it.     Neverthelefs, 
I  fay  to  you,  hereafter  you  fliall  fee  the  fon  of 
man  fitting  on  the  right-hand  of  the  power  of 
God,    and  coming  in  the  clouds  of  heaven. 
Then  the  high-prieft  rent  his  garments,  faying, 
He  hath  blafphemed,  what  further  need  have 
we  of  witneffes  ?  Behold  now  you  have  heard 
the  blafphemy,  what  think  you  ?  but  they  an- 
fwering,  faid,  He   is  guilty  of  death.     Then 
did  they  fpit  in  his  face,  and  buffeted  him,  and 
others  ftruck  his  face  with  the  palms  of  their  ; 
hands,  faying.  Prophecy  unto  us,   O   Chrift; 
who  is  he  that  ftruck  thee  ?  The  traitor  Judas  is 
noted  in  another  Pfalm,  which  is  taken  notice 
of.  by  Peter  in  the  firft  chapter  of  the  Adts. 
*^  In  thofe  days,  Peter  rifing  up  in  the  midftof 
the  brethren,  faid,  (now  the  number  of  perfons 
together,  was  about  one  hundred  and  twenty) 
Men  brethren,  the  fcripture  muft'  needs  be  ful- 
filled, which  the  Holy  Ghoft  fpoke  before  by 
the   mouth  of  David,  concerning  Judas,  who 
was  the  leader  of  them  that  apprehended  Jefus, 
who  was  numbered  with  us,  and  obtained  part 
of  this  mm\ftrY%    And  he  indeed  hath  poffefled 
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a  field  of  the  reward  of  iniquity,  and  being 
hanged  burft  afunder  in  the  midft,  and  all  his 
.  bowels  guflicd  out  j  ,and  it  became  known  to 
all  the  inhabitants  of  Jerufalem  i  fo  that  the 
fame  field  was  called  in  their  tongue  Hacelda- 
ma,  that  is  to  fay,  the  field  of  blood,  as  it  is 
,  Written  in  the  book  of  Pfalms  j  "  Let  their  ha- 
bitation become  defolate,.  iand  let  there  be  none 
to  dwell  therein;  and  his  biflioprick  let  another 
lake,"  which  was  alloted  tjo  Matthias  in  the 
place  of  Judas. 

Boy.  69th  Pfalm.   "  Save  me,  O  God  j  for 
the  waters  are  come  in  unto  my  foul.   I  fink  in 

•  deep  mire,  where  there  is  no  Handing ;  I  am 
come  into  deep  waters,  where  the  floods  over- 
flow me.  I  am  weary  of  my  crying;  my  throat 
is  dried;  my  eyes  fail  while  I  wait  for  my  God. 
They  that  hate  me  without  caufe  are  more  than 
the  hairs  of  my  head;  they  that  would  defl:roy 
me,  being  my  enemies  wrongfully,  are  mighty; 
then  I  reftored  that  which  I  took  not  away.    O 

^  God,  thou  knoweft  my  fooliflinefs;  and  my* 
fins  are  not  hid  from  thee.  Let  not  them  that 
wait  on  thee,  O  Lord  of  Hods,  be  afliamed  for 
my  fake;  let  not  thofe  that  feek  thee,  be  con- 
founded for  my  fake,  O  God  of  Ifrael.  Becaufc 
for  thy  fake  Ihave  borne  reproach;  fliame  has 
covered  my  face.  I  am  become  a  ftranijer  unto 
my  brethren,  and  an  alien  unto  my  mother's 
children.  For  the  zeal  of  thine  houfe  hath  eaten 
me  up ;  and  the  reproaches  of  them  -that  re- 
proached thee,  are  fallen  upon  me.  When  I 
wept,  and  chaftened  my  foul  with  fafl:ingj  that 
was  to  my  reproach.    I  made  fackcloth  alfo  my 
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farment ;-  and  I  became  a  proverb  to  ihcm. 
'hey  that  fit  in  the  Gate  fpeak  againlt  me ; 
and  I  was  the  fong  of  the  drunkards.  But 
as  for  me  my  prayc^-  is  unto  thee,  O  Lord,  in  an 
acceptable  time :  O  God,  in  the  multitude  of 
thy  mercy  hear  me,  in  the  truth  of  thy  falvation. 
Deliver  me  out  of  the  mire,  and  let  me  not 
finki  let  me  be  delivered  from  them  that  hate 
me,  and  out  of  the  deep  waters.  Let  not  the 
water-flood  overflow  me,  neither  let  the  deep 
fwallow  me  up^  and  let  not  the  pit  fhut  her 
mouth  upon  me.  Hear  me,  O  Lord  i  for  thy 
loving-kindnefs  is  good  i  turn  unto  me  accord- 
ing to  the  multitude  of  thy  tender  mercies  j 
and  hide  not  thy  face  from  thy  fervant;  for  I  am 
in  troubles  hear  me  fpeedily.  Draw  nigh  unto 
my  foul,  and  redeem  it^  deliver  me  becauie  of 
my  enemies.  Thou  haft  known  my  reproach, 
and  my  (hame,  and  my  difhonour ;  my  adver- 
faries  are  all  before  thee.  Reproach  hath  broken 
my  heart ;  and  I  ani  full  of  heavinefs.  I  looked 
for  fome  to  take  pity,  but  there  was  none ;  and 
for  comforters,  but  1  found  none.  They  gave 
me  alfo  gall  for  my  meat ;  and  in  my  thirft  they 
gave  me  vinegar  td  drink.  Let  their  table  be- 
come a  fnare  before  them  ;  and  that  which 
Ibould  have  bpen  for  their  welfare,  let  it  become 
a  trap.  Let  their  eyes  be  darkened  that  they 
fee  not;  and  make  their  loins  continually  to 
Ihake.  Pour  out  thy  indignation  upon  them, 
and  let  thy  wrathful  anger  take  hold  of  them. 
Let  their  habitation  be  defolate,  and  let  none 
dwell  in  their  tents.  For  they  perfecute  him 
whom  thou  haft  fmiuen  i  and  they  t9.ik  to  the 
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grief  of  thofe  whom  thou  haft  wounded.  Add 
iniquity  to  their  iniquity;  and  let  them  not 
come  into  thy  righteoufnefs.  Let  them  be  blot- 
ted out  of  (he  book  of  the  living,  and  not  be 
written  with  the  righteous*  But  I  am  pqor  and 
forrowfuli  let  thy  falvation,  O  God,  fct  me  up 
on  high.  I  will  praife  the  name  of  God  with  a 
fong,  and  will  magnify  him  with  thankfgiving. 
This  alfo  fhall  praife  the  Lord  better  than  an 
ox  or  bullock  that  hath  horns  and  hoofs.  The 
humble  Ihall  fee  this,  and  be  glad;  and  your 
heart  fhall  live  that  icek  God.  For  the  Lord 
hcareth  the  poor,  anddefpifeth  not  his  prifonf-rs. 
Let  the  heavens  and  earth  praife  him;  ihe  fras, 
and  every  thing  that  moveth  therein.  For  'Jodr 
will  fave  Zion,  and  will  build  the  cities  of  Judah; 
that  they  may  dwell  there,  and  have  it  in  pof- 
fellion.  The  feed  alio  of  his  fcrvants  fhall  i:  hc- 
rit  it;  and  they  that  love  his  name  fhall  dwc^ 
therein. 

^  Mofes.  The  nature  of  man  is  truly  pitiable, 
iunftable,  and,  like  a  reed^  droop  under  the 
flighteft  breeze.  I  was  convinced^  and  as  I 
painted  to  myfelf  with  an  unchangeable  convict 
{ion,  not  to  be  deaf  or  flifFnecked,  a  charge 
againft  Ifrael  throughout  the  fcnpture,  agamil 
the  call  of  Almighty  God;  arid  this  from  my 
youth,  with  this  refolve-:  chat  Ihould  I  ac  any 
time  be  enlightened  by  my  God,  to  find  our 
long  expefted  Meffiah,  manifefted  according  to 
our  fcripiqres;  that  I  would  quit  all  other  con- 
fiderations,  and  from  the  happy  inftant  facrifice 
myfelf  to  his  will.  The  Almighty,  as  I  believe, 
lias  appointed  and  made  ufe  of  you  a  chncl,  to 
y  4  QV^t* 
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over-rule  and  fupercede  prefumptjon  and  vala 
arrogance,  that  I  fear  are  too  deep  rooted  in  mj 
breaft;     You  have  inftru6ted  me  a  teacher  ia 
Ifrael,  and  opened  with  inconteftible  conviftion, 
the  fcriptures  relating  to  time,  place,  and  minute 
circumftances  touching  the  Meffiah,  the  hope  of 
Ifrael,  and  expeftation  of  tl\e  Gentiles.     But 
fomething  more  is  requifite  j  for  Ifrael^  though 
opprcflfed,  and,  as  it  were,  abandoned  by  her 
God,  now  near  two  thoufand  years,  a  proverb 
in  the  mouth  of  every  nation,  (till  perfeveres 
in  looking  and  confidering  herfelf  the  favorite 
people  of  God*    Two  thoufand  years  fervitude 
has  foftened  and  made  oppreffion  eafy  in  feme  . 
degree,  and  what  we  have  been  accuftomed  to 
from  our  infancy  becomes  natural,  and  we  are 
anxious  for  no  other.    So  on  the  other  hand  to 
pcrfuade  the  Jews  that  Jefus  is  the  Meffiah,  who 
from  their  infancy  they  had  been  taught  to  a- 
bominate,  would  be  a  tafk  equally  as  difguftful 
as  thofe  fet  their  forefathers  by  the  Egyptians, 
in  the  time  of  their  bondage.    The  promifes  of 
the  fcripture  prophecies  greatly  allay  and  alle- 
viate the  unparalelled  hardlhips  of  fo  tedious 
and  opprobrious  a  captivity ;  fcorned  and  hated 
as  a  peft  ofFcnfive  to  the  reft  of  our  fpecies.    0 
that  my  eyes  were  fountains  that  I  might  pour 
forth  floods  of  tears  without  cpafing,  before  my 
God,  for  the  miferies  of  my  people*    O  Jerufa- 
lem,  Jerufalem,  how  are  once  the  delight  of  the 
Almighty  levelled  with  the  duft,  and  your  chil- 
dren  fifted    and    ftigmatized;    fcattered,    and 
marked  with  every  infamy  throughout  all  na- 
tions of  the  earth  i  left  without  the  leaft  glimmer 
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j^r  faint  appearance  of  returning  bleffings  from 
our  God  !  JIfrael  has  finnitd,  a  grievous  fin,  O 
Lord  our  God,  which  has  brought  this  confu- 
fion  on  our  guilty  heads,  but  which  is  hidden 
from  our  eyes.  Yer,  my  God,  Ifracl  will  not  for- 
fake  the  covenant  you  made  with  our  fathers, 
neither  will  (he  forget  the  promife  you  have 
given  her,  nor  give  your  glory  to  another. 
fZachariah,  chap.  8.  before  Chrift  518.]  Thus 
faith  the  Lord  of  Hofts :  *^  It  Ihall  yet,  come  to 
pafs,  that  there  (hall  come  people,  and  the  inha- 
bitants of  many  cities;  and  thejnhabitants  of 
one  city  fhall  go  to  another,  faying,  "  Let  us  go 
fpe ediiy  to  pray  before  the  Lord,  and  to  feek  the 
Lord  of  Hofts;  I  will  go  alfo.  Yea,  many  peo- 
ple and  ftrong  nations  fliall.come  to  feek  the 
Lord  of  Hofts  in  Jerufalem,  and  to  pray  before 
the  Lord."  Thus  faith  the  Lord  of  Hofts.  ''  In 
thofe  days  it  (hall  come  to  pafs,  that  ten  men 
fhall  take  hold  out  of  all  languages  of  the  na- 
ii6ns,  even  (hall,  take  hotd  of  the  fkirt  of  him 
jthatisajew,  faying,  ^^  We  will  go  with  you, 
,  for  we  have  heard  that  God  is  with  you."  This 
with  many  other  proph'ecies  confirm  Ifrael  not 
to  fuffer  any  innovator  to  feduce  her,  but  to 
perfevere  in  the  law  of  your 'forefathers  unril 
MefTiah  our  Prince  be  manifefted  to  the  glory 
of  his  people  and  confufion  of  our  foes. 

Boy,  Zachariah  9th  chapter.  *'  Rejoice  great- 
ly, O  daughter  of  Zion  ;  (hout,  O  daughter  of 
Jerufalem;  behold  thy  King  comech  unto  thee-, 
he  is  juft,  and  having  falvation,  lowly,  and 
riding  upon  an  afs,  and  upon  a  coir,  the  foal 
pf  an  afs.     And  I  will  cue  off  the  chariot  from 
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Ephraini,  and  the  horfc  from  Jcrufalem,  and 
the  battle-bow  ihall  be  cut  off;  and  he  fhali 
fpeak  peace  unto  the  heathen  ;  and  his  domi- 
nion fhall  be  from  fea  even  to  fca,  and  from 
the  river  even  unto  the  ends  of  the  earth. 

Mqfes.  O  my  God,  Jefus,  who  is  called 
Chrift^  a  few  days  before  bis  death,  rid  upon 
the  foal  of  an  afs,  attended  by  an  innumerable 
concourfe  of  people  thalt  had  gathered  from 
many  countries  to  the  great  feftival  with  great 
acclamations.  Hofanna  to  the  fon  of  I>avid| 
bleiled  is  he  that  cometh  in  the  name  of  the 
Lord,  Hofanna  in  the  higheft.  This  multi- 
tude was  egged  by  a  ftrange  miracle  he  per- 
formed a  few  days  before,  in  the  prefence  of 
many  perfons  ^  railing  one  Lazarus,  after  being 
in  the  grave  fpme  days.  Thefe  matters  are  en- 
rolled by  the  evangelifts,  with  a  thoiifand  other 
extraordinary  events,  which  Ifrael  has  ever  at- 
tributed to  collufion  and  art  magic.  Ifrael  is  too 
clofely  and  powerfully  linked  and  attached  to 
her  Mefliah,  Lord  of  Lords,  and  King*  of 
Kings,  the  High  and  glorious  Prince,  tranfcen- 
ding  all  who  have  been  fcat6d  on  the  throne, 
or  wore  the  diadem  of  Majefty,  to  confent, 
even  by  thought,  to  favour  one  (he  condemned 
by  an  impartial  proccfs,  for  affuming  that  fa- 
crcd  charafter,  to  retract,  or  be  cajoled,  from 
the  upright  fentence  paffed  j  this  by  no  means 
will,  or  can,  Jfrael  be  induced  to  do. 

Mefliah  Great  and  Glorious,  whofe  fpherc  is 
Majefty,  kings  and  princes  compofe  his  train, 
and  nations  lick  up  the  duft  before  him.  Jefus, 
poor  and  abject,  placed  in  lurking  holes,  ac- 
companied 
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companied  by  fiftiers,  publicans,  and  other  va- 
grants of  the  peftiferous  fcum.  Can  the  glory 
of  the  one  be  transferred  to  the  other?  Light 
and  darknefs  are  oppcfites,  which  the  two  cha- 
rafters  before  us  bear  the  moll  faithful  refeni- 
blance. 

Boy.  You  have  declared  t^he  caufe,  or  quality, 
that  has  entailed  unreniitted  mifery,  for  near 
two  ihoufand  years,  on  the  people  of  the  J  ws, 
not  leaving  a  veftige  or  lealt  appearance  of  al- 
leviation ;  which  caufe,  or  quality,  is  infufed 
or  animated  by  pride. and  vain-glory,  clouds 
and  darkens  the  foul,  and  prevtrnts  the  difplay 
of  reafon;  the  fruits  arc  purely  terre-ltrial,  nei- 
ther can  we  be  at  a  lofs  to  account  for  this 
ftrange  infatuation,  when  we  obferve  the 
fcourge  continually  exercifed  upon  that  people 
for  their  obduracy,  even  from  that  memorable 
epoch  of  their  unrelenting  villainy  to  their  bro- 
ther Jofeph,  in  refolving  his  death,  through 
envy  and  hatred.  The  fcripturtrs  are  one  con- 
tinued chain  of  threatenings  and  chaft.fements, 
and  which  has  come  down  to  us,  your  own 
fpcech  gives  evidence.  Which  of  the  prophets 
have  you  not  calumniated,  harrafTed,  and  put 
to  death,  laft  of  all  your  Meffiah?  and,  akho' 
near  two  thoufand  years,  your  rancour  and  thirfl: 
of  blood  fpeaks  the  malignity  of  your  imbittt-red 
heart,  againft  whom,  your  Father,  your  Lord, 
and  your  God.  The  caufe,  his  manifeiting 
himfelf  in  a  meek  and  humble  (late,  and  de- 
grading himfelf  even  to  the  moft  difgra  eful 
death  of  the  Crofs,  as  a  coiamon  malefador, 
betwixt  two  thieves.     Why  this  humiliation  ? 
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to  place  himfelf  the  barrier  betwixt  the  offend- 
ed Deity  and  his  criminal  creature. .  Who  were 
bis  executioners  ?  Thefe  criniinals,  for  whom 
he  died,  his  chofen.  What  were  the  manner 
of  his  death  ?  The  princes  and  ancients  of  his 
favorite  nation,  through  envy  and  malice,  plot- 
ted and  bribed  one  of  his  feleft  friends  to  be- 
tray him,  for  thirty  pieces  of  filver ;  and  when 
their  prifoncr  fpcnc  the  night  in  calumniating, 
buffering,  blafpheming,  fpitting  in  his  face, 
and  infulung  him  with  every  affront  their 
bloody  minds  could  invent.  How  ended  this 
tragical  fcene  ?  In  the  morning  he  was  taken 
to  the  heathen,  Pilate,  ajid  infifted  to  have  him 
crucified.  Was  he  proved  guilty  of  any  of- 
fence ?  So  f^r  from  being  even  derided  by  the 
judge,  though  heathen,  that  he  ufed  every  per-^ 
fualive  argument  to  wre^l  him  from  your  ma- 
lice ;  fo  far,  that  when  he  found  you  were  not 
to  be  gained  upon,  he  declared  himfelf  inno-^ 
cent  from  the  blood  of  that  Juft  Man.  You^ 
even  carried  your  perfidy  to  the  choice  of  a 
common  thief  rather  than  not  be  of  that  in-^ 
veterate  and  invidious  temper,  or  fpirit,  which 
aduated  without  controul  your  fathers  againft 
your  God,  and  his  fervants,  the  prophets.  But 
in  this  laft  tragedy  you  have  cutftript  them; 
you  are  guilty  of  Deicide,  for  which  crime  that 
unparalelifed  malediftion  remams  unabated  on 
the  whole  nation  of  the  Jews,  ^s  is  obvious 
to  the  world  at  this  day.  What  was  done  to 
the  MefTiah  when  Pilate  paffcd  fentence  of 
death,  though  at  the  fame  time  teftified  his  in- 
nocence? He  was  taken  into  the  governor's  hall, 
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clo^thed  with  a  garment,  crowned  with  thofn^, 
and  many  other  infulcs,  and  derided  as  a  mock 
king,  as  he  was  a  few  hours  before  by  Herod 
and  his  court.  ,  He  was  alfo  tied  to  a  pillar, 
and  moft  inhumanly  mangled,  as  was  alfo  done 
a  little  before  by  Pilate,  with  a  view  to  appeafe 
^the  obduracy  of  the  Jew^,  to  fave  his  life.  When 
he  had  paffed  through  various  fufFerings  in  the 
hall  of  Pilate,  you  loaded  him  with  the  gibbet  . 
on  which  he  was  to  make  his  exit.  Your  in- 
fults  accompanied  to  the  place  of  execution, 
when  your  obduracy,  having  no  bounds,  nailed 
him  through  his  hands  and  feet  to  the  gibbet, 
then  railing  him  in  the  air  to  the  world,  pro- 
claimed yourfelves  the  moft  abandoned  andi 
wicked  men,  leagued  in  the  moft  atrocious  and^ 
infamous  perfidy  with  the  fiends  of  darknefs; 
and  during  this  bloody  fpeftacle  you  continued 
your  infults,  your  chief  priefts  and  ancients 
mixing  in  the  common  mob,  deriding  and  re- 
viling him,  ofFeryig  vinegar,  with  gall,  to 
quench  his  thirft  ;  nay,  after  his  death,  his  fide, 
was  opened  by  a  fpear,  piercing  into  his  heart, 
to  prevent  his  return  to  life.  Every  tranfaAion 
throughout  this  bloody  fcene  do  we  obferve 
the  fulfilling  and^accompliftiing  fome  prophecy. 
We  have  compared,  as  we  have  proceeded,  the 
prophecies  relating  to  the  death  of  the'Mef- 
fiah,  with  the  particular  circumftances  re- 
lating, ajc  the  death  of  Chrift,  and  find  the 
whole,  as  you  acknowledge,  per/eftly  corref- 
pond  with  each  other.  You  will  take  this 
caution,  that  many  prophecies,  cxpreffing  the 
rcftoration  of  Ifrael,  weje  before  the  captivities 
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cither  Affyrian  or  Babylonian  j  others  in  tfiC 
tiiBC  of  their  captivity  which  prophecies  were 
accomplifhed  and  fulfilled  on  their  rc-pcopling 
Paleftine,  and  during  the  time  of  their  fecond 
temple.  Your  fcriptures  particularly  mention 
that  ypur  fecond  temple  would  be  more  glori- 
ous than  your  nrft,  and  fhould  be  honoured 
with  the  manifeftation  of  the  Mefliah.  Under 
Herod  the  great,  your  temple  was  magnifi- 
cently beautified,  he  being  a  politick  prince, 
knowing  how  tenacious  the  Jews  were  for  their 
own  princes,  their  expeSaiion  of  the  Meffiab, 
himfelf  an  alien;  refolved  to  gratify  their  pre- 
dominant paflion,  the  third  for  earthly  pomp 
and  great nefs,  the  temple  he  neither  fparcd  art, 
nor  txpence,  to  complete  it  a  wonder.  He 
built  many  cities,  and  towns,  and  laid  out  im- 
menfe  treafuresj  not  only  to  make  Paleftine  the 
garden  of  delights,  but  his  munificence  paffed 
into  other  countries,  he  being  a  favorite  and  faft 
friend  of  Auguftus,  then  emperor  of  the  Roman 
empire,  which  at  that  period  was  in  its  meridi- 
an, and  in  profound  peace,  gave  Herod  every 
advantage  to  execute  the  great  and  n6ble  pro- 
jefts,  that  were  done  at  that  epoch.  By  this 
refined  policy  of  king  Herod,  every  willi  fuc- 
ceeded,  fo  that  Jerufalem  feemed  the  centre  to 
which^  all  nations  reforted  and  number  of  pro- 
felytes  made.  Cities,  towns  and  inhabitants  in 
the  kingdom  of  Judah  were  innumerable, 
which  awed  the  Romans,  and  at  the  death  of 
Herod  the  Great,  it  was  thought  too  powerful 
to  be  placed  under  one  crown,  and  was  there- 
fore divided.    It  is  worthy   your  attention  to 
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tonlider  the  fpate,  or  time,  that  intervened 
betwixt  the  Babylonian  captivity  to  that  of  the 
Romans,  which  you  will  find  to  be  from  the 
date  of  Darius*s  decree,  five  hundred  and 
ninety,  or  near  fix  hundred  years;  and  from 
thefinilhing  the  fecond  temple,  to  its  being 
dcftroycd,  five  hundred,  eighty-five  or  therc- 
;ibouts,  in  which  long  fpace  many  prophecies 
that  you  are  perplexed  and  flattered  by,  ima- 
gining,* they  relate,  as  the  chapter  in  Zachariah 
you  la^  quoted,  to  the  joyful  return  of  your 
nation  from  your  prcfcnt  captivity,  related  to 
the  return  from  the  Babylonian.  Zachariah 
prophecied,  at  the  very  time  of  the  Jews  re- 
turning, this  and  many  other  pleafingpromifes, 
CD  which  you  build  your  hopes,  went  no  fur- 
ther than  to  the  putting  your  Meffiah  to  death, 
and  others  are  gracious  promifes  to  the  Mefliah 
and  thofe  of  the  new  covenant.  Some  prophe- 
cies give  us  hopes  that  near  the  end,  Ifrael  will 
be  converted  when  Chrift  will  manifeft  hinrifelf. 
Zachariah  12th  chapter,  "  And  I  will  pour  up- 
on the  houfe  of  David,  and  upon  the  inabitancs 
of  Jerufalem  the  fpirit  of  grace  and  of  fuppli- 
cations,  and  they  fiiall  look  upon  me  whom 
they  have  pierced,  and  they  Ihall  mourn  for 
him,  as  one  mourneth  for  his  only  fon,  and 
Jhall  be  in  bitternefs  for  him,  as  one  that  is  in 
bittcrnefs  for  bis  firft-born.  In  that  day  (hall 
there  be  a  great  mourning  in  Jerufalem,  as  the 
mourning  of  Hadadrimmon  in  the  valley  of 
Migiddon.  And  the  land  fliall  mourn,  every 
family  apart,  and  their  wives  apart  5  aU  the 
families  aparti  and  their  wives  apart/'    In  the 

fol- 
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following  chapter.  "And  one  fliall  fty  linf/t 
him.  What  are  thefe  wounds  in  thy  hands? 
then  he  (hall  anfwer,  Thofe  with  which  I  was 
wounded  in  the  houfe  of  my  friends,     Awake^ 

0  fword,  againft  my  fhepherd,  and^gainftthe 
man  that  is  my  fellow,  faith  the  Lord  of  Hofts: 
Smire  the  fhepherd,  and  the  (heap  fhall  be  fcat- 
ter^d  •,  and  1  will  turn  my  hand  upon  the  little 
ones.  And  it  fliall  come  to  pafs  that  in  all  the 
land,  fai^h  the  Lord,  two  parts  therein  fhall  Ije 
cutoff,  and  die;  but  the  third  (hall  be  left 
therein.  And  1  will  bring  the  third  part  thro'' 
the  fire,  and  I  will  refine  thefn  as  filver  is  re- 
fined, and  will  try  them  as  gold  is  tried;  they 
fhall  call  on  my  name,  and  I  will  hear  them ; 

1  will  fay.  It  is  my  peoples  and  they  fhall  fay^ 
The  Lord  is  my  God. 

Mo/es.  Who  has  Ifrael  pierced  but  Jefuy 
Chrifl,  who  can  the  Lord  of  Hofls  call  his 
Fellow  or  Equal,  but  Meffiah  ?  whofc  hands 
did  Ifrael  wound,  Jefus  Chrift,  and  alfo  his  feet, 
nailing  him  to  the  Crofs?  O  mifery,  mifery, 
my  heart  fickens,  and  as  a  cold  hand  prefFing  in- 
to a  clod  of  death,  my  mind  feels  lofl  in  the 
dark  region  of  woe.  My  forrows  redouble 
your  force,  overpower  and  place  me  where  na 
comfort  can  be  admitted,  but  be  expofed  im- 
precated and  feel  malicious  infults,  ceafelefs, 
from  thofc  fiends,  whofe  infernal  gall  againft 
my  God,  I  have  fo  deeply  drank.  O  dark  hor- 
ror of  black  defpair,  \yr^ak  vertgeance  on  my 
guilty  head.  O  my  foul,  can  you  look  even 
by  dillant  thought  on  your  God,  that  you  have 
pierced,  and,  if  it  were  poffible,  not  only  robbed

)loody  ad,  in  perpetual  fucceflSon,  through 
generations,  to  us  now  living  j  grant  the 
rge  may  not  fpare  the  wretch,  who,  tho* 
the  immediate  perpetrator  of  the  horrid 
,  yet  gave  place  and  noUrifhed,  not  only 
is  own,,  but  in  thoufands  of  hearts,  the 
of  hatred  and  blafphemy  againft  our  God 
Father.  But  do  not  permit  me  to  offer  any 
farther  infult,  more  particularly  the  heinous 
e  of  the  Traitor  Judas,  in  deftroying  the 
you  created,  after  the  crime  he  ftands 
yed  long  before  by  the  prophecy  of  J^re- 
1,  as  we  took  notice,  and  then  farther  forc- 
ed and  fet  forth  by  Zachariah  in  the  nth 
ter,  which  takes  in  the  treafon  of  Judas 
reprobation  of  the  Jews  (518  years  bc- 
Chrift).  "  Open  the  doors,  O  Lebanon, , 
the  fire  may  devour  thy  cedars.  Howl, 
ee^  for  the  cedar  is  fallen  i  becaufe  the 
ity  is  fpoiied  :  howl,  O  ye  oaks  of  Bafhan, 
;he  foreft  of  the  vintage  is  comedown, 
•e  is  a  voice  of  the  howling  of  the  fhep- 
5 ;  for  their  glory  is  fpoiied  :  a  voice  of 
oaring  of  young  lions  i  for  the  pride  of 


Jordan  IS  fpoiled."     Thus  faith  the  Lord  thy 
God,  "  Feed  the  flock  of  the  flaughter,  whofc 
poflefTors   flay  them  and  hold  themfelves  not 
guilty  ;  and  they  that  fell  th^m  fay,  BleflTed  be 
the  L6rd>  for  I  am  rich,  and  their  own  fhep- 
her4s  pity  them  not.     For  I  will  no  more  pity 
.  the  inhabitants  of  the  land,  faith  the  Lord,  but 
I  will  deliver  the  men  every  one  into  his  neigh- 
bour's hand,  and  into  the  hand  of  his  king '^ 
and  they  fliall  fmite  the  land,  and.  out  of  their 
hand  I  will  not  deliver  them.     And  I  will  feed 
the  flock  of  flaughter,  even  you,  O  poor  of  the 
flock.     And  I  took  unto  me  two  ftaves  i  thr 
one  I  called  Beauty,  and  the  other  I  called 
Bands,  and  I  fed  the  flock.

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t  might  break  the  brotherhood  between  Judah 
and  Ifrael.  And  the  Lord  faid  unto  noe.  Take 
unto  thee  yet  the  iaftrurinents  of  a  foolifli  fhep- 
herd.  For^  lo,  I  willraife  up  a  fliephferd  in  the 
land,  which  fliall  not  vifit  thofe  that  is  cut  ofFj 
neither  (hall  fcek  the  young  one,  nor  heal  that 
that  i3  broken,  nor  feed  that  that  ftandetb  fl;iU ; 
but  he  Ihall  eat  the  flefh  of  the  fat^  and  tear 
their  laws  in  pieces.  Woe  to  the  idol  Ibcp- 
herd  that  leaveth  the  flock  !  the  fwprd  Iha^ll  be 
upon,  his  arm,  and  upon  his  right  eye ;  his  arm 
ihall  be  clean  dried  up,  and  his  right  ^ey^  Ih^U 
be  utterly^arkened. 

O  my  God,  from  the  day  Ifrael  rejefted  yoy, 
(he  has  drank  the  waters  of  afHidion,  from  the 
.day  of  her  captivity,  under  Titus,  her  arm  re- 
inains  dried  up.  She  is  no  ^nore  -a  ,nation>  but 
.a  vagabond  obnoxious,  »an  alien,  (as  Cain  after 
imbruing  his  hand^  in  his  brother's  blopd) 
^Whoever  fees  her  may  kill  her;  ihe  has  no, re- 
medy in  herfelf,  having  neithiqr  civil  or  mili- 
tary force,  nor  power,  either  to  compel  others, 
or  defend  h^rfelf.  Her  arm  is  truly  withered 
and  dried  up.  Ifrad's-eye  is  alfo  darkened,  the 
^eil  isover  herey^s,  until  now,  fhe  kno\ys  not, 

.that  fhe  is  guilty  of  a  crime  fo  far  more  heinous 
.than  Cain's,  as  you,  my  Lord,  in  dignity,  are 
more  worthy  than  Abel,    Cain  confeffed   his 

^guilt  with  thejuftice  and  equity  of  :the  kw  of 
f,ci:aliation.  Genefis  4th  chpater,  I  Ihall  befifu- 
gitive  and  a  vagabond  in  the  earth ;'  and  it  fhall 
xome  to  pafs,  that  every  one  that  findeth  me 

'■  4hall  flay  me.     But* Ifrael  has  not  pnly  dipped 
her  hand  in  the  blood  of  her  jt)rothco  which 
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would  have  been  upon  an  equality  with  Cain's 
murder,  fhe  has  put  to  death,  after  ufing  every 
degradation,  infults,  the  mod  atrocious  calum- 
nies, buffets,  fpitting  in  his  face,  fcourgings, 
mockings,  and  whatever  her  malice  could  in- 
vent, the  Lord  of  life,  the  Chrift  of  God,  her 
Lord  and  her  God.     But  as  if  her  Lord  was  not 
fufficicntly  degraded, they  contrived  themoft  ig- 
nominious and  painful  death,  and  placed  him 
naked  betwixt  two  thieves.     Their  difcourfeof 
him  was,  attributing  his  miracles  and  the  won* 
ders  that  he  daily  laid  before  them  to  Satan, 
who,  fay  they,  aflifts  this  feducer,  to  raife  fc- 
ditions  and  draw  the  multitude  from  their  duty 
to  the  law  of  our  fathers,  and  allegiance  to 
Casfar  -,  by  which  means,  if  we  let  him  go  on, 
we  fliail  be  of  no  refpeft,  and  the  Romans  will 
deftroy  our  nation.     This  vindiftive  fpirit,  re- 
vengeful in  the  extreme,  blafpheming  that  very 
God  that  was  fo  long,  and  through  all  the  pro- 
phecies pointed  out  circumftantially  to  them, 
accepting  the  robber  Barabbas  in  preference, 
demanding  not  his  death  alone,  but  that  his 
blood  ftiould  be  on  herfelf  and  children,  as  the 
prophet  Ifaias  forewarned  her,  faying.  Go  to 
this  people,  and  fay  to  them,  with  the  car  you 
fliall  hear,  and  fhall  not  underftand  5  and  feeing 
you  fhall  fee,  and  (hall  not  perceive.     For  the 
heart  of  this  people  is  grown  grofs,  and  with 
their  ears  haVe  they  heard  heavily,  and  their 
eyes  they  have  fhut,  left,  perhaps,  they  fhould 
fee  with  their  eyes,  and  hear  with  their  ears, 
and  underftand  with  their  heart,  and  (hould  be 
converted,  and  I  fhould  heal  them.    O  my 

God, 
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God,  to  the  confuGon  of  our  nation  this  pro" 
phefy  of  bjindncfs,  deafnefs,  ignorknce  and  ob- 
duracy, remain  unabated  until   this  day,    ac- 
cording tothe  teftimony  of  yourfcrvantMofes, 
our  law-giver,  in  the  following  words  ;  "  And 
the  Lord  thy  God  (hall  raife  you  up  a  prophet 
of  your  own  brethren  like  unto  me,  him  Ihall 
you  hear,  and  it  fhall  come  to  pafs,  that  every 
foul  that  will  not  hear  that  prophet  to  do  what-, 
foever  he  commandeth  them,  fhall  be  cut  off 
from  his  people/'    The  completion  of  thefe 
prophecies  is  evidenced  and  have  been  verified 
from>  the  deftruftion  of  our  temple   and  city. 
And,    according    to  our  prophet  Daniel  9th 
chapter,'  (before  Chrift  534  years)  for  rejcfting 
and  putting  to  death  the  Meffiah. .  This  heavy 
ipalediAion  ihouid  remain  in  our  nation,  and 
points  out  the  time  of  this  bloody  cataftrophe 
difclofed  by  the  angel  Gabriel. 

490  years  before  Chrift.     Seventy  weeks  arc 
determined  upon  thy  people,  and  gpon  thy  holy  • 
city,  to  finilh  the  tranfgreffion,  and  to  make 
reconciliation  for  iniquity,  and  to  bring  in  eycr- 
lafting  righteoufnefs,  and  to  feal  up  the  vifion 
and  prophecy,    and  to  anoint  the  moft  holy. 
Know,  therefore,    and  underftand,    that  fron^ 
(he  going  forth  of  the  commandment  to  reftore 
|ind  to  build  Jerufalem  unto  the  Meffiah  the 
Prince  fhall  be  feven  weeks,    and  threefcore 
and  two  weeks ;  the  ftreet  {hall  be  built  ag^n^ 
and  .the  wall  even  in  troublous  times ;  and  after 
threefcore  and  two  weeks  Ihall   Meffiah  be  cut- 
off, but  not  for  himfelf;  and  the  people  of  the 
prince  (the  Rpmans  under  Titus)  that  fh^U 
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come  (hall  deftroy  the  city  and  the  fanduary; 
and  the  end  thereof  fhall  be  with  a  flood, ^and 
to  the  end  of  the  war  defolations  are  deter- 
mined; aind  he  fhall  confirm  the  covenant  with 
many  for  one  week,  and  in  the  midft  of  the 
week  he  fhall  caufe  the  facrifice  and  the  obla* 
tion  to  ceafe,  and  for  the  overfpreading  of  abo-^ 
minations  he  fhall  make  it  defolate,  evert  until 
the  confumiliation,  and  that  determined,  fhall 
be  poured  upon  the  defolate. 

Boy.  Before  Chrift  520  years.  In  the  fcventh 
month,  in  the  one  and  twentieth  day  (fecon4 
year  of  Darius)  xrame  the  word  of  the  Lord  by 
the  prophet  Haggai,  faying,  Speak  now  to 
Zerubbabel,  fbn  of  Shcaltiel,  governor  of  Jur 
dah,  and  to  Jofhua<  the  fon  of  Jofedech,  the 
high-pfieft,  and  to  the  refidue  of  the  people, 
faying.  Who  is  left  among  you  that  faw  this 
houfe  in  her  firfl  glory  ?  is  it  not  in  your  eyes 
in  comparifon  of  it  as  nothing  ?  yet,  now  be 
ilrong,  O  Zerubbabel,  faith  the  Lord  ;  and  be 
ftrong,  O  Jofhua,  fon  of  Jofedech,  the  high- 
priefl ;  and  be  flrong,  all  ye  people  of  the  land, 
faith  the  Lord,  and  work ;  for  I  am  with  you, 
faith  the  Lord  of  Hofls,  according  to  the  word 
that  1  covenanted  with  you  when  ye  came  out  . 
of  Egypt;  fo  my  fpirit  remaineth  among  you, 
fear  ye  not.  For  thus  faith  the  Lord  of  Hofts, 
Tet  once,  it  is  a  little  while,  and  I  will  fhake 
the  heavens  and  the  earth,  and  the  fun,  and  the 
dry  land  ;  and  I  will  fhake  all  nations,  and  the 
defire  of  all  nations  fhall  came ;  and  I  will 
fill  this  houfe  with  glory,  faith  the  Lord  of 
Hofts.    The  Silver  is  mine,  and  the  gold  is 

mine^ 
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mmc^  faith  the  Lqtd  of  Hafts.  The  glory  a^ 
this  latter  houfe  Ihal]  be  greater  th^n  of  th? 
former^  faith  the  Lor4  of  Holl$  -^  anfl  in  this 
place  wiiri  give  peace,  faith  the  Lord  bf  Ho,fts, 
Ezra  6ch  chapter.  Thefe  are  your  words,  O 
Lord;  your  temple  was  built  and  (iniftxed  on 
the  third  day  of  the  month  Adar,  which  lyas  ia 
the  fixth  year  of  Darius  the  king,  and  faw- 
fice  was  offered  for  the  fpace  of  five  bundre4 
years,  until  it  was  deftroyed  by  the  Roniaiis  un-r 
<ler  T^tus.  In  this, temple,  O  rny  God,  yon 
fulfilled  and  accompliflied  your  determined  de- 
crecj  promifed  man  at  the  fall  of  pur  firft  pa- 
rents, niade  fure  to  Abrah^nm  that  i^  his  feed  all 
the  nations  of  the  earth  (hould  be  bleflcd,  yo\j 
were  pleafed,  my  Lord,  to  tranfmit  your  blef- 
fmg  to  Ifaac,  and  after  him  to  Jacobs,  youtjieft 
continued  it  in  the  tribe  of  Judah,  until  David  $ 
him  you  appointed  (a  poor  flieep  hoy)  king 
over  all  Ifrael,  feated  hiai  pn  thethrope  of  ma- 
jefty>  and  crowned  "him  witli  the  diadrem,  plac- 
ing in  his  hand  the  royal  fceptre,  and.with  hiix| 
confirmed  an  everjafting  covenant  orderied  ia 
all  things  and  fure.  O  nriy  Lord,  yew  not  only 
crownecf  him  with  royalty  by  making  l^im  king, 
but  yojj  have  raifed  and  dignified  him  with  the 
isjcalted  title  of  royal  prophet.  His  pfalms  are 
the  ineftimable  treafure  of  your  goodnefs,  ia 
them  the  prophecies  are  fet  forth,  what  was  tq 
be  accomplilhed  one  thoufand  years  after,  your, 
divinity,  humanity,  abjeftion,  fgfFerings,  re- 
jeftion,  death,  refurrreftion,  afcenfion,  trium- 
phantly feated  on  the  right-hand  of  the  infinite 
Majefty,  rf  probation  of  your  enemies,  andeter- 
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iial  felicity  of  the  Elcft.  The  Pfalmift  prophe* 
cics  alfo  of  the  chriftian  facrifice  and  office  of 
pricfthood  in  the  new  covenant,  after  the  fiaiili- 
tude  of  Melchifedech,  whofe  offering  was  bread 
^nd  wine.  Fronci  this  aera,  the  prophets,  hf  ralds^ 
of  thee,  O  Great  King  and  Lord  of  the  Univerfe, 
proclaim  the  great  day  of  falvation,  in  which  you 
would  manifeft  yourfelf  in  human  flefh  taken 
from  a  virgin.  (Before  Ghrift  742,)  17th  chapter 
of  Ifaiah*  "  Behold,  a.  virgin  fhall  conceive  and 
bear  a  fon^  and  fhall  call  his  name  Immanuelj 
that  is^  God  with  us."  9th  chap.  "  For  unto  us 
a  child  is  born,  a  fon  is  given  ;  and  the  govern- 
ment fhall  be  upon  his  fhoulder ;  and  his  name 
Ihall  be  called  Wonderful,  Counfellor,  the 
Mighty  God,  the  Everlafting  Father,  the  Prince 
of  Peace,  Of  the  increafe  of  his  government  and 
peace  there  fhall  be  no  end,  upon  the  thronfc  of 
David  and  upon  his  kingdom  to  order  it,  and 
to  eflablifh  it  with  judgment  and  with  juftice, 
from  henceforth  even  for  ever.  The  zeal  of  the 
Lord  of  Hofls  will  perform  this."  St.  Luke  ift. 
chapter.  "  And  in  the  fixth  rnonth  from  the 
conception  of  St.  John  the  Baptifl,  the  angel 
Gabriel  was  fent  from  God  into  a  city  of  Gali- 
lee, called  Nazareth,  to  a  virgin  efpoufed  to  a 
man  whofe  name  was  Jofeph,  of  the  houfe  of 
David  J  and  the  virjgin's  name  was  Mary.  And 
the  angel  being  come  in,  faid  to  her :  Hail,  full 
of  grace,  the  Lord  is  with  thee;  blefTed  art 
thou  among  women.  And  when  fhe  had  heard, 
fhe  was  troubled  at  his  faying,  and  thought 
with  herfelf,  what  manner  of  falutation  this 
fliould  be.  And  the  angel  faid  to  her  :  Fear  nor, 

Mary, 
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Mary,  for  thou  haft  found  grace  with  God.  Be*^ 
hold,  thou  (hall  conceive,  in  thy  womb,  and 
fliall  bring  forth  a  fon;  and  thou  (halt  call  his 
name  Jelus.  He  fhall  be  great,  and  Ihall  })q 
called  the  fon  of  the  Moft  High  ;  and  the  Lord  * 
God  (hall  give  unto  Hrm  the  throne  t)f  Davi4 
his  father  J  and  he  fhall  reign  in  the  houfe  of 
Jacob  for  ever.  And  of  his  kingdom  there  fhall 
be  no  end.  And  Mary  faid  to  the  angel :  How 
fliall  this  be  done,  becaufe  I  know  not  man  ? 
And  the  angel  anfwering,  faid  to  her  -,  The  Holy 
Ghoft  fliall  come  upon  thee,  and  the  power  of 
the  Moft  High  fliall  over-fliadow  thee;  and 
therefore  the  Holy  which  fliall  be  born  of 
thee,  fliall  be  called  the  Son  of  God.  And, 
behold, , thy  coufin  Elizabeth  flie  hath  alfo  con- 
ceived a  fon  in  her  old  age;  and  this  is  the  fixth 
month  with  her  that  is  called  barren,  becaufe 
no  word  fliall  be  impoflible  with  God.  And  . 
Mary  faid;  '  Behold  the  hand-maid  of  the  Lord, 
be  it  done  to  me  according  to  thy  word.  And 
the  angel  departed  from  her."  Ifaiah  40th  chap.. 
f  Comfort  ye,  comfort  ye  my  people,  faith  your 
God  ;  fpeak  ye  comfortably  to  Jerufalem,  and 
cry  unto  her,  that  her  warfare  is  acconlpliflied, 
that. her  iniquity  is  pardoned;  for  flie  hath  re- 
ceived of  the  Lord's  hand,  double  for  all  her 
fins.  The  voice  of  him  thatcriethin  the  wilder- 
nefs,  prepare  ye  the  way  of  the  Lord,  make 
(Iraight  in  the  dcfart  a  high  way  for  «ur  God. 
Every  valley  fhall  be  exalted,  and  evtry  moun- 
tain and  hill  fliall  be  made  low ;  and  the  crooked 
fliall  be  made  ftraight,  and  the  rough  places 
plain.    And  the  glory  of  the  Lord  fliall  be  re- 
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^irealed,  and  all  flefh  IhaU  fee  the  falvation  of 
God ;  for  the  mouth  of  the  Lord  has  fpoken  it." 
Luke  the  3d  chapter.  "  Now  in  the  fifteenth 
year  of  the  reign  of  Tiberius  Casfar,  Pontius 
Pilate  being  governor  of  Judea,  and  Herod  be- 
ing tetr^rch  of  Galilee,  and  Philip  his  brother 
tetrarch  of  Iturca,-and  the  country  of  Trachoni- 
tis,  Lyfanias  tetrarch  of  Abilina,  under  the  high 

Eriefts  Annas  and  Caiphasj  the  word  of  the 
.ord  came  to  John,  the  fon  of  Zachary,  in  the 
defarc;  and  he  came  rnto  all  the  country  about 
the  Jordan,  preaching  the  baptifm  of  penance 
for  the  remlffion  of  fins ;  as  it  is  written  in  the 
book  of  the  words  of  Ifaiah  the  prophet?  a  voice 
of  one  crying  in  the  wildernefs;  Prepare  ye  the 
way  of  the  Lord  -,  make  his  paths  firaight. 
Every  valley  (hall  be  filled;  and  every  moun- 
tain and  hill  ihall  be  brought  low;  and  the 
crooked  ihall  be  made  ftraight,  and  the  rough 
ways  plain;  and  all  flefh  fhallfee  the  falvaiion 
of  God.  He  faid  therefore  to  the  multicudcs 
that  came  to  be  baptized  by  him;  '  Ye  oflTspring 
of  vipers,  who  hath  fhewed  you  to  flee  from  the 
wrath  to  come?  Bring -forth  therefore  fruit 
worthy  of  penance,  and  do  not  begin  to  fay, 
*  We  have  Abraham  for  our  father.*  For  1  fajr 
to  you,  that  God  is  able  of  thefe  ftones  to  raife 
up  children  to  Abraham.  For  now  the  axe  is  laid 
to  the  roots  of  the  trees.  Every  tree  therefore 
that  bringeth  not  forth  good  fruit,  fhall  be  cut 
down,  and  caft  into  the  fire.  The  oflice  and 
charafter  of  St.  John  was  by  the  angel  Gabriel 
announced  to  Zachary,  as  you  will  fee  in  the  ift 
chapter  of  the  fame  Evangelift.    But  the  angel 
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fjid  to  him>  '  Fear  not,  Zachary^  for  thy  prayer- 
is  heard;  and  thy  wife  Elizabeth  fhall  bear  tbee 
^  fon,  and  thou  tTialt  call  his  nannc  John ;  and . 
thou  fhalt  have  joy  and  gladnefs,  and  iDanv- 
fhall  rejoice  at  his  birch.  For  he  Ihal)  be  great, 
before  the  Lord  j  and  fhall  drink  no  wine,  nor 
ftrong  drink;  and  he  fhall  be  filkd  with  the 
Holy  Ghoft,  even  fronn  his  mother's  womb: 
and  he  (hall  convert  many  of  the  children  of; 
Ifrael  to  the  Lord  their  God  :  and  he  Ihali  go 
before  him  in  the  fpirit  and  power  of  Elias,  rhat 
he  may  turn  the  hearts  of  the  fathers  to  the  chil- 
dren, and  the  incredulous  to  the  w^ifdom  of  the 
juft,  to  prepare  for  the  Lord  a  perfeft  people," 
Ifaiah  nth  chapter.  *'  And  there  fhall  come 
forth  a  rod  out  of  the  flem  of  JelTe,  and  a  branch 
(hall  grow  out  of  his  roots.  And  the  fpirit  of  the 
Lord^fhall  refl  upon  him,  the  fpirit  of  wifdom 
and  und'erftanding,  the  fpirit  of  council  and 
might,  the  fpirit  of  knowledge,  and  the  fear  of 
the  Lord  ;  and  fhall  make  him  of  quick  u^dcr* 
ftandihg  in  the  fear  of  the  Lord  :  and  he  fhall 
not  judge  after  the  fight  of  his  eyes,  neither  re- 
prove after  the  hearing  of  his  ears:  But  wiih 
I'ighteoufnefs  fhall  he  judge  the  poor,  and  re- 
prove with  equity  for  the  nieekof  the  earth :  and 
hefhallfmite  the  earth  with  the rodofhismouth, 
and  with  the  breath  of  his  lips  (hall  he  flay  the 
wicked.  And  righteoufnefs  (hall  be  the'  girdle 
of  his  loins,  and  faithfulnefs  the  girdle  of  hi« 
reins.  (Beforc&Chrift  606.)  Jeremiah  31ft.  chap. 
*^  How  long  wile  thou  go  about,  O  thou  back- 
fliding  daughter  I  for  the  .Lord  hath  created  a 
pew  thing  in  the  earth,  a  woman  fhall' compals 
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A  man.  And  in  the  33d  chapter.  Behold  the 
days  come  faith  the  Lord,  that  I  will  raife  unto 
David  a  righteous  Branch,  and  a  King  fhall 
reign  and  profper,  and  fliall  execute  judgment 
and  juftice  in  the  earth.  In  thy  days  Judah 
ihall  be  faved,  and  Ifrael  (hall  dwell  fafely: 
and  this  is  his  name  whereby  he  (hall  be 
called.  The  Lord  our  Righteoufnefs.  Be-^ 
fore  Chrift  519.  Zachariah  3d  chapter.  Hear 
now,  O  Jolhua,  the  high-prieft:,  thou,  and  thy 
fellows  that  fit  before  thee,  for  they  are  men 
wondered  at;  for,  behold,  1  will  bring  forth 
my  fervant  the  Branch :  for  behold  the  ftone 
that  I  have  laid  before  Jofliua,  upon  one  ftone 
fliall  be  feven  eyes  :  behold,  I  will  engrave  the 
graving  thereof,  faith  the  Lord  of  Hofts,  and 
1  will  remove  the  iniquity  of  tb^t  land  in  one 
day. 

Your  great  law-giver,  Mofes,  in  his  book 
cf  Nunibers,  24th  chapter,  relates  Balaam's 
prophecy,  in  which  the  Meffiah  is  clearly  refer- 
red to.  r(hall  fee  him,  but  not  now  ;  I  (hall 
behold  him,  but  not  nigh ;  there  (hall  come  a 
ftar  out  of  Jacob,  and  a  fceptre  (hall  rife  out  of 
Ifrael.  This  prophecy,  with  the  prophecy  of 
Jeremiah,  2 ill  chapter.  Thus  faith  the  Lord, 
A  voice  was  heard  in  Ramah,  lamentation  and 
bitter  weepings  Rachel  weeping  for  her  chil- 
dren, refufed  to  be  comforted.  Alfo,  Micah, 
5th  chapter.  Now  gather  thyfclf  in  troops,  O 
daughter  of  troops  j  he  hath  laid  (lege  againft 
us,  they  fhall  fmiie  the  judge  of  Ifrael  with  a 
rod  upon  the  cheek.  But  thou  Bethleheilci 
Ephratahj   though   thou  be  little  among  th^ 
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thoufands  of  Judah,  yet  out  of  thee  fhall  He 
come  forth  unto  me  that  is  to  l?e  ruler  in  Ifrael, 
whofe  goings  forth  have  been  from  of  old, 
from  everlafting.  Thefe  feveral  prophecies  arc 
taken  notice  of  in  the  2d  chapter  of  St,  Mat- 
thew, accomplifhed  in  the  pcrfoa  of  our  Lord 
Jefus  Chrift.  Now,  when  Jefus  was  born  im 
Bethlehem  of  Juda,  in  the  days  of  king  Herod, 
behold  there  came  wife  men  from  the  Eaft  u% 
Jerufalem,  faying,  Where  is  he  that  is  bora 
King  of  the  Jews  ?  for  we  have  feen  His  Star 
in  the  Eaft,  and  are  come  to  adore  Him.  And 
king  Herod  hearing  this,  was  troabled,  and 
all  Jerulalem  with  him;  and  affembling  toge- 
ther all  the  chief  priefts  and  the  fcribes  of  the 
people,  he  enquired  of  them  where  Chrift 
fliould  be  born.  But  they  faid  to  him  ^  ia 
Bethlehem  of  Judah.  For  'fo  it  is  written  by 
the  propfhet  -,  And  thou,  Bethlehem,  the  land 
of  Judah,  art  not  the  leaft  among  the  princes 
of  Judah  J  for  out  of  thee  fhall  come  forth  the 
ruler  that  (hall  rule  my  people  IfpaeL  Thea 
Herod  calling  the  wife  men,  enquired  of  them 
diligently  the  time  of  the  Star's  appearinor  to 
them  J  and  fending  them  into  Bethlehem,  faid^ 
Go  and  fearch  diligently  after  the  Child,  and 
when,  you  have  found  him,  bring  me  word 
again,  that  I  alfo  may  come  and  adore  him. 
And  .when  they  had  heard  the  king,  they  went 
their  .way ;  and  behold,  the  Star  which  they  had 
feen  in  the  Eaft,  went  before*  theiii,  until  it 
came  and  flood  over  where  the  Child  was.  And 
feeing  the  ftar,  they  rejoiced  with  exceeding 
great  joy.  And  going  into  the  houfe,  they  found 


ttie  Child,  with  Mary  his  Mother,  and  faliihg 
dow  1  they  adored  Him  ;  and  opening  their 
trcafures,  they  offered  him  gifts  j  goldj  fran- 
kincenfe  and  myrrh.  And  having  received  an 
anfwer  in  fleep  that  they  (hould  not  return  lo 
Herod,  they  went  back  another  way  into  their 
country.  And  after  they  were  departed,  be- 
hold an  angel  -of  the  Lord  appeared  in  fleep  to 
Jofeph,  faying,  Arife,  and  take  the  Child  and 
Jhis  mother,  and  fly  into  Egypt,  and  be  there 
^until  I  (hall  tell  thee  j  for  it  will  come  to  pafs 
that;  Herod  will  fcek  the  child  to. deftroy  him, 
and  he  arofe  and  took  the  child  and  his  mother 
by  night,  and  retired  into  Egypt>  and  he  was 
there  until  the  death  of  Herod,  ^that  the  wQsd 
might  be  fulfilled  which  the  Lord  fpoke  by  the 
prophet,  faying,  Ont  of  Epypt  have  I  called 
my  fon.  Then  Herod,  perceivingthat  he  was 
deluded  by  the  wife  men,  was  exceeding  angry, 
and  fending  killed  all  the  male  children  that 
were  in  Bethlehem,  and  in  all  the  borders  there- 
of, from  two  years  old  and  under,  according  to 
the  time  he  had  diligently  enquired,  of  the  wife 
men.  Then  was  fulfilled  that  which  was  fpqken 
by  Jeremias  the  prophet,  faying,  A  voice  in 
Rama  was  heard,  lamentation,  and  great  mourn- 
ine  ;  Rachel  bewailing  her  children,  and  would 
not  be  comforted,  becaufe  they  are  not.  But 
when  Herod  was  dead,  behold  an  angel  of  the 
Lord  appeared  in  fleep  to  Jofeph  in.Egypt,  fay- 
ing, Arife,  and  take  the  Child  and  his  Mother, 
and  go  into  the  land  of  Ifrael,  for  they  are  dead 
that  iought  the  life  of  the  Child.  And  he  arofe, 
and  took  the  Child  and  his  Mother,  and  came 
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into  the  land  of  Ifrael.  But  hearing- that  Af"- 
chelaus  reigned  in  Judea,  in  th^  room  of  He- 
rod, his  Father,  'he  was  afraid  to  go  thither, 
and  being  warrted  in  fleep,  he  turned  afide  in- 
to the  quarters  of  Galilee.  And  he  came  and 
dwelt  in  a  city  called  Nazareth,  that  what  was 
faid  by  the  prophets  might  be  fulfilled.  He 
Ihall  be  called  a  Na^arene.  The  Ethiopians, 
in  their  liturgy,  and  the  Greeks,  in  their  ca- 
lendar, count  fourteen  thoufand  children  maf-** 
facred  by  Herod,  in  order  to  deprive  the  Mef- 
fiah  of  life,  and  infure  to  himfelf  the  kingdom. 
Mojes.  The  Almighty  has  been  pleafed  to 
ihew  mercy  to  ir^e  by  you.  I  am  (Convinced 
that  Jefus  Chriftis  Meffiah;  we  will,  therefore, 
vclofejhis  conference,  and  beg  you  will  favour 
me,  as  fobn  as  poffible,  to  inveftigate  the  two 
Covenants. 

-     Rabbi  Mofes  pray^  the  favour  of  the  Anci- 
ents and  Rulers,  his  brethren,  at  hrs  houfe  to- 
-morrow morning,   at  lo  o'clock,  to  inveftigate 
-impartially    the  rights  and  privileges  of  the 
chriftian  church,  in  relation  to  her^pretenfions 
and  claim  to  the  covenant  of  the  -Meffiah,  or 
new  law.     He  farther  begs,  that  they  will  ma- 
turely confider,  and  with  deliberation!     weigh' 
^^nd  digeft  a  matter  of  the  firft  magnitude^  that 
it  may  be  difcuffcd  without  retardment,   with 
benignity  and  candor,  by  the  unerring  rule  of 
fcripture  and  reafon.    The  motive  that  induces 
Rabbi  Mofes  to  make  this  requeft,  is,   the  con- 
-vidkion   he  feels  of  the  harmony  and  perfcft 
concordance  of  the  two  fcriptures,  the  fulfilling 
and  compleuon  of  the  old  law  and  prophecies. 
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ifi  the  new  Of  law  ot  Chrifti  fo  chat  the  tfairfla- 
tion  of  the  Jewifti  or  firft  covenant  transferred 
and  made  over  ta  the  new,  is  clear  and  abfo- 
lute,  and  which  with  out  controul  has  been  in 
the  pofleflion  of  the  chriftian  church  from  its 
inftitution  or  commencement  as  we  obferve  it 
this  day. 

Rulers  and  Fathers  of  the  Jews  ta  RabK 
Mofes.  Dear  Brother,  your  citation  we  (hall 
attend  and  doubt  not  of  convincing  and  efface 
from  your  mind,  that  gloomy,  difmal,  obfcure, 
irrational,  inglorious,  and  diabolical  jargon, 
imperceptibly  injeAed,  by  two  old  heretical 
minift^rs,  Luther  and  Calvin,  one  a  parfon  tht 
other  ah  elder,  of  time-ferving  fedks;  whofe 
irrational,  coatradiftory,  vague,  and  ironical, 
ideas,  mi^ed  diforderly,  with'luft,  and  impiety, 
the  effluvia  communicating,  the  venomous  ma- 
lignant particles,  or  quality,  to  your  fcatter- 
cd  thoughts,  feized,  feduced,  bound  and  made 
captive  thofe  loofe  and  weightlefs  notions  in- 
herent in  man,  particularly  when  the  intellec- 
tual faculties  or  organs  have  loft  their  force, 
fprightlinefs,  and  powers  through  age,  worn 
out,  mouldered,  decayed,  and  worm-eaten  by 
long  ufe,  afliduity,  and  in  the  laft  ftage  of  de- 
crepitude, nay,  fcarce  a  body  difcernible,  a 
Ihadow,  phantom,  fpeftre,  or  fancied  vifion. 
We  notice  from  whence  your  chimera  took  its 
rife,  from  which  maggot  you  would  not  only 
reprobate  your  nation  (from  the  inftitution  of 
of  the  chriftian  fedudtion),  you  alfo  wifli  to  in- 
jure and  deftroy  her  exiftence,  forming  in  idea, 
the  firft  covenant  of  the  Jews  to  this  fimile  cf 
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an  egg,  fay  you,  the  egg-(hell  is  abfolutely 
needful,  and  cannot  be  difpenfcd  with,  in  or-^ 
der  to  encompafs  and  fuftain  the  fruit  or  virtue 
within^  until  it  is  removed  i  which  once  accom- 
plifhed,  the  (hell  being  no  longer  neceflary,  is 
either  burned  or  thrown  on  the  dunghill  and  re*^ 
jefted.  So  the  Jcwifh  covenant  was  proper  and 
advifeable,  as  the  Meffiah  had  allotted^  to  take 
bis  human  nature  from  the  pofterity  of  Abra- 
ham.  But  when  the  Fabric  or  grand  Edifice 
was  manifefted  and  finifhed,  the  fcafFold  being 
no  longer  needful,  but  an  impediment  or  eye- 
fore,  was  removed,  and  is  extinft,  abolifhed, 
and  crumbled  into  its  original  iniignificance» 
and  the  virtue,  force,  or  contract,  transformed^ 
removed,  fet  over,  and  transferred  to  the  fecond 
or  chriftian  covenant,  the  church  of  Chrift, 
according  to  your  logic  or  theology,  the  Jewifh 
covenant  is  become  a. dried  egg-ihelU  Ikeletoo> 
correfponding  to  the  dry-bones  in  the  valley  of 
Jehofephat,  as  the  prophecy  of  Ezekiel  marks 
out,  and  as  the  fame  prophet  tell  us  was  re- 
vived by  the  fecond  covenant  for  which  you 
contend  to  be  the  church  of  Chrift,  To-mor- 
row at  ten  we  truft,  by  unanfwerable  reafoning, 
and  laws  of  our  Fathers,  to  remove  your  doubts.

Rulers.  Jc&s  their  Head»  beingajcw>  fore'^ 
clofed  the  law  <>{  his  fathers^  and  fet  up  a  no* 
veiiy  unknown  to  Ifrael,  This  novdift,  tho' 
t>f  iTitean  parentage^  and  unlearned,  by  an  un-^ 
known  influetice,  over-ruled  our  doctors  and 
chief  nnen^  who^  finding  their  laws  and  tradi- 
tion tranipled  on,  themfelves  dcfpifed,  and 
the  whole  world  in  crowds  fwarming  to  his  dtf- 
courfes>  the  Aupendous  and  aftoniftiing  mi" 
racles  which  he  repeatedly  pciforojed,  with  alt 
magic  came  to  the  refolution  of  bringing  him 
to  condign  punifhment,  which  they  cffefted  in 
his  moft  ignominious  death,  in  order  to  unde- 
ceive and  convince  the  deluded  populace  of 
their  ei'rar-,  in  fuppofing  him  the  Mtfliah,  that 
being  the  time  Ifrael  expedcd  his  glorious  ma- 
nifcftation  and  their  deliverance  from  the  Ro- 
man yuke^  which  they  then  groaned  under.

proved  his  difciples  in  his  nnutximt  and  fecrets^ 
(hat  prefently  after  his  crucifixiofi^  they  became 
a  formidable  part  of  the  Jewifh  nation>  and 
ichen  fpread  themfelves  among  the  heathen,  as 
a  cancer  eating  out  old  opinions  and  inftilling 
their  new  herefy,  reftlefs  to  the  laft  degree  (as 
Alexander)  labouring  to  bring  the  univerfe  un« 
der  the  chriftian  banner,  f.  And  though  the 
whole  force  of  the  Roman  empire  was  employ- 
ed three  hundred  years  to  root  up  this  impious 
ik&y  yet,  we  find  the  emperor  Conftantinc 
planting  and  erefiing  this  v^ry  ftandard  f  with 
the  hi^heft  encomiums  in  the  nrK)ft  rerpe6kabie 
place  of  the  capitol ;  and  from  thence  forward 
this  ugly  lign  has  been  reveredj  to  Ifr^el's  de^ 
ftru&ion>  as  we  are  witnefles. 

Mtfes.  What  caufe  could  influence  the  wc^ld 
like  an  impetuous  torrent  from  all  parts  to  run 
with  infatiable  and  greedy  delight,  to  gaze  with 
unremitted  defire  on  the  objeA  of  their  wiihes? 

RuUrs.  This  queftion  will  not  be  a  difficult 
4query,  if  we  refled  that  fcarce  an  hour  paiTed 
f^ut  lome  miracle  or  cure  was  eflfcdted.  The 
-blind  received  their  fight,  the  deaf  heard,  the 
Jhame  walked,  the  dumb  (poke,  thofe  pofTefied 
^ere  healed,  the  dead  raifed,  and  many  other 
loaders  too  numerous  to  be  dwelt  upon,  which 
bring  above  the  common  laws  of  nature,  be- 
^ic(  hed  the  giddy  multitude  and  ravifhed  them 
^^tOiH  the  law  and  commandments.  Had  tK^ 
-J  A  a  2  ^Ni  \ 
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^il  cfcafed  with  Jcftjs,  no  doubt  a  few  days 
would  have  funk  the  matter  in  oblivion ;  biit 
unluckily  the  poifbn  was  deeply  rooted,  fo  that 
to  this  day  the  venom  cannot  be  extraftcd.  Pe- 
ter andfiis  ailbciates>  by  flratagem^  a  few  days 
after  the  decpafe  of  their  Meflfiab,  pretending 
they  were  infpired  from  above,  fpoke  (though 
unlettered)  every  language^  fo  that  the  rabble 
were  kftoniihed  to  hear  thefe  Galileans  fpeak  to 
them  in  their  native  tongue.     They  mfluenced 
the  unpoli/hed  multitudej  as  their  leader  had 
donCj  curing  all  difeafes,  the  very  fhadow  of 
Fete^j  the  mob  was  perfuaded^  had  this  virtue. 
Thofe  in  power  arraigned  them,  and  inBidted 
ftripes  ta rid  them  of  their  madnefs,  which  they 
embraced, with  joy  and  firmnefs.     They  were 
imprifoned,    but  when  releafed   (by    no  one 
knows  what  fpirit)  found  the  more  obdurate 
and  impenitent»^  and  daily  enlarging,  that  both 
Jews  and  Romans  were  compelled  to  ufe  every 
fevcrity  to  rid  the  world  of  this  pcft  of  no- 
velifts  or  innovators^  but  to  no  purpofe ;  for, 
as  we  obferved,  three  hundred  years  from  the 
commencement  of  this  feft,  the  emperor  Con- 
ftantine  took  the  infeftion  from  a  f.     He  faid, 
fecn  by   himfelf  and   army   at  noon-day,  far 
brighter  than  the  fun,  with  this  infcription,  Bj 
This  Conquers  and  he  being fuccefsful  againfthis 
colleagues  (who  were  heathens)  eftabliihed  by 
cdift  his  novelty,  which  has  cruelly  tormented 
the  world,  as  we  know  this  day.     What  gives 
and  keeps  alive  this  madnefs,  is   the  fecret  in- 
fluence they  have  over  the  fenfes  and  laws  of 
nature  \  fox  Vu  tNt.t^  ag^c  we  find  thelc  workers 
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of  wonders  exhibiting  their  fkilij  to  the  amaze*  - 

ment  of  the  low-bred  mifcreants  :  A  late  one  af  : 

Kome  died  a  common  beggar,  by  name,  Jofeph  • 

Labre  ;  he  did  in  a  great  meafure  furprife  two 

of  us  here,  Jolhua  and  Nebemia ;  you  were  both 

prcfent  at  Rome  when  he  died,  on  the  i6th  of 

April,  1783,  declare  what  you  werfe  eye-witnef- 

festo  whilft  thtre,  that  Kabbi  Mofes  knowing: 

ihe  fcdudion  that  envelop  its  votaries  of  the 

chriftian  herefy  may  hold  raft  to  the  covenant  of 

circumcifion  given  by  Almighty  God  to  our 

fathers. 

y§Jhua  (S  Nebemiab.     Be  it  known  to  you, 
venerable  Rabbi,  that  we  were  prefent  at  Rome, 
at  the  time  the  beggar,  Benedift,  Jofeph  Labre^ 
dcceafed,  the  time  juft  mentioned,  and  were 
eye  witneffes  of  what  pafled,  which  far  fuperfedcd 
the  laws  of  nature;  to  en:er  into  a  narrative 
would  be  both  tedious  and  irkfome,  more  efpe- 
cially  as  we  can  prefent  you  with  an  accurate. 
hiftory  a  few  days  fince  fent  us  by  our  friends 
in  London,  printed  in  Englifh,  to  which  we 
.  beg  to  refer.    All  we  will  now  therefore  mention 
Ihall  be  ;  that  we  were  prefent  for  feveral  days, 
examined  the  corpfe  and  found  it  foft,  flexible, 
found,  and  uncorrupted,  free  from  any  difagree- 
able  fmell  or  figo  of  putrification,  but  perfectly 
"  elaftic  as  the  flefh  of  a  perfon  in  health.    One 
extraordinary  circumftance  we  will  take  notice 
o(i   When  he  was  to  be  (hifted  he  was  plav  ed 
fitting  on  two  benches,  one  fupported  him  by 
the  (houlders ;  the  corpfe  as  one  alive  ftretched 
out  his  hand  and  laid  hold  of  the  bench  to  fup- 
'  port  himfclf.    Some  of  the  company  >n'\\V\xv^v» 
Aa  3  >5i^ 
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be  eoninncid  whether  what  appeared  marveDous 
might  not  proceed  from  a  nacuml  caufr,  or  the 
effed  of  mere  chance;  they  therefore  inclined 
the  body  toward  the  hand  that  clinched  the 
bench.  This  experiment  they  tried :  If  the  hand 
and  fingers  had  been  no  more  than  fimply  ap- 
^ied  to  the  bench;  if  the  mufcles  had  not  been 
in  a  ftate  of  extenfion  and  real  contraAioni  then 
ifhen  the  body  was  more  inclined  to  the  band 
that  clinched  the  bench,  the  hand  would  natu* 
rally  follow  the  motion  and  inclination  of  the 
body,  and  by  its  own  weight  loofen  and  fall :— 
Inftead  of  which,  the  hand  continued  to  hold 
faft,  until  fome  one  loofened  it :  this  was  re- 
peated difierent  times  to  the  fame  efleft.  One 
of  us  for  a  full  convidion  in  a  cafe  &>  extraor- 
dinary,  defired  that  the  hand  (hould  be  difen* 
gaged  from  the  bench,  and  that  the  body  might 
be  feated  in  its  firft  pofition,  which  was  done, 
and  to  our  great  amazement,  the  corpfe  or  bod^ 
fupported  itfelf  by  clinching  the  bench  as  before, 
reprefenting  the  aftion  of  a  living  perfon. 
Some  time  after  his  hand  was  loofed,  and  all 
prefcnt  were  convinced  of  the  real  flexibility  of 
his  fingers,  and  extenfion  and  play  of  the  mufcles, 
through  the  length  of  the  hand  that  grafped  the 
arm,  and  to  the  bread;  the  fame  contra&ions 
and  play  of  the  mufcles  were  obfervcd  as  in  a 
perfon  alive,  who  being  inclined  to  fupport  his 
body  in  that  pofture  or  difpoficion,  would  rake 
hold  of  what  was  mod  proper  as  a  reft.  This 
man  died,  Wedncfday  evening,  and  the  time  I 
now  mention  was  the  Sunday  evening  following, 
^e  being  refolved  to  be  eye-witnefles,  fpcnt  a 
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large  part  of  each  day>  for  a  month  :J96i9t^  h1^ 
death,  near  his  perfon^  which  was  not  only  difr 
ficult  but  dangerous,  occafioned  by  dio  coor 
icourfe  of  people  from  all  parts,  tp  receive  their 
cures,  and  fome  to  return  thanks  for  being 
healed  s  froni  which. fuoceffion  of  mir^oles  curnr 
ed  forth  fuch  a  prodigious  ftorm  of  fedivftiott 
that  all  the  world  feecned  in  a  ftupor.:  Silly  peor 
pie,  crying  out  without  ceafing,  chat  jhe  de^ 
beggar  attefted  his  power  with  Go^.  This  caUc4 
to  our  mind  the  ftfdudtion  of  Ifradl,  wfs  meai 
that  part  that  fell  from  the  covenant  ^f  our  far 
thcrs  and  joined  in  league  with  their  leader, 
Jefus,  whom  they  ftiled  Chrift,  purely  through 
a  reprobate  fpirit  thirfting  for  novelty^  aod  fur 
pematural  knowledge  not  lawful,  or  cooforauu* 
ble  to  the  ftateof  man.  '    ^'.     ;    i     v 

yiaron  &?  Eleazar.  What  you  ad?amre,of  the 
ibpernatural  powers,  ^ppertaip)  and  is'liiromifed 
to  none  but  our  Mefliah  ami  coyih^^i  iafl  prer 
tenders  are  excluded*  The  35th.eb^tqfr  of  the 
prophet  Ifaiah  gives  us  this  aflirf\ance.:I  ^^  The 
wildernefs  and  the  folitarjr  \>hot  fliallisie  ^ad 
for  them ;  and  the  defart  (hall  rejaice,^and  blof- 
fom  as  the  rofe.  It  fhail  bloflbm  ahvudanxiiy, 
and  rejoice  even  with  joy  and  fipging:  the  giorf 
of  Lebanon  (hall  be  given  unto  it,  <lhc  excel- 
lerncy  of  Carmel  and  Sharon  :  they  (hail  iee  ibc 
glory  of  _the  Lord,  and  the  excellency  of  our 
God.  Strengthen  y£  the  weak  hands,  and  con- 
firm the  feeble  knees.  Say  to  them  that  are  of 
a  feebk  heart,  be  itrong;  fear  AOt:  hehold> 
your  God  will  come  with  vengeance,  even  God 
with  a  recompence*,  he  will  come  And  fave  you.

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Then  the  eyes  of  the  blind  (hall  be  opened,  and 
the  ears  of  the  deaf  ihalL  be  unftopped.  Then 
ihall  the  lame  man  leap  as  a  hart,  and  the  tongue 
of  the  dumb,  fing;  for  in  the  wildernefs  (hall 
waters  break  out,  and  ftreams  in  the  defart. 
And  the  parched  ground  (hall  become  a  pool, 
and  the  thirfty  land  fprings  of  water,  in  the  ha- 
bitation of  dragons,  where  each  lay  (hall  be 
Srafs  with  reeds  and  ru(hes.  And  an  highway 
lall  be  there,  and  a  wayf  and  it  (hall  be  called 
the  way  of  holinefs ;  the  unclean  (hall  not  pafs 
over  it;  but  it  (hall  be  for  thofe :  the  way-faring 
men,  though  fools  (hall  not  err  therein.  No  lion 
ihall  be  there,  nor  any  ravenous  beaft  (hall  go 
up  thereon^  it  (hall  not-^e  found  there  i  but  the 
redeemed  (hall  walk  there.  And  the  ranfomed 
of  the  Lord  (hall  return,  and  come  to  Zion  with 
fongs,  and  cverlafting  joy  upon  their  heads: 
they  ftiall  obtain  joy  and  gladnefs  ;  and  forro\^ 
and  (ighing  (hall  flee  away.''  This,  with  the 
other  prophecies  and  promifes  of  fcripture, 
would  have  been  fulfilled  according  to  the  time 
marked  out  by  Almighty  God,  which  was  when 
Jefus  and  feveral  orher  invaders  appeared  at  the 
epoch  that  the  chriftian  herefy  fixes  its  date  or 
sera.  AH  other  pretenders  were  crufhed  in  their 
infancy,  but  the  chriltian  chief  by  his  inimitable 
magic  has  laid  Ifrael  under  infernal  fetters  which 
we  ftill  wear. 

Jojhua  6?  Nebemiah.  If  Ifrael  embarrafs  her- 
felf  by  claiming  fupernatural  agency,  or  power 
of  miracles,  and  other  fpiritual  iuva(ions  on 
nature,  as  a  divine  quality  promifed,  and  by 
which  their  Mefliah  and  new  law  or  covenant 
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ihall  be  diftlnguilhed  or  made  known ;  fuch  as 
Ifaiah  points  out,  and  which  you  havejuA  re« 
cited,  "  Given  fighr  to  the  blind,  hearing  to  the 
deaf,  agility  to  the  lame  or  inapotent,  and 
fpeech  to  the  dumb.*'  If  thefe  be  the  indubitable 
marks  •  by  which  the  MefTiah  and  new  law  (hall 
be  acknowledged  and  made  known,  ^nd  that 
the  chriftian  fociety  are  right  in  the  date  of  their 
commencement,  which  was  the  tjme  marked 
for  the  eftabliftiment  of  the  new  covenant  by 
the  Mefllah.  If  thefe  are  truths  that  cannot;  be 
impeached  or  controverted,  and  Jcfus  their  le- 
giflator,  of  the  feed  of  Abraham,  tribe  of  Judah, 
and  lineage  of  David  :  ifchriftianity  is  entitled 
and  priviliged  with  thefe  marlcs  and  fupernataral 
qualities ;  then  the  voice  of  the  fnprrme  God 
has  beftowed  and  granted  her  his  divine  docu- 
ments, which  wilt  account  for  the  flourilhing 
ftate  of  the  fecond  covenant,  and  the  wretched 
condition  and  deprived  ftate  of  the  firft.  If  fo, 
the  Jews  of  all  people  on  the  fa  e  of  the  earth 
are  the  moft  miferable.  \  his  we  muft  grant, 
that  a  great  part  of  our  nation  joined  J  ius, 
and  became  his  difcipies;  that  is,  ad  ied  tr.en* 
Jelves  to  his  church  prefently  after  his  death, 
through  warm  perfuafive  means,  confirmed  by 
inconteftible  miracles  daily  and  hourly  laid  be- 
fore them,  openly,  publicly,  and  with  the  moft 
confpicuous  and  clear  evidence,  even  the  miracle 
of  n)iracle.s,  and  which  have  betn  fiiequenc 
among  them  until  our  timt-,  raifing  the  oead, 
as  their  leader  raifed  Lazarus  after  being  dead 
four  days ^  which  enticement  ailurtd  the  muN 
tiiude,  and  drew  the  greateft  marks  of  rclped; 
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fforrt  them;  they  would  forcibly  have  made 
him  their  king,  which  he  declined;  but  would 
aflfemble  and  efcort  him  in  triumph  into  Jcru* 
filem>  (when  they  knew  that'he  had  raifcd  La- 
izlirus  from  the  grave,  and  made  4ife  of  the 
fupernatural  powers;  for  at  his  word  the  laws 
of  nature  were  fuperfeded,  and  all  nature  was 
fubjeft  to  his  will  3)  with  loud  acclamation  and 
ihouts  of  honour  and  applaufe,  fo  as  to  rend  the 
air,  with  Hofanna.to  the  Son  of  David;  bWflfed 
is  he  that  cometh  in  the  name  of  the  Lord :  Ho- 
fanna  in  the  higheft.  When  (hould  we  make 
an  end  to  bring  the  whole  into  view,  which  we 
know  by  evident  proofs  to  be  inconteftibk? 
many  have  been  proved  by  our  immediate  in- 
fpeAion,  but  as  you  have  confidered  what  we 
have  affertcd  concerning  the  lat«  beggar  Labre, 
as  a  mark  of  idiotifm,  or,  ironically  to  impofe 
our  impiety  on  your  credulity;  it  would  be  an 
intrufion  to  proceed,  but  only  to  remind  you 
of  what  you  have  related  with  admiration,  both 
Aaron  and  Eleazar,  which  is  the  extraordiniry 
phenomenon  of  Catharine  of  Bologna,  virgin 
abbefs  of  the  poor  Clares  in  that  city  ;  (he  ditd 
on  the  9th  of  March,  1460;  her  body  remains 
frcfh,  and  (hewn  in  the  church  of  her  convent, 
fitting  richly  covered,  but  her  hands,  face  and 
feet  are  naked.  She  is  yearly  drefled,  and  her 
nails  and  hair,  which  grow  as  if  alive,  are<:ut; 
but  why  do  we  not  come  nearer  hcMTie,  I  mean 
in  our  neighbourhood  Antwerp  ?  where  is  ftiewn 
one  who  has  been  dead  long  fihce;  and  on  the 
day  of  his  anniv^rfary,  or  commemoration,  the 
bift}op,  affifted,  holds  him  to  the  view  of  the 
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a(!embly  or  atidieqceb  as  by  ics  appearance^  fre(h 
and  flexible.  Edward  the  Confcflbr,  king  of 
Eneland>  in  Weftminfter-Abbey.  He  died  5th 
of  January  io66.  In  1163,  his  body  was  incor- 
rupt, the  lirt>bs  flexible,  and  clothes  frefli. 
One  Ralph,  acr'ppk,  and  fix  blind  men,  were 
i*tftored,  in  1102,  ac  his  tomb,  accordirg  10 
the  moft  authentic  records,  when  the  body  was 
viewed  in  the  prtfence  of  a  number  of  fpefta- 
tprs.  To  curtail  the  mater,  if  incorruptible 
licy,  miracles,  and  other  fupernatural  gifts  arc 
peculiar  and  Iingularly  to  be  attiibuied  and  af- 
Hgned  to  the  Meffiah  a^id  his  covenanr,  Chrift 
and  Chriftianity  have  undoubtedly  obtained  .he 
promife  ma<;ie  by  Almighty  God  to  our  Father. 
Abraham;  that  in  his  fetd  all  the  nu  ions  of 
the  earth  fhould  be  bleflftrd.  And  this  prom  fe 
was  repeated  to  our  fathers,  Ifaac  and  J^  ob. 
If  you  will  attend  to  the  prophets,  you  ¥v ill  ob- 
ferve  it  to  extend  and  confirmed,  without  limi- 
tation, both  to  Jews  and  Gentiles.  What^ 
«bercfore,  can  wc  fay,  but  that  God  has,  in  •befc 
our  lad  days,  broke  down  the  party^wall  be- 
twixt us  and  tfce  Oentilcs,  and  has  bequeathed 
a  general  vifitwoa?  1  he  Lo'^d  our  God  has 
pofitively  affertcd,  that  though  the  childceo  of 
Ilrael  be  as  the  fand  on  the  fca-fbore,  yet  a 
remnant  fhall  be  faved,  and  that  his  n  .ate  (hail 
be  magnifice>nt  among  the  Gentne^;  and  that 
hris  Elcd  (hall  bear  (or  be  called  b.)  aoocher 
name.  Malachi  farther  confimib  the  otnrr  pro* 
phecics  and  declares,  that  the  f  .ctJhces  <  f  btafts 
fliall  be  laidafide  and  be  anru  le.i,  in  thr  place 
of  which  aptire  offering  (hould  be  oUcrcd  frooi 
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the  rlfing  of  the  fun  unto  the  fetting  thereof. 
Thcfe  are  fcripture  proofs,  on  which  foundation 
Ifrael  places  her"  confidence,  and  on  thcfe  fcrip- 
tures  her  hope  is  fixed.  Let  us  revert  to  reafon. ' 
If  the  time  marked  for  the  nianifeftation  of  th6- 
Mefliah  be  elapfed  1785  years,  the  benefit  of 
redemption  is  not  complied  with  on  the  part  of 
the  Creator,  confequently  millions  have  been, 
and  are  at  this  time,  reprobated  among  the 
damned,  for  want  of  this  general  relief  or  uni- 
verfal  blefling.  Before  this  epoch  falvation,  by 
a  good  life  and  expeding  the  happy  period,  was 
obtained ;  but  fince  the  lenient  jpromifcd  asra 
(if  Jefus  is  not  Mefliah)  both  Jews  and  Gentiles 
arc  loft  and  overwhelmed  in  a  chaos  of  indi- 
gefted  hope,  or  a  fenfelefs,  vague,  roving  and 
unfettled  notion,  (reprefenting  a  veflftl  in  a 
a  ftorm,  placed  in  the  midft  of  the  ocean,  with-^ 
out  either  compafs,  helm,  or  pilot,  left  to  the 
mercy  of  the  waves)  plunged  in  a  general  and 
iiniverfal  ignorance  and  unfcttlednefs. 

Abfalomy  Mordecai.  You  are  brethren,  and 
Ihould  not  fruftrate  and  render  intfi^eftual  the 
bufinefs  that  feared  us  here,  which  is,  to  reftore 
and  fettle  our  brother  Mofes  in  the  hopes  of 
Ifrael,  which  we  know  are  everlafting,  un- 
changeable, and  not  one  jot  of  the  law  fhall 
perifh.  The  difpute  betwixt  you  confifts  in 
this.  Aaron  and  Eleazar  do  not  agree  with 
Jofhua  and  Nehemiah,  that  a  true  and  fubftan- 
tial  miracle  can  be  out  of  the  congr  gation  or 
covenant  of  truth.  They  do  not  mean  but  that 
the  fcnfes  might  be  deceived,  as  nothing  is 
more  ealy  and  daily  pradifed,  both  by  pick- 
pockets 
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pockets  and  jugglers ;  and  this  comes  under 
our  inimediate  notice,  that  are  no  ftrolicrs, 
having  this  conifort,  never  been  beyond  our 
neighbourhood^  neither  do  we  intend  to  miove 
until  a  pofitive,  firm,  real,  true,  and  abfolate 
cdift  from  the  McfEah,  artd  under  his  undoubt- 
ed fignature,  commands  our  attendance,  and 
officially  to  perform  facrifice  and  other  duties. 
The  projTiife  is  of  a  two-fold  nature,  that  is, 
local  in  the  firft  inftitution,  or  covenants  Ge- 
neral in  the  fecond  inflitution,  or  covenant. 
Mofes  was  appointed  to  promulgate  the  law. 
Mcffiah  to  bring  all  thecarth  under  .its  fubjec- 
tion.  The  unruly,  to  be  fcourgcd  by  an  iron 
rod.  , 

Joftjudy  Nebemiab.  Under  this  iron  rod  the 
unchriftian  Jews  are  difciplined;  neither  of  us 
can  call  it  ftrange,  neither  can  we  ccnfurc  it 
harfh  5  as  we  have  inconteftible  evidence  laid 
before  us,  we  mean  the  fcfipture  prophecies, 
which  are  duly  fulfilled,  both  in  the  chriftiaa 
church,  or  kingdom  of  Chrift,  as  alfo  in  the 
fynagogue  of  the  Jews.  1  he  chriftijin  or  fe- 
cond covenant  raifed  to  the  plenitude  of  favour 
and  power.  The  Jew,  or  firft  covenart,  anni- 
hilated^ ceafcd,  effaced,  buried  in  oblivion, 
obliterated.  The  exiflence  of  locality  confined 
to  the  Jewilh  nation,  (the  extent  of  whofe  coun- 
try was  little  more  than  the  United  States)  and 
one  temple,  or  place  of  worfhip,  with  its  le- 
giflative  authority,  rites  and  ceremonies,  was 
proper  to  the  limited  ftate  of  the  firft  covenant, 
to  prcferve  the  genealogy  and  manifeft  to  the  / 
world  their  Melfiah.   But  when  the  end  or  cont- 
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piction  of  the  inftttution  was  anfwcrcd  (the 
manifcftation  of  the  MeflTuh)  bring  dead  and 
annulled^  is  for  ever  aboiiilied  and  eternally 
xeft  in  a  ftate  of  vacuity,  as  it  h^fi  to  our  know:- 
Jedgerttnainedneaf.two^houfand  years.  Let  us 
fisppoie  the  revival  of  an  io^poflibilicy ;  how  is 
Jt  prafticable  for  the  four  continents^  or  all  the 
nations  of  the  earth  to  travel  yearly  to.  Solo- 
mon's temple,  at  Jertrfalem,  to  offer  facrifice, 
^d  pay  their  homage  to  their  MeiBah  ?  This 
would  be  turning  the  world  upfide  down^  and 
iacroduce  anarchy  and  confuHon,  and  no  ways 
corrcfpond  with  chat  provident  care>  onder^and  . 
rule,  we  fee  difpiayed.  both  in  the  heavens  and 
this  our  terraqueous  globe.  It  would  not  be  a 
plcafing  dance  to  perfons  of  Abfalom  and  Mor- 
decai's  caft,  who  would  prefer  their  chimney 
corner  or  fire-place.  It  would  be  an  excellent 
age  for  licentioufnefs,  and  be  an  uninterrupted 
fpur  to  frcc-boorers,  &c.  We  beg  to  aninaad- 
vert,  in  few  words,  on  one  or  two  more  points 
which  to  us  fcem  as  objeftionable  as  that  we 
have  jufl:  taken  our  leave  of. 

I  ft  Query.  To  whom  was  the  promife  firft 
given,  and  for  what  end  was  it  infticuted  ? 

Abjalom^  Mordecau  To  our  father  Abraham, 
Ifaac,  and  Jacob.  The  inftitution  divine,  and 
the  end,  to  form  Ifraei  into  a  pure  and  holy 
nation,  fo  as  to  be  a  diftincl  people,  the  lot  of 
the  Lord. 

Jojhua^  Nehemiab.  The  promife  was  given  to 
Adam  ac  his  fall,  the  end,  to  rcftore  man,  and 
rcinllate  him  in  his  loft  privileges,  two  thou- 
fand  years  before  Abraham  was  born  j  therefore 
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could  have  no  reipeft  diftin^ly  to  hiitii  of  hfa 
poftmcy,  the  infticution  conftquently  geneuU 
which  is  proved  by  the  teftimony  and  aflurance 
to  Abraham  that  in  bis  feed  all  the  nations  of 
the  earth  fliould  beblefled.  r 

2d  Query.  Was  the  validity  of  the  promife 
marked  out  by  the  fcriptures  for  the  manifeft^ 
tion  of  the  MeflTiah  and  fulfilling  of^  and  com-> 
pleting  the  effe£b>  obtained^  which  finceis  fe? 
venteen  hundred  and  eighty-five  years? 
-  AarMj  Ekazar.  No  Ifraelite  can  give  adi* 
reft  anfwerco  your  queftion.  Ifrael  caniiot  re- 
join  a  Degativcj  neither  can  (he  reply  ia^fae 
tiflifwiative.  If  we  fay^  the  promife  renfiains 
inc<>mplete9  we  arraign  the  God  of  truth,  and 
bring  the  fcripturcs  into  difrepute.  If  we  grant 
<he  proinife  perfedt  and  fulfilled,  our  priisfts  and 
rulers,  with  that  part  of  the  JWps  who  adhered 
at  that  time  with  them,  in  the  rAp(5tion  of  Jefus 
(who  openly  declared  himftlf  ti^  MeiTiah)  witk 
die  generality  or  bulk  of  our  nation,  their  af*- 
fociates,  and  from  thence  the  confederation^ 
•ji^ho  retnin  the  name  of  Jews  uatil  this  day, 
tnuft  be  reprobated  and  condemned.  There  is 
DO  alternative.  God  and  his  fcriptures  mult  be 
anouUed  or  the  Mefllah  produced. 

Jb/aloniy  Mordecai.  Not  one  jot  of  the  law 
ihall  peHQi,  but  fhall  remain  everlaftingly. 

3d  Query.  Jojhiia^  Nekemiab.  Will  the  earth 
and  its  inhabitants  continue  in  their  (lace,  cjon* 
dition,  and  regulation  for  ever  ? 

Abjahm^  Mordecai.  Moft  undoubtedly.  Cir- 
cumcifing  and  the  Law  of  Mofes  Ihall  have  no 
change  for  ever,  and  when  Mcfliah  (hall  come 

to 
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to  Zion  he  will  gather  Ifrael  as  a  hen  her  chicks, 
from  all  parts  of  the  earth,  where  we  have  been 
fcattierred,  and  we  (hall,  inlleadof  horfes  mules 
and  jack-aflTefi,  ride  pick-a-pack  on  the  backs 
of  Kings  and  Princes.  Judea  from  thencefor- 
ward will  be  the  garden  of  Paradife^  and  as 
Meffiah  comes  Co  reftore  man  to  his  innocent 
ftare,  furely  he  will  plant  the  Tree  of  Life, 
which  we  will  be  careful  to  propagate  in  great 
abundance  throughout  the  country.  Then  fhall 
wc  live  fafely  every  man  linder  his  own  Fig- 
tree,  vand  the  riches  of  the  heathen  iball  be 
brought  in  great  abundance  to  Zic^n.  The 
Tree  of  Life  will  be  an  antidote  to  (ireveht 
deaih;  Happy  the  heathen  that  can  catch  hold 
of  the  (kirt  of  a  Jew.

Jojbua^  Nehemiah.  What  Mefl^ah  does  the 
prophet  Daniel  fay,  in  his  9th  chapter;  (hould 
be  put  (o  death,  after  confirming  the  fecond  co- 
venant with  many,  (and  this  at  the  time  Jefus 
Chhft  was  -put  to  death  and  fettled  and  efta- 
bliflied  the.  Chiillian  covenant)  and  that  the 
people  and  their  prince  that  (hould  come  (hould 
deftroy  the  city  and  fanftuary,  and  put  an  end 
10  oblations  and  facrifices,  even  to  the  confum- 
macion,  all  which  was  completed  by  the  Ro- 
mans ?  &c. 

Mojes.  O  infinite  and  eternal  God,  how  can 
a  wretch  that  hath  Ipun  out  a  life  of  fourfcore 
years  in  the  paths  of  infimy  and  wiles  of  Satan, 
repair  to  your  dread  tribunal  for  mercy  ?  I  am 
loft  and  buried  in  the  depth  of  horror  and  con- 
fufion.  O  my  God,  I  confefs  myfelf  guilty 
even  of  ilifling  the  operation  of  my  prafon, 

which 
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which  pufillanimicy  prevented^  and  rendered 
the  feed  of  falvation  (that  you  have  planted  in 
every  rational  being)  from  profiting  by  an  in- 
creafe  of  mejit  to  claim  your  nmercy  through 
the  infinite  ranfom  you  have  purchafed  us  with, 
abortive.  O  my  God,  the  fcriptures  that  you

this  fetid  monfier  you  grew  up  and  made  your 
league.  Whatdillant  clime  have  you  not  trod  in 
cquefl:  of  that  very  peace  your  callous  heart,  as  a 
ftill-born  fcetus,  was  not  capable  of  perpcivingj 
though  ypu  were  continually  with  every  entice- 
ment invited  to  its  banquet. 

Proverbs,  chap.  9.  Wjfdomhath  builds  her 
houfe,  (he  hath  hewn  oUt  her  feven  pillars ;  (he 
hath  killed  ^er  beads,  (he  hath  mingled  her 

fWinet,  (he  hath  alfofurpiihed  her  tables  (he  has 
feht  forth  her  maidehsi  (he  criitb  Uf^on  the 

.higheft  places  of  the  city.  Who  is  fimpki  let 
him  turn  in  hither ;  he  that  wanted.Underltand- 
ing,  (he  faith  to  him.    Come,  eat  of  my  breadi 

-and  drink  of  the  wine  which  I  have  mingled. 
Forfake  the  foolilh  and  live,  and  go  in  the  way 

^  of  underftanding.  He  that  reproveth  the  fcornel*, 

'  getteth  to  himfelf  (hame :  and  he  that  rebukedi 
a  wicked  man,  getteth  himfelf 'a  blot.  Re- 
prove not  a  fcorner,  left  he  hate  thee  :  rebuke 
a  wife  man,  and  he  will  love  you.  Giveinr 
ftruftion  to  a  wife  man,  and  he  will  bcyfct 
wifer:  teach  ajuft  man,\and  he  will  incrcafein 
learning.  The  fear  of  the  Lord  is  the  begin'' 
ning  of  wifdom :  and  the  knowledge  of  the 
Holy  is  underftanding.  For  by  me  your  days 
(hall  be  multiplied,  and  the  years  of  your  life 
(hall  be  increafed.     If  thou  art  wife,  thau  (hale 

be 
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ht  wrfetor  thyfclf ;  but  if  thou  fcorneft,  thou 
alone  ihalc  bear  it. 

Man  being  invefted  with  the  moft  noble  qua- 
lity of  free-will,  to  ^eje^,  or  accept  atplea- 
furei  the  divine  feed  being  fown  in  his  hearty 
•his  falvation  depends  on  hinrxfelf.     O  mtfad- 
viftd  culprit,    to  r^ftrain    and  mortify    your 
paQionsand  various  inclinations,  that  your  life 
might  pafs  unfuUied,  emaciating  your  body  and 
reftraining  your  will  from  common  neccflarics^ 
'  that  the  poor  might  find  a  refuge,  and  in  you  a 
common  father ;  what  other  delight  have  you 
frckcd  from  your  youth,  and  confidered  it  your 
duty   to  fort  with  the  needy  and  bear  their 
burthens  to  inculcate  religion  in  their  hearts, 
root  out  vicious' habits,  and  in  all  things  make 
them  happy  j  and  this  not  confined  to  your  own 
nation,  but  univerfal,  the  whole  ftock  of  the 
human  fpecies.     And  yet  vain  man,  the  Impe- 
rial or^  Royal  duty  from  which  the  other  (hould 
•proceed  and  draw  its  efFefts,  you  have  not  alone 
'flighted,  but  thundered  forth* from  a  malevo- 
^-lent  and  mifchevous  heart,  the  mbttfpiteful 
anfd  wicked  biafphemy  ;  fo  that  while  your  mo- 
rals and  duty  to  your  neighbour  remained  unim« 
peachable  (your  wicked  inftraftion  excepted) 
you  were  in  a  far  more  wicked  and  dcteftable 
ftate,  than  the  reprobate  angels  or  devils.  They 
ftoodpartof  theCeleftial  Hierarchy,  and  thro' 
the  excellency  of  their  fuperipr  quality  were 
-worthy  the  immortal  thrones  they  were  feated 
on,  but  conremplating  as  they  conceived  their 
irrevocabltf  fublimty,  and  being  (truck  with  a 
^  fecret  paflTion  of  fondnefs  at  the  exquifite  an4 
B  b  a  f^odef^ 
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fpotlefs  beauty,  height  of  magnificence,  witK 
crowns,  and  exceeding  great  weight  of  glory 
they  had  attained  to,  dazzled  chofe  high  intelli- 
gences, and  formed  a  fecret  attachment  which 
was  the  nurfc-egg  that  produced  felf-lbvc,  pride 
and  rebellion.  Their  wagear  are  a  total  feclufion 
from  their  God,  ftript  of  their  captivating  or- 
naments, taken  from  their  thrones,  and  mc- 
tamo'-phofed  into  frightful  fiends  of  heli.  Maa 
being,  at  the  fall  of  the  angels,  created  to  fill 
their  vacant  thrones,  that  there  mighe^  be  no 
excitement  to  pride  (the  caufc  by  which  the 
angels  fell)  was  veiled  in  a  humiliating  garb 
compofed  of  flime.  In  this  dirty  coat  he  was 
to  remain  until  a  reafonable  trial  ihould  be  the 
teft  of  obedience  and  reverence  to  the  Divioe 
Decree.  Satan  obfcrving  thefc  dirty  creatures 
and  judging  they  were  formed  to  fill  the  thrones 
from  which  himfelf  and  affociates  had  been  de- 
graded, refolved  with .  contemptuous  fcorn  to 
allure  them  into  the  fnarc  thcmfclves  had  been 
entrapped,  and  rcafonably  confidcring  the  dif- 
parity,  betwixt  an  angel  and  the  man  of  mud, 
contrived  his  fall  in  due  progreflion  adequate  to 
the  difparity.  He  therefore  made  ufe  of  the 
mod  vile  reptile  (by  which  fubtlety  he  retains 
the  name  of  the  old  ferpent)  to  accomplifh  his 
plot.  In  the  garden  of  delights  man  had  free 
accefs  and  his  enjoyment  unreftrained,  but  the 
tree  of  knowledge,  which  as  a,  tcft  of  his  obe- 
dience to  his  Creator  he  was  forbid  to  tafte. 
Satan  made  ufe  of  this  ftratagem,  by  twining 
about  the  tree  of  knowledge  in  the  prefencc 
of  Eve,    inviting  her  to  the  banquet,    who, 
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obferving  the  delight  of  enjoyment  painfed  in 
the  countenance  of  the  fcrpent,  and   that  he 
furvived  the  pleafure,  was  raifed  by  curiofity 
and  defire  to  try  the  experiment  which   nurfe- 
egg  proved   fatal,  being  of  the   fame   fpecies 
with   that  of  the  devil's  felf  love,  pride,  and 
rebellion.     Let  us  view  thefe    created   gods. 
Great  Lucifer  or  Satan,  prince  of  the  firft  tribe, 
who,  before  his  godlhip,  was  one  of  the  moft      \ 
bright,  glorious  and  refplendent  princes  of  the 
heavenly  hierarchy,  new  habitefl  in  the  coat  of 
the  moft  vile  reptile,  and  with  the  brotherhood 
are  condemned  to    eternal  perdition.     Man's 
fall  entailed  an  equal  punilhment  on  himfelf 
and  pofterity.     The  humiliating  ftate  of  man 
prefentcd  no  enticement  to  his  fall,  which  ren- 
ders hini  iefs  excufable ;  but  (hame  and  remorfe 
obtained, at  the  Divine  Tribunal,  mercy   and 
the  promife  of  a  Meffiah  to  reinftate  him  in  his 
original   birthright.     The  promife,   after  two 
thoufand  years,  was  fettled  in  the  family  of  our  - 
fathers  Abraham,  Ifaac  and  Jacob,  continued 
iii  the  tribe  of  Judah,  and  allotted  to  the  lineage 
of  David  looo  years  before  his  manifettanon. 
The  Royal  Prophet,  in  his  Pfalms,  fpeaks  fully 
and  in  the  moft  clear  terms  of  the  Divinity  of  the 
Meffiah,  his  Priefthood,  his  offering  bread  and 
wine,  l^islife  of  humiliations,  fufFenngs,  death, 
riefurreftion,  afcenfion,  and  featiiig  his  glorious 
humanity   on  the  Righc-Haind  oi  his  Fat  er. 
The  Lord  faid  unto  my  Lord,  **  Sic  thou  on 
*fny  Right-Hand  until  I  make  thy  enemies  thy 
foot-ftool.'*     The  latter  part  of  this  prophecy 
took  place  forty  years  after  Ifrael  put  qui  ^d^^- 
B  b  3  ^\^> 
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fiah  to  deathf  according  as  bimfelf  had  tohl 
them^  which  prophecy  we  fee  rerDain  in  equal 
force  againft  the  Jews  at  this  day^  praying  ihc 
chriftians  to  permit  them  to  live,  though  a& 
vagabonds  and  mifcreants^  or  vagrants  feeking 
for  reft,  but  can  find  none.  Fulfilling  this 
fcripture.  no  peace  to  the.  wicked*  faith  the 
Ix>rd.  Ifaiah  700  years  before  the  time  of  the 
Mefiiah  defcribes  his  life,  miracles,  povertyi 
rcje&ion,  fufferings,  divinity,  deftru£tion  of 
his  enemies,  call  of  the  Gentiles,,  and  everlaft- 
ing  glory  and  flourifliing  fiate  of  his  church  or 
new  covenant.  All  of  the  prophets  Ipeak  very 
full  and  clear  of  the  iecond  covenant  or  univerf^ 
promife  and  of  her  Divine  Lawgiver  s  but  Da- 
uiel,  as  we  took  notice,  marked  the  epoch  widi 
the  particular  circumftances  attending  it*  His 
eftablifhing  the  Promife  or  Covenant  of  Grace, 

Daniel  9th  chapter.  And  he  Ifaall  confirm 
the  covenant  with  many  for  one  week,  and  io 
the  midflof  the  weekheihall  caufe  the  facriBce 
and  the  oblation  to  ceafe,  and  for  the  over* 
fpreading  of  abominations  he  (hall  make  it  de- 
folate,  even  until  the  confummation,  and  that 
determined,  fhall  be  poured  upon  the  wicked. 
Pfalm  40.  Sacrifice  and  offering  thou  didft  not 
defire ;  my  ears  haft  thou  opened  -,  burnt-offer- 
ing and  fin-offering  haft  thou  not  required. 
Then,  faid  I,  Lo,  I  come,  in  the  volume  of 
the  book  (fcripturcs)  it  is  written  of  me. 

Malachi  ift  chapter.  I  have  no  pleafure  in 
you,  faith  the  Lord  of  Hofis,  neither  will  I 
accept  an  offttmg  at  your  hand.    For  from  the 
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f^iing  of  the  fun,  even  untp  the  gping^^  dpwn  of 
the  fanr^e ,  My  Name  fhall  be  great, among  t)iie 
Gentiles,  and  in  every  place  lAGenfq  flial|,  be 
offered  unto  my  name,  and  a  pure  o^rwgj 
for  my  namell^all  be  great  an^png  t/ie  hcai^ens, 
^ith  the  Lord  of  Hofts. 

It  is  cl^ar  and  incontrpycrtible,  by  thcfe  Jcrip* 
tpre^  and  innumerable  other  texts  or  fentenqesj 
of  Holy  Writ,  that  the  Jewilhpr  firft  covenant; 
(being  in[}perfed;  and  inadpqtiate  to.  tj^c  rein* 
^>ating  man  in  l^is  original  bircjl^rigfitoff  fajyf^- 
tipn  was,  only  a  rile  or  prepafation  to  the  general 
or  uniyef  falj  anrinefty ),  ce^afcd|  and  was  extint^i;  qij 
^lie  arrjy^  and  manifeftation  ojF-  tlie^  Mjeffjah, 
Piyine  i-egiflacor  of  the  fecond  covenant,  or 
Law  9|^  Grace,  The  oflfence  oflpuf  ^rfl^pa- 
i;f;nt^^  beipg;  a  direft  cpntrpul  or  oppqifrjpn 
again^ft  the  Deity,  infinite  jufl^ce  rendered  aljfp-. 
^utely  neceffary  and  reqjuifite,  tlja!^  iiotjiing  Icjft 
thap  an  infipiie  raparanon  cpuljd- fatisf^  or  ap-' 
pcafe  tlje  Pejity.  Thjis  was  the  caufe  or  reafpn 
^at  the  Seconu  Perfon  of  the  Gpdhqad^  aflbme4 
^he  nature  of  man,  and  imtpo^ied  a  ^icrificc  p^ 
inftnite,  prppitiatipn  tp  atone  and  rewi^te^njan 
in  his  firft  privileges.  This  ^eing  t,he  itace  p^ 
ip^p,  tjiat  nothing  lefsthan  tljie  dp^ath  of  the 
Spn  pf  Gqd  could  blot'  but,  arid  appeafe  the 
Plyine.  Juftic.e,  hpw  can  reafon  be  (b  far  pvcr;^ 
riu)ed  and  fuperijbded  as  to  fuppofje  tl^at  tljie 
\)lpod  of  l;>ealts  cpuld^  n)ake  atonement,  wheii 
death  tl\at  was  infliftej^  as  9  punifljment  on  mail 
lor  this  original  fin  of  pur  Qrft  R^^ents  was  no 
nipr.e  tt^aq  a  r^nf\byal  out  o(  this  ^ifc  into  the 
^te.  ci  tl^?.  d^qjnci^  (;9uld  acj\hcr  ^jeric  npr 
B  b  4  claim 
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claim  the  Icaft  alleviation  or  abatement  from 
the  rigorous  fcntence.  Befides  the  fcripture  and 
reafon  which  confirm  this  trCith,  near  twothou- 
fand  jtcars  experience  demonftrates  that  the  ad- 
herents to  the  firff  covenant,  who  call  them- 
felves  Jews,  are  an  abandoned  people,  both  by 
God  and  man.  Their  temple  and  facred  rites 
arc  deftroycd,  prophecy,  miracles,  and  every 
divine  gift,  or  fupernatural  communication 
(that  diilinguifhed  the  firft  covenant  until  the 
eftablifhment  of  the  fecond)  by  Jefus  Chrift 
into  the  Chriftian  Church,  with  the  prophetic 
or  fcripture  promifes,  all  which  you  are  a  wit- 
nefs  to  at  this  day.  But  how  many  years  of 
anxiety  have  you  deluded  yourfelf,  even  four- 
,  fcore,  expedting  a  releafeinent  from  your  cap- 
tivity^  with  a  triumphant  return,  headed  by 
your  Mefliah,  with  the  fppils  of  the  Gentiles, 
bearing  down  all  before  you  and  pafling  as  an 
impetuous  torrent,  roll  upon  the  breadth  of  the 
earth  to  the  Holy  Land,  where  all  things  will 
be  reftored  one  hundred  fold  more  excellent 
than  in  the  reign  of  Solomon  ?  Bur,  alas,  who 
can  account  for  man,  or  comprehend  the  ex- 
tent of  his  folly?  To  expeft  your  nation's  re- 
turn to  their  once  happy  country,  rebuild  their 
temple,  and  reftore  the  rites  and  ceremonies  of 
the  old  law  or  covenant,  would  be  as  great  a 
chimera,  or  wild  fancy,  as  to  conceit  that  the 
foul  remains  in  man  after  death.  Yet  yourfelf 
and  nation  have  ever  nurtured  this  bantling, 
nurfeling,  fondling,  or  maggot,  proceeding 
from  a  a  feverifh  and  lawlefs  zeal,  which  near 
two  thoufand  years  defolation  and  ftrong  efforts

to  recover  your  ancient  freedom  ind  r.einRate 
yoiirfelves  in  the  counrry  given  by  Almighty 
God  to  your  forefathers,  reft^re  your  darling 
city  and  temple,  rites  and  ceremonies  to  their 
firft  excellency.  Your  fathers  made  a  moft  for- 
midable war  during  t^o  years  againft  the  Ro- 
mans, in  the  reign  of  Adrian  j  they  were  led 
on  by  one  Lucuas  and  another,  Barchochebas. 
This  laft  told  them  that  he  was  a  ftar  come 
down  from  heaven  to  enlighten  them,  -  who 
were  under  the  rod  of  oppreffion.  He  was 
taken  and  fuffered  condign  puniflimenr,  and 
many  myriads  deftroyed.  They,  wrre*  inier- 
difted,  not  fo  much  from  afar  to  behr^ld  their 
native  foil.  Thus  matters  went  on  until  the 
reign  of  Julian  the  Apottate,  when  your  fathers 
being  egged  forward  by  the  emperor  to  rebuild 
the  temple  and  reftore  the  Jewilh  worfhip, 
and  being  aflifted  by  the  emperor  with  all 
things  neceflary  for  parrying  on  the  build* 
ing,  but  to  no  effeft  ;  for  the  divine  in:e«pofi- 
tion  rendered  endeavours  ineffectual.  Whilft 
the  emperor  was  very  defirous  to  damage  the 
chriftians,  he  betrayed  his  own  fuperftitjon.  For 
being  much  addidted  to  facrificing,  he  not  only 
delighted  in  the  blood  (of  facrifices)  himfcl^ 
but  thought  himfelf  wronged,  unlefs  others 
would  do  fo  too.  But,  in  regard  he  rounu  but 
few  men  as  thofe,  he  fent  for  the-  Jtrws,  and  en- 
quired of  them,  upon  what  account  they  ab- 
ftained  from  facrificing,  when  the  law  of  Mofes 
enjoined  it.  Upon  their  anlwering  h  m,  that 
they  could  not  facrifice  in  any  other  pbce,  buc 
only  at  Jerufalcm,  he  gave  order,  that  Solo-* 
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man's  temple  Ihould  be  forthwith  rc-edificd  1 
in  the  interim,  himfclf:  j>roceeds  in  his  expedi- 
tion againft  the  Perfians.  But  the  Jews,  who. 
for.  a  long  time  had  been  defiroys  of  getting.an 
opportunity  to  have  their  temple  rebuiltj  in  or- 
der to  their  offering  facrifice,  were  then  very 
induilrious  about  the  work.  They  alfo  fhewed 
thcmfclves  very  formidable  to  the  chriftiansi 
and  their  behaviour  cowards  them  was  proud 
and  infolent,  threatening  they  would  do  them 
as  much  mifchief  as  they  themfelves  had  for- 
merly fuffered  from  the  Romans.  The  empe- 
ror, having  given  order,  that  the  charge  of  the. 
building  Ihould  be  paid  out  of  his  Exchequer, 
all  things  were  foon  provided ;  timber,  ftone, 
burnt  brick,  clay,  lime,  and  all  other  mat;e- 
rials  neceffary  for  building.  At  which  time, 
Cyrillus,  bifliop  of  Jerufalem,  called  to 
mind  the  prophecy  of  Daniel,  which  Chrift 
has  alfo  confirmed  in  the  gofpels,  and  pre- 
difted  in  the  prefence  of  many  perfons,  that 
the  time  would  come  Ihortly  that  one  ftonc 
would  not  be  left  upon  another  in  that  temple, 
but  that  the  prophecy  Ihould  be  fulfilled. 

Thefe  were  the  bi (hop's  words ;  and  in  the 
flight  there  happened  a  great  earthquake,  which 
tore  up  the  ftones  of  the  old  foundation  of  the 
temple,  and  difperfcd  them  all,  together  with 
the  adjacent  edifices.  The  Jews  were  extreme- 
ly terrified;  and  the  fame  of  it  brought  many 
perfons  who  lived  at  a  great  diftance  to  that 
place.  When  a  numerous  multitude  were  ga- 
thered, there  happened  anothered  prodigy  j  for 
there  camt  do^u  ^  fa^  t^ooa  heaven,  that  con- 
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turned  ail  the  builder's  tool^  You.  might  haye. 
fccn  mallets,  ironSj  tofmooth  and.  polifli  ftones^ 
with  faws,  hatche.f,  axes,  in  fhorc,^  all  things, 
the  work'Tien  had,  which  were  ufed  about  that 
work,  deftroyed  by  the  flames,  i  he  fir^  preyccl 
upon  thefe  things  for  a.  whole  day,  the  jtwa 
being  in  the  greateft  fear  imagioiible,  ackno\|(- 
ledged.  (though  unwillingly)  that  Chrifl;  VKas 
God.  But  they  obeyed  not  his  w.ll,  but  were 
prepoffeffed  with  an  opinion  of  t;heir  ovyn  rHi- 
gipn,  and  continued  firm  and  gardened.  For 
neither  did  a  third  miracle,  which  happened 
after,  induce  thea;i[  to  a  bfVief  of  th,«  t^ru^h. 
For,  the  night  following,  the  impreffion  of  a 
Crofe,  which  caft  forch  beams  of  brightnefs, 
appeared  printed  on  their  garments,  which  ira- 
preffions,  when  they  faw  the  next  day,  they,  en- 
deavoured to  wafli  and  rub  chern  out,  but  could 
not.  Their  blindnefs  and  flinty  hearts  remained 
unabated,  and  the  temple,  inftcad  of  being  re^ 
built,  was  totally  dtmolifheJ.  Thefe  are  the 
words  of  Socrates,  and  feveral  hUloria'S  pf 
that  age  give  us  much  ftrongrr  and  forcible 
proofs  of  the  fecond  covenant,  and  qcafing  of 
the  firit,  as  you  are  a  witncfs  this  day. 

^o)\  Eternity  admits  neiiher  h^gmping  nqr 
end,  but  is  eternal  now.  The  adorabie  Trinity 
who  folely  inhabit  eternity  froiH  evcrlafting,  is 
one  God  -,  the  Deity  being  one  only  mo(t  fimple 
infinite  perfeftipn,  and  in  that  pcrfedlion  ojip 
only  moft  fo!^  and  nioft  pure  ad,  which  being 
no  other  thing  than  cbe  proper  divine  effence,  it 
is  confequently  ^ver  permanent  and  eterq^l. 
From  the  Father  ifTues  his  ofFs;jiing>  the  Soti^ 
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who  IS  ftiled  in  fcripture.  His  Breath  or  Word, 
the  Holy  Spirit  who  is  produced,  and  is  the  cfFeft 
of  the  mutual  aft  of  infinite  love,  reciprocal 
fronn  the  Father  and  Son,  is  called  in  fcripttire. 
The  Spirit  of  God;  for  tho'  the  Godhead  b&  one 
foie  Deity,  yet  notfoiitary,  being  three  pcrfons; 
and  this  prinne  and  firft  principle  of  religion  is 
illuftrated  throughout  the  fcriptures.  Your  le- 
giflator,  Mofes,  at  the  head  of  his  Pen:ateuch, 
or  five  book§,  confirms  this  infinite  myftery, 
unfearchabie,  boundlefs,  and  unfathomable 
Truth. 

Geneiis  ill  chapter.  In  the  beginning  God 
created  the  heaven  and  the  earth;  and  the  earth 
was  without  fprm,  and  void ;  and  darknefs  was 
upon  the  face  of  the  deep :  and  the  fpirit  of 
God  moved  upon  the  face  of  the  waters:  and 
God  iaid,  let  there  be  light,  &nd  ther.e  was 
light.  The  univerfal  creation  vifible  and  in- 
vifible,  was  eternally  prefent  to  the  Deity; 
and  when  the  divine  will,  for  bringing  it  into 
being  and  granting  it  exiftence,  was  arrived, 
the  whole  received  its  creation  as  the  divine 
decree  had  eternally  been  fettled.  God  fpoke, 
and  the  word  created.  Alfo  God's  fpirit  is 
particularly  diftinguilhed;  and  God  faid  let 
us  make  man  in  our  Imagf,  after  our  Like- 
nefs:  and  let  them  have  dominion.  Nothing 
can  be  more  clear,  and  abfolutCj  which  prove 
one  God,  but  diftinft  perfons.  In  the  be- 
ginning God  created  the  heaven  and  the  earth, 
which  declare,  and  proclaim  God  one  fole 
Deity.     The  after  part  of  the  chapter  (which 
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relates  in  order^  the  creation)  the  diftindtion 
of  perfons. 

Mojcs.  St.  John  ift  chapter.  In  the  begin- 
ning was  the  word,  and  the  word  was  with 
God,  and  the  word  was  God.  The  fame  was 
in  the  beginning  with  God.  All  things  were 
made  by  him :  and  without  him  was  made 
nothing  that  was  made.  In  him  was  life,  and 
the  life  was  the  light  of  men  :  and  the  light 
(hineth  in  darknefs,  and  the  darknefs  did  not 
comprehend  ir.  In  this  infinite  myftery,  on 
which  the  two  covenants  are  grounded,  and 
folely  depend  i  the  two  legiflators,  Mofes,  and 
Chrift,  are  perfeftly  confonanr,  and  th_e  two 
fcriptures  throughout  one  uninterrupted  unifon, 

Mordecai^  Ahjalom.  We  cannot  comprehend 
in  what,  fpeech  can  be  competently  termed 
efftnce,  as  we  live  in  the  age  of  wifdom,  when 
things  are  proved  by  efFefts.  Let  us  make 
the  experiment,  by  which  we  will  decide  the 
matter  in  queftion,  let  us  fhut  the  windows, 
you  are,  are  you  not,  without  light  ?  if  fo, 
you  cannot  deny,  but  that  you  are  blind^^d 
with  darknefs.  Now,  my  dear  firs,  do  not 
deceive  yourfclves,  neither  bedecived  by  others. 
Note  well,  and  improve  yourfclves  in  the 
fcience  of  wifdom  and  knowledge,  that  your 
undcrftanding  may  be  enlightened,  and  ex- 
perimental truths  may  dawn  and  ripen  as 
fummtr  fruits,  enlarging  your  inrerjor  man. 
You  are  all  prepared,  are  you  no:  ?  our  words 
fliall  be  like  the  found  of  a  trumpet  thundering 
in  each  one's  ear ;  hark  with  direful  expe^Slation 
the  !aft  trump.     Let  there  be  light  ^  hufh,  five 
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"Tftitiliires,  equal 'to  five  years,  are  ekpfed,  « 
you  all  are  witnefles  to  this  great  truth j  tbat-rto 
light  is  created;  but  t^c  %lre  ftill  in  as  great 
darkriefs,  as  if  H«re  had  cfaeen  frierit.  We  are 
hippy,  as  we  ptirpiofcd,  to  obtain  the  •vift<Jlry, 
dear  Rabbi  Mofes,  and  convift  you  of  folly, 
in  bewitching  yourfelf,  with  the  art  magic  of 
the  chriftian  feduftion.'  And  you,  dear  bre- 
thren, Jofhuaand  Nehdrnkh,  whafe6m  to  foek 
in  ^he  delufion  of  feigned  miracles  from  the  , 
dead  body  of  your  poor  chriftian  beggar. 

Jojkuaj  Nebemiab.  Thefe  hien  b}afphcme, 
feating  themfelves  in  the'  throne  of  the  Living 
God. 

Aaron,  Eleazar.  Morddcai  and^Abfalomdo 
not  blafpheme,  we^ill  graht  them^  giuiity  bf  an 
error  in  judgment,  which  "we  muft  imptitc  to 
the  inherent  quality  of  the  erroneous  fetl  they 
adhere  to,  who  are  ftiled  Sadducees,  and  dif- 
eiaim  fpiritual  fubftances;  a  refinement  latterly 
of 'this  feft  has  fhewn  itfelf  among  the  Gen- 
tiles, who  forni  the  polite  circles,  and  have  af- 
pired  to  the  title  of  the  New  Philofophers.  They  . 
would  wifh  to  live  ir^  their  prefent  ftate,  having 
neither  hope  nor  religion  but  what  is  grateful 
to  the  prtfentor  mortal  ftate.  This  is  thefub- 
ftance  of  what  Mordecai  Or  Abfalom  fpoke, 
teftifying  their  defire  for  the  Meffiah,  that  their 
paffions  might  be  feafted,  and  through  the  vir- 
tue of  the  Tree  of  Life,  they  may  fpin  but  a 
perpetual  fenfuality.  But  the  fpiritual  Ifraelites 
or  Pharifaical  Jews  believe  both  ftates,  corporal 
and  fpiritual  j  yet,  we  firmly  adhere  to  the  firft 
and  great  commandment.     Hear,  O  Ifrael,  the 

Lord 
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Lord  your  God  is  one  God^  and  cenfure  Ao* 
vclty. 

Boy.  What,  pray,  are  we  to  underftand  by 
Novelty  ? 

Mordecaiy  Ahjalom.  In  religion/ that  is,  the 
topic  we  are  upon.  Innovation ;  which  is  the 
novelty  Aaron  and  Eleazar  would  deem  in  us, 
is  founded  erroneoufly;  it  being  truly  nothing 
more  than  this  on)e  ifimple  aft  conima.nded  our 
great  progenitor,  father  Abraham,  which  hs(3 
come  down  to  us  by  the  title  of  the  covenant 
of  our  fathers,  and  confifts  in  a  clip,  or  cif- 
cumcifing  the  foreflcin,  Thefe  are  the  words 
of  t^e  covenant  betwixt  God  and  our  father 
Abraham.  Genefis  17th  chapter.  "  He  that 
is  born  in  thy  houfe,  and  he  that  is  bought  with 
thy  money,  mull:  needs  be  cifcumcifed  j  and 
my  covenant  (hall  be  in  your  flefh  for  an  ever- 
laltirig  covenant  \  and  the  uncircumcifcd  man 
child,  whofe  flefh  of  his  foreflcin  is  not  circum- 
cifcd,  that  fcjul  fhall  be  cut  off  from  his  people; 
he  hath  broken  my  covenant/'  The  covenant 
was  given  to  our  founder  fix  hundred  years  be- 
fore Mofes  was  born,  and  (hall  a  pale-face  fct 
of  conceited  novellilts  affociate,  if  we  may  fo 
fay,  with  Mofes,  and  bring  in  a  muhiplicity  of 
ceremonies  and  commandments,  making  \ 
foors  cap  of  Abraham  ? 

Aaron^  Eleazar.  Your  tenets,  from  the  crea- 
tion of  your  feft,  are  from  beneath,  earthly, 
rude,  and  bafc-born.  To  convince  ydu  that 
circumcifing  the  flcfti,  with  the  law,  is  a  dead 
'  ^ft.  Core,  Dathen,  and  Abiram,  with  their 
whole  company,  were  all  gircumcifecl  -,    yec, 

when 
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when  they,  as  you  do,  difputed  the  authority  of 
the  law-giver,  th©' earth  opened  and  fwallowcd- 
thenn.  We  will  go  beyond  your  boafted  anti- 
quity, and  judge  you  by  that  very  father  you 
claim  your  priority  and  loofe  dodtrine  from. 
He  will  declare,  before  he .  had  in  contenipla- 
tion  either  circumcifion  or  that-his  naoie.  (hould 
be  Abraham,  when  as  yet  he  was  uncircum- 
cifed,  and  bore  the  name  Abram,  even  fifteen 
years  prior  to  amputation.  Genefis  lath  chap- 
ter. Now  the  Lord  had  faid  unto  Abram, 
*'  Get  thee  out  of  thy  country,  and  from  thy 
kindred,  and  from  thy  father's  houfe,  unto  a 
land  that  I  fhall  (hew  thee.  And  I  will  make 
of  thee  a  great  nation,  and  I  will  blefs  thee,  and 
make  thy  name  great ;  and  thou  fhalt  be  a  blef- 
fing  ;  and  I  will  blcfs  them  that  blefs  thee,  and 
will  curfe  them  that  curfc  thee ;  and  in  thee  (hall 
all  families  of  the  earth  be  blelTed."  So  Abram 
departed,  as  the  Lord  had  fpoken  to  him.  He 
was  feventy-five  years  old  when  he  quitted  Ka- 
ron, And  Abram  pafTed  through  the  land  un- 
to the  place  of  Sechem  unto  the  plain  of  Morch, 
and  the  Lord  appeared  unto  Abram,  and  faid, 
•*  Unto  thy  feed  will  I  give  this  land."  And 
tl^ere  he  built  an  altar  unto  the  Lord,  who  ap- 
peared unto  him.  He  removed  to  a  mountain 
on  the  eaft  of  Bethel,  and  there  he  built  an 
altar  unto  the  Lord,  and  called  on  the  name  of 
the  Lord. 

!  /5th  chapter.  After  thefe  things  the  word  of 
the  Lord  came  unto  Abram  in  a  vifion,  faying, 
<^  Fear  nor,  Abram,  1  am  thy  Ihield,  and  thy 
exceeding  great  reward.'*     And  Abram   faid, 

Lord 
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Lord  God,  what  wilt  thou  give  me,  feeing  1 
go  childlefs,  and  the  fleward  of  my  houfe  is 
this  Eleazar  of  Damafcus  ?  And  Abrani  faid^ 
Behold  to  nne  thou  haft  given  no  feed  j  and  lo, 
one  bofii  in  my  houfe  is  my  heir.  And  the 
word  of  the  Lord  came  to  him,  faying,  "  This 
(hall  not  be  thy  heir;  but  he  that  (hall  come 
forth  out  of  thy  own  bowels,  (hall  be  thy  heir/* 
And  he  brought  him  forth  abroad,  and  faid. 
Look  now  toward  heaven,  and  tell  the  ftars,  if 
you  be  able  to  number  them.  And  he  faid,  fo 
fhall  thy  feed  be.  And  Abram  believed  in  the 
Lord,  and  he  counted  it  to  him  for  juftice. 

^Mordecaij  Ahjalom.     Your   ungodly   malice 
*to  us,  has  wreaked   deftru6tion,  wrefting  the 
Palm  from  Ifrael  and,  trucklirtg,  proffer  it  to 
the  chriftians ;  in  vain  we  proceed  farther.  The 
caufe  of  Ifrael  you  have  fuperannuated  by  your 
malicious  and  forward  fpeech.     Abram  was  an 
uncircumcifed  friend,  favourite  and  Eleft  of 
God,  when  he  received  the  pfomife,  and  v^here- 
as  he  believed  it  was  accounted  to  him  for  juf- 
tice, fo  circumcifing  was  enjoined  him  feveral 
yeirs  afterwards,  and  which  was  to  remain  in 
his  pofteriiy  as  an  earneft  or  pledge,  that  what 
God  had  promifed   in  its  full  and  ftated  time 
Ihould  have   its  efFeft    and  accomplilhment, 
which  falling,  as  marked  by  the  fcriptures,  ac 
'  or  about  the  nativity  or  birth  of  Jefus,  who, 
ever  fince  that  period,  now  178c  years,  bears 
the  name  of  Chrift  the  Mcfliah,  for  whdfe  fake 
the  law  and   prophecies  were  given,  that  the 
truth  might  be  proved  by  a  family  defcent ;  to 
be  brief,  Ifrael,  we  mean  the  covenant  impofed 
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on  our.  fathers  was  inftituted  the  fcarf-fkin  to 
preferve  the  promife  or  covenant  of  the  Mef- 
iiah,  fince  Which,  what  has  been  her  (late  or 
lot?  why,  no  other  than  that  of  the  fcape  goat 
in  the  wilderncfs  aceurfed,  hated  by  all  men, 
as  a  fcare-crow,  or  dried,  ftufFed  image  by 
birds.  But,  fay  you,  none  but  your  defcrip- 
tion,  defer ters  from  the  law,  and  the  fpirit,  fall 
under  this  curfe.  My  fon,  hear  the  inftruftion' 
of  your  father,^  and  be  obedient  to  Che  law  and 
words  of  your  mother ;  for  Mofes,  our  father, 
gave  us  commands  and  ceremonies,  and  our 
mother  the  fynagogue  is  our  difciplinarian. 
Mofes  offered  faA-ifice  for  atonement  for  (in  re- 
peatedly, which  proves  Abraham's  circumcifipn  . 
mfufficicnt*  To  this  we  apfwer:  That  in  fa- 
crificing,  as  alfo  in  circun^cifing,  Mofes  is  a 
copier  of  our  great  origin  Abram,  even  before 
he  was  cirCumcifed,  offered  facrifice,  by  the 
fpecial  coqnmand  of  God.  See  the  faid  chapter. 
••  And  he  faid  unto  him.  Take  me  an  heifer  of 
three  years  old,  and  a  (he-goat  of  three  years 
old,  and  a  ram  of  three  years  old,  and  a  turtle 
dove,  and  a  young  pigeon.  And  he  took  un- 
to him  all  thefe,  and  divided  them,  and  laid 
each  piece  one  againft  another;  but  the  birds 
he  divided  not  j  and  behold  a  furnace  and  burn- 
ing-lamp paffc-d  between  the  pieces. 

Boy.  In  the  fame  day  the  Lord  made  a  cove- 
nant with  Abram,  faying,  "  Unto  thy  feed 
have  I  given  this  land,  from  the  river  of  Egypt 
unto  the  great  river  Euphrares."^  At  that  time 
God  endowed  him  with  the  prophetic  fpirit 
communicating  the  great  events  that  attend  his 
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ppfterity.  ^  In  all  things  the  fcripture  holds  up 
uncircumcifed  Abram  to  be  poffeffed  of  fupcr- 
natural  gifts,  an  unblemilhed  cbarafter,  father 
of  the  Meffiah,  a,nd  his  Eleft,  friend  and  dar- 
ling of  his  God.     So  that  faithful  uncircum* 
cifed  Abram  ftood    in  the  fame  degree  of  per- 
feflion  and  pre-eminence   in   the  eyes   of  his 
God  equally  with  the  circumcifed  Abraham, 
But  yet,  he  was  neither  the  origin  of  facrificing, 
nor  the  firft,  nor  only  favorice  facrifice  we  muft 
fuppofe  took  place  from  the  fall  of  our  firft  pa- 
rents, it  being  proper,  though  inlufficient,i  that 
a  public  aft  or  offering  (hould  be  immolated* 
Firft,  to  acknowledge  our  fole  dependence  an4 
reliance  with  every  aft  and  virtue  of  religion, 
as  wholely  due  aad  centered  in  our  God.     Se- 
condly, to  deplore  and  lament  the  fall  of  man, 
precarious  ftate,  with  numberlefs  fins  that  daily 
impede  man's  falvatipn.     Thirdly,  as  types  or 
figures  of  the  oblation,  or  great  facrifice  of  Re*- 
dcmption,  the  ranfom  or  purchafe  of  God's  fa- 
vour, by  the  death  of  Chriflt,     At  the  arrival 
of  the  Principal  or  Real,  all  type*,  figures  or 
ihadows  naturally  ceafed,  having  obtained  the 
completion  for  which  they  were  inftituted.    As 
the  fcripture  has  affirmed,  4th  Pfalm,  "  Sacri- 
fice and  oblation  thou  didft  not  defire  ^  burnti- 
ofFerings  and  fin-offerings   haft  thou  not  re- 
quired/'    Then,  faid  I,  behold,  I  come,  in  the 
volunie  of  the  book  it  is  written  of  'me  :  1  de^ 
light^o  do  thy  will,  O  my  God.     Your  will  15 
within  my  heart.     Daniel    9th  chapter.     The 
prophet  Daniel,    after    marking    this  epoch, 
which  was  the  grand  asra  or  date  pf  the  chriftian 
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covenant,  confirms  the  ceafing  of  the  types  and 
figures.  And  he  (the  Mefliah)  (hall  confirm 
the  covenant  with  many  for  one  week  ;  and  in 
the  midft  of  the  week,  he  fhall  caufc  the  facri- 
fice  and  the  oblation  to  ceafe ;  and  for  the  over- 
fpreading  of  abominations  he  fhall  make  it  dc- 
folate,  even  until  the  confummation,  and  that 
determined,  Ihall  be  poured  upon  the  defolatc, 
to  enumerate  the  paflages  of  fcripture  that  con- 
firms the  ceafing,  and  abol'lhing  the  old  law, 
with  its  types  and  figures,  at  the  arrival  of  the 
Mcffiah,  who  was  to  eftablilh  a  new  covenant, 
with  the  reprobation  of  the  Jews,  and  defola- 
tion  of  the  country  and  nation,  would  be  end* 
left. 

To  return  to  the  earlier  times  of  facrifice  and 
offerings.  The  two  Ions  of  Adam  we  find  con- 
verfant  with  this  duty.  Gencfis  4th  chapter. 
As  your  law- giver,  Mofcs,  has  placed  in  the 
firft  book  of  his  Pentateuch.  1  hefe  are  his 
-words.  ^  And  in  procefs  of  time,  Cain  brought 
of  the  fruit  of  the  ground  an  offering  unto  the 
Lord ;  and  Abel  brought  of  the  firftlings  of 
his  flock,  and  of  the  far."  We  muft  fuppofe, 
that  Cain  and  Abel,  the  two  firft  dcfcendants 
from  Adam,  were  taught  this  duty  by  their  fa- 
ther, which,  no  doubt,  was  conjoined  and  pre- 
fcribed  to  the  pofterity  of  our  firft  parent,  a 
perpetual  law  in  their  generations.  And,  as 
the  promife  was  removed  from  the  Jewifh  hie- 
rarchy, fo  we  find  recorded  by  this  law-giver 
.  the  types  tranfported  by  No^h  from  the  Ante- 
diluvians to  thofe  fince  the  flood,  the  moft  faith- 
ful comments  are  his  own  words. 
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Gencfis  8ih  chapter.  And  Noah  went  forth, 
out  of  the  ark,  and  his  fons,  and  his  wife,  and 
his  fons  wives  wich  hioi  •,  every  beaft,  every 
creeping  thing,  and  every  fowl ;  and  Noah 
builded  an  altar  unto  the  Lord,  and  took  of 
every  clean  be  ft,  and  of  every  clean  fowl, 
and  offered  burnt- offerings  on  the  altar. 

Job,  who  is  generally  fuppofcd  was  a  cotem- 
porary  with  Mofes,  your  law-giver,  and  that 
he  was  the  author  of  his  life,  eniered  it  into  the 
fcriptures  as  a  model  of  perfeftion.  This  man,  ' 
as  Noah,  Enoch,  and  Abel  (in  the  book  of  Ge- 
nefis)  were  Gcntilesj  examples  of  virtue,  and' 
peculiar  favourites  of  their  God,  as  the  fcrip- 
ture  witneilitrs,  to  which  1  refer  you.  I  willon- 
Jy  fay  a  few  words  out  of  the  Life  of  Job, 
Job  I  ft  chapter.  There  was  a  mah  in  the  land 
of  Us,  whofe  name  was  Job,  and  that  man  was 
perfedl  and  upright,  and  one  that  feared  God, 
and  avoided  evil.  He  had  feven  fons  and  three 
daughters,  and  his  fons  feafted  in  their  houfes, 
each  one  his  day.  And  when  the  days  of  their 
feafting  were  over.  Job  fent  and  fandlificd  them, 
and  rofe  up  early  in  the  morning,  and  offered 
burni-offerings  according  to  their  number :  for 
Jobfaid,  "It  may  be  that  my  fons  have  finned.'* 
Thus  did  Job  continually.  And  the  Lord  faid, 
**  1  here  is  none  like  him  on  the  oiirth,  a  perfcdt 
and  upright  man.  In  Job  you  will  find  the 
perfeft  chnftian. 

19th  chapter.     Oh,  that  my  words  were  now 

written.  Oh,  thac  tncy  were  printed  in  a  book! 

that  they  were  graven  with  an   iron  pen  and 

lead,  in  the  rock  for  ever !  For  I  know  tcvat.  \?c?c^ 
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Redeemer  Hveth,  and  that  he  (hall  (land  at  the 
latter  day  on  the  earth.  And  though  worms 
-deftroy  this  body,  yet  in  my  flefh  fhall  1  fee 
God,  whom  I  fhall  fee  for  myfelf,  and  my  eyts 
Ihall  behold,  and  not  another.". 
,  The  moll  zealous  chriftian  cannot  cxprcfs. 
himfelf,  or  enforce  his  fentiments  with  greater 
energy,  on  the  Divine  and  Human  nature  of 
Chnft.  Job  liVed  1*500  years  prior  to  the  time 
marked  for  the  birth  of  Chrift.  He  firft  affirm- 
ed, that  the  Divine  nature  lived,  and  that  in 
the  latter  day  (which  was  the  sera  or  epoch 
marked  for  the  manifellation  and  reign  of  the 
Meffiah,  this  laft  age)  he  (hould  ftand  or  ma- 
ijifell  himfelf  on  earth  in  his  human  nature,  as 
was  promifed  at  the  fall  of  man,  that  the  fctd 
of  the  woman  {hould  crufh  the  ferpeni*s  head, 
that  is,  defeat  the  intrigues  of  Satan,  and  re- 
llore  man  to  the  favour  of  his  God,  which  Sa- 
tan had  robbed  him  of.  The  refurredtion  or 
revival  of  the  flefli  was  well  known  to  Job,  as 
he  declares.  And  though  worms  deftroy  this 
body,  yet,  in  my  flefh  fhall  I  fee  God.  He  ex- 
poflulates  with  his  friends  for  cenfuring  his 
complaints  caufed  by  exceffive  pain,  from  which 
we  draw  thefe  fundameirtal  principles  of  chri- 
flianity,  known  from  the  fall  of  man  and  until 
the  end  of  th^world,  requifite  and  necefTaryfor 
obtaining  falvation.  Faith  and  Hope  in  Chrift, 
coupled  with  a  holy,  virtuous,  and  perfedl  life. 
But  you  fhould  fay,  why  perfecute  we  him, 
feeing  the  root  of  the  matter  is  found  in  his 
heart.  Be  ye  afraid  of  the  fword ;  for  wrath 
gaufcth  l\i?  ^Mmftvttv^at  of  the  fword,  that  you 
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may  know  there  is  a  judgnmcnr.  I  will  expa- 
tiate in  few  words  on  the  meeting,  and  bring 
into  contaft  the  charafters  of  Melchifedech, 
king  of  Salem,  who  was  an  uncircumcifed 
-prieft,  a  Gentile,  and  Ifrael's  great  progenitor, 
who  received  the  promifc.  Their  meeting  was 
on  Abram's  return  from  the  battle  of  the  kings 
viftorious.  Genefis  i4ih  chapter.  And  Mekhi- 
fedech  brought  forth  bread  and  wine  j  and  he 
was  the  pried  of  the  moft  High  God.  And  he 
bleffed  him  and  faid,  BIcffed  be  Abram  of  tht 
moft  High  God,  poffeffor  of  heaven  and  earth, 
and  bleffed  be  the  moft  High  God,  which  hath 
delivered  thy  enemies  into  thy  h^nds,  and  he 
gave  him  tithes  of  all. 

Your  great  legiilator  places  before  trs  two  di- 
ftinguifhed  characters,  fublinVe  and  Angularly 
exalted,  charafterifing  the  Jewifli  and  thriftiail 
covenants.  Abram  reprefents  *  and  exhibits 
bloody  offerings  of  bcafts  and  birds,  accord- 
ing to  phe  law,  as  aforefaid,  Melchifedcch, 
bread  and  wine,  reprefenting  the  chtiftian  fa- 
crifice  of  theMafs.  The  chriftian  facrifice  the 
Royal  prophet  fet  forth  in  his  Plalm  loco  years 
prior  to  the  inftitution.  This  Pfalm  confirms 
the  exalted  ftate  human  nature  would  be  en- 
titled in  the  perlbn  of  Chrift:'  and  completion 
of  the  promife,  that  in  /Vbram's  feed  all  nations 
fliould  be  bleffed'  Pfalm  i  lo.  The  Lord  faid 
'unto  my  Lord,  "  S^ic  thou  on  my  l<ight-hand, 
until  1  make  thy  enemies  thy  foolftool.  The 
Lord  (hall  fend  the  rod  of  thy  ftrength  out  of 
Zion  :  rule  thou  in  the  midft  of  thy  enemies. 
Thy  people  Ihall  be  willing  ip  the  day  of  thy 
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powers  in  the  beauties  of  holinefs  from  the 
womb  of  the  morning:  thou  haft  the  dew  of 
thy  youth.  The  Lord  hath  fworn,  and  will  not 
repent.  Thou  art  a  prieft  for  ever  after  the 
order  of-  Melchiftdech.  The  I  ord  at  thy 
Right-hand  fhail  ftnke  through  kings  in  the 
day  of  his  wrath  He  fhall  judge  among  the 
heathens :  he  fhall  fill  the  places  with  the  dead 
bodies:  he  (hall  wound  the  heads  over  many 
countries  :  he  fhall  drink  of  the  brook  in  the 
way  :  therefore  fhall  he  lift  up  the  head. 

The  firft,  or  Jewifh  covenant,  leprefcnted 
by  their  progenitor  Abram>  was  limited  or  con- 
fined betwixt  the  river  of  Egypt  and  the  Eu- 
phrates, an  extent  infignificant.  The  fecond, 
or  covenant  of  Chrift,  reprcfenred  by  Mclchw 
fcdech,  unlimited  and  un'iverfal  throughout  the 
world,  which  genera]  amnefty  of  grace  without 
diftindbion  to  either  Jew  or  Gentile  takes  in, 
according  to  the  firft  inftitution  or  promife,  the 
whole  race  of  Adam,  and  in  extent  the  whole 
world.  The  Jtwifh  covenant,  under  Mofes, 
was  confined  to  one  Tabernacle,  and  from  the 
reign  of  i^olomon  one  Temple ;  both  Taber- 
nacle and  Temple  have  had  no  being  fince  forty 
years  from  the  death  of  the  Mcffiah,  according 
to  the  prophets,  which,  to  your  knowledge,  is 
now  near  eiglfteen  centuries.  And  to  the  world 
1  appeal  for  the  confirmation  and  evidence  of 
fcripture,  and  truth  of  my  affertion,  relating  to 
propagation  and  uninterrupted  perpetuity  of  the 
fecond  or  covenant  of  Chrift,  from  her  efta- 
blifhment  to  our  prefent  asra,  1752  years, 
which  verify  the  prophecy  of  Malachi,  abolifh- 
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ing  and  repealing  the  old  law,  inftltunng,  con- 
firming and  eftabliihing  the  new  covenant  of 
Chrift.  Malachi  ift  chapter.  I  have  no  plea- 
fure  in  you,  faith  the  Lord  of  Hofts,  neither 
will  I  accept  an  offering  at  your  hand.  For, 
froni  the  riling  of  the  fun  even  unto  the  going 
down  of  the  fanrie,,my  name  (hall  be.  great 
among  the  Gentiles;  and  in  every  place  inr 
cenfe  (hall  be  offered  unto  my  name,  and  a  pure 
offering  i  for  my  name  (hali  be  great  among 
the  heathens,  faith  the  Lord  of  Hofts. 

To   return    to  our  two  great  types  of  the 
Jewifti  and  chriftian    covenants,  Abram  fub- 
mits  obedience,  and  pays  tithes  to  his  luperior. 
Melchifedech  accepts  his  homage  and  as  fupc- 
rior  blefles  him,     Contr-Aft    thefe  excellencies 
and  molt    eminent  chara6hers,  lay  afide  they 
being  types  of  the  two  covenants  (and  Abram 
reprefcnted  of  the  inferior)   you  will,  by  the 
rules  of  reditude,    drcide    Abram    fupcrior, 
having  the    privilege  of  being  finglrd  by   the 
Deity,  in  preference,  from, the  whole  mafs  of 
the  race  of  Adam,  to  be  the  great  anccflorof 
the  world's  Redeemer,  and,  father  of  the  Eleft 
of  God.     He  was  a  vidorious  prince,  a  man 
in  years,  of  an  unfhaken  integrity,  rich  in  all 
things  divine  and  human,  worthy  lo  be  fliled 
the  friend  of  God.     He  was  appointed  by  God 
to  offer  facrifice   to   his  adorable  Majefly ;  he 
was  molt  high  in  the  favour  of  his  God,  and  no* 
man  more  exahed  in  thccfteemof  men.     The 
kingdom  of  Melchfcdcch  God  had  included 
in  his  gift  to  Abram's  children,  which  was  Je- 
rufalcm  and  countiy  adjacent.     The  fcripturcs 
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dircxighbut  exemplify  this  great  charafter,  the 
mod  illuftrious,  and  fingularly  refpedable.  Yet 
this  great  favourite,  prieft,  and  friend  of  God, 
{)ays  tithes  and  receives  Melchifrdech*s  blef- 
fing,  the  moft  demonftrative  proof  of  inferio- 
rity. The  caufe  is  evident.  Melchifedech  repre- 
fenting  Chrift  in  his  facerdoral  charaAer  and  fa- 
crificc  of  the  hew  covenant  was  entitled  to  this 
homage  from  Abram.  The  Royal  prophet 
fpcaks  of  the  profound  reverence  paid  to  Chrift 
at  his  birth.  Let  all  the  angels  of  God  adore 
him  and  in  the  Perlbn  of  the  Father.  Thou 
art  my  Son,  this  day  have  I  begotten  thee. 

Thy  Throne,  O  God,  is  for  ever  and  ever  a 
fceptre  of  juftice,  is  the  fceptre  of  thy  kingdom. 
'  The  whole  fcripture  is  an  incxhaufted  ftore 
of  praife,  thankfgiving  and  adoration  to  God  the 
Son. 

Mo/es.  Ifaiah  9th  chapter.  The  people  that 
walked  in  darknefs  have  feen  a  great  light :  they 
that  dwell  in  the  land  of  the  fhadow  of  death, 
upon  them  hath  the  light  fhined.  Thott  haft 
multiplied  the  nation,  and  not  increafed  the 
joy  :  for  every  battle  of  the  warriour  is  with 
tonfufed  noife,  a»d  garments  rolled  in  blood  i 
but  this  fliail  be  with  burning  and  fuel  of  fire. 

This  is  manifeft  to  us  by  tradition,  &c.  that 
die  new  or  chriftian  covenant  was  fettled  with  a 
few  of  the  lower  clafs  of  men;  for  though  the 
Jewifti  nation  was  wealthy  and  populous,  and 
at  that  time  expeftqd  the  manifeftation,  or  birth 
©f  Chrift,  yet,  as  the  prophet  obferves,  he  was 
rejefted,  and  the  joy  of  falvation  confirmed  to 
few.     Chrift  was  derided,  rtjedledj  and  cruci- 
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fied  forty  years  after  the  temple  and  city  were 
dcftroyed,  the  inhabitants  either  n^afTacrrd  or 
fold  flaves.  The  whole  nation  of  the  Jews,  ac- 
cording to  the  fcripture  prophecies  and  predic- 
tion of  Chrift,  were  and  reoiain  involved  in  the 
determined  defolation  this  day.  This  cataftro- 
phe  began  with  the  maffacre  of  the  children  in 
Bethlehem,  by  the  order  of  king  Herod,  and 
ended  in  the  deftruftion  of  the  JewiQi  nation, 
ungoverned  race.  The  kingdom  of  Chrift, 
through  our  own  mifconduft,  is  transferred -to 
the  Gentileis,  as  we  are  witncfles,  to  our  eternal 
infamy. 

Mordecaiy  Abfal^.  Are  you  (an  old  matter 
in  Ifrael)  fo  far  (iraggled  from  the  (heep-fold 
to  be  ignorant  that  if  Adam  had  not  eat'of  the 
tree  of  knowledge,  we  fhould  have  retained  the 
Tree  of  Life;  and  can  you  plead  ignorance, 
pretending  not  to  know  that  circumcifion  is  aii 
injundion  of  obedience  to  Ifrael,  as  forbidding 
the  tree  of  knowledge  to  Adam  j  for  both  were 
cxafted  under  the  virtue  of  obedience.  Confi- 
der  this  matter  maturely.  Can  a  fubjeft  appear 
with  greater  fubmiffion  in  the  prefence-cham- 
ber  than  with  a  bald  head,  uncapping  announce 
the  moft  humiliating  refpeft  ?  Caiphas,  Annas^ 
John,  Alexander,  and  moft  at  that  time  of 
note,  both  priefts  nnd  rulers,  who  fharpened 
their  tongues,  and  put  Jcfus  Chrift  to  death, 
were  men  renowned  by  their  nation,  were  Sad- 
ducees,  and  placed  thf  ir  hope  in  circumcifion. 
And  will  Aaroa  and  Eleazar  dare  tell  us,  that 
thcfe  great  worthies  were  an  inadequate  tribe, 
not  being  Pbarifccs? 
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Mojes.  For  unto  us  a.  child  is  born,  unto  us 
a  fon  is  given,  and  the  government  (hall  be 
upon  his  fhoulders,  and  his  name  ihall  be  called 
Wonderful,  Counfcllor,  the  Mighty  God,  the 
evcrlafting  Father,  the  Prince  of  Peace.  Of 
the  ir.crrafe  of  his  government  and  peace  there 
ihall  be  no  end,  upon  the  throne  of  David  and 
upon  his  kingdom,  to  order  it  and  to'eftahkfh 
it  with  judgment  and  with  juftice,  from  hence- 
forth^ven  lor  ever,  the  zeal  of  the  Lord  of 
Hofts  will  perform  this. 

Mordecaiy  Abjalom.  This  is  blafphemy.  The 
Lord  of  Hofts,  the  God  of  Ifrael,  born  a  child. 
This  is  death  by  our  law,  and  ic  was  by  this  law 
Jefus  Chrift,  for  affuming  this  infinite  title, 
fuffcred  death. 

Jar  on,  Ekazar.  Are  you  fo  abandoned  to 
accufe  the  fcripture  of  blafphemy  ?  your  igno- 
rance fhames  us.  From  the  beginning  it  was 
never  known  that  Ifrael  ever  had  it  in  idea 
that  her  prophets  blafphemed. 

Mordecai,  Abjalom.  You  underftand  not,  firs, 
what  you  would  be  at.  Will  you  anfwer  a  civil 
quefti on  ?  Under  whofe  rod  fell  the  prophets.^ 
Ifaiah  was  fawn  afundcr,  Jeremiah  was  thrown 
into  a  dung -on,  and  in  like  manner  happened 
with  the  reft ;  fo  that  not  one  but  was  hated  by 
Ifrael.  From  this  1  will  prove  that  Ifrael  and 
her  prophets  were  of  oppofite  religions,  which 
did  not  fquare,  but  was  much  out  at  the 
elbows. 

Mojes.  Lift  up  your  heads,  O  you  gates,  and 
be  you  lift  up,  you  everlalling  doors,  and  the 
KJBg  of  Glory   Ihall   come  in.     Who   is    the 
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King  of  Glory  ?  The  Lord  ftrong  and  mighty, 
the  Lord  mighty  in  battle.  Lift  up  your  heads, 
O  you  gates,  even  lift  rhem  up,  ve  everlafting 
doors,  and  the  King  of  Glory  Ihall  come  in* 
Who  is  the  King  of  Glory  ?  I'he  Lord  of 
Hods.     He  is  the  King  of  Glory. 

Aaron ^  Eleazar.  You  will  not  accufe  the 
Royal  Fathrr  of  our  Meffiah  of  blafphtfmy. 
He  fpcaks  of  the  immt^nfe  glory  CJ^ift  fliould 
be  honoured  with,  and  pofitively  avers  that  he 
is  the  Divinity. 

Mordecalj  AhfaJom.  We  declare  Aaron  and 
Eleazar  guilty,  with  Mofcs,  of  blafphemy,  and 
according  to  the  high-prieft,  Caiphas,  worthy 
of  death. 

Mofes.  1  proclaim  and  announce  Jefus  Chrift 
God  and  the  promifed  Meffiah,  myfclf  hiscrea- 
cui*e  and  a  Chriftian. 

Aaron^  Eleazar.  Dear  Rabbi,  for  the  honjour 
and  caufe  of  our  forefathers,  retra<St  \hdk 
words,  and  do  not  fufFer  thefe  mifchicvou* 
wranglers  influence  to  warp  reafon  and  religirm. 

Mofes.  I  have  no  caufc  againft  nay  nation  i 
io  far  from  it,  I  would,  and  I  think  1  fpecikiaif 
fentimcnts,  offer  my  life  to  fee  my  nack&a 
chriftian. 

Mordecaiy  Abjatom.  Yod  need  not  fear  oia* 
influence  over  Kabbi  Mofes.  You  fliould  i-a- 
iher  be  fearful  of  his  two  aflbciaxes,  Luther- 
and  Calvin. 

Mofes.  There  was  little  danger  from  either 
of  you,  as  I  at  all  times  abhcrr'd  mal-cont.enc&. 

Jofhua^  Nebemiab.  Six  of  us,  dear  Rabbi^ 
formed  a  conft^deracy  to  confute  the  <:hrfiftiam 

tcentrtSi 
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tenets ;  but  whca  we  engaged,  both  fcripture 
aod  reafon  difarmed  and  comptrlltd  us  to  yield. 
We  therefore  cbnfcfs  ourfelyes  vanquilbeJ,  and 
'with  you  affiral  Chrift  our  Lord  and  Mefliah. 
We  defire  to  put  an  end  to  this  Conference,  and 
repair  rothechriftian  priefthood  for  inftruftion. 

Boy.  It  will  be  proper,  before  we  break  up 
the  conference,  to  know  the  chriftian  faith  in 
the  .Godhead,  Incarnation,  Death  and  Refur- 
redlion  of^Chrlft.     Here  it  fs, 

Whofoever  will  be  faved,  before  all  things  ic 
is  neccffary  that  he  hold  the  Catholic  Faith  j 
which  faith,  except  every  one  do  keep  whole 
and  undefiled,  without  doubt  he  fliall  perifli 
cverlaftingly.  And  the  Catholic  Faith  is  this  : 
That  we  worfhip  one  God  in  Trinity^  and  Tri- 
nity in  Unity  i  neither  confounding  the  perfons, 
not  dividing  the  fubftance.  For  there  is  one 
perfon  of  the  Father,  another  of  the  Son,  and 
anorher  of  the  Holy  Ghoft.  But  the  Godhead 
of  the  Father,  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy 
Ghoft  is  all  one;  the  glory  equal,  the  majefty 
co-ctcrnal.  Such  as  the  Father  is,  fuch  is  the 
Son,  and  fuch  is  the  Holy  Ghoft.  The  Father 
uncreate,  the  Son  uncreate,  and  the  Holy  Ghoft 
uncreate.  The  Father  incomprehenfible,  the 
Son  incomprehenfible,  and  the  Holy  Ghoft  in- 
comprehenfible. The  Father  eternal,  the  Son 
ecernal,  and  ihe  Holy  Ghoft  eternal  j  and  yet 
they  are  not  three  eternals,  but  one  eternal.  As 
alfo,  there  arc  not  three  incomprehenfibles,  nor 
three  uncreated,  but  one  uncreated,  and  one 
incomprehenfible.  So  likewife  the  Father  is 
alwi'ghty,    the  Son   almighty,  and   the    Holy 
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Ghoft  almighty,  and  yet  they  are  not  three  al- 
mighties, hut  one  alnnighty.     So  the  Father  is. 
God,  the  Son   is  God,  and  the  Holy  Ghoft'is 
God,  ^nd  yet  they  are  not^  three  Gods,  but  one 
God.     So  likewife  the  Father  is  Lord,  the  Soa 
is  Lord,  and  the  Holy  Ghoft  is  Lord,  and  yet 
not  three.Lords,  but  one  Lord.     For,  as  we  are 
compelled   by  the  chriftian  verity  to  acknow- 
ledge every  per.on  by  himfelf  to  be  God  and 
Lord,  fo.  are  .we  forbidden  by  the  Catholic  Re- 
ligion lo  (ay,  there  be  three   Gods,  or  three 
Lords.    The  Father  is  made  of  none  j  neither 
created,  nor  begotten.     The  Son  is  of  the  Fa- 
ther  alone,  not  made,,  nor   created,    but  be- 
gotten.   The  Holy  Ghoft  is  of  the  Father,  and 
of  the  Son,  nt- ither  made,  nor  created,  nor  be- 
gotten, but  proceeding.     So  there  is  one  Fa- 
ther, not   three  Fathers,    one  Son,  not  three 
Sons,  one  Holy  Ghoft,  not  three  Holy  Ghofts. 
And  in  this  Trinity  none  is  afore,  or  after  others 
none  is  greater  or  lefs  than  another  j  but  the 
whole  three  perfons  are  co-ecejnal  together  and 
co-equaL    So  that  in  all  things^  as  afortfaid, 
the  Unity  in  Trinity,  and  the  Trinity  in  Unity 
is  to  be  worftiipped.     He  therefore  that  will  be  . 
faved,  muft  thus  think  of  the  1  rinity.  Further- 
more, it  is   neceflary   to  everlafting  falvation^ 
that  he  alfo  believe  the  lncarna:ion  of  our  Lord 
Jefus  Chrift.     For  the  right  Faith  is,  that  wc 
believe  and  confefs,  that  our  Lord  Jefus  Chrift;^ . 
the  Son  of  God,  is  God  and  man  ^  God  of  the 
fubftance  of  the  Father,  begotten  before  the 
worlds;  and  man  of  the  fubltance  of  his   Mo- 
ther, born  in  the  world  •,  Perfect  God,  and  per- 
,      •  •  fed 
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feft  man,  of  reafongble  foul,  and  hitman  fle(h 
fubfiftingj  equal  to  the  Father,  as  touching  his 
Godhead,  and  inferior  to  the  Fatheri  as  touch- 
ing his  manhood.  Who,  although  he  be  God 
and  man,  >ct  he  is  not  two,  but  one  Chriltj 
one,  not  by  the  (?onverfion  of  the  Godhead  into 
fltfh,  but  by  taking  the  manhood  into  God  : 
one  altogether,  not  by  confufion  of  fubftance, 
but  by  unity  of  pcrfon.  For  as  the  reafonable 
ioul  and  flelh  is  one  man  ;  fo  God  and  man  is 
one  Chrift,  who  fuffered  for  our  falvation,  de- 
fended into  hell,  rofe  again  the  third  day  from 
the  dead.  He  afcended  into  heaven,  he  fitteth 
'  on  the  right-hand  of  the  Father,  God  Almighty, 
from  whence  he  (haU  come  to  ]udge  the  living 
and  the  dead.  At  whofe  coming  all  men  fhall 
rife  again  with  their  bodies,  and  fhall  give  ac- 
count for  their  works,  Ihey  that  have  done 
good,  (hall  go  inio  life  everlafting  i  and  they 
that  have  done  evil,  into  everlafting  fire.  This 
is  the  Catholic  tairh  ;  which,  except  a  man  be- 
lieve faithfully,  he  cannot  be  faved. 

Mqfes,  1  confefs  myfelf  your  debtor,  and  that 
to  you  only,  by  the  grace  of  God,  I  owe  my 
convt  rfion.  Happy  conference  with  your  fa- 
ther and  Calvin,  when  1  called  you  in,  to  ex- 
plain the  chriftian  tenets,  I  heartily  acquiefce 
and  fubmit  to  the  expofition  of  the  chiiftian 
faith,  and  ai  things  the  church  of  Chriit  com- 
mands.
